“In addition to the dormitories, 
there is a watch room — dayroom 
on tihe ground floor. The base- 
ment area contains hose drying 
facilities, emergency generator, 
and utilities. 

“The design also provides the 
following: 

“a. Placement of building on 
the property to allow space for 
future expansion. 

“b. Asphaltic cement covered 
parking lot. 

“e. Aluminum flagpole and A- 
merican flag at the front of the 
building. 

“d. Air compressor for appara- 
tus tires. 

“e. Heat detecting system to 
guard against fires in the station. 

“f. Fire alarm box in front of 
the station. 

“The square footage require- 
ments were, reduced from 5,060 
to 3.860 square feet, a reduction 
of approximately 1.200 square 
fedt,” the subcommittee contin- 
ued. "We felt, however, that the 
apparatus room should be sized 
for future growth requirements 
to house three pieces of appara- 
tus. Judging that building costs 
will only inarease in the future, 
it was decided to provide now 
for the 500 square feet needed 
for growth. 

“Therefore, the resultant final 
design at 4,302 square feet a- 
chieves the objective stated at

\ouths who assisted her in bringing this recrea- 
tional need before the voters for their considera- 
tion deserves commendation. In an era when 
dissent, destruction, and a negative attitude are 
often used as tools to get attention and to ac- 
complish objectives, we congratulate the group 
interested in the ice rink on its positive ap- 
proach. 

Bus Service 

Through Boston and Maine Railroad service, 
aided bv an MBT Y subsidy. \\ inchester has Ire- 
quent. direct train service to North Station in 
Boston. From that point, however, a change- 
over to the MBT Y system is necessary for many 
commuters. 

Perhaps the MBT Y could consider supple- 
menting this service by rerouting the Lowell to 
Boston bus via \\ inchester Square in both direc- 
tions. This would provide direct service to Park 
Square in Boston from Winchester Center. 

At present, this bus makes stops along Cam- 
bridge Street in \\ inchester. By adding a few 
minutes' running time to this line, additional 
passengers could be serv ed and more revenue ob- 
tained. It would also provide a direct link to 
sueli communities as Burlington and Lowell 
from Winchester Center. We suggest that the 
MBT Y give it some study.

Photographer Arthur T. Griffin of 22 Euclid 
Avenue has receivetl further praise for the color 
photos appearing on the covers of area editions 
of the Telephone Directory.

The December 21. 1970, Star published a Page 
One -tory about vacancies open for Winchester 
students at Northeast Metropolitan Regional \ o- 
cational School in Wakefield. Illustrating the 
article as it continued inside the issue were sev- 
eral pictures of W inchester youths receiving 
instruction at the school. 

\ reader who had been favorably impressed 
with educational opportunities offered by the 
school fell disappointed at the failure of more 
\\ inchester teenagers to take advantage ot these 
vocational programs. She asked il we could help 
publicize the availahiliv of openings at the 
school, lu cooperation with the administration 
of Northeast Metropolitan Regional \ oeatioual 
School, which arranged a tour and interviews, 
this was done. 

\\ c. too, were concerned that only 86 \\ in- 
chcstcr youths three have -ince ceased attend- 
ance hud filled the \\ inchester quota of 86 
openings- The failure to fill quotas was not lim- 
ited it* one class, lu fact, only the tirade Nine 
quota of 21 w as filled. 

For Grade Ten. figures supplied hv the Nortli- 
ea-t Metropolitan Regional Vocational School 
authorities show a W inchester quota til 19, with 
II enrolled. For Grade Eleven, three students 
were enrolled out of a Winchester quota of 16. 
l or the nior vear. the W inchcstcj* quota of I 1 
was foiuplclt Iv unfilled. W hi le -pace existed 1 or 
1<> \\ inchester postgraduates, only one was regis- 
tered. 

lu examining tlic-e figures, we recalled para- 
graph- from a recent letter to the Editor ol the 
Star. Y reader suggested that several causes for 
drug Use and « rime among teenagers might he 
considered. I hie wa-: 

•*T|ie heavy rut-race' academic pressure that 
we impose upon our teenager.- in order to get 
tin in into a 'good college. 

\uolher wu-: 

'The lack oi important, work for older teen- 


agers. i In previous generations, 'kids’ of similar 
ages were raising and supporting families. Now 
we a-k them to sit like docile school children and 
he spoon-fed learning, without letting them see 
any relevancy in what they arc doing, or feci 
pride in real work.)” 

So much emphasis has been placed on formal 
higher learning that some venerable educational 
institutions have sacrificed their reputations and 
the value of their degrees by lowering academic 
standards. Some faculty members and adminis- 
trators have minimized the importance ol en- 
couraging adequate preparation for college study 
in the lower grades. They do not believe that 
admitting all who are qualified for college is >ul- 
ficient. Instead, all ey have adopted the philos- 
ophy of college for all. 

'The result- have been seen in acts of violence 
and dissent by those incapable of college work, 
whose purposes on campus are political rather 
than educational. Such "students*’ should lu* dis- 
tinguished. of course, iroiu those who are con- 
structively working lor needed changes to make 
higher education more valuable. 

Still another result has been the deemphasis 
placed on tin* dignity of worthwhile labor.

School Budgets 
Get Close Look 

Editor of the Star: 

School costs, which in some 
communities are taking more of 
the tax dollar than expenditures 
for all other purposes, are hemp 
scrutinized closely in the forma- 
tion of 1971 municipal budgets. 

But there is scant hope held in 
any municipality that 1971 school 
costs can be trimmed from those 
of this year. The offensive is being 
directed at the next best thing — 
holding down 1971 school budget 
increases that are inevitable. 

The taxpayers of this tight-fist- 
ed Yengee Town of yore should 
refuse to do the bidding of the 
School Committee by fighting to 
lower said Committee’s budget, 
which I understand is to be in- 
creased $700,000. No city or town 
has a better school system where 
the graduates enter the colleges 
and universities without going to 
a prep school first. As excellent as 
the teachers are they are not 
teaching the three R’s; Reading. 
Writing, and ’Rithmetic, as attest- 
ed to by Ex- President Conant of 
fair Harvard and Vice Admiral 
Kickover, he who invented the 
atomic submarine, as said entrants 
into a field of higher learning need 
to take a refresher course in the 
three R*s. 

Other towns and cities are hav- 
ing their respective difficulties 
with keeping the school budgets 
down. The state’s largest town has 
their School Committee submit a 
budget increase of $900,000. ex- 
clusive of salary negotiations; 64 
percent of the increase resulted 
from salary obligations. A city 
bordering said state’s largest town 
deems it inevitable that its school 
budget will increase $1.5 million 
unless drastic cuts are made. 

A second major factor, still un- 
known, will he teachers’ salary in- 
creases for the coming year. The 
Teachers Association is seeking a 
30 percent increase or more on 
some levels. Taxpayers ought to 
revolt. 

In 1960 in said city, there were 
17,500 pupils and a professional 
educational staff of 913. In 1970, 
there were 17,600 pupils in the 
schools and a professional staff of 
1.258, plus 95 teacher aides, an in- 
crease of 400 teachers while the 
number of pupils remained within 
100. Think of that. Retrench * Re- 
trench * Retrench * ought to be 
the slogan in Holier than Thou 
Winchester but those days are 
over the hill and still a minority 
of voters run this bailiwick and 
throw the taxpayers* money away 
as if said money grew on trees 
(remember when our parents used 
that expression). Witne-s the mu- 
nificent high school being erected 
in the town’s swamp at millions 
more in costs than on the Man- 
chester Field site in the rear of 
the present and there is 10 acres 
of solid ground upon which an 
architect’s dream could be erected 
at a saving of millions. 

Why does not the School Com- 
mittee disclose for what purpose 
this increase of $700,000 in its 
budget entails? It ought t » be in- 
teresting and it is its duty (but 
who thinks of duty these days) as 
there is a revolution being conduc- 
ted right now for a better America 
by those who arc not -atisfied 
with the present setup, with their 
long unshaven faces, dirty clothes, 
and unwashed bodies, (which 
sounds like the Indian who goes 
unwashed for the Winter season 
ami smells accordingly.) 

March elections are nut so far 
away, so keep up in telling your 
neighbors to work for a reduction 
in the budget, whether it be the 
school budget or the budget as a 
whole.

Palmer Street 
Housing Site 
Is ’‘Unsuitable" 

Editor of the Star: 

With respect to the Winchester 
Housing Authority, it is unfortu- 
nate and regrettable that the Au- 
thority did not obtain the advice 
and guidance of informed and 
knowledgeable individuals in pick- 
ing a site for housing the elderly. 

The site chosen on Palmer Street 
is quite unsuitable for three speci- 
fic reasons: 

1. From the first snowfall until 
spring, it will be impossible for any 
elderly person to walk to town or 
any shopping area. The sidewalks 
on Palmer, Lake, and Main Streets 
are either impassable or only par- 
tially cleared all winter. Even if 
they walk in the road (a dangerous 
practice) it is a cold and windy 
one-third mile in winter and a hot, 
tiring one-third mile in summer. 
Keeping this one-third mile of side- 
walks completely free of snow and 
ice all winter would pose an unrea- 
sonably difficult burden on the 
Highway Department in view of 
their present workload in winter. A 
traffic light will he required at the 
intersection of Main and Lake and 
I doubt, considering the width of 
Main Street, that an elderly person 
can make it across during a single 
“walk” interval. 

2. The proposed site will face 
Wedge Pond. A lovely view with as 
much solitude as one can achieve 
in a suburban setting. However, 
solitude is exactly what the elderly 
do not need or want. Most psychol- 
ogists specializing in problems of 
the elderly (ami most of your el- 
derly relatives) will tell you that 
the elderly want company, to see 
people and activity. Loneliness they 
have and the ducks on Wedge Pond 
(who leave in the winter) are not 
the answer. A location (and there 
are several) close to the center 
where windows look out on the 
town’s activity would be a better 
answer. 

The windows at the proposed site 
that do not face the pond will face 
Palmer Street, providing a cheer- 
ful sight — the cemetery. 

I wonder of anyone thought to 
take a poll of the members of the 
Retired Citizens Club as to their 
thoughts for the location. 

I sincerely hope the Authority 
will reconsider its decision anil look 
at sites closer to the center of town 
— sites from which residents can 
make little forays into town fre- 
quently and easily. The town’s mer- 
chants would benefit as well as the 
elderly.

Backs Salt Use 
For Safe Roads 

Editor of the Star: 

I will join in the sympathy 
which the 300 anti-salt, amateur 
ecologist, petition-signers exhibit 
for a few fish in Mystic Lakes if 
they will join me in sympathy for 
the 21,620 Americans killed on our 
highways during the five winter 
months of the 1969-1970 winter. 
The majority of these accident vic- 
tims were killed in the so-called 
snow -belt states and a good por- 
tion can be directly attributed to 
skidding on icy and snowy road 
surfaces. 

Those who would ban, or reduce 
the amount of salt used on Win- 
chester roads also blame its use 
for the killing of a few trees and 
patches of grass close to the road- 
way. Studies conducted in Connec- 
ticut, Michigan, Wisconsin, and 
Canada do not show such evidence. 
In no case could salt used on ice — 
and snow-covered roads be shown 
as the culprit directly at fault. In 
fact, it was suggested that some 
water and fertilizer would do won- 
ders. 

The policy of the Massachusetts 
DPW is to cut grass along the 
median strips and right-of-way 
areas as close to the ground as 
possible. They do not water or 
fertilize these areas. Naturally, 
the grass dies as it would under 
the same circumstances on our 
own property. The DPW of every 
state has the same policy’ but our 
ecologist friends would have us be- 
lieve the use of salt is at fault. 

According, to other tests and stu- 
dies conducted on state and fed- 
eral levels, no other chemical 
comes close to the melting power 
of salt. When one does, I’ll be the 
first advocate of its use. Until 
then, I’m in favor of letting doc- 
tors get to their patients; of house- 
wives getting to the store; of men 
getting to their offices; of children 
getting to school; of merchants 
getting deliveries ... all in safety 
and mi safe roads. 

But then, if it wasn’t salt it 
would be something else. Mercury 
has been found in some fish; dogs 
and cats eat fish and then smell 
around trees, etc. Could it be 
mer -? . . . Let’s get up a pe- 

tition!

THE NEW BOY 

bit Doreen Tovey 

If you are ailurophobie, allergic to, or just plain 
can’t stand cats, don’t bother with this hook; though 
I have heard it said that people with cat phobias 
don’t reach to Siamese. This is a book about two 
Siamese cats who must have many friends from pre- 
vious books about them. Doreen Tovey, English au- 
thor of “Cats in the Belfry,” "Donkey Work,” “Cats 
in Cahoots,” and “Raining Cats and Dogs,” writes 
with humor and appreciation of animals and country 
life. If she sometimes sounds sentimental, any lover 
of any animal will accept this as normal and she 
doesn’t quite descend to sentimentality. 

Solomon and Sheba, the two Siamese of the ear- 
lier books, occupy the forefront in this one until 
Solomon dies quite suddenly. Something must he 
done for fourteen-year-old Sheba, and the best solu- 
tion seems to be a kitten as much like her lifelong 
companion as possible. Her owners, Doreen Tovey 
and husband, Charles, cannot be satisfied with any- 
thing less than a complete replica of their beloved 
pet and after much search they find one — Solomon 
Secundus, thereafter called Seeley, the “New Boy” 
of the title. 

To many people (including me) the Siamese miaow 
is an earsplitting insult, but Mrs. Tovey understands 
what the cats are saying (and quite impudent they 
are at times). This seems reasonable to me since I 
could always understand our dogs. But it does ap- 
pear as if Siamese cat owners are extreme maso- 
chists. They even admit it. “The cats rip the chair- 
covers, turn carpets into remarkable imitations of 
astrakhan, smash china till you’d think they had 
shares in a pottery . . . and still, when the owner 
replaces the article, he imagines that this time all 
will be well ... it never works of course.” 

Seeley is typical of his breed — loud, imperious, 
loving and incredibly expert at getting into trouble, 
for which each time he was forgiven. His ingenious 
pranks are often very funny, but more amusing still 
(and now I’m being a sadist) are his owners’ efforts 
to prevent, then rescue him from his continuous 
plights. Annabel, the miniature donkey of earlier 
books, is his friend and he will stand up to any dog, 
or rather sit down and transfix the startled animal 
with his blue eyes. 

Floods, adders and bee-raising are part of the 
Toveys’ country life. They cope admirably and with 
rare good humor. As Charles remarked when the 
Council put : up a sign reading “Adders! If bitten 
ring so-and-so 4321.”. We must be tough if they have 
to warn the adders.” They must be tough if they can 
live with two intransigent Siamese who complain 
often and in Capital letters.

Five-Year Plan 

(1) The working of a revised, 
overall five-year plan document is 
scheduled to be presented to the 
School Committee by the Five- 
Year Planning Committee no later 
than February 1 with distribution 
to the School Department staff by 
March 1. 

Summary statements were de- 
veloped from the comments and 
suggestions of students, parents, 
and staff at both the elementary 
and secondary levels. Guidelines 
being used by the Five-Year Com- 
mittee are the improvement of the 
use of available resources and 
identification of the additional 
needs for betterment of the entire 
program. 

Included in their final statement 
will be the views of the School 
Committee, administration, and 
the Five-Year Committee itself 
on this topic. 

(2) (18) The relationship of 
the roles of principal and assis- 
tant superintendent in the school 
system to the entire management 
structure is being reviewed by the 
Management Study Committee. 
Recommendations for changes in 
the table of organization, job de- 
scriptions, and other matters re- 
lating to management’s role will 
he submitted on or before March 1. 

Dr. Klemer estimates that these 
objectives were two-thirds of the 
way toward achievement as of De- 
cember, 

(3) A calendar and specific 
plan for programmed budgeting 
has been formulated under the 
guidance of William F. Clark, as- 
sistant superintendent for admin- 
istrative services, and the con- 
sultant to the Title III program- 
med budget project initiated by 
the Stoneham School Department. 

An advisory committee will car- 
ry, out the study in the various 
categories of budgeting, hoping 
to start a programmed budget in 
the school system by 1972.

Boston’s Museum of Science re- 
ports its observation hive is still 
full of honeybees, as busy as bees 
ever are. 

Bees do not die in winter, the 
Museum says. When there arc no 
more flowers to visit, bees living 
under natural conditions outdoors 
become sluggish. They hang in a 
thick cluster, consuming just 
enough of their stored honey to 
generate the heat necessary to 
keep them alive. 

The Museum’s observation hive, 
on the other hand, is in a warm 
room. Its glass-walled sides are 
exposed to daylight, augmented by 
electric light. The entrance is pro- 
tected from cold winds. The setting 
keeps the bees from clustering. It 
makes them hungry. 

Museum officials expect that the 
bees may eat up their entire sup- 
ply of honey before the winter is 
over. Then the Museum will try 
the experiment of giving them a 
mixture of sugar and water 
through a feeding bottle. 

Like wild bees, the insects in the 
Museum’s hive may venture out- 
doors several times during the win- 
ter. Any day that the temperature 
reaches 50 degrees, they fly to dis- 
pose of bodily waste. 

At the Museum’s hive a small 
magnifying glass allows visitors ! 
to study individual bees in action. 
Additional information may b. d)- 
tained from a series of dramatic 
blowups of various parts of the 
bee’s anatomy which hang l». dde 
the observation hive. The photos 
were made by an SEM (St unning I 
Electron Microscope) by Dr. 1 1 . (•;. 
Pussoju and Dr. A. F. R ■ ffe, i 
EBTEC Corporation, Bedfor i A 
wild honeybee comb and a bee box, 
used by honey hunters to trap wild 
honeybees, are also exhibited.

mechanisms, they may be concen- 
trated by the food chain so that the 
amount in living tissues and organs 
exceeds by far the concentration in 
the environment. 

DDT is a well-known and much 
maligned organic chemical that is 
fat-soluble and very slowly bi"de- 
gradable. DDT tends to comen- 
trate in tissues of fish, birds, and in 
man. The unwanted trace contam- 
inant of 2,4,5-T — dioxin, produced 
during manufacture — is an excep- 
tionally poisonous substance that 
concentrates in living tissues. After 
five years of intensive research, di- 
oxin was identified in 11*02 as the 
culprit that caused millions of dol- 
lars of damage and the death of in- 
numerable chickens. Even today, 
despite its great toxicity, the beha- 
vior of dioxin in the food chain has 
not been worked out. 

Dr. Abelson poses several cruicnl 
questions: How do people cope with 
the likelihood that other substances, 
like dioxin, exist? Thousands of 
chemicals are manufactured. In 
their preparation, side reactions are 
producing many thousands more of 
unwanted and even unidentifed 
substances.

More than (10,000 men, women 
and children in Greater Boston will 
be provided with Christmas cheer, 
music and presents during the holi- 
day season this year. 

Veterans totally and permanently 
disabled by a service-connected dis- 
ability are entitled to direct loans 
for specially constructed housing 
anywhere in the country. 


A new contract authorizing 
Middlesex County Hospital in Wal- 
tham as a center for the care of 
tuberculosis was signed by the 
State Department of Public Health 
on December 16. 

Under the new contract, Middle- 
sex will maintain a TB service 
comprised of 75 beds — a reduc- 
tion of about 25 beds. The number 
of patients will be reduced by 
transferring patients who require 
prolonged hospitalization to other 
TB hospitals in the state. The re- 
leased beds will be used as a third 
medical unit for persons with long 
term illnesses. 

“The new contract will allow us 
to concentrate on acute diagnosis 
aiml treatment of TB after there 
are fewer long term or custodial 
care p atien ts,” explained Dr. John 
NobkL‘* J (ITrector of Middlesex. 

“New drugs used to treat TB 
continue to permit patients to be 
discharged after briefer and brief- 
er hospitalization. We expect the 
average patient stay in 1970 to be 
well below the average stay of 93 
days in 1969,” he said. 

“We will continue to receive pa- 
tients referred by the State De- 
partment of Public Health,” he 
said. 

One year ago, after Dr. Alice 
Broadhurst resigned as director of 
Middlesex, the State Department 
of Public Health decided to close 
Middlesex as a TB hospital. It sent 
the hospital a letter notifying it 
that as of January, 1971, no more 
TB patients would be coming to 
Middlesex. 

At present there are only about 
270 patients in the state requiring 
hospitalization for TB, and Middle- 
sex alone has enough beds to take 
care of this total figure. However, 
Mattapan and Norfolk County hos- 
pitals also treat TB patients. The 
state was confronted with how to 
get the optimum utilization from 
the existing TB beds, thus its de- 
cision to eliminate Middlesex. 

However, since the initiation of 
Middlesex’s new program to be- 
come a hospital for the care of 
those with chronic or long term ill-

Francis X. Finigan, director off 
Science of the Winchester Public 
Schools and president of the Na- 
tional Science Supervisors Associ- 
ation, was chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Strategies at a confer- 
ence of the Commission on Science 
Education held last week in Wash- 
ington, D. C.

Mr. Finigan, a fellow of AAAS, 
when interviewed stated that while 
science in elementary and second- 
ary schools have been completely 
changed in the past decade, most 
science courses for teachers at the 
college level have changed little. 
He felt the conference would help 
give direction to the colleges ; n 
their pre-science education pro- 
grams.

Redistricting 
Changes Listed 


I’lu* lirst redistricting of Town precincts since 1958 will affect 
;m estimated 20 percent of the registered voters here. Town Meeting 
Members will receive a special mailing giving the new precinct bound- 
aries, the Board of Selectmen decided Monday evening. January 11. 

A new voting list is being prepared incorporating the changes. 
Town Engineer John H. Ciarcia has drawn a map showing the new 
precinct boundaries. A copy is available for inspection at d own Hall 
or at the Star office. 

The redistricting project was 
discussed by the Selectmen Mon- 
day with Mrs. Elsie Nelson, town 
clerk; Attorney Leonard ,J. Mul- 
len, town counsel, and Edward 
F. Donnelly, executive secretary. 

Attorney Mullen pointed out that 
the redistricting becomes official 
when all information is on file. 

Until then, the changes are pro- 
posed, rather than official. 

Under the proposed redistrict- 
ing plan, the Town's 11,524 regis- 
tered voters will be assigned to 
precincts as follows: Precinct 

One, 1,959; Two, 1,937; Three, 

1,979; Four, 1,899; Five, 1,880, 
and Six, 1,870. The number of 
registered voters before redis- 
tricting began varied from 1,574 
in Precinct Two to 2,589 in Pre- 
cinct Four. Redistricting by the 
Selectmen is required under the 
1928 Special Act of the Massa- 
chusetts legislature which estab- 
lished representative town gov- 
ernment by limited town meet- 
ing for Winchester, when pre- 
cincts do not contain approxi- 
mately an equal number of regis- 
tered voters.

Local construction in I97<> dipped nearly one million dollars below 
1969 building figures. Building permits t. »i ailing $2, 124,059 were issued 
by Building Commissioner William B. MacDonald during 1970, $981,- 
522 less than 1969’s $3,105,581. 

Of the 245 permits issued in I97(», .35 were for erecting one- 
family residences valued at M ,258,750. In 1969, there were 53 such 
structures worth $1,730,000.

This 
means that anyone who has lived 
in Massachusetts for one year, in 
Winchester for six months, and 
was born on March 1, 1952, or 
earlier is eligible to vote. 

Governor Francis Sargent has 
proclaimed January Youth Voter 
Registration Month in the Com- 
monwealth. Both the League of 
Women Voters and the Citizens 
for Participation Politics are en- 
couraging the newly enfranchised 
19 and 20-year-olds to participate 
in this spring’s local election. 

It is hoped by the groups that 
the movement will focus attention 
on continuing registration for 
young people, especially since 18- 
year-olds will be eligible to vote 
in the national elections in the fall 
of 1972.

000. There are no tuition costs at 
present in Lowell. 

The new program was first of- 
fered to Woburn by the Mystic- 
Valley Mental Health Association. 
Lexington and Stoneharn have 
joined. In 1972 it is anticipated 
that Winchester would receive 
State aid with tuition costs for 
this program. If the Town were to 
wait until 1972 to apply, it would 
probably not he until 1973 that 
it would he granted.

Liquor In 

Whether W inches ter clubs and veterans* or- 
fiani/at ion> will be authorized to dispense liquor 
to members and quests will be considered at the 
Special Town Meeting on Monday evening, Jan- 
uary Iff. 

\n article on the warrant will ask the state 
legislature to pass a special act paving the way 
for \\ inchester clubs to have these liquor priv- 
ileges. If the act L approved, a referendum ques- 
tion on the matter will appear on the ballot in 
the March election. 

If voters endorse the referendum question, 
the Board of Selectmen would assume licensing 
powers. Public hearings on each club's appli- 
cation would 1 m* held. 

I nited Clubs of Winchester, comprising the 
Elks, the Sons of Italy, the Christopher Colum- 
bus Club, the Veterans of Foreign Wars, the 
American Legion, the Knights of Columbus, and 
the Winchester Country Club, has directed the 
campaign for licensing club-. 

Its spokesmen have emphasized that none of 
the organizations is seeking to serve liquor to 
the general public. Only members and guests 


The Clubs 

would be admitted. There would be no "open 
bars.*’ 

The clubs seeking liquor dispensing privileges 
spend a substantial amount each year on com- 
munity service. Such activities as Boy Scout 
troops, baseball and football teams. Thanksgiv- 
ing and Christmas baskets to the needy, scholar- 
ships. entertaining hospital patients, the high 
school football tram banquet, and aid to state 
and national charitable and educational causes 
are among interests of such groups. 

The Star editorially opposed liquor licenses 
for package stores, bars, and taverns before the 
November election. It has not changed its po- 
sition on the granting of such licenses. 

On the question of liquor dispensing privi- 
leges for clubs and veterans organizations, the 
proposal, as outlined by the l nited Clubs of 
Winchester, appears to contain proper safe- 
guards against an ’’open bar*' situation. The 
groups have maintained that they need funds to 
carry on their service to town, state, and nation. 
A “yes" vote on this question lias the Star's sup- 
port,. 


Cool Canine Capers 


This is a season when dogs seem to particu- 
larly enjoy prowling about ponds and streams. 
Sometimes their adventurous strolls lead them 
into situation.** where their weight breaks ice and 
they are then literally in water over their heads. 

Winchester firefighters, using boats and ropes, 
come to the rescue, braving the cold and perhaps 
endangering their lives in saving pets for grate- 
ful owners. 

Some canines plague motorists battling tricky 
weather conditions and narrowed traffic lanes by 


running beside or in front of moving vehicles. 
Such athletic animals make a difficult driving 
task considerably more tension-producing. 

None too surefooted pedestrians may find it 
difficult to stay on their feet, when bothered by 
some dogs. 

Dog ow ner- can help during winter's problem 
weather by trying to keep their pets as close to 
home as possible. In this way. the (logs are not 
as likely to cause injuries to themselves or to 
their human friends. 


Keeping Schools Open Longer 


The Extended School \ ear Committee expects 
to have its report on a proposed 12-month school 
year ready by the Mutual Town Meeting. The 
studv will contain no recommendations, but will, 
instead, summarize the group’s findings on a 
lengthened school year. 

Committee members acknowledge that the 
subject is a "highly complicated” one. They 
have been grateful for the cooperation of officials 
in places such as Cohassct, where the program is 
in effect. 

In Natick, the consensus among members of 
the Educational Development Committee was 
that maximum use of school facilities would be 
possible by keeping the buildings open all year, 
with most pupils attending classes nine months. 
Most of the group's members also felt that a 12- 
month school year would eliminate the need for 
construction of additional facilities. 


Disadvantages were mentioned by the Natick 
organization, too. These included increased costs 
for stall and transportation; having approxi- 
mately 20 percent of students out of school for 
three month- during the winter, and the prob- 
lem of vacations where working parents may 
be permitted time off only during the summer 
but wlio.-e children would be scheduled for 
school at that period. 

Natick's Educational Development Committee, 
which includes teachers, administrators, and Fi- 
nance Board and School Committee members, 
will study the matter further. 

W e hope that W inchcster's Extended School 
Year Committee, under the chairmanship of 
Mrs. Mary A. Mears of the School Committee, 
w ill have an opportunity to present its report at 
the Annual Town Meeting. Then, if further 
study is deemed desirable, steps can be taken to 
pliyi for it.

Would things have been differ- 
ent if myself and my five brothers 
had become addicted to strong li- 
quor and my five children thereby 
tempted to experiment with drugs 
as we elders experimented with 
alcoholics — I don’t know. But I 
do know that Winchester is still a 
fine town and prohibits the sale 
of alcoholics — Let’s keep it that 
way.

West Side 
Fire Station 
Support Sought 

Editor of the Star: 

The original petitioners for a 
West Side Fire Station are very 
pleased with the reports and archi- 
tectural plans as worked out by 
the Building Subcommittee. Ably 
chaired by Sherman W. Saltmnrsh 
with committeemen Robert D. 
Beattie. Harry E. Chefalo, Robert 
T. Holland, and Gerald D. Saks, 
they conscientiously achieved a 
plan for a modest two-bay sub- 
station that will fill the needs and 
future growth of this area. The 
building as planned by Town Arch- 
itect Arthur Rand is permanent 
and compatible with the commun- 
ity. 

The recommendations by the 
Board of Selectmen and Chief A- 
mico on the estimated personnel 
cost for this station is approxi- 
mately $45,000 per year, about 25 
cents on the tax rate. No equip- 
ment purchases wifi be necessary 
at this time. One existing engine 
from the Central Firehouse will be 
transferred to this new site, and 
the apparatus and crew will be 
dispatched throughout the town. 

At this writing, bids will have 
been opened and recorded by the 
committee and they will be ready 
for presentation at the Special 
Town Meeting, January 18, 1971. 
In view of the number of sub- 
contract bids received last week, 
the committee is optimistic that 
the general contract bids will in- 
clude some acceptable figures un- 
der today’s construction climate. 
Labor and material costs have 
risen sharply since the last Annual 
Town Meeting and with the in- 
creased footage , recommended to 
accommodate projected growth, we 
must assume the cost will be more 
than the $100,000 goal set in A- 
pril, 1970. 

We believe this committee acted 
very responsibly and honestly to 
bring the best possible solution to 
this area’s fire protection problems. 

Winchester has accepted the ser- 
ious need for a second fire station. 
Delay can only cost the taxpayer 
more dollars later and increase fire 
risks substantially. 

We urgently ask every Town 
Meeting Member to read the re- 
ports and recommendations of ‘.he 
Building Subcommittee and sup- 
port their proposal.

Salting Policy 
Review Is Urged 

Editor of the Star: 

As reported in the Star of two 
weeks ago. Superintendent of 
Roads O'Brien attempted to link 
the generally poor Winchester road 
conditions during the Christmas 
storms with his decision to use 
less road salt. He stated that this 
decision was the result of com- 
plaints by “ecology”-minded indi- 
viduals over the excessive use of 
road salt in Winchester. Hence, 
by inference, these individuals were 
to blame for the snow-filled roads. 

Clearly, the link between the 
lack of salt and poor road condi- 
tions is nonexistent for the case 
at hand. Roads were covered with 
snow- because they were not com- 
pletely plowed — probably due to 
the combination of surprisingly 
heavy snowfall, and the Christmas 
holidays and traffic. Obviously, 
with such a heavy snowfall and 
sub-20 degree temperatures, even 
the usual heavy salt dosage would 
have had little or no effect. No 
fairminded person can blame the 
road department for the snow-cov- 
ered roads during those storms, 
hut one can call to task Superin- 
tendent O’Brien for his sloppy at- 
tempt to blame unplowed roads on 
“ecology.” 

Also, Superintendent O’Brien 
stated that more people appear to 
be against, rather than for, less 
salting of the roads. It would seem 
that the 300 signatures gathered 
by Mrs. Southworth over a quick 
four-day period indicate that, if 
not a majority, at least a sizable 
portion of the town does desire 
less salt and that our town’s salt- 
ing policy deserves a careful re- 
view.

THE MAKING OF A SURGEON 

l,y William A. Nolen, M.D. 

Almost any book about doctors and hospitals will 
sell well. There is an awful fascination for the lay- 
man in glimpsing a world which is alien to him and 
which he Would actually prefer to keep that way. 
Many of us assume, fortunately for our peace of 
mind, that all doctors are brilliant, dedicated, and 
accurate. Moreover, we sometimes fail to equate 
with the private life of the ordinary man and roman- 
ticize their doings in and out of their family lives. 
This is not at all the kind of book which Dr. Nolen 
has written. 

In his introduction he describes the Bellevue Hos- 
pital in Now York, where he took his five years’ sur- 
gical training. Bellevue seems to be a remarkable 
misnomer both as regards the location of the hospital 
and its interior, hut Dr. Nolen chose it rather than 
either of the two more modern hospitals where he 
might have interned. 

“Why? I know the answer now but I suspected it 
even on that first day: because Bellevue, despite 
all its monstrous problems, offered the ultimate in 
challenge to anyone in the medical profession. If 
you climb to the top of Mount Everest you know 
that you’ve accomplished something; if you get 
to the top of some grassy knoll the feeling isn’t 
there. Belevue was like Everest.” 

The majority of patients who came to Bellevue for 
attention were the destitute who existed in the neigh- 
boring Bowery district. Quick recognition of the 
symptoms of T.B. was necessary. There were other 
symptoms which gave Dr. Nolen trouble at first. 

“The man had come in with a small abscess on 
his arm. When I examined him I noticed round 
scars about the size of a nickel on all his ex- 
tremities, and even on his abdomen. 

“‘Take a look at this,’ I said to Riley, the head 
nurse on the O.P.D. ‘Mr. Stacy not only has 
an abscess on his arm but he also has ringworm 
all over his body. I’ve never seen such a bad 
case.’ ‘Where the hell have you been, Nolen,’ 
Riley asked me. ‘Out in Squaresville, Ohio, all 
your life? Stacy here hasn’t got ringworm any 
more than I’ve got wings. He’s a skin-popper — 
aren’t you, Stacy?’ ” 

Dr. Nolens internship at Bellevue was interrupted 
after his first year as an assistant resident by a two- 
year tour of duty with the Army. He then returned 
to Bellevue to finish his five-year residency there, 
which culminated in a year as chief resident. 

Towards the end of his book, Dr. Nolen asks the 
question “What is there about surgery that makes 
it necessary for a. doctor to study for five years? The 
answer, in a word, is "judgment.” As chief resident, 
this judgment was exercised continually. 

“How does a doctor recognize the point in time 
when he is finally a ‘surgeon?’ . . . The answer, 

I concluded, was self-confidence . . . Take, for 
example, the emergency situations that we en- 
countered almost every night. The first few' 
months of the year I had dreaded the ringing of 
the telephone. I knew it meant another critical 
decision to be made. Often, after I had told 
Walt or Larry what to do in a particular situa- 
tion, I’d have trouble getting buck to sleep . . . 
More than once at tw-o or three in the morning 
... I’d get out of bed, dress and drive to the 
hospital to sec the patient myself. It was the 
only way I could find the peace of mind 1 needed 
to relax. Now in the last month of my residen- 
cy, sleeping was no longer a problem. There 
were still situations in which I couldn’t be cer- 
tain my decision had been the right one, but I 
had learned to accept this as a permanently 
recurring problem for a surgeon, one that could 
never be completely resolved — and I could live 
with it. So, once I had made a considered deci- 
sion, I no longer dwelt on it. Reviewing it was- 
n’t going to help and I knew that with my know- 
ledge and experience, any decision I’d made was 
bound to be a sound one. It was a nice feeling.” 

The information on the dust cover tells us that 
Dr. Nolen is at work on another book. One feels 
that anyone who reads “The Making of a Surgeon” 
will be eagerly looking forward to the new one.

Mr. Jolinedis said that the mix- 
ture of snow and salt was de- 
structive of trees. He saw a 
“more serious threat" from thaw- 
ing and melting. When the run- 
olT comes, the contour of the land 
is such that much of the water 
will go into many of the .Yards, 
Mr. Jolinedis claimed. He envi- 
sions injured foundations and 
flooded basements. 

Mr. .Jolinedis suggested that 
Winchester find a substitute site 
for dumping' snow. The Town is 
also damping snow at the incine- 
rator site. The goal is in choos- 
ing the sites to avoid possible 
pollution of the Aberjona River. 

Chairman Ralph M. Swanson 
of the Board of Selectmen ex- 
plained that the site was sup- 
posed to be "supplementary” to 
the incinerator location. He pro- 
mised an immediate study of the 
situation. 

Attorney JoHnedis said that 
the group could not give up use 
and enjoyment of its property. 
Tie said that the petitioners ap- 
preciated Winchester’s problem 
but needed to know what was 
going to be done by the Town 
"so that we will know what else 
we have to do.” 

Dr. Allan A. W. Fooks of 10 
Russet Lane has advised the Se- 
lectmen of his gratefulness for 
the Town’s program of snow re- 
moval. In a letter to board mem- 
bers, Dr. Fooks said: 

“I would like to take this op- 
portunity to congratulate the 
town of Winchester on its excel- | 
lent program of snow removal, 
sanding and salting the roads. 
This is vital in a town of many 
hills to protect human life and 
injury and I hope your policy will 
continue. 

“The recent copy of the Win- 
chester Star carried notice claim- 
ing that .‘100 residents signed a 
petition asking for less salt to be 
used on the roads to protect the 
life of shrubs and trees along the 
roadside. May I offer a sobering 

thought to these petitioners. 

Would they rather see a possible 
damaged tree or their loved ones 

wrapped around the same tree 

because of insufficient road care 
for the sake of ecology? 

“My family and I are great 
lovers of wildlife and would do 
anything to preserve and enhance 
natural habitation around private 
property. However in this age, 
transportation has to exist, and 
is vital to the economy of the 
town and the whole country. It 
is high time that safety on the 
roads during winter weather be I 
Considered above roadside dam- 
age to greenery. A tree can shoot 
out and regrow but can human 
life? 

“Before I had the opportunity 
to settle in Winchester, I was dri- 
ving around the surrounding 
towns for many years a.s an occu- 
pational hazard. I have always 
felt safe in driving through this 
town during the winter months. 

"'Congratulations from a new 
and hopefully long time resident.” 
Frank J. Nagle of 26 Winbhrop 
Street has also commented- favor- 
ably on the Town’s storm-fighting 
techniques. In a letter to the, 
board, Mr. Nagle stated: 

“May I take this opportunity 
to add my congratulations to 
those you must already have re- 
ceived relative to the magnificent 
job your Superintendent of 
Streets and his men have done 
to keep our street clear and 
passable during the recent snow- 
storms. 

“However, as a resident who is 
in his 88th year, may I make 
one request, that is that you 
keep using the salt, especially 
on the hills of our Town. I am 
one who takes great pride in his 
yard and gardens, a well as the 
trees along our streets, yet, I 
feel that human life is much more 
important than a few blades of 
grass or a tree here and there. 

Although 1 do not drive a car, 
having given up some five years 
ago, 1 have members of my fami- 
ly who drive and it is comforting 
to know that they can drive down 
or up our hill during snowstorms 
without :tny trouble. This, of 
course is due to the use of salt. 
Let’s keep the salt flowing on the 
hills if not on the level. 

"Thank you for the street light 
which was installed, at my re- 
quest, last September. It is good 
to have that light hack on the 
pole and, as you know the condi- 
tions in our neighborhood, good 
to know that we are well-lighted.”

Occupancy would , 
be limited to persons 65 or older. s 
In a letter to Town Meeting 1 
Members, Housing Authority 1 
Chairman Mary E. Murphy, on 
behalf of herself and her fellow ( 
Authority members, Vincent T . , 
Celia, Charles W. Craven, John , 
L. Doherty, and Charles T. Dou- \ 
cette Jr., said: ( 

“There is a pressing need for 1 
such specialized housing for eld- ' 
erly persons. There are 226 elder- 1 
ly citizens living in this Town 
who report incomes of $2,500 — ( 

the current maximum income al- , 
lowed for eligibility under state i 
sponsored housing* for the elder- 
ly. The Winchester Housing Au- 
thority has many letters on file 
detailing the hardship of elderly 
citizens of low income. , 

“This site has been tentatively 
approved by the Department of 
Community Affairs provided: 

( 1 ) the land be given to the 
Winchester Housing Authority in 
exchange for the sum of one 
dollar (2) that this land be zoneiT 
for two story, garden-type apart- 
ments. 

"This tract of land is near bus 
service, the First National Store, 
churches, and is within one-sixtb 
of a mile walking distance to 
Winchester Center. 

“While many sites were under 
study, this acreage was consider- 
ed the most appropriate choice 
by the Department of Communi- 
ty Affairs. 

"The need is great and time is 
of the essence. We urge you to 
vote in favor of this site, so that 
the Winchester Housing Author- 
ity will be able to move ahead 
with its plans. 

"Please bear in mind that these 
citizens are your neighbors and 
ours.” 

At a joint meeting of the 
Board of Selectmen, Cemetery 
Commission, Park Commission, 
Planning Board, and Winchester 
Housing Authority Mondny eve- 
ning, January 11, Attorney Leo- 
nard J. Mullen town counsel, re- 
lated the history of the proposed 
housing site. 

Attorney Mullen explained 
that in 11)13, the Town acquired 
approximately nine acres of land 
for cemetery use, including the 
site now sought by the Housing 
Authority. Cemetery funds were 
used. A second parcel of land was 
donated, apparently for play- 
ground purposes. 

In 1036, the Palmer Street Ex- 
tension was cut through the mid- 
dle of the land. The Cemetery 
Commission voted that the land 
on the southerly side was no 
longer needed or required for 
cemetery purposes, Mr. Mullen 
said. The Town Meeting laid out 
Palmer Street and transferred a 
small parcel of land to the con- 
trol of the Park Department, Mr. 
Mullen continued. 

In 1060, Town Meeting author- 
ized the widening of Palmer 
Street. The Cemetery Commission 
advised that it had no use or 
requirement for the land. The 
Park Department gave the same 
answer, Mr. Mullen went on. 

Summarizing the Cemetery 
Commission’s involvement with 
the land. Attorney Mullen said 
that the Commission had pur- 
chased the land in 1013, »*elin- 
quished its control of it in 1936, 
and the relinquishment had been 
reaffirmed by Town Meeting vote 
in 1960. 

Mr. Mullen said that the land 
was not in the true sense of the 
word park land. The Park De- 
partment holds merely custodiul 
care, and the property has never 
been used as a park, according 
to Mr. Mullen. 

“It would appear that the 
Town Meeting would have the 
legal right to transfer the land 
by a two-thirds vote,” Mr. Mullen 
continued. 

Chairman Ralph M. Swanson 
of the Board of Selectmen said 
that the board had voted on De- 
cember 28 to recommend the 


transfer to the Housing Author- 
ity. 

Attorney Doan Cnrleton of the 
Cemetery Commission said that 
he believed that the property was 
in his group’s hands. 

“I don’t see how fee can come 
back to town without a deed,” he 
commented. 

Attorney Mullen said that a 
deed was not required in those 
days. 

Chairman Albert A. MncDon- 
nell of the Park Commission pre- 
sented his group’s views in a 
letter to the Selectmen which 
rend : 

“While the Park Commission- 
ers do. not have in mind an im- 
mediate and specific use for the 
parcel of Cemetery Land border- 
ing Wedge Pond, it is the feeling 
of the Board that the interests of 
the citizens would he best served 
by keeping it open as a conserva- 
tion area. 

“If on the other hand, it is the 
opinion of the Selectmen, Plan- 
ning Board, and Conservation 
Commission that this site would 
meet the land requirements of 
the Winchester Housing Author- 
ity, the Park Commissioners 
would endorse such a disposition 
of this land.” 

Planning Board representatives 
said that they would favor the 
land being used for housing if 
other municipal boards were in 
agreement. 

Attorney Carleton said that he 
didn’t like to see the land not 
used for the. purposes given. He 
said that he was not against hou- 
sing for the elderly, but the pro- 
perty was "potentially an ex- 
tremely valuable piece of land.” 

Article Seven 

Article Seven allows for ac- 
ceptance of the report and re- 
commendations of the West Side 
Fire Station Building Subcom- 
mittee. If approved, a Fire De- 
partment substation would be 
constructed on Town-owned land 
at Ridge Street and Loekland 
Road. 

Board’s Views 

The Board of Selectmen has 
given its support to all articles 
except Article Five, the Person- 
nel Board report, on which it ex- 
pressed no opinion. 

Selecbmnn Paul F. Amico sug- 
gested at the Monday, January

INSURANCE — The President 
°f the Massachusetts State Rni- 
Ptoyees Association filed a bill to 
correct what he says is a "gross in- 
justice not just to state employees 
under the new no-fault automobile 
insurance law. Charles C. McGlynn 
said that under the new system 
losses are being partly financed by 
the Commonwealth, city or town, 
and private employers, since per- 
sons are supposed to be reimbursed 
for loss of wages. Insurance com- 
panies. he said, should be paying 
the cost of automobile accidents, 
not employers and employees. The 
bill is designed to “protect persons 
from the loss of benefits under wage 
continuation programs in cases in- 
volving auto accidents.” 

ELECTORAL — Senator John 
J. Moakley (D) of Boston, who will 
not be returning to the Senate in 
January, filed a far-reaching elec- 
toral reform program, commenting 
that during his unsuccessful cam- 
paign for Congress he found the 
elective machinery to be “in great 
need of reordering and streamlin- 
ing."

Judge Anthony Sartornlli levied

The housing situation in Mas- 
sachusetts for the senior citizen 
was described by Dr. Manning as 
"acute." The waiting lists for pub- 
lie housing are long, he added. In 
Fall River, Dr. Manning explain- 
ed, it. would take over 70 years at 
the current turnover rate to house 
the elderly persons now awaiting 
such accommodations in that city. 

Dr. Manning said that he be- 
lieves that the problems of the 
older citizen should he attacked 
at the community level. Because 
of the longer life span, retirement 
plans, all aid mechanisms and 
housing project must be revised 
to be compatible with t lie present 
world, lie maintained.

When buying insurance, particu- 
larly disability or health insurance, 
be aware of any cancellation factor. 

Some policies can’t be canceled 
for a specific number of years as 
long as you pay the premiums. With 
other policies the company may re- 
serve the right to cancel. 

The big disadvantage of a policy 
that can be canceled is that you 
have no assurance of long-term, un- 
interrupted protection. Such a poli- 
cy may be terminated for any rea- 
son. It’s even possible a reason may 
not be given. 

If at all possible, consider buying 
guaranteed renewable policies. This 


type policy puts the buyer in com- 
mand. As long as he pays the pre- 
mium the company must continue to 
furnish protection promised. Chan- 
ges in occupation, claim record, or 
other circumstances, will not cause 
I this policy to terminate.

A 45-hour training course for 
honiemaker-home health aides will 
begin Monday, January 18, it was 
announced today by Mrs. Phyllis 
H. Fernald of 76 Church Street, 
chairman, of the North Metropoli- 
tan Homemaker Services Commit- 
tee. 

Commenting on the announce- 
ment Mrs. Fernald said, “This 
marks another important step to- 
ward the initiation of homemaker- 
home health aide services to Burl- 
ington, Lexington, Melrose, North 
Reading, Reading, Sboneham, 
Wakefield, Winchester and Wo- 
burn. 

The four week training program 
includes classroom and demonstra- 
tion instruction by professionals in 
nutrition, human growth and de- 
velopment, personal care, child 
care, care of the aging, budgeting, 
sanitation, and safety in the home. 

The program will be conducted 
at the Winchester Hospital Contin- 
uing Care Unit, 223 Swanton 
Street, from 10 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. 
on Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fri- 
days. 

The North Metropolitan Home- 
maker Services is seeking mature, 
dependable women and men who 
like people and have had previous 
experience in home management to 
participate in the training pro- 
gram. Persons selected to partici- 
pate in the training program will 
receive training with pay and oth- 
er benefits. 

Following the completion of the 
training program the homemaker- 
ihome health aides will receive as- 


signments in the home. While on 
assignment the homemaker-home 
health aide will be expected to 
maintain the home for a tempo- 
rary period, supervise children 
when a mother is ill or incapaei 
tated and to care for the elderly 
and convalescent adult. 

In providing these services the 
homemaker-home health aide not 
only gains personal satisfaction by 
participating in a program of help, 
but receives an hourly wage.

the Massachusetts Seeonda r v 
School Principals’ Association! 
(MSS PA). 

One broad change reduced the 
maximum period of ineligibility 
that may be levied against any 
transfer student from six months 
to five. 

The second change henceforth 
will grant full eligibility to a stu- 
dent attending a school outside his 
home municipality and transfer- 
ring to the local high school within 
his home municipality. Previously 
a student making such a transfer 
was ruled ineligible for six school 
months. 

In their liberalization of the rule 
regarding a student returning to 
schooling within his home munici- 
pality, the principals included a 
safeguard which stated that such 
a transfer could be made with im- 
mediate eligibility only when: “the 
principal of each of* the two schools 
involved approves and certifies that 
no undue influence was exerted for 
athletic purposes and provided the 
transfer takes place before the sea- 
son for a sport has opened.” 

In order to obtain a waiver under 
the new rule, the principal of the 
school where the student is in at- 
tendance is responsible for obtain- 
ing a letter from the principal of 
the school from which the student 
transferred and sending it, togeth- 
er with a letter of his own, to the 
Executive Secretary of MSSPA.

;ceived and acted upon 
■opriate MSSPA athletic 
ifter which the principal 
■hool will be notified of the 
committee’s decision. The 
umstances is 

not automatic. 

Transfer rules are necessary, the 
MSSPA said, because of the num- 
ber of students who change their 
schools merely because of athletics. 
In the past, certain coaches have 
been suspected of recruiting, or 
“pirating.” Certain athletes are 
suspected of “shopping around” for 
potential stardom with winning 
teams. 

The changes are as voted by the 
MSSPA’s Standing Committee on 
Athletics, and as ratified by the 
Massachusetts Interscholastic Ath- 
letic Council (MIAC), the 15-mem- 
ber committee of school committee- 
men, superintendents, and princi- 
pals. which serves as the policy- 
making board for the MSSPA. 

Reduction of the maximum peri- 
od of ineligibility from six months 
to five was influenced by the length 
of a school semester which general- 
ly is limited to five months.

Student Teachers 
Practice Today’s 
Teaching Methods 

Student teachers traditionally 
practice their techniques at the 
head of the class with the regular 
teacher present to observe and help 
out if necessary. In addition bo 
such regular training classes, 
Parkhurst School in Winchester is 
the scene of added experience for 
future teachers, one-to-one and 
small group learning sessions 
which are so much a part of teach- 
ing today. 

Under a special cooperative pro- 
gram with Boston University, Win- 
chester public schools is using 35 
student teachers who are college 
graduates with bachelor’s degrees 
working toward their master’s de- 
gree and teacher certification. 

Prior to actual student teaching 
the B.U. candidates worked on 
special projects initiated with the 
children for a learning laboratory 
session as the final event in their 
teacher aide experiences. 

The program, under the leader- 
ship of Dr. Lee Indresano of B.U., 
has combined direct work with the 
children with two seminar courses 
on teaching and materials and is 
an example of public school-univer- 
sity cooperation for mutual benefit. 

The program also is a type of 
“classroom without walls” since 
the B.U. students leave the uni- 
versity confines, learn techniques 
in the elementary school, and prac- 
tice them on the children in the 
school.

Average Addict Spends $ 15 
Daily For Drugs, Rotary Told

Most of the money is fed into 
the organized crime structure, he 
said. An addict spending $15 a 
day on drugs may steal about 
$18,000 a year in merchandise 
and convert the stolen items into 
cash, Mr. Robitaillc estimated. 
Female drug users may obtain 
funds through stealing and pros- 
tition, he continued. 

“There are no weekends or hol- 
idays off from the drug habit,” 
Mr. Robitaillc commented. 

Mr. Robitaillc classified drug 
users into four categories: 

1. Situational users — tho :e 
taking drugs to stay awake for 
school examinations, or for simi- 
lar purposes. 

2. Spree users — persons seek- 
ing kicks or experimenting. 

3. Hard core abusers. 

4. Hippie groups — middle and 


upper middle economic class users 
opposed to society who misuse 
drugs to solve or avoid problems. 

Drugs are sometimes taken to 
relieve anxiety, Mr. Robitaille 
noted. They are also consumed by 
some who d so to defy authority 
and convention and to indicate 
their independence, he continued. 

Drug addiction can be attrib- 
uted to no single cause, or set of 
conditions, according to Mr. 
Robitaillc. The problem affects all 
economic classes and all parts of 
society, he maintained. 

Mr. Robitaille lives in Cam- 
bridge. He is with Independent 
Tallow Company, Incorporated, of 
Woburn. In addition to his former 
work as a Narcotics Bureau 
agent, he served us advisor to 
District Attorney John Droney 
of Middlesex County on a drug 
education program.

Remembrances From Home 


The W inehester Homefronters "roup i> begin- 
ning to receive thank you notes from local serv- 
ice personnel who were given Christinas boxes 
by the organization. 

Annually since \\ orhl \Y ar Two. members of 
the Honicfrontcrs have sponsored this townwide 
project. 

This year. 185 packages were sent, a drop 
from tin* 240 mailed the previous year and the 
250 shipped the year before that. The decreases 
reflect the reduction in American military and 
naval forces. 

Mrs. Jack Babakian of 9 Penn Road is pres- 
ident of the Homefronters. The Christmas box 
program is the group's major project. A second 
and sad task of the organization is remember- 
ing families of casualties. 

Mrs. Bradford VI. Bentley of 1 Sheffield Road 
has served as chairman of the Christmas Box 
project for several years. Each package contains 
about 30 items whose total wholesale value is 
seven or eight dollars, she said. For service per- 
sotinel stationed in Southeast Asia, a child's gift 
i> included so that the serviceman may give it 
to a youngster of his choice where he is station- 
ed. 


Fiscal 


There have been > 01111 * interesting happenings 
in the state and in communities in the school 
budget situation recently. 

Hubert O. Eaton, president of the Massachu- 
setts Taxpayers Foundation. Incorporated, re- 
cenllv called for a statewide one-year halt on in- 
crease- in school salary schedules and on new 
school positions. 

In at letter to the chairmen of all Massachu 
setts school committees. Mr. Eaton, former chair 
man of the Hingham School Committee, said: 

**\Ve are w riting you in behalf of all Massachu 
set t s taxpayers to urge that in your negotiation: 
w ith teachers and other school employees and in 
the preparation id’ your 1971 budget you recog- 
nize that this is a year of financial crisis lor 
most communities. 

"Specifically, we urge that your committee 
join with other school committees in publicly 
rejecting, for this one year, increases in school 
salary schedules on top of normal step-rate in- 
creases. 

”\\ e further urge you, for this year, not to cre- 
ate any new positions which are not absolutely 
required by rising enrollments.” 

Mr. Eaton noted that the constant increase in 
salaries and length of payrolls has outstripped 
the existing taxpayer capacity of local govern- 
ments. 

" \t this time," Mg. Eaton continued, ’’educa- 
tional ambit ion- must give way to fiscal realities. 

’’For the pre-ent. we face a most critical situ- 
ation." Mi. Eaton went on. ’’Ml public officials 
and employee- ntu-t realize that this i- a year id 
great hardship for hundreds and thousands ol 
Massachusetts families. 

’’In recognition of the hardship of many, we 
are asking you and all other Massachusetts 
-eliool committee.- to publicly declare a position 
and -land together in a one-year freeze on ex- 
isting program.- and -alary schedules. 

"If you and they do not. we predict unprece- 
dented legi-lali\e -upport for measure- to de- 
pri\e school committer- ol their financial inde- 
pendence. The committee which ignores the 
taxpayer*- plight, in (hi- year of unresolved fis- 
cal problem i- boiling future trouble lor it- 
self and the people it represents. *’

abolish 21 -tall po-itioii- by radically re-truelur- 
iug the elementary school -ysteui. I he saving 
on the l‘)7l budget, combined with other admin- 
i-tratixe suggestions for cost reduction- will 
amount to S 105.000.

“Action by the newly appointed superintend- 
ent of school.- of this proposed magnitude i- the 
fir-t definitive turnaround in the continuing up- 
ward spiral of school costs and is certain to draw f 
the attention of educators and town officials in 
the suburban areas faced with the common prob- 
lem of balancing quality education with tax- 
payers' ability to pay,” declared the Concord 
Journal. 

"Top school official- assured a packed meeting 
room on Tuesday evening that no adverse effects 
should he noted in Concord's consistently high 
educational standards. Expected criticism was 
voiced by individual teachers and some specta- 
tors,*’ the Concord newspaper continued. 

Only non-tenure personnel arc being dropped 
under the plan. Superintendent of Schools 
Ralph Sloan of Concord said, although Massa- 
chusetts laws on public education permit the 
firing of tenure personnel when a major reor- 
ganization of a town’s school system is imple- 
mented. lie noted. 

In North Reading, the Transcript commented 
on a buyer's market in teacher appointments. 
It recently said in part: 

"Last -pring nearly all school departments re- 
ported that teacher applications far exceeded 
the number of vacancies. Here in North Reading 
over 1.200 applications were received by the ad- 
ministration for a handful of jobs. This might 
just he the leverage needed to keep teacher de- 
mands at a minimum this year. 

"In pursuing news from the Town »d’ Marl- 
boro we were interested to note that the School 
Committee of that town has offered it- school 
teachers a -ix percent cut in -alary. 

"With unemployment creeping steadily high- 
er in all field.- and with the acknow ledged excess 
of school teachers, maybe this should he the year 
that North Reading teachers should perhaps he 
satisfied with what they are earning and not 
place unwarranted demands upon the taxpayers 
of the low n.

Ecology’s Main 
Concern People. 
Reader Declares 

Editor of the Star: 

Ecology is a new enough issue 
that many people, including tin- 
writers of some letters recently 
published in the Star, evidently 
have not realized that ecologists 
are not primarily concerned about 
birds or trees, but about people. 
The ecologists (professional and 
amateur) are not asking us to pre- 
serve the environment for its own 
sake, but are telling us why we 
need to be careful of the environ- 
ment for our own health and happi- 
ness in five or ten years’ time, and 
for our children’s health and happi- 
ness. 

There is enough similarity be- 
tween the several-decades-old issue 
of conservation, and the few-years- 
old issue of ecology, that some con- 
fusion is only to be expected, es- 
pecially since many of the people 
who have long worked for conser- 
vation are now also working for 
ecology. Conservation aims at wise 
use of our natural resources for 
maximum benefit to ourselves and 
future generations. For some sort/ 
of resources such as rare species 
of birds or places with natural 
beauty, the maximum benefit is 
gained by total preservation. Ecol- 
ogy is the science of the interde- 
own well-being depends on plants 
and animals, including man. Cur- 
rent research in many fields (ecol- 
ogy itself, biology, medicine, phy- 
chology. agriculture, earth sciences, 
and others) shows more and more 
how a change in one part of the 
environment has unexpected conse- 
quences elsewhere, and how our 
own well-being depnds on plants 
and animals. The study of ecology 
is at an early stage and the inter- 
connections are mostly not yet 
known, but all results show the 
need for extreme cautions. 

We cannot argue from history 
that, since civilization has survived 
this far with only modest concern 
for the environment, we need not 
worry for the future. Technologi- 
cal possibilities have vastly in- 
creased, and relatively little wild 
land remains. The unanticipated 
danger to health from DDT is only 
a small example of how easily we 
can unwittingly do lasting damage. 

We can see from our history that 
we will need to make further 
changes in our society to meet the 
challenge to our health and welfare 
that continued disregard of the en- 
vironment would bring. Living 
closer together, with more posses- 
sions such as cars and factories 
that affect each other, we will have 
to make new rules. Automobile 
speed limits, safe sewage disposal, 
and zoning were once controversial 
limitations on personal freedom. 
We will need to develop new regu- 
lations that are just as necessary 
to preserve the environment for 
our existence. 

Winchester, like many suburbs, is 
still a relatively favorable environ- 
ment. The local ecological problems 
are principally concerned with 
maintaining this pleasant, healthy 
environment. But this, is for the 
good of the people, not just of the 
grass and trees; and the ecologists’ 
arguments are to show how much 
our own health and welfare de- 
pends upon the other elements of 
our environment.

1 have enjoyed 
living in Winchester and value 
the friendships my family and 
1 have made here.” 

Appreciation 

The School Committee, acknow- 
ledging this resolution, has form- 
ulated the following statement 
expressing public appreciation to 
Dr. Klemer: 

“The School Committee, in ac- 
cepting Dr. Kleiner’s resignation, 
wishes to express its appreciation 
and thanks to him for the service 
he has rendered to the Town. A 
number of improvements to our 
educational program have been 
made during his superintendency, 
including the further develop- 
ment of the program at the Mu- 
raco School, the successful open- 
ing of the High Street School, 
and strengthening of curriculum 
at all levels. 

“He has contributed much to- 
ward our special programs, such 
as Learning Disabilities, and has 
supported improved programs in 
art, music, physical education, 
reading and guidance. Under his 
direction a comprehensive five- 
year plan for further improve- 
ments in the Winchester schools 
was prepared. 

“•Staff members have been en- 
couraged at all times to partici- 
pate in the planning process, and 
to present their thoughts and 
ideas on how our school system 
can be further improved. 

“Dr Klemer has worked untir- 
ingly to improve communications 
between the School Department 
and the townspeople through de- 
velopment of the ‘Footnotes’ pub- 
lication which all residents re- 
ceive, the newsletter ‘Link’ to the 
staff, and through frequent public 
appearances at parents’ groups 
and other organizations. His door 
has always been open to parents 
who have wished to discuss edu- 
cational problems with him. 

“We believe that education in 
Winchester has benefitted from 
Dr. Klemer’s service as our su- 
perintendent and we wish him 
every future success.” 

Procedures 

Mrs. Dieterich, terming the re- 
signation and the Committee’s ac- 
ceptance “very definite,” responds 
that procedures for acquiring a 
now superintendent have not been 
made. However, it is a matter 
to bo taken up “fairly soon,” it is 
the “next thing to do.” 

Dr. Klemer was appointed su- 
perintendent in November of 
ID»>7. Tenure is acquired with 
approval of service beyond three 
years. In the action taken in Oc- 
tober, 19(50, the Compiittee voted 
not to approve the contract be- 
yond the then current school year 
or 10(59-1970. 

Public debate ensued and the 
vote stood until March 1), 1070. 
The Screening Committee, which 
was consequently dismissed at 
that time, reported that approxi- 
mately 30-3(5 applications for the 
position had been received from 
throughout the country. 

At the first meeting of the 
present members of the School 
Committee, including two newly- 
elected persons, the decision of 
the previous committee was over- 
thrown and Dr. Klemer was 
reappointed to serve in the capa- 
city ol* superintendent through 
June 1, 11)71.

On Beacon Hill 

FAIRS — The Special Commis- 
sion which has been studying the 
Division of Fairs in the State De- 
partment of Agriculture announc- 
ed that it will support tax relief 
for fairs destined to close under 
existing tax structures. Represen- 
tative William O. Mac Lean (D) of 
Fnirhaven, who chairs the commis- 
sion, said fairs endangered finan- 
cially are those in Weymouth, 
Marshfield, and Northampton. The 
commission is expected to endorse 
bills for a limited tax rollback and 
to tighten application procedures 
qsed by the department in certify- 
ing fairs to he genuinely agricul- 
tural and not commercial. 

VOTING — Attorney General Ro- 
bert Quinn, in an opinion requested 
by the Secretary of State, stated 
that the 1970 Federal Voting 
Rights Act suspends for five ycurs 
several Massachusetts voting re- 
quirements. Quinn said a registered 
voter over 18 yeurs of age may be 
elected to public office and a voter 
may no longer be required to be uble 
to sign his name. He added, how- 
ever, that a person must be able to 
read and write in order to hold pub- 
lic office.

THERE WAS AN OLD WOMAN 

bif Elizabeth Darin 

This starts off deceptively like an international 
spy thriller. A switched briefcase results in conster- 
nation, apprehensive talk about classified material, 
a quickly set-up meeting to cover for it — all the 
trappings of such a tale. But gradually we are led 
into quite a different kind of story. Frank Klaner, 
who had lost the briefcase, was concerned about how 
it might affect his plans for advancing in his field, 
acquiring a house in the suburbs and a more impres- 
sive automobile — all the outward marks of achieve- 
ment. His wife would not understand this urge to 
ascend the ladder of success. He was inordinately 
relieved some time later at the telephoned message, 
“I have your briefcase.” 

It is here that the character of the story changes 
and we meet Amanda Hilton. Amanda was the old 
woman of the title. She was not really old but gave 
that impression. It was she who had the briefcase. 
Unfortunately for Frank Klaner she was also quite 
mad. She is carefully drawn — a plain nondescript 
woman in her late fifties. In contrast, her house 
where she supported herself and her granddaughter 
by taking in roomers, was decorated in a wildly gar- 
ish melange of clashing colors and unmatching fur- 
niture styles. Although planning to murder Frank, 
she primly took him to task for swearing in her pres- 
ence. 

In a cleverly conceived and competently carried 
out plan, amazing in such a frail and elderly lady 
she single-handedly knocked Frank out and dragged 
him down to the sub-basement of her house. When 
he regained consciousness he found himself in com- 
plete darkness and chained by one ankle. He was 
locked in a barred cage built almost a hundred 
years ago. Amanda’s great-grandfather had pains- 
takingly prepared it to incarcerate his flighty and 
unfaithful wife. Unfortunately, she had died too 
soon, never even knowing of its existence. Amanda 
admired his plan. He could have got away with it. 
People would have believed that she had run off 
with one of her lovers and have been sorry for 
him. And all the time she would have been at his 
mercy in the darkness of the sub-basement. Now 
Amanda was the only one who knew about the cage 
and it would serve her purpose admirably. She was 
convinced that Frank was the man who had seduced 
her plain and virtuous thirty-year-old daughter 
five years ago in California and eventually caused 
her to commit suicide. Amanda intended to kill him. 

There is another strand woven into the story 
— the treatment of ESP. The author who has long 
been interested in psychic phenomena conveys her 
belief in the existence of extra-sensory perception. 
Dianne Klaner’s strong feelings that her husband 
was in terrible danger and her overwhelming con- 
viction when she stepped into Amanda’s house that 
her husband had been there are examples of this. 
However, the character of Mark Hembric, the 
supposed clairvoyant is drawn as a fraud. He care- 
fully avoids any hint of sensationalism or any of the 
paraphenalia of the occult. At the same time he 
uses any means fair of foul to milk information 
from his clients without their being aware of it. 

Compared to the average novel written today 
Then Wan an Old Woman is a refreshing change. 
The characters are normal and likeable. There are 
no unsavoury sex episodes . . . and the ending is 
happy.

Housing Much Discussed 

No decision was reached Mon- 
day, Jaunary 18, on Article Six, 
despite a lengthy discussion. 
When the Special Town Meeting 
adjourned at 11:21 p.m., it was 
voted to continue deliberations on 
transferring Town-owned land on 
Palmer Street to the Winchester 
Housing Authority beginning at 
7:45 p.m. Thursday, January 21, 
at the Winchester High School 
Auditorium. 

Presenting the proposal for ac- 
quiring a site for housing for the 
elderly was Mrs. Mary Murphy, 
chairman of the Housing Author- 
ity. She termed Article Six unique 
because it asked for no funds. 

Mrs. Murphy said that favor- 
able action would show “prudence, 
responsibility, and compassion.” 
She described the land as “pres- 
ently unused” and “much litter- 
ed." 

There as 220 citizens 05 years 
of age and older in Winchester 
with incomes of less thnn $2,500, 
the maximum allowed for eligi- 
bility for such housing, Mrs. Mur- 
phy noted. 

Winchester’s elderly had work- 
ed hard, "with an abiding love of 
our Town.” Mrs. Murphy contin- 
ued. They have supported Win- 
chester with talents and taxes, 
she went on. 

The propns'od development 
would cantain six or eight two- 
story garden-type apartments of 
48 units. The project has been 
tentatively approved by the De- 
partment of Community Affairs, 
Mrs. iMears stated. 

The site is one-sixth of a mile 
from Winchester Center, Mrs. 
Mears said. She said it is near 
buses, trains, and the First Na- 
tional Store. It is handy to 
churches and the new high school, 
where community activities are 
expected to be held, she continued.

tery Commission had advised the 
Selectmen that it had no need for 
the land, Selectman Swanson de- 
clared.

This study supplied strong evi- 
dence that the present zoning has 
not been helpful in developing 
healthy commercial areas in Win- 
chester. In fact, it seemed that 
Zoning was contributing to creat- 
ing a bodge podge and blight. 
This, along with a growing reali- 
zation that the existing By-Law 
had other important deficiencies, 
led the Board to conclude in early 
1967, that a completely new Zon- 
ing By-Law. based on present day 
needs, and legal practice, was es- 
sential to the long range economic 
and social growth of Winchester. 

In the next article, some of the 
tools of modern zoning will be 
discussed, and their use pointed 
out in the Planning Board’s rec- 
ommended now By-Law. 


A significant contrast is noted 
in the corresponding table for the 
Light Industrial District, a new 
district with more modern con- 
trol- and regulations, which was 
adopted by the Town about 15 
years ago and applied to most of 
the vacant land in the old Indus- 
trial District: 


The principle of regulating the 
right of an individual to use his 
property as he sees fit was quite 
new. As a result, zoning ordinan- 
ces like Winchester’s followed a 
so-called hierarchal system which 
tended to minimize the amount 
of regulation. Under this system, 
a wide variety of uses are pro- 
hibited in the most restricted 
district, the Single Residence 
District. In each less restrictive 
district, a smaller list of uses is 
prohibited, and all others allowed. 
This meant that in the least re- 
strictive district, the Industrial

During the lute 11'50’s 
and 19(?0’s, in response to pres- 
sures for apartment development 
in Winchester, the Planning 
Board made several unsuccessful 
efforts to obtain adoption of a- 
mendments to provide special 
apartment districts with suitable 
regulations. After the last such 
effort failed in March, 1964. the 
Planning Board decided that a 
major overhaul of the entire By- 
Law was required. In the 11 >65 
Annual Town Meeting the Zon- 
ing By-Law was amended to re- 
move multiple family dwellings 
of any type as a permitted use, 
with the understanding that the 
Planning Board would recommend 
suitable comprehensive zoning 
regulations for apartments as 
soon as possible. 

The Planning Board was en- 
gaged with its consultant, at that 
time Samuel B. Snow, in devel- 
oping essential background in- 
formation- on which to base long 
range planning. A residential 
growth study, completed during 
1965 projected a probable ulti- 
mate population for Winchester 
of 27-28,000 based on ex :ing 
zoning. In late 1966, an ex iting 
Land Use study was completed. 
This study showed that much <>f 
the land zoned for business and 
industry is actually used fob 
other purposes.

She will discuss 
observations made by herself, the 
M.D.C., and others which indicate 
problems in the lake and the Aber- 
jona River and the known sources 
of pollution.

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ZONING BY-LAW 


Town of Winchester 
Massachusetts 


In Town Meeting 1971: Voted, that to promote 

the general health, safety, convenience and welfare of the Town of 
Winchester, as set forth in the Zoning Enabling Act in Chapter 4(JA, 
as amended, of the General Laws of Massachusetts, the following 
Zoning By-Law is hereby adopted. 

SECTION 1 — ESTABLISHMENT OF DISTRICTS 

The town is hereby divided into zoning districts as follows (dis- 
tricts are designated in this by-law by initial letters and numbers in 
parentheses with the numbers for all residential districts indicating 
minimum lot area in thousands of square feet, and for all other 
districts, the numbers indicate maximum floor to land area ratios): 

1.1 Residential Districts are intended as districts primarily de- 
voted to buildings for residential purposes, with only such accessory 
buildings as will enhance those districts. 

1.11 Apartment House A Residential Districts (RA-120) are 
intended as districts where groups of apartment houses of various 
types may be arranged on large lots to provide desirable develop- 
ments compatible with adjacent residential neighborhoods. 

1.12 Apartment House B Residential Districts (RB-10) are in- 
tended as districts where mid-rise apartment houses may be develop- 
ed to provide housing compatible with adjacent residential and com- 
mercial uses. 

1.13 Planned Unit Residential Districts (PUD-25 Acres) are 
intended as districts where various types of apartments are developed 
on large tracts as an integrated residential complex with design cri- 
teria regulated and controlled by special permit. 

1.14 Single-family A Residential Districts (RSA-20) are intend- 
ed as districts of onewfamily dwellings in sections of the town having 
low density or being currently relatively undeveloped for residential 
purposes, where topography generally is of such nature that compar- 
atively large lots are required for proper siting of buildings and 
where comparatively spacious types of development are ensured. 

1.15 Single-family B Residential Districts (RSB-10) are intend- 
ed as districts of one-family dwellings in developed sections of town 
having medium density and smaller lots than those found in RSA 
districts. 

1.16 General Residence Districts (RG-0.5) are intended as dis- 
tricts of one- and two- family dwellings in the well-developed sections 
of the town having medium to high density. 

1.2 Business Districts are intended as districts primarily devoted 
to various types of buildings and land areas for business purposes <to 
which the public requires direct and frequent access, but which are 
not characterized either by constant heavy trucking, other than stock- 
ing and delivery of light retail goods, or by any nuisance factors, 
other than occasioned by incidental light and noise of the congrega- 
tion of people and passenger vehicles. 

1.21 Local Business Districts (BL-0.50) are intended primarily 
for limited business uses and services catering to the day to day 
household needs of the residents in the immediate vicinity of General 
Residence Districts. 

1.22 General Business Districts (BG-1.0) are intended primarily 
for the retail interchanges of goods, wares, or property by purchase 
or sale, for offices, for services, and for certain other business uses 
hereinafter limited and defined. 

1.3 Industrial Districts are intended as districts primarily de- 
voted to various types of buildings and land areas for light manu- 
facturing, commercial and related uses which produce some noise and 
traffic congestion and require servicing by heavy trucking. 

1.31 Limited Light Industrial Districts (IL-1.0) are intended 
primarily for light manufacturing, miscellaneous service and related 
activities; for retail and wholesale commercial establishments; for 
laboratories engaged in research, experimental and testing activities; 
and offices, but not office buildings, specifically related to the forego- 
ing, all as hereinafter limited and defined. 

1.4 Special Districts 

1.41 Conservancy-Institutional Districts (SCI-0.15) are intend- 
ed primarily as public use districts in which the predominant pur- 
poses for the land are for conservational, educational, institutional 
ami recreational uses. The districts are also intended to preserve and 
increase the amenities of the town; to provide a specially suitable set- 
ting for public and quasi-public buildings and structures; to restrict 
residential uses of the land; to prohibit commercial (including com- 
mercial recreation), industrial, and other uses of the land which 
would diminish its value in providing the foregoing setting of said 
buildings and in serving the conservational, educational and recrea- 
tional needs of Winchester. In addition, the districts are specifically 


pied, and no building or structure or part thereof shall hereafter be 
erected, constructed, reconstructed, moved, or structurally altered ex- 
cept in conformity with all of the regulations herein specified for the 
district in which it is located. 

2.2 No part of a yard, or other open space, or off-street parking 
or loading space required about or in connection with any building for 
the purpose of complying with this by-law, shall be included as part 
of a yard, open space, or off-street parking or loading space similarly 
required for any other building. 

2.3 No yard or lot existing at the time of passage of this by-law 
shall be reduced in dimension or area below the requirements set forth 
herein. Yards or lots created after the effective date of this by-law 
shall meet the requirements established by this by-law. 

2.4 All territory which may hereafter be annexed to the Town 
shall be considered to be in the RSA (20) District until otherwise 
classified. 

SECTION 3 — NON-CONFORMING LOTS, NON-CONFORMING 
USES OF LAND, NON-CONFORMING STRUCTURES, NON- 
CONFORMING USES OF STRUCTURES AND PREMISES, 
AND NON-CONFORMING CHARACTERISTICS OF USE 


3.11 Within the districts established by this by-law, or amend- 
ments that may later be adopted, where exist 

(a) lots, 

(b) buildings and structures, 

(c) uses of land and buildings and structures, and 

(d) characteristics of use 

which were lawful before this by-law was passed or amended, but 
which are or would be prohibited, regulated, or restricted under the 
terms of this by-law or future amendment, it is the intent of this by- 
law to permit these non-conformities to continue until they are re- 
moved, but not to encourage their survival. It is further the intent of 
this by-law that non-conformities shall not be enlarged upon, expanded 
or extended, nor be used as grounds for adding other buildings, struc- 
tures or uses prohibited elsewhere in the same district. 

3.12 Non-confirming uses are declared by this by-law to be in- 
compatible with permitted uses in the districts involved. A non-con- 
forming use of a building or structure, a non-conforming use of land, 
or a non-conforming use of building or structure and land in combina- 
tion shall not be extended or enlarged after passage of this by-law by 
attachment on a building or premises of additional signs intended to 
be seen from off the premises, or by the addition of other uses, of a 
nature which would be prohibited generally in the district involved. 

3.13 To avoid undue hardship, nothing in this by-law shall be 
deemed to require a change in the plans, construction, or designated 
use of any building on which actual construction was lawfully begun 
prior to the effective date of adoption or amendment of this by-law 
and upon which actual building construction has been carried on dili- 
gently. Actual construction is hereby defined to include the placing of 
construction materials in permanent position and fastened in a perma- 
nent manner. Where excavation or demolition or removal of an exist- 
ing building has been substantially begun preparatory to rebuilding, 
such excavation or demolition or removal shall he deemed to be actual 
construction, provided that work shall be carried on diligently. 

3.2 Non-Conforming Lots of Record 

3.21 If two or more lots or combinations of lots and portions 
of lots with continuous frontage in single ownership are of record at 
the time of passage or amendment of this by-law, and if all or part of 
the lots do not meet the requirements established for lot width and 
area, the lands involved shall be considered to be an undivided parcel 
for the purpose of this by-law, and no portion of said parcel shall be 
used or sold in a manner which diminishes compliance with the re- 
quirements stated in this by-law. 

3.22 In any district in which single-family dwellings are per- 
mitted, a single-family dwelling and customary accessory buildings 
may be erected on any single lot of record at the effective date of 
adoption or amendment of this by-law, notwithstanding limitations 
imposed by other provisions of this by-law. This provision shall apply 
even though such lot fails to meet requirements for area or width, or 
both, that are generally applicable in the district, provided that yard 
dimensions and requirements other than those applying to area or 
width or both, of the lot shall conform to the regulations for the dis- 
trict in which such lot is located. Such lot must be separate in owner- 
ship and not of continuous frontage with other lots in the same 
ownership. Variance of yard requirements shall be obtained only 
through action of the Board of Appeals. 

3.3 Non-Conforming Uses of Land 

Where at the time of passage of this by-law, lawful use of land 
exists which would not be permitted by the regulations imposed by 
this by-daw, the use may be continued so long as it remains otherwise 
lawful, provided: 

3.31 No such non-conforming use shall be enlarged or in- 
creased, nor extended to occupy a greater area of land than was oc- 
cupied at the effective date of adoption or amendment of this by-law; 

3.32 No such non-conforming use shall be moved in whole or 
in part to any portion of the lot or parcel other than that dedicated 


or replacement of non-bearing walls, fixtures, wiring, or plumbing, 
to an extent not exceeding 20 percent of the current replacement cost 
of the non-conforming structure or non-conforming portion of the 
structure as the case may lie, providing that the cubic content existing 
when it became non-conforming shall not be increased. 

3.(52 If a non-conforming structure or portion of a structure 
containing a non-conforming use becomes physically unsafe or unlaw- 
ful and is declared by any duly authorized official to be unsafe or 
unlawful by reason of physical condition, it shall not thereafter be 
restored, repaired, or rebuilt except in conformity with the regulations 
of the district in which it is located. 

3.63 If a non-conforming structure or portion of a structure 
becomes damaged by fire or other accidental cause to an extent that 
damage exceeds 20 percent but does not exceed 75 percent of the 
replacement cost at the time of damage, repairs may he made under 
Special Permit to restore the structure to its former condition, not- 
withstanding the provisions of subsections 3.61 and 3.62, providing 
the Board of Appeals shall find before granting the Special Permit 
that contemplated repairs will not increase the cubic content existing 
prior to the damage. 

’..7 Uses Under Special Exception Provisions Not Non-Con- 
forming Uses 

Any use which is permitted as a special exception in a district 
under the terms of this by-law (other than a change through Board 
of Appeals action from a non-conforming use to another use not 
generally permitted in the district) shall not be deemed a non-confor- 
ming use in such district, but shall without further action be consider- 
ed a conforming use. 

SECTION 4 — USE REGULATIONS 

4.0 Prohibited Uses 

Except as provided by law, all existing and future uses of land,

1.5 Boundaries of Districts 

1.51 Official Zoning Map 

(a) The location and boundaries of the districts set forth 

under Section 1 are hereby established as shown on a map entitled 
“Official Zoning Map of 1970, Town of Winchester, Massachusetts,” 
rcvmed which map, with all explanatory matter 

thereon, is declared to be part of this by-law, hereafter referred to as 
Official Zoning Map. 

The Official Zoning Map shall be identified by the signatures of 
the members of the Planning Board attested by the Town Clerk, and 
shall bear the seal of the Town under the following words: “This is to 
certify that this is the Official Zoning Map referred to in Section 
1.51 (a) of the Zoning By-Law, Town of Winchester, Massachusetts”, 
together with the date of adoption of this by-law. 

(b) Changes may be made in district boundaries or other 
matter portrayed on the Official Zoning Map, in accordance with the 
provisions of this by-law and Chapter 40A, Section 6, General Laws. 
Following approval by the Town Meeting and the Attorney General, 
the Town Engineer shall promptly revise a Compiled Zoning Map to 
portray such amendment with suitable tabular notation of all amend- 
ments reflected on such map. The Town Engineer shall annually during 
the month of .January publish the Compiled Zoning Map. This Com- 
piled Zoning Map shall be prima facie evidence of the Official Zoning 
Map with all amendments thereto. 

(c) The original zoning map, entitled “Official Zoning Map 
of 1970” and original records of subsequent changes or additions there- 
to shall be kept by the Town Clerk. In event of a conflict between the 
Compiled Zoning Map and the original zoning map or original records 
of subsequent changes or additions, the original records shall take 
precedence. 

1.52 Rules for Interpretation of District Boundaries 

Where uncertainty exists as to the boundaries of districts as 
shown on the Official Zoning Map, the folowing rules shall apply; 

(a) Boundaries indicated as approximately following the cen- 
ter lines of streets, highways, or alleys shall be construed to follow 
such center lines. 

(b) Boundaries indicated as approximately following plotted 
lot lines shall be construed as following such lot lines. 

(c) Boundaries indicated as approximately following town 
lines shall be construed as following such town lines. 

(d) Lines shown following railroad lines in fact follow a 
sideline of the railroad right-of-way. 

(e) Boundaries indicated as following shore lines shall be 
construed to follow the limit of private ownership; boundaries indi- 
cated as approximately following the center lines of streams, rivers, 
canals, lakes, or other bodies of water shall be construed to follow such 
center lines. 

(f) Boundaries indicated as parallel to or extensions of fea- 
tures indicated in subsections 1.52 (a) through 1.52 (e) above shall 
be so construed. Distances not specifically indicated on the Official 
Zoning Mup shall be determined by the scale of the map, as interpreted 
by the Zoning Administrator. 

(gl Where physical or structural features existing on the 
ground are at variance with those shown on the Official Zoning Map, 
or in other circumstances not covered by paragraphs (a) through < f ) 
above, the Zoning Administrator shall interpret the district boundaries. 

(Ii) When a lot in one ownership is situuted in part in the . 
Town of Winchester and in part in an adjacent city or town, the regu- 
lations and restrictions of this by-law shall be applied to that portion 
of such lot as lies in the Town of Winchester in the same manner us 
if the entire lot were situuted therein. 

SECTION 2 — APPLICATION OF DISTRICT REGULATIONS 

Except as hereinafter provided, the regulations of this by-law for 
each district shall apply uniformly to each class or kind of building, 
structure or land and, 

2.1 No building, structure or laud skull hereafter be u*cd or oecu- 


4.4 'fable of Use Regulations 


buildings and structures not set forth in subsection 4.4 are expressly 
prohibited. 

4.1 Use Regulations 

In each zoning district, land buildings, and other structures may 
be used as a principal use or any accessory use or as a special excep- 
tion only ns specifically set forth in subsection 4.4. Symbols employed 
in the fable of Use Regulations shall mean the following: 

“Yes” — permitted as of right; 

“Yes*” — permitted as of right but also subject to additions 1 
site plan review requirements of subsection 9.7 ot 
this by-law; 

“SP” — permitted only under a special permit for an excep- 
tion granted by the Board of Appeals, as provided 
for in subsection 9.5 hereof. 

4.2. Limitation of Area of Accessory Uses 

4.21 Other than required off-street parking, no accessory 
use or uses within a building shall occupy more than 25 percent of 
the floor area devoted to the principal use. 

4.22 Other than required off-street parking, no accessory use 
or uses without a building shall occupy more than a combined to-tal 
of 25 percent of the unbuilt lot area, or of the required rear yard area. 

4.23 No accessory use shall occupy part of the required front 
or side yards, except signs as permitted in Section 8, and in business 
and industrial districts, off-street parking as provided in Section 7. 

4.3 Restrictions in Residence Districts 

In any resilience district, no accessory use shall be permitted 
which involves or requires the employment of any person who is not 
resident in the dwelling unit, other than a domestic employee, except 
an employee of Uses 42, 43, 44 and 47.

3.4 Non-Conforming Structures 

Where a lawful structure exists at the effective date of adoption 
or amendment of this by-law that could not be built under the terms 
of this by-law by reason of restrictions on area, lot coverage, height, 
yards, its location on the lot, or other requirements concerning the 
Structure, such structure may be continued so long as it remains 
otherwise lawful, subject to the following provisions: 

3.41 Should such non-conforming structure or non-conform- 
ing portion of structure be destroyed by any means to an extent 
of more than 75 per cent of its replacement cost at time of destruc- 
tion, it shall not be reconstructed except in conformity with the 
provisions of this by-law; 

3.42 Should such structure be moved for any reason for any 
distance whatever, it shall thereafter conform to the regulations for 
the district in which it is located after it is moved. 

3.5 Non-Conforming Uses of Structures or of Structures and 
Premises in Combination 

If lawful use involving individual structures with a replacement 
codt of $1,000 or more, or of structure and premises in combination, 
existed at the effective date of adoption or amendment of this by- 
law, that would not be allowed in the district under the terms of 
this by-law, the lawful use may be continued so long as it remains 
othexnvise lawful, subject to the following provisions: 

3.51 No existing structure devoted to a use not permitted . 
by this by-law in the district in which it is located shall be enlarged, 
extended, constructed, reconstructed, moved, or structurally altered 
except in changing the use of the structure to a use permitted in 
(bhe district in which it is located;

SECTION 5 — SUPPLEMENTARY DISTRICT REGULATIONS 

5.1 Visibility at Intersections in Residential Districts 

On a corner lot in any residential district, nothing shall be erect- 
ed. placed, planted, or allowed to grow in such a manner as materially 
to impede vision between a height of tWo and one-half (2 Vi») and ten 
(10) feet above the centerline grades of the intersecting streets in 
the area bounded by the street lines of such corner lots and a line 
joining points along said street lines 30 feet from the point of the 
intersection of said street lines. 

H.2 Accessory Building 

No accessory building shall he erected in any required yard, and 
no separate accessory building shall he erected within twenty feet of 
any other building. 

5.3 Erection of More Than One Principal Structure on a Lot 

In any district except single and general residence districts and as 
may be provided under the provisions of a planned residential unit 
development more than one structure housing a permitted or permis- 
sible principal use may be erected on a single lot, provided that yard 


and other requirements of this iby-law shall be met for each structure 
as though it were on an individual lot. 

5.4 Structures to Have Access 

Every building hereafter erected or moved shall he on a lot hav- 
ing required street frontage. 

5.5 Parking, Storage, or Use of Major Recreational Equipment 

No major recreational equipment shall be parked or stored on 
any lot in a residential district except in a car port or enclosed build- 
ing or in the rear yard, provided however, that such equipment may 
be parked anywhere on residential premises for not to exceed 24 
hours during loading or unloading. For purposes of these regulations, 
major recreational equipment is defined as including boats and boat 
trailers, travel trailers, pick-up campers or coaches (designed to be 
mounted on automotive vehicles), motorized dwellings, tent trailers, 
and the like, and cases or boxes used for transporting recreational 
equipment, whether occupied by such equipment or not. No such equip- 
ment shall be used for living, sleeping, or housekeeping purposes 
when parked or stored. 

H.G Parking and Storage of Certain Vehicles 

Unregistered motor vehicles or trailers of any kind or type shall 
not be parked or stored on any residentiary zoned property other 
than in completely enclosed buildings.

(b) Land in a tract developed under this section, in an a- 
mount equal to, or exceeding the total of the areas by which all indi- 
vidual lots are to be reduced below 20,000 square fegt shall be Com- 
mon Land and shall be conveyed to the appropriate agency of the 
town, without cost, as provided below. 

(c) The total area of common land shall be at least 10 per- 
cent <>f the total area of land included within the development, and, 
except as provided below, shall be unbuilt upon, and shall be dedicated 
for and used for conservation, recreation or park purposes. 

(d) The minimum width of common land between any group 
of lot -s anti adjacent property and between every two groups of lots 
within the development shall be 50 feet. 

<e) Such common land shall he in a location or locations, and 
in the sizes and shapes appropriate for its intended use as determined 
by the Board of Appeals after consideration of recommendations made 
by tlie Planning Board and the vote of conditional acquisition by the 
appropriate town agency. 

( f) The following procedure shall be followed prior to the 
application to the Board of Appeals for approval of a cluster develop- 
ment: 

(1) An appliention shall he submitted to the Planning 
Board accompanied by plans of the cluster development prepared in 
accordance with the rules and regulations of the Planning Buurd for 
preliminary subdivision plans. This is required even if the develop- 
ment does not constitute a subdivision under General Laws, c. 41, 
section 81 L. The plans shall he supplemented by tables of computa- 
tion indicating compliance with paragraphs (a), (b) and (c) above. 

(2) After preliminary approval by the Planning Board, 
the applicant shall submit copies of the proposed cluster development 
pBnn to the appropriate town agency, i.e. Park Board, Conservation 
Commission, and/or Board of Selectmen for their consideration. If 
this agency votes a willingness to accept the common land or such 
portion of the common land as may be appropriate to their agency, 
the developer shall resubmit the application to the Planning Board, 
together with the vote of the appropriate agency signifying a willing- 
ness to accept acquisition of the common areas. 

(3) The Planning Board, upon receipt of notice of the 
filing of an application for the special permit, shall determine that 
the plan meets all the provisions of this Section 6.26 and the regula- 
tions uf the Subdivision Control Law, and forthwith file their recom- 
mendations with the Board of Appeals. 

(g) Upon receipt of a favorable recommendation of the 
Planning Board, the Board of Appeals may grant a special exception 
as to the use of the lot, in accordance with the approved plan. 

Oh) A cluster development special exception shall be condi- 
tional upon the actual acceptance by the appropriate town agency of 
the title to the common lands. 

6.27 In order to permit maximum flexibility in employing the 
latest techniques for developing land for multiple family dwelling 
units, tracts of land in any district may be rezoned for a Planned 
Unit Residential District (PUD-25 Acres). To afford the Town of 
Winchester ample assurance that such developments will not tend to 
degrade the amenities of the neighborhoods in which they occur, or 
of the town as a whole, and to insure that objectionable congestion 
and density of traffic is not created, a Planned Unit Development 
may only be constructed under a special permit granted by the Board 
of Appeals as hereinafter defined and limited. 

6.271 Procedure 

The owner or owners of a parcel of land in a Planned Unit Resi- 
dential District (PUD-25 Acres) shall submit to the Board of Appeals 
an application for a special permit, together with plans and a filing 
fee, in accordance with the provisions for Site Plan Review in Sub- 
section U.7 of this by-law and in accordance with the additional provi- 
sions of this section 6.27. 

62272 Standards for Reviewing and Approving Planned 
Residential Unit Developments 

The Planning Board shall review all Planned Residential Unit 
Development applications submitted to it by the Board of Appeals. 
The Planning Board shall report its recommendations for approval 
or disapproval, together with reasons therefor and any additional 
requirements, to the Board of Appeals within 30 days of receipt of 
the application and plan. Reasonable requirements may be recom- 
mended to the Board of Appeals by the Planning Board for the pro- 
tection of adjoining residential property. 

The Planning Board shall recommend approval of the Planned 
Residential Unit Development application and plan only if it (intis 
the Planned Residential Unit Development satisfies all of the follow- 
ing standards: 

(a) Uses 

The permitted uses in tohe Planned Unit Development District 
(PU'D-25 Acres) may include garden apartments, town houses, apart- 
ment houses of six stories (60 feet) or less, open space, private recre- 
ational facilities for the exclusive use of the occupants of the Planned 
Residential Unit Development and their guests, and related off-street 
parking and landscaping. 

(:b) General Standards 

The Planned Residential Unit Development shall provide for an 
effective and unified treatment ot the development possibilities on the 
project site making appropriate provision for the preservation of 
scenic features and amenities of the site and the surrounding areas. 

The Planned Residential Unit Development shall be planned and 
developed to harmonize wibh any existing or proposed development 
in the area surrounding the project site. 

More than one building is permitted on tracts of lots held by one 
owner or in common ownership. 

The maximum percentage of dwelling units of any one type per- 
mitted in Section 6.272(a) is 75 percent. 


All utilities shall be plnced underground. 

(d) I.andscnpe Design Standards 

Landscape treatment for plazas, roads, paths, service and park- 
ing areas shall be designed as an integral part of a coordinated land- 
scape design for the entire project area. 

Primary landscape treatment shall consist of shrubs, ground 
cover, and trees, and shall be combined with appropriate walks and 
street surfaces to provide an attractive development pattern. Land- 
scape materials selected should be appropriate to the local growing 
conditions. 

Whenever appropriate, existing trees shall be preserved and in- 
tegrated into the landscape design plan. 

All streets contained within anti bordering the project area shall 
be planted at appropriate intervals with street trees. 

Whenever possible the existing terrain shall he preserved and 
land moving shall be kept to a minimum. 

(e) Circulation System Design Standards 

There shall be an adequate, safe, and convenient arrangement of 
pedestrian circulation facilities, roadways, driveways, off-street park- 
ing and loading spaces. 

Roads, pedestrian walks and open space shall be designed as an 
integral part of tihe overall site design. They shall be properly related 
to existing and proposed buildings, and appropriately landscaped. 

There shall be an adequate amount, in a suitable location, of 
pedestrian walks, malls, and landscaped spaces in order to discourage 
pedestrian use of vehicular ways and parking and loading spaces; and 
to separate pedestrian walks, malls and public transportation load- 
ing spaces from general vehicular circulation facilities. 

Buildings and vehicular circulation open spaces shall he arranged 
so that pedestrians moving between buildinfgs are not unnecessarily 
exposed to vehicular traffic. 

Landscaped, paved and comfortably graded pedestrian walks shall 
be provided along the lines of the most intense use, particularly from 
building entrances to streets, parking areas, and adjacent buildings. 

The location and design of pedestrian walks should emphasize 
desirable views of new and existing development in the area. 

The maximum separation of private automobiles and service 
vehicles shall be provided through the use of separate service lanes. 

Materials and design of paving, lighting fixtures, retaining walls, 
bulkheads, fences, curbs, benches, etc., shall be of good appearance 
easily maintained and indicative of their function. 

(f) Parking and Loading Design Standards 

Off-street parking and loading facilities shall conform to the pro- 
visions of Section 7 of this by-law. Parking facilities shall be land- 
scaped and screened from public view to the extent necessary to elim- 
inate unsightliness and the monotony of parked vehicles. 

Pedestrian connections between parking areas and buildings shall 
be via special pedestrian walkways and/or elevators. 

Parking facilities shall be designed with careful regard to ar- 
rangement, topography, landscaping, ease of access, and shall be 
developed as an integral part of an overall site design. 

Any above grade loading facility should be screened from public 
view to the extent necessary to eliminate unsightliness. 

(g) Common Open Space 

A minimum of 25 percent of Plnnned Unit Development site area 
shall be developed as open space, including walkways, plazas, land- 
scaped areas, pools, and fountains. Parking areas and vehicle access 
facilities shall not be considered in calculating open space. 

(1) Common open space must be suitably improved for 
its intended use, but common open spuce containing natural features 
worthy of preservation may be left unimproved. The buildings, struc- 
tures and improvements in the common open space must be appropri- 
ate to the uses which are authorized for the common open space. 

(2) The development schedule must coordinate the im- 
provement of the common open space, and the construction of resi- 
dential dwellings. 

(3) All land shown on that site plan as common open 
space shall be subject to covenants approved by the Board of Appeals 
which restrict the common open space to the uses specified on the 
site plan ami which further assure that ownership of the common 
open space shall not be separate from ownership of the entire tract 
except that all or part of the common open spucp may be conveyed 
to the appropriate agency of the town for public park, recreational, 
conservation or other public purposes, if such open space is deemed 
suitable and needed for its intended public purpose by the appropri- 
ate town agency. A special permit shall be conditional upon the 
actual acceptance by the appropriate town agency of the title to the 
common land in the case of plans providing conveyance to the town of 
all or part of the open space. 

(h) Buffer Zone Requirements 

A buffer zone within fifty (50) feet of all external lot lines of a 
designated Planned Residential Unit Development shall be provided 
except that portion which fronts upon an existing external street or 
roadway. Said buffer zone shall be kept in its natural state where 
wooded, and, when its natural vegetation is sparse or nonexistent, 
the landowner may be required to provide a year-round visual screen 
as recommended by the Planning Board. 

Within said buffer zone, no principal or accessory structure, nor 
any off-street parking or loading areas or other use shall be permit- 
ted. Within said buffer zone, utility easements and streets may be 
provided if necessary to insure continuity wibh adjoining properties, 
subject to the recommendations of the Planning Board. 

Said buffer zone area may be utilized for the purpose of com- • 
puting the planned Unit Resident development open spuce require- 
ments of this Ordinance. 

The requirements of this paragraph may be modified or eliminat- 
ed where two planned residential unit developments abut or adjom 
one another. 

(i) Setbacks 

A minimum setback from all external lot lines of a planned resi- 
dential unit development from all existing streets and thoroughfares 
for all buildings, structures and uses of no less than seventy-five 
(75) feet or a distance equal to twice the height of any structure or 
building within the development, whichever is greater, shall be pro- 
vided. 

SECTION 7 — OFF-STREET PARKING AND LOADING RE- 
QUIREMENTS AND AUTOMOTIVE SERVICE REGULATIONS 

7.00 Intent 

It is the intent of this Section of the by-law that any use of land 
involving the arrival, departure, storage, or entry upon the land of 
motor vehicles be so designed and operated as to reduce hazard to 
pedestrians upon the public sidewalks, to protect the use of adjoining 
property from nuisance caused by the noise, fumes, and glare of head- 
lights which nvay result from the operation of cars parking off the 
street, and at the same time to reduce congestion in the streets and 
contribute to traffic safety by assuring adequate places for the stand- 
ing and storing off the street of motor vehicles associated with the use 
of a lot of land. 

7.10 General Regulations Applying to Required Off-Street Park- 
ing Facilities. 


6.2 Supplementary Regulations 

6.21 In addition to minimum lot nrea requirements for cer- 
tain districts, density of land use is further regulated as follows: 

(a) In bhe Apartment District (RB-20), Business Districts 
OBL-0.5Q), and (BG-1.0) Light Industrial District (IL-1.0), and Con- 
servancy-Institutional District (SCI -0.15 ) , the Floor Area Ratio shall 
not exceed maximum values for each District. The Floor Area Ratio 
is computed by dividing the total floor area, bused on the outside di- 
mensions at each story, of all buildings on the lot by the tofcul area 
ot the lot. The maxi mum Floor Area Ratio for these districts is as 


follows: 

Apartment District (RB-20) -2.0* 

Local Business District - 0.50 

General Business District - 1.0 

Light Industrial District - 1.0 

Conservancy-Institutional District -0.15 


*If required off-street parking is provided within n garage on the 
site, maximum Floor Area Kctio muy be increased to 2.5. 

(b) In the Apartment District ( RA 120) and in the Planned 
Unit Residential District, for multiple family dwelling units, there 
shall be provided 3,000 snare feet of lot area per dwelling unit con- 
taining one room used for sleeping; 3,500 square feet of lot area per 
unit with two such rooms; 4,000 square feet of lot area per unit with 
three or more such rooms. 

(c) In the Apartment District (RB-20), euch lot shall contain 
not less than 600 square feet of lot area per dwelling unit. 

(d) In the Planned Unit Resid'-ntial Distriet (PUD-25 Acres) 
the maximum density of the total development shall be determined on 
the basis of 6 dwelling units per acre for that portion of the land 
rezoned from a single residence district and 12 dwelling units per 
acre for luml resulted from any other district. 


6.22 Lots having one half or more frontage on a circular 
turnaround or curve of less than 100 feet radius, may be reduced in 
frontage below the requirements of this section to a minimum of :,i) 

> feet subject to the following additional requirements: 

(a) Lot width shall equal the minimum frontage requirement 
of the district. 

Ob) Lot width shall be measured between lot boundaries at 
a distance equal to bhe setback required, along a line parallel to the 
street line or along an arc having the same center as the street line. 

(c) The measurement of lot width shall be shown on a plan 
approved and endorsed by the Planning Board. 

6.23 In all residence districts, the minimum distance between 
apposite side lines, measured along a line through the principal struc- 
ture and i»urullel to the front tot line 9hall not be less than the fron- 
tage required in the district. 

6.24 In BL and IL districts in particular instances, the Board 
of Appeals may grant a special exception, permitting a principal buil- 
ding to be erected on a lot having less area or frontage, or both, thun 
the minimum requirements specified in the Table of Dimensional 
Requirements, if at the time of the adoption of said minimum require- 
ments such lot was lawfully laid out and recorded by plan <>r deed 
and did not join other land of the same owner available for use in 
connection with such lot, provided that the Board determines that 
such exception can be granted without substantial derogation from 
the intent and purpose of bhis by-law. 

6.25 In residence districts, the Board of Appeals may grant 
a special exception, permitting alterations to existing structures 
which encroach on the side or rear yard requirements of the district, 
providing that: 

(a) The enforcement thereof would involve practical difTicuI- 


The uniqueness of each proposal for a Planned Residential Unit 
Development requires that the specifications for the wklth and sur- 
faces of streets, ways for public utilities, for curbs, gutters, sidewalks, 
street lights, storm water drainage, water supply and distribution, 
sanitary sewers and sewage collection and treatment shall be subject 
to modification from the specifications established in the Rules and 
Regulations Governing the Subdivision of Land in the Town of Win- 
chester, Massachusetts and as amended from time to time. The Plan- 
ning Bourd may recommend that the specifications otherwise applica- 
ble for a particular public facility may be waived or modified when 
such waiver or modification is not inconsistent with generally ap- 
proved design standards. 

(c) Design Standards 

All buildings in the layout and design sliall be an integral part 
of the development and have convenient access to and from adjacent 
uses and roadways. 

Individual buildings shall be related to each other in design, 
masses, materials, placement and connections to provide a visually 
ami physically integrated development. 

Treatment of the sides and rear of all buildings within the Plan- 
ned Residential Unit Development shall be comparable in amenities 
and appearance to the treatment given to street frontages of these 
same buildings. 

All building walls shall be so oriented as to insure adequate light 
and air exposures to the rooms within. 

All buildings shull be arranged so as to avoid undue exposure to 
concentrated loading or parking facilities wherever possible, uiui shall 
be oriented so as to preserve visuul and audible privacy between ad- 
jacent buildings. 

All buildings shull be arranged us to be accessible to emergency 
vehicles. 


(a) Structures and land uses in existence or for which building 
permits have been issued at the date of adoption of this by-law shall 
not be subject to the requirements of Section 7 so long as the kind or 
extent of use is not changed so that the changed or enlarged use. 
would require an increase of more than 15 percent in the parking 
facilities required in this Section, provided that any parking facilities 
now serving such structures or uses shall not in the future he reduced 
'below such requirements. 

(b) Whenever there is an alteration of a structure, addition of 
a now structure, or a change or extension of use which increases the 
'parking requirements by 15 percent or more according to the stan- 
dards of Section 7, the total parking required for the entire structure 
or use shall be provided in accordance with the requirements of this 
seotion. 

(c) No parking area shall be used for any use that interferes 
with its availability for the parking need it is required to serve. 

(d) All required parking facilities shall be provided and main- 
tained so long as the use exists which the facilities were designed to 
serve. Off-street parking facilities shall not be reduced in total ex- 
tent after their provision, except when such reduction is in conformity 
with the requirements of Section 7. Reasonable precautions shall be 
taken by bhe owner or sponsor of particular uses to assure the avail- 
ability of required facilities to the employees or other persons whom 
the facilities are designed to serve. Such facilities shall be designed 
und used in such manner as at no time to constitute a nuisance or a 
hazard, or unreasonable impediment to traffic. 

(e) Where a parking facility is a principal use of any lot it 
shall not be opened to use until the Zoning Administrator has issued 
a certificate of compliance to the effect that the lot conforms to the 
provisions of Section 7.13. Such certificate may be revoked by the 
Zoning Administrator upon violation of any of the conditions set forth 
in Section 7.13.

Note a. 1.B spaces for each dwelling unit in group, garden or mid-rise 
apartment houses designed to serve families. 1.0 spaces for 
each dwelling unit in group, garden or mid-rise apartment 
houses restricted by law to serve elderly citizens. 

Note h. Bowling alleys and tennis courts shall provide two parking 
spaces for each alley or court. 

Note c. Hospitals shall provide one parking space for each 1.5 patient 
beds. Sanitaria, nursing, rest or convalescent homes pri- 
marily providing long-term custodial care for patients need 
not provide more than one parking space for four patient beds. 

(1) Where the computation of required parking space results 
in a fractional number, only the fraction of one-half or more shall he 
counted as one. 

(2) Off-street parking space shall not he required when the com- 
puted requirement for non-residential uses in business districts is four 
spaces or less. 

(.7) Two or more uses may provide for required parking in a 
common parking lot if the total space provided is not less than the 
sum of the spaces required for each use individually. 

The number of spaces required in a common parking facility 
may be reduced below this total by a special exception under Section 
5) of this by-law if it can be demonstrated to the satisfaction of the 
Board of Appeals that the hours or days of peak parking need for the 
uses are so different that a lower total will provide adequately for all 
uses served by the facility. 

(4) Where part of a lot is or has been acquired by the Town 
to be used bv the Town for public parking or for facilities accessory 
to public parking, the parking requirements on the remaining portion 
of the lot. in private ownership shall be reduced by the number of 
spaces that could have been provided on the part of the lot so ac- 
quired by the Town, calculated on the basis of one space per 400 
square feet of lot area so acquired. 

(b) Residence Uses shall include Uses 1, 2, 7, 4 and 5, as listed 
in Section 4.4. 

(c) Places of Public Assembly shall include Uses 9, 10, 13, 27 
and 24. as listed in Section 4.4. Where Places of Public Assembly are 
provided with benches rather than fixed individual seats, each two 
lineal feet of bench shall equal one seat, ami where no fixed seats 
are used, each 20 square feet of public floor area shall equal one seat. 

(d) Ins ti tuit ions shall include Uses G, 7, 8, 11, 1'5 and 16, as 
listed in Section 4.4. 

(e) Retail and Office Uses of land and structures shall include 
Uses 19, 21, 22, 25, 2fi, 28, 70, 71, 74, 76, 41 ami 42. as listed in Sec- 
tion 4.4. Where a principal use on a lot is an open-air use not en- 
closed in a structure, the area of the lot devoted to such use snail 
be considered to be floor space for purposes of calculating parking 
requirements. Where the area devoted to such use is not clearly 
determinable, the Zoning Administrator shall determine the area to be 
considered equivalent to floor space. 

((f) Medical and Dental Uses of land and structures shall include 
Use 32 as listed in Section 4.4. 

(g) Industrial Uses of land or structures shall include Uses 27, 
29, 33 and 39, as listed in Section 4.4. Where a principal use on a lot 
is an open-air use not enclosed in a structure, the area of the lot 
devoted to such use shall be considered to be floor space for purposes 
of calculating parking requirements. Where the area devoted to such 
use is not obviously defined, the Zoning Administrator shall deter- 
mine the area to be considered equivalent to floor space. 

(h) Warehouse and Other Uses of land or structures shall in- 
clude Uses 18. 37, 38 and 40, as listed in Section 4.4. Where a principal 
use on a lot is an open-air use not enclosed in a structure, the area 
of the lot devoted to such use shall he considered to be floor space for 
purposes of calculating parking requirements. Where the area devoted 
to suoh use is not obviously defined, the Zoning Administrator shall 
determine the area to be considered equivalent to floor space. 

(i) Where any land, structure or land and structure in combina- 
tion is in more than one use. parking spaces shall be provided for the 
entire lot in accordance with the requirements of the use which re- 
quires the maximum number of spaces, except that the number of 
Spaces may be reduced below that maximum requirement by a special 
permit under Section 9 of this by-law if it can be demonstrated to the 
Board of Appeals that: 

(1) At least 15 percent of the area is in a use with a require- 
ment less than the maximum, 

(2) A total number of parking spaces is provided so that the 
area of each use shall be provided with parking spaces as required 
for that use, 

(3) It is unlikely that the uses requiring the lesser number of 
spaces will be changed to one requiring a greater number. 

7:12 Location: Required Off-Street Parking Facilities 

Required off-street parking facilities shall be provided on the 
same lot. Where the requirements of this section cannot be met on 
the same lot, the Board of Appeals by Special Permit under Section 
9 5 may authorize, within the same district, required parking on any 
lot in the same ownership within 300 feet of the principal use served, 
as measured along street lines, subject to such bond or other assur- 
ance of permanence and of common ownership, as it may deem 
adequate. 

7.13 Design of All Off-Street Parking Facilities 


(a) Parking facilities shall be occupied only by passenger cars 

and commercial vehicles not exceeding seven and one half feet in 
width and 18 feet in length, unless the special standards provided 
in paragraph (h) of this Section 7.13 are met. t .

(4) Minimum width of aisles providing access to stalls for 
two-way traffic shall be 24 feet, except that aisles providing access 
primarily for overnight parking may be a minimum of 22 feet. 

(e) Parking facilities shall be designed so that each motor 
vehicle may proceed to and from the parking space provided for it 
without requiring the moving of any other motor vehicle. The Board 
of Appeals, however, may by special exception modify this require- 
ment and the dimensional requirements of paragraph (b) oi this 
Section 7.13 where a parking facility is under full-time attendant 
supervision.

(d) The width of entrance and exit drives, except as permit- 
aid in paragraph (k), shall be: 


(1) A minimum of 12 feet for one-way use only; 

(2) A minimum of 20 feet for two-way use, except that 
driveways providing access primarily for overnight parking, with

Incidental daytime use, may be a minimum of 12 feet wide; and 

(3) A maximum of 20 feet at the street lot line in residence 
districts, and 30 feet in business and industrial districts. 

(e) Setbacks for parking areas shall he as follows: 

(1) In all districts, except as permitted in paragraph (k), 
pnrking stalls in parking lots shall be set back from the street lot 
line to whatever extent may be necessary in the specific situation, as 
determined by the Zoning Administrator, to avoid the probability of 
cars backing or otherwise maneuvering on the sidewalk upon entering 
or leaving the stalls. In no case shall parking lots be designed to 
require or encourage cars to back into a public or private way in order 
<to leave the lot; except for a parking stall the sole access to which 
is an alley adjacent to rear lot lines and so arranged that there is 
at least 20 feet of clear backing between the rear line of the parking 
stall and the opposite and more distant line of the alley. 

(2) In all residential districts, the surfaced area of a park- 
ing lot shall be set back: 

(i) from the front lot line, except where an access drive- 
way crosses the street lot lino, the distance specified for building 
setback under Section 6.1; 

(ii) from the side lot line 1/3 the distance specified for 
minimum side yard set back of the district under 6.1 except in the 
RA district, where the minimum setback shall be 20 feet. 

(iii) from the side and rear lot lines in the rear yard, a 
minimum of live feet. Such setback shall be seven feet where two 
feet of setback area is included in a minimum stall depth as provided 
in subparagraph (b)(2). 

(3) In all residential districts, tohe setback areas shall be 
planted and maintained. 

(4) In all districts, barriers shall be provided to prevent 
motor vehicles from being parked within required setback areas, or 
beyond the boundaries of the lot where no setback is required. 

(f) Abuttirtg properties in residential districts shall he pro- 
tected from lights, as follows: 

(•1) All illumination on parking lots must be shielded so as 
not to shine directly upon abutting properties in residential districts. 

(2) Properties in residential districts, other than the use 
served by the parking lot, which abut the parking lot shall be pro- 
tected from headlight glare by either: 

(i) A strip at least four feet wide, densely planted with 
shrubs or trees which are at least four feet high at the time of plant- 
ing and which are of a type that may be expected to form a . - ar- 
round dense screen at least six feet high within three years, -r 

(ii) A wall, barrier, or fence of uniform appearance at 
least five feet high, but not more than six feet above finished grade, 
or above the roof level, if on a roof. 

(3) Such screening shall be maintained in good condition at 
all times. Such screening or barrier may be interrupted by normal 
entrance anti exits, and shall have no signs hung or attached thereto 
other than those permitted in the district. 

(g) No stall shall be located within 10 feet of that part of a 
building having windows of habitable rooms at the basement or first 
story level, except as permitted in paragraph (k). 

(lh) The regulations for the parking of trucks, buses, or other 
commercial vehicles exceeding seven and one half feet by 18 feet in 
size shall be as follows: 

(1) Stalls to provide parking for commercial vehicles exceed- 
ing seven and one-half feet by 18 feet in size shall be located at least 
100 feet from the nearest dwelling unit in a residence district. 

(2) Stalls for such vehicles shall be specifically identified 
upon the plan, and shall be of such dimensions as to accommodate 
the specified type of vehicle. Such vehicles shall be permitted to park 
only in the stalls so identified and approved. 

(3) Whenever such lot is adjacent to residential districts it 
shall be screened from abutting property as provided in paragraph 
(f) above. 

(i) Drainage, surfacing and maintenance of parking lots shall 
be as follows: 

(1) The parking lot shall be marked so as to indicate clearly 
the space to be occupied by each motor vehicle, in accordance with the 
dimensions specified in paragraph (b) of this Section 7.13. Such mar- 
kings shall be maintained so as to be plainly visible. 

(2) The area of the lot not planted and so maintained, in- 
cluding driveways, shall be graded, surfaced with asphalt or other 
suitable material, and drained to the satisfaction of the Zoning Ad- 
ministrator, to the extent necessary to prevent nuisance of dust, ero- 
sion, or excessive water flow across public ways. 

('3> Lots shall be kept clean and free from rubbish and de- 
bris. 

(j) Where parking lots are increased in capacity after the 
effective date of this by-law, the expanded portion thereof shall be 
designed in accordance with the regulations of this Section 7.13. 

(k) Parking lots for three vehicles or less shall conform to 
the regulations of this Section 7.13, with the exception of paragraphs 
7.13 (d) l and 2, (e) 1, and (g). 

(l) Under a special exception after a hearing, the Board of 
Appeals may permit in lieu of the dimensional requirements of this 
Section 7.13, where new parking facilities are being installed to serve 
structures and land uses in existence or for which building permits 
had been issued at the date of adoption of this by-law, the substitu- 
tion of other dimensional requirements, provided such substitution 
is necessary to permit the installation of some or all of the otf-street 
parking spaces that would be required for a similar new building. 

(m) At least 2 percent of tohe interior of a parking lot with 21 
or more parking spaces shall be planted and continuously maintained. 
Planting along the perimeter of a parking area whether for re- 
quired screening or general beautification, shall not be considered 
as part of the 2 percent interior planting. The planting shall be dis- 
tributed throughout the parking urea and shall include trees as well 
as other plant material. Existing trees shall be preserved where possi- 
ble. No planting bed shall have a width of less than 3 feet. 

7.20 Off-Street Loading Regulations 

(a) Structures and land uses in existence or for which building 
permits have been issued at the date of adoption of this by-law shall 
not be subject to the requirements stated below, provided that any load- 
ing facilities now serving such structures or uses shall not in the fu- 
ture be reduced below these requirements. 

(b) Where a structure existing on the effective date of this 
by-law is altered or extended in such a way as to increase the gross 
floor area by 5,000 suuure feet or more, only this additional gross floor 
ureu shall be counted in computation of the off-street loading require- 
ments. Alterations or extensions aggregating less than 5,000 square 
feet subsequent to the effective date of this by-law do not require such 
provisions of loading space. 

(c) Where retail, or other stores are designed or constructed 
as a group or as a unified building, the aggregate of individual stores 
shall be treated as one building for the purpose of calculating off-street 
loading facilities. 

(d) Where mixed uses ocur, off-street loading facilities shull 
lx* the sum of the requirements for the several individual uses com- 
puted separately, except thut such facilities may be less than said sum 
by special exception from the Board of Appeal when it can be demon- 
strated that such individual uses are not in operation ut the same time. 

(e) Off-street loading facilities shull be provided in accordance 
with the following requirements for euch type of lund use except UuuA 
1 to 4 inclusive, as listed in Section 4.

7.21 Design and Layout of Off-Street Loading Facilities 

(a) Off-street loading facilities shall be designed to conform 
to the following specifications: 

( 1 ) Each required space shall he no less than 12 feet in width, 
30 feet in length, and 14 feet in height, exclusive of drives and maneu- 
vering space, and located entirely on the lot being served. 

(2) There shall be appropriate means of access to a street 
or alley as well as adequate maneuvering space. 

(3) The maximum width of driveways and sidewalk openings 
measured at the street lot line shall be 28 feet; the minimum width 
shall be 12 feet. 

(4) Loading spaces may be enclosed in a structure and must 
be so enclosed if located within 50 feet of a residence district where 
the use involves regular night operation. 

(5) All accessory driveways and entranceways shall be grad- 
ed. surfaced, drained, to the satisfaction of the Zoning Administrator, 
to the extent necessary to prevent nuisances of dust, erosion, or ex- 
cessive water flow across public ways. 

(6) Such facilities shall be designed and used in such a man- 
ner as at no time to constitute a nuisance, or a hazard or unreasonable 
impediment to traffic. 

(1>) All required loading facilities shall lie provided and main- 
tained in accordance with the following requirements: 

( 1 ) They shall be provided and maintained so long as the 
use exists which the facilities were deserved to serve. 

(2) They shall not be reduced in total extent after their pro- 
vision. except when such reduction is in conformity with the require- 
ments of this Section 7. 

(3) Reasonable precautions shall he token by the owner or 
sponsor of particular uses to assure the availability of required facil- 
ities to the delivery and pick-up vehicles that they are designed to 

serve. 

7.3 Regulations Applying to Gasoline Service Stations 

Gasoline service stations shall be designed to conform to the fol- 
lowing requirements: 

(a) The minimum lot area shall be 10,000 square feet. 

(b) The minimum frontage on a street shull he 100 feet. 

(c) The maximum width of driveways and sidewalk openings 
measured at the street lot line shall be 30 feet; the minimum width 
shall be 20 feet. 

(d) The minimum distance of driveways, measured nt the lot 
line shall be as follows: 

(1) From the corner lot. line, 20 feet; 

(2) From interior side lot line, 10 feet; and 

(3) From other driveway on same lot, 20 feet. 

(e) The minimum setback of any building from all street lot 
lines shall be 40 feet. 

(f) The minimum setback of gasoline pumps from all street 
lot lines shall be 12 feet. 

(g) A raised curb at least six inches in height shall be con- 
structed and maintained along the edges of all pavement on the lot 
except at. the bases of buildings and at driveway openings. 

(h) Properties in residential districts which abut n gasoline 
service station shall be protected from headlight glare by either; 

(1) A strip at least four feet wide, densely planted with 
shrubs or trees which are at least four feet high at the time of plant- 
ing and which are of a type that may be expected to form a year- 
round dense screen at least six feet high within three years, or 

(2) A wall, barrier, or fence of uniform appearance at least 
five feet high, but not more than seven feet above finished grade. Such 
wall, barrier, or fence must be opaque. 

(3) Such screening shall be maintained in good condition at 
all times, may be interrupted by normal entrances or exits, and shall 
have no signs hung or attached thereto other than those permitted in 
the district. 

(i) All illumination on outdoor areas shall be shielded so as 
not to shine directly upon any porperty in a residence district. 

(j) All washing, lubrication-, and making of repairs shall be 
carried on inside the building. 

(k) No major repairs such as body work shall he performed. 

(l) No merchandise other than accessory, portable automotive 
merchandise may be displayed or sold on the premises. 

(m) The area of the lot not planted and so maintained shall 
be graded, surfaced with asphalt or other suitable material, and 
drained to the satisfaction of the Zoning Administrator, to the extent 
necessary to prevent nuisances of dust, erosion, or excessive water 
flow across the public ways. 

7.4 Supplementary Regulations Applying to Outdoor Automobile 
Rental or Sales and Storage for Rental or Sale 


store front, that faces upon a street or parking area, there may be a 
secondary sign affixed to suoh wall whether or not such wall contains 
an entrance to the store; provided, however, that no store shall have 
more thun two secondary signs in any event. The width of the Second- 
ary sign or signs shal not exceed fifty percent (50 *71 ) of the maxi- 
mum permissible width of the sign on the 'tore front. In addition 
to the foregoing sign or signs, there may be one directory of the 
occupants «r tenants of the building affixed to the exterior wait of the 
•building at each entrance to the building. Such directory shall not ex- 
ceed an area determined on the basis of one (1) square foot for each 
odcupant or tenant of the build i nig. 

(d) Special Signs. In particular instances the Board of Appeals 
may permit more than the number of signs hereinabove permitted 
or signs of a maximum size or in a location other than hereinabove 
specified, if it determines that the architecture of the building, the 
location of the building with the reference to the street or t.he nature 
of the use being made of the store is such that additional signs or 
signs of a larger maximum size should be permitted in the public in- 
terest. In granting suoh permission, the Board of Appeals shall speci- 
fy the size anti location of the sign or signs and impose such other 
terms and restrictions as it may deem to he in the public interest. 

(eV Illumination. Moving, rotating, pulsating and flashing signs 
are prohibited. No sign may be illuminated between 12 I\M. and 6 
A.M., except signs identifying police or fire stations and such other 
signs as the Board of Appeals may specifically authorize to be illu- 
minated at other hours, if the Board finds that the nature of the use 
of the premises is such that such illumination should be permitted in 
the public interest. These provisions shall apply not only to exterior 
signs but also to interior signs that are designed or placed so as to 
shine through windows or doors of the building. 

(f) Standing Signs. Standing signs are prohibited, except ns 
follows : 

(1) In particular instances the Board of Appeals may permit 
standing signs enumerating tohe occupants of the premises if it de- 
termines that the architecture of the building, or the location of the 
building with reference to the street is such that a standing sign or 
signs should he permitted in the public interest. In granting such 
permission the Board of Appeals shall specify Che size, type and loca- 
tion of the sign and impose such other terms and restrictions as it 
may deem to be in the public interest, except that no sign shall 
exceed 100 feet in surface area or 15 feet itv height. 

(2) During the construction of a building a standing sign 
may he erected on the premises identifying the building, the owner, 
the contractors, the architects or the engineers but such sign shall 
not exceed twenty (20) square feet in surface area nor ten (10) feet 
in any dimension. Such sign shall he removed promptly after the com- 
pletion of the building. 

(g) Gasoline Filling Stations and Garages. Gasoline filling sta- 
tions and garages may, if they elect to do so, divide the one exterior 
sign affixed to the front wall of the building, to which they are 
entitled as hereinabove provided, into separate signs affixed to and 
parallel to such wall anil indicating separate operations or depart- 
ments of the business, provided however, that the total of the widths 
of the separate signs shall not exceed the maximum width permitted 
under this by-Uuv for a single exterior sign on such wall. In addition, 
one sign, standing or otherwise, indicating the company whose gaso- 
line is being sold may be erected of such type, in such location, and 
in such manner as the Board of Appeals may permit. The standard 
toype of gasoline line pump, bearing thereon in usual size and form, 
'the name of type of gasoline and price thereof, shall not be deemed 
to be in violation of this by-law. Temporary or movable signs of any 
'and every type are specifically prohibited. 

(h) Maintenance. All signs whether erected before or after the 
effective date of this bylaw shall be maintained in a safe condition to 
'the satisfaction of the Zoning Administrator. 

8.3 Non-Accessory Signs. 

(a) No non-accessary sign shall be erected or maintained in a 
residential district. 

(ib) No non-aceessory sign shall be erected or maintained in a 
business or an industrial district except as permitted under a permit 
lawfully issued, and remaining in full force and effect, by the Outdoor 
Advertising Board, or by board or official succeeding to its authority 
in the administration of Sections 29 to 33 inclusive of Chapter 93 of 
the General Laws, or any act in addition thereto or in amendment 
thereof. 

8.4 Non-Conforming Signs 

Signs legally erected before the adoption of this by-law that do 
not conform to the provisions of this by-law must be made to so com- 
ply within five (5) years after the effective date of this by-law. except 
that standing signs must he made to comply within three (3) years 
after the effective date of this by-law and except that all signs must 
be made to comply with the provisions of subparagraph 8.2 (e), Illum- 
ination, within one (1) year after the effective date of this by-law. 

8.5 Permits 

No sign shall he erected on the exterior of any building or on any 
land unless and until an application for the erection of such sign has 
been filed with the Zoning Administrator, with such information and 
drawings as he may require, and a permit for the erection of the sign 
Was been issued by him. The provisions of this paragraph shall not 
apply to: 

(a) In residential areas — to permitted signs, except such as 
by the terms of, this by-law are permitted only with specific permission 
from the Board of Appeals. 

(b) In business and industrial areas — one temporary un lighted 
real estate sign of not over six (6) square feet in total area advertis- 
ing the sale or rental of the premises on which it is located. 

SECTION 9 - ADMINISTRATION AND ENFORCEMENT 


A lot to be used for outdoor automobile rental or sales or storage 
for rental or sale shall conform to the following requirements: 

(a) The minimum lot area shall be 10,000 square feet. 

(b) The- minimum frontage on one street shall be 100 feet. 

(c) The maximum width of driveways and sidewalk openings 
measured at the street lot line shall be 30 feet, the minimum width, 20 

(d) The minimum distance of driveways, measured at lot line, 
shall be as follows: 

(1) From corner lot line. 20 feet; 

(2) From interior side lot line, 10 feet; and 

(3) From other driveway on same lot, 20 feet. 

(e) Properties in residential districts which abut an outdoor 
automobile sales lot shall be protected from headlight glare hy either: 

(1) A strip at least four feet wide, densely planted with 
shrubs or trees which are at least four feet high at the time of plant- 
ing and which are of a type that may be expected to form a year-round 
dense screen at least six feet high within three years, or 

(2) A wall, barrier, or fence of uniform appearance at least 

five feet high, but not more than six feet above finished grade, or above 
the roof level, if on a roof. ... , .... 

(3) Such screening shall he maintained in good condition at 
all times. Such screening or barrier may be interrupted by normal 
entrances or exits, and shall have no signs hung or attached thereto 
other than those permitted in the district. 

(f) All illumination on outdoor automobile sales lots shall be 
shielded so us not to shine directly upon any property in a residence 

(g) No repair work of any kind shall he performed. 
SECTION 8 — SIGNS 

No signs shall be erected or maintained except in accordance with 
the provisions of this Section. 

8.1 Signs for Residential Areas 

(a) For each family living in a dwelling: not more than two 
signs, neither of which has a sign area of more than one square foot, 
bearing the name of the family or designation of the dwelling or both. 

(ib) Temporary unlighted real estate signs not over six square 
feet in total area advertising the sale or rental of the premises on 
wihioh they are located. 

(<_•) Temporary unlighted real estate signs not more than fifty 
square feet in total area and not more than ten feet in any dimension 
erected and maintained on subdivisions of land as defined in the 
General Laws. Chapter 41, Section HI K, to advertise solely tohe telling 
of land or buildings in said subdivisions, but not more than one such 
sign shalf face the same street. 


8.2 Signs in Business and Industrial Areas 

(a) Location. The sign shall be affixed to a building, except as 
hereinafter provided. A sign attached to a building shall be securely 
affixed to one of the walls or a roof of the buiUling. If affixed to a 
wall, it shall be parallel with and not project more than twelve (12) 
inches from the face of such wall and shall not project beyond the 
face of any other wall of the building. If affixed to tohe roof, it shall 
be purallel with the front wall of the store and shall not project be- 
yond the face of anv wall of the building. No sign, whether affixed 
to a wall or roof of a building, shall project above the highest line of 
the main roof of the building. However, if the sign is attached to a 
wall having u parapet extending above the highest line ol such root, 
then tohe sign may reach but may not project above the top ot the 
i parapet wall. (For the purpose of this Section, u “store shull include 
any establishment, office or place of business.) 

(ib) Size. A sign shull not be more than three (3) teet over-all 
in height. A sign on the exterior wall of the first floor of a building 
nwiy extend across the full width of the store wall,' unlees the store 
occupies the entire first floor of a detached building in which event 
the sign may extend across not more than three-fourths < s i ) ot the 
width of the wall. The width of signs of stores occupying other than 
the first floor of a building shall not exceed three (3) feet. 

<c) Number. There shull not be more than one exterior sign tor 
eaUh store, except that if thfe store has a direct entrance into the 
Store in a wall other thun the store front, there may lie a secondary 
sign affixed to such wall, and if the store has a wull, other thun the 


9.1 The Board of Selectmen shall appoint an administrative offi- 
cial, hereinafter referred to as the “Zoning Administrator,’’ who shall 
he responsible for the administration and enforcement of this By-Law. 
He may be provided with the assistance of such other persons as the 
Board of Selectmen determine to be required. 

9.11 If the administrative official shall find that any of the 
provisions of this ordinance are being violated, he shull notify in 
writing the person responsible for such violations, indicating the 
nature of the violation and ordering the action necessary to correct 
it. He shall order discontinuance of illegal use of land, buildings, or 
structures; removal of illegal buildings or structures or of illegal 
additions, alterations, or structural changes; discontinuance of any 
illegal work being done; or shall take any other action authorized 
by this ordinance to ensure compliance with or to prevent violation 
of its provisions. 

9.12 The Board of Selectmen shall establish a schedule of 
fees, charges and expenses and a collection procedure for certificates 
of zoning compliances, applications for site plan review, appeals »ml 
other matters pertaining to this by-law. The schedule of fees shall be 
established to reflect tohe cost of the services required, and it shall 
he the responsibility of the Zoning Administrator to recommend 
changes in fees from time to time to reflect changes in these costs. 

9.2 Certificates of Zoning Compliance for New, Altered, or Non- 
conforming Uses 

9.21 It shall he unlawful to use or occupy or permit the use 
or occupancy of any building or permises, or both, or part thereof 
hereafter created, erected, changed, converted, or wholly or partly 
'altered or enlarged in its use or structure until a Certificate of Zon- 
ing Compliance shall have been issued therefor by the Zoning Admin 
istrator stating that the proposed use of the building or land con- 
forms to the requirements of this by-law. 

9.22 No non-conforming use shall he maintained, renewed, 
changed or extended until a Certificate of Zoning Compliance shall 
Have been issued hy the Zoning Administrator. The Certificate oi 
Zoning Compliance shall state specifically wherein the non-conform- 
ing use differs from the provisions of this by-law and indicate that 
the non-conforming use was in fact a legal use prior to the enact- 
ment yr amendment of this by-law, except that upon enactment or 
amendment of this by-law, owners or occupants of non-conforming 
uses shall have six months to apply for Certificates of Zoning Com- 
pliance. Failure to make such application within six months shall he 
presumptive evidence that the property was in conforming use at the 
time of enactment or amendment of this by-law. 

9.23 No Building Permit for erection, alteration, moving or 
repair of any structure shall be issued until an application has been 
/made for a certificate of zoning compliance, and tin* certificate shall 
be issued in conformity with the provisions of this by-law upon com- 
pletion of the work. 

9.24 A temporary certificate of zoning compliance may b 
issued by the Zoning Administrator for a period not exceeding six 
months during alterations or partial occupancy of a building pending 
its completion, provided that such temporary certificate may include 
such conditions and safeguards as will protect the safety of the occu- 
punts and the public. 

9.25 The Zoning Administrator shall maintain a record of all 
certificates of zoning compliance, and a copy shall be furnished upon 
request to any person. 

9. *20 Failure to obtain a certificate of zoning compliance shall 
be a violation of this by-law und punishable under Section 9.9 of this 
bylaw. 

9.27 Certificates of zoning compliance issued on the basis of 
plans and applications approved hy the Zoning Administrator author- 
ize only the use und arrangement set forth in such approved plans 
and applications, and no other use or arrangement. Use or ai range - 
meat at variance with thut authorized shall be deemed violation of 
this by-law, and punishable as provided by Section 9.9 hereof.

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0.3 Board of Appeal; Appointment 

The Board of Appeal under the Building Laws shall be the Board 
of Appeals under this by-law and shall have all of the powers and 
duties of Boards of Appeals under the statutes relating to zoning. 

An appeal may be taken to the Board of Appeals by any officer or 
board of the town 1 , or by any person aggrieved by pny order or deci- 
sion of the Zoning Administrator. Such appeal may be taken within 
thirty days after the order or decision appealed from has been ren- 
dered. 

9.4 Administrative Review by Board of Appeal 

The Board of Appeal shall hear and decide appeals where it is 
alleged that the applicant is aggrieved by any order, requirement, 
decision or determination made by the Zoning Administrator in the 
enforcement of this by-law or by the applicant’s inability to obtain a 
permit pursuant to Section 13 of the Zoning Enabling Act. 

9.5 Special Exceptions by Board of Appeals; Conditions; Pro- 
cedures 

The Board of Appeals shall hear and decide only such special 
exceptions as are specifically authorized by the terms of this by-law. 
The Board may grant special exceptions only where such conditions 
and safeguards as required by this by-law have been made, and only 
after a determination that such grant would promote the public 
health, safety, welfare, comfort or convenience of the community. A 
special exception shall not be granted by the Board of Appeals un- 
less and until; 

9.51 A written application for a special exception is submit- 
ted indicating the specific section of this by-law under which the 
special exception is sought and stating the grounds on which it is 
requested; 

9.52 The Board of Appeals has made written findings certi- 
fying compliance with the specific provisions of this by-law govern- 
ing the exception and that satisfactory provision and arrangement 
has been made covering the following where applicable: 

(a) Ingress and egress to property and proposed structures 
thereon with particular reference to automotive and pedestrian safety 
and convenience, traffic flow and control and access in case of fire 
or catastrophe: 

(b) Off-street parking and loading areas where required 
with particular attention to the items in paragraph (a) and the eco- 
nomic. noise, glare, or odor effects of the special exception on ad- 
joining properties and properties generally in the district; 

(c) Refuse collection or disposal and service areas, with 
particular reference to items in paragraphs (a) and (b) above; (On 
site incinerators are permitted only if approved by Metropolitan Air 
Pollution Control District) 

(d) Screening and buffering with reference to type, dimen- 
sions, and character; 

(e) Signs, if any. and proposed exterior lighting with refer- 
ence to glare, traffic safety, economic effect, and compatibility and 
harmony with properties in the district; 

(f) Required yards and other open space; and 

(g) General compatibility with adjacent properties and other 
property in the district. 

9.6 Variances; Conditions Governing Applications: Procedures 

The Board of Appeals may grant variances as authorized by Sec- 
tion 15 of the Zoning Enabling Act. A variance from the terms of 
this by-law shall not be granted by the Board of Appeals to allow a 
use not permissible under the terms of this by-law in the district in- 
volved, or to allow any use expressly or by implication prohibited by 
the terms of this by-law in said district. The non-conforming use of 
other lands, structures or buildings in other districts shall not be con- 
sidered as grounds for a variance. 

9.7 Site Plan Review; Findings; Procedures 

The Board of Appeals shall review preliminary site plans for 
developments prior to approval of applications for special permits in 
certain cases specified in Section 4 (designated Yes”’ in the Table of 
Use Regulations); to make findings and determinations in regard to 
such cases in conformity with subsection 9.52 of this by-law. In such 
eases, a special permit shall be issued only if the Board of Appeals 
makes a finding and determination that the proposed placement of 
buildings, provisions for waste disposal, surface, drainage, parking 
areas, driveways, and the location of intersections of driveways and 
streets will constitute a suitable development and will not result in 
substantial detriment to the neighborhood. 

No building, other than a single-family dwelling, shall be erected 
or externally enlarged, ami no area for roadways, parking, loading or 
open space shall be established or changed on land developed under 
the provisions of this section except in conformity with a preliminary 
site plan bearing the endorsement of approval of the Board of Ap- 
peals. No certificate of zoning compliance shall be issued for any 
such building or buildings, unless the same conforms in all respects to 
such site plan and unless all facilities included in the site plan have 
been in accordance therein. 

9.71 A person applying for a special permit under this sub- 
section shall file with the Board of Appeals three copies each of an 
application and a preliminary site plan, and a filing fee. Such 
application and site plan shall include the elements on which the 
Board of Appeals is to make a finding and determination, us provided 
in Section 9.52, and shall also include information as to the nature 
and extent of the proposed use of buildings, and such further infor- 
mation in respect to such elements and use as required in Section 6, 
if applicable, and as the Board of Appeals or the Planning Board 
shall reasonably require by rule or regulation. In subsequent appli- 
cations concerning the same subject matter, the Board may waive 
the filing of plans and documents to the extent they duplicate those 
previously filed. 

9.72 The Board of Appeals shall within three days (Satur- 
days, Sundays and holidays excluded) of receipt of them transmit 
to the Planning Board two copies of the above application and site 
plan. The Planning Board shall consider the same and submit a final 
report thereon with recommendations to the Board of Appeals. The 
Board of Appeals shall not make a finding and determination upon an 
application until it has received the final report of the Planning Board 
thereon or until thirty days shall have elapsed since the transmittal 
of said copies of the application and site plan to the Planning Board 
without such report being submitted. The period within which final 
action shall be taken may be extended for a definite period, but not 
more than ninety days by mutual consent of the Board of Appeals 
and the applicant. 

9.73 The Board of Appeals shall hold a public hearing, and, 
except as hereinafter provided, shall take final action within sixty 
days after the date of the filing of such application with said Board 
of Appeals. Such final action shall consist of either: 

(a) A finding and determination that the proposed construc- 
tion, reconstruction, substantial exterior alteration, or addition will 
constitute a suitable development and will not result in substantial 
detriment to the neighborhood, or 

(b) A written denial of the application for such finding and 
determination, stating the reasons for such denial, which reasons 
shall include a statement of the respect in which any elements in and 
particular features of the proposal are deemed by the Board to be 
unsuitable or detrimental to the neighborhood. 

(c) A finding and determination may be made subject to such 
reasonable conditions, modifications and restrictions set forth therein 
as the Board may deem necessary to ensure that the proposed con- 
struction, reconstruction, substantial exterior alteration, or addition 
will constitute a suitable development and will not result in substan- 
tial detriment to the neighborhood. 

(d) In the event that the Board of Appeals approves a spe- 
cial permit under these provisions, any construction, reconstruction, 
substantial exterior alteration, or addition shall be carried on only in 
conformity with any conditions, modifications and restrictions subject 
to which the Board shall have made its findings and determination, 
and only in conformity with the application and site plan on the basis 
of which the finding and determination arc made. 

9.8 All questions of interpretation and enforcement shall be first 
presented to tin* Zoning Administrator. Such questions shall he pre- 
sented to the Board of Appeals only on appeal from the decisions of 
the Zoning Administrators. 

9.9 Enforcement 

9.91 Com plaints. Whenever a violation of this by-law oc- 
curs, or is alleged to have occurred, any person may file a signed 
written complaint, immediately investigate, and take appropriate 
action thereon. 

9.92 li tin* Zoning Administrator shall find' that any of the 
provisions of this by-law arc being violated, he shall notify in writing 
the person iv.'poiediiU* for such violations, indicating the nature of the* 
violation and ordering the action necessary to correct it. He shall 
order discontinuance of illegal use of land, buildings, or structures; 
removal of illegal buildings or structures or of illegal additions, alter- 
ations, or structural changes, discontinuance of any illegal work 
Ixiing done; he shall also cause to be instituted civil or criminal ac- 
tions to secure enforcement of the provisions of the zoning by-laws 
or shall take any other action authorized by this by-law to ensure 
compliance with or to prevent violation of its provisions. The Zoning 
Administrator - Hull have the right to enter upon private property 
for the purpose ol' inspecting it to determine if this By-Law is being 
violated. 

9.93 Penalties lor Violation 

(a) Violation of the provisions of this by-law or failure to 
comply with a ■ <>f it.- jvquircments (including violations Of condi- 

tions and safeguards established in connection with grants of vari- 
ances or special *xec-ption- > shall constitute a misdemeanor. Any 
person who violat**' this by-law or fails to comply with any of its re- 
quircuiuuUi ahull upon c/uvictiun thereof be lined nut more than 


$50.00. Each clay such violation continues shall be considered a separ- 
ate offense. 

(b) The owner, tenant, occupant or person or persons in pos- 
session of any building, structure, premises, or part thereof, and any 
architect, builder, contractor, agent, or other person who commits, 
participates in, assists in, or maintains such violation may each be 
found guilty of a separate offense and suffer the penalties herein 
provided. 

SECTION 10 — DEFINITIONS 

For the purposes of this by-law, certain terms or words used 
herein shall be interpreted as follows: 

. The present tense includes the future tense, the singular 
number includes the plural, and the plural number includes 
the singular. 

. The word shall is mandatory, the work may is permissive. 

. The words used or occupied include the words intended, de- 
signed. or arranged to he used or occupied. 

ACCESSORY USE OR STRUCTURE. A use or structure on the 
same lot with, and of a nature customarily incidental and subordinate 
to, the principal use or structure. 

APARTMENT. See “Dwelling Unit.” 

APARTMENT HOUSE. A multiple-family dwelling over three 
stories in height. 

BASEMENT. That a part of a building partly underground but 
having more than one-half of its entire wall area above the level 
of the adjoining ground. A basement shall be counted as a floor or 
story if used for business or dwelling purposes. 

BUILDABLE AREA. The portion of a lot remaining after re- 
quired yards have been provided. 

CELLAR. That part of a building having less than one-half of its 
entire wall area above the level of the adjoining ground. No cellar or 
portion thereof shall be used as a dwelling unit. A cellar shall not 
be counted us a floor or story. 

CLUSTER DEVELOPMENT. A division of land into lots used, 
or available for use, as building sites where said lots are clustered 
together into one or more groups, separated from adjacent property 
and other groups of lots by intervening “common land” as described 
in Section 6.26. 

DWELLING, ATTACHED. A building designed or occupied as a 
residence and separated from another attached dwelling on one or 
both sides either by a vertical party wall or walls or by a contiguous 
wall or walls without sitie yards. 

DWELLING. DETACHED. A building which is designed or occu- 
pied as a residence and is separated by side yards from any other 
structure or structures except accesssory buildings. 

DWELLING. MULTIPLE-FAMILY. A residential building de- 
signed for or occupied by three or more families, with the number of 
families in residence not exceeding the number of dwelling units 
provided. 

DWELLING, SINGLE-FAMILY. A detached residential dwelling 
unit other than a mobile home, designed for and occupied by one 
family only. 

DWELLING. TWO-FAMILY. A detached residential building 
containing two dwelling units, designed for occupancy by not more 
than two families. 

DWELLING UNIT. One room, or rooms connected together, con- 
stituting a separate, independent housekeeping establishment for 
owner occupancy, or rental or lease on a weekly, monthly, or longer 
basis, and physically separated from any other rooms or dwelling 
units which may be in the same structure, and containing independent 
cooking, bathroom and sleeping facilities. A dwelling unit shall have 
more than one-half of its floor-to-ceiling height above the average 
level of the adjoining ground. 

ERECTED. The word "erected” shall include the words “at- 
tached”. “built”, “constructed”, “reconstructed”, “altered”, “enlarged” 
and “moved”. 

FILLING STATION. Buildings and premises where gasoline, oil, 
grease, batteries, tires, and automobile accessories may be supplied 
and dispensed at retail, and where in addition the following services 
may be rendered and sales made, and no other: 

(a) Sale and servicing of spark plugs, batteries, and distribu- 
tors and distributor parts; 

(b) Tire servicing and repair, but not recapping or regrooving; 
(e> Replacement of mufflers and tail pipes, water hose, fan belts, 
brake fluid, light bulbs, fuses, floor mats, seat covers, windshield 
wipers and wiper blades, grease retainers, wheel bearings, mir- 
rors, and the like; 

(d) Radiator cleaning and flushing; 

(ei Washing and polishing, and sale of automotive washing and 
polishing materials; 

(f) Greasing and lubrication; 

(g) Providing and repairing fuel pumps, oil pumps, water 
pumps, and lines; 

(h) Minor servicing, replacement and repair of carburetors; 

(i) Emergency wiring repairs; 

(j) Adjusting and repairing brakes; 

(k) Minor motor adjustments not involving removal of the head 
or crankcase or racing the motor; 

(l) Sales of cold drinks, packaged foods, tobacco, and similar con- 
venience goods for filling station customers, as accessory and 
incidental to principal operation; 

(m) Provision of road maps and other informational material to 
customers; provision of restroom facilities. 

Uses permissible at a filling station do not include major mechan- 
ical and body work, straightening of body parts, painting, welding, or 
other work involving noise, glare, fumes, smoke or other charac- 
teristics to an extent greater than normally found in filling stations. 

A filling station is not a repair garage, a body shop, or a parking lot, 
and storage of inoperative vehicles for more than 48 hours is not 
permitted. 

FIRE LANE. An open space in which no building or structure 
may be erected and in which no automotive vehicles may be parked, 
except that buildings may be interconnected by corridors or walkways 
if provision is made for access by fire apparatus to all outside walls. 
The open space shall be between a building and a line parallel to and 
fifteen feet equidistant from a building. 

FLOOR AREA. The aggregate horizontal area in square feet of 
all floors of a building or several buildings on the same lot measured 
from the exterior faces of walls enclosing each building, exclusive of 
garages, cellar and attic areas used only for storage or for services 
incidental to the operation or maintenance of such building or build- 
ings. 

FRONTAGE, LOT. The boundary between a lot and an abutting 
line and the intersection of street lines or of street lines extended. 

FRONTAGE, STREET. A street which provides the required lot 
frontage for a building. When a lot is bounded by more than one 
street, tmy one of them, hut only one, may be designated as the 
frontage street by the owner, provided that the street meets the 
frontage requirement and that the principal permitted building on 
the lot is numbered on such frontage street. However, in the case of 
a lot bounded by two streets forming an interior angle of more than 
135 degrees, their combined frontage between lot lines may be used 
to satisfy the lot frontage requirement. 

GARDEN APARTMENT HOUSE. A multiple-family dwelling, 
not over three stories in height, and containing nut less than 4 dwell- 
ing units. 

GROUP HOUSE. A building comprised of not less than three 
nor more than ten attached single-family dwellings. 

HALF STORY. See “Story, Half”. 

HOME OCCUPATION. An operation conducted in a dwelling 
unit, provided that: 

(a) No person other than members of the family residing on the 
promises shall be engaged in such occupation; 

(b) The use of the dwelling unit for the home occupation shall be 
clearly incidental and subordinate to its use for residential pur- 
puses by its occupants, and not more than 25 percent of the floor 
area of the dwelling unit shall be used in the conduct of the home 
occupation; 

(c) There shall be no change in the outside appearance of the 
building or premises, or other visible evidence of the conduct of 
such home occupation other than one sign, not exceeding one 
square foot in urea, non illuminated, and mounted Mat against tile 
wall of the principal building; 

(d) No home occupation shall be conducted in uuy accessory 
building; 

(e) There shall he no sales of products on the premises in con- 
nection with such home occupation; 

if) No traffic shall be generated by such occupation in greater 
volumes than would normally be expected in a residential neigh- 
borhood. and any need for parking generated by the conduct of 
such home occupation shall be met off the street and other than 
in a required front yard. 

(g) No equipment or process shall he used in such home occupa- 
tion which creutes noise, vibration, glare, fumes, odors, or electri- 
cal interference detectable to the normal senses off the lot, if the 
occupation is conducted in a single-family residence, or outside 
the dwelling uml if conducted iu oilier limn a siuglunfumily resi- 


dence. In the ease of electrical interference, no equipment or 
process shall be used which creates visual or audible interference 
in any radio or television receivers off the premises, or causes 
fluctuations in line voltage off the premises. 

(h) Barber shop, beauty shop and mortuary are not permitted. 

LOADING SPACE, OFF-STREET. Space logically and conven- 
iently located for hulk pickups and deliveries, scaled to delivery 
vehicles expected to he used, and accessible to such vehicles when 
required off-street parking spaces are filled. Required off-street load- 
ing space is hot to be included as off-street parking space in computa- 
tion of required off-street parking space. 

LOT. An area of land in one ownership with definite boundar- 
ies ascertainable by recorded deed or plan. 

LOT AREA. Area within a lot, including land over which ease- 
ments have been granted, but not including any land within the limits 
of a street upon which such lot abuts, even if fee to such street is in 
the owner of the lot, except that if a corner lot has its corner bounded 
by a curved line connecting other street lines which, if extended, would 
intersect, the area may be computed as if such boundary lines were 
so extended. 

LOT. CORNER. A lot bounded by more than one street which has 
an interior angle of 135 degrees or less formed by the tangents or 
straight segments of street lines between the side or rear lines of such 
lot or by an extension of such street lines. A lot bounded by one street 
shall bo considered a corner lot when the tangents or straight seg- 
ments of the street line between the side lines of the lot form or would 
form if extended, an interior angle of 105 degrees or less. 

LOT DEPTH. The distance between the midpoints of straight 
lines connecting the foremost points of the side lot lines in front and 
the rearmost points of the side lot lines in the rear. 


STRUCTURE. Anything constructed or erected with a fixed 
location on the ground, or attached to something having a fixed loca- 
tion on the ground. Among other things, structures include buildings, 
mobile homes, walls, fences, billboards, and poster panels. 

STRUCTURE, TEMPORARY. Tent, construction shanty, or simi- 
larly portable or demountable structure intended for continuous use 
for not longer than one year. 

TOWN HOUSE. A row of attached single-family dwellings con- 
tained within one (1) building and separated by common or party 
walls. 

USE, TEMPORARY. Use, operation or occupancy of a parcel of 
land, building or structure for a period not to exceed one calendar year. 

WAY. See “Street, Road or Way”. 

YARD. An open space on a lot unoccupied by any structure or 
such parts thereof ns covered or uncovered porches, steps, cornices, 
caves and other projections; provided however that fences, freestand- 
ing walls, poles, posts, and other customary yard accessories, orna- 
ments and furniture, and customary summer awnings are permitted 
in any yard, subject to height limitations. Yard depth shall be meas- 
ured from the street or lot line to the nearest point on a building in a 
line perpendicular or normal to such lot or street line. The minimum re- 
quired yard shall he a strip of land of uniform depth required by this 
by-law measured from the lot or street line and adjacent thereto. 

YARD. FRONT. A yard extending between lot side lines across 
the lot adjacent to the street it abuts. 

YARD, REAR. A yard extending between the side lines of a lot 
adjacent to the rear line of the lot, 

YARD. SIDE. A yard extending along each side line of a lot 
between front and rear yards. 


LOT FRONTAGE. See “Frontage, Lot”. 

LOT. INTERIOR. A lot other than a corner lot with only one 
frontage on a street. 

LOT. THROUGH. A lot other than a comer lot with frontage on 
more than one street. Through lots abutting two streets may be re- 
ferred to a double frontage lots. 

LOT, REVERSED FRONTAGE. A lot on which the frontage is 
at right angles or approximately right angles (interior angle less than 
135 degrees) to the general pattern in the area. A reversed frontage 
lot may also be a corner lot, an interior lot or a through lot. 

LOT WIDTH. The distance between straight lines connecting 
front and rear lot lines at each side of the lot, measured across the 
rear of the required front yard, provided however that width between 
side lot lines at their foremost points (where they intersect with the 
street line) shall be not less than 80 percent of the required lot width 
except in the case of lots on the turning circle of culs-de-sac, where 
the 80 percent requirement shall not apply. 

MUNICIPAL. The word “municipal” means the Town of Win- 
chester. 

NON-ACCESSORY SIGN. See “Sign, Non-Accessory”. 

NON-CONFORMING USE OR STRUCTURE. A lawfully exist- 
ing use or structure which does not conform to the regulations for 
the district in which such use or structure exists. 

OPEN AREA, PERCENTAGE. That percentage of the lot area 
which is not occupied by any structure. 

PARKING SPACE. An area in a building or on a lot available 
for parking one motor vehicle, having a width of not less than 10 feet, 
and an area of not less than 200 square feet, exclusive of passageways 
and driveways appurtenant thereto, and with free and unimpeded ac- 
cess to a street over unobstructed passageways or driveways. 

PERSON. The word “person” includes a firm, association, organ- 
ization, partnership, trust, company or corporation as well as an indi- 
vidual. 

PUBLIC. The word “public” means the Town of Winchester, 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, United States Government or an 
agency thereof. 

REAR LINE OF A LOT. A line separating a lot from other lots 
or from land in a. different ownership, being the boundary of a lot 
which is opposite or approximately opposite the street frontage. 

RECORDED. The due recording in the Middlesex County South 
District Registry of Deeds, or, as to registered land, the due filing in 
the Middlesex County South District Land Registration Office. 

ROADSIDE STAND. Premises for sale of edible farm products, 
flowers, fireplace wood, preserves and similar products, all of which 
have been produced or grown within Winchester on land owned by 
the owner of the stand; no goods except plants, flowers and fireplace 
wood shall.be stored or offered for sale outdoors. 

SANITARY SEWER. A public sanitary sewer of the Town of 
Winchester. 

SIDE LINE OF A LOT. A line separating a lot from other lots 
or from land in different ownership, other than a street line or a rear 
lot line. 

SIGN. The word “sign” shall include any letter, word, symbol, 
drawing, picture, design, device, article and object that advertises, 
calls attention to or indicates any premises, person or activity, what- 
ever the nature of the material and manner of composition or con- 
struction, provided however that the following shall not be included in 
the application of the regulations of this by-law: 

(a) Flags and insignia of any government, except when dis- 
played in connection with commercial promotion; 

(b) Legal notices, identification, informational or directional 
signs erected or required by governmental bodies; 

(c) Integral decorative or architectural features of buildings, 
except letters, trademarks, moving parts or moving lights; 

(d) Signs directing and guiding traffic and parking on private 
property, but bearing no advertising matter. 

SIGN, ACCESSORY. Any billboard, sign or other advertising de- 
vice that advertises, calls attention to, or indicates the person occupy- 
ing the premises on which the sign is erected or the business transacted 
thereon, or advertises the property itself on any part thereof as for 
sale or to let, and which contains no other advertising matter. 

SIGN, NON-ACCESSORY. Any billboard, sign or other advertis- 
ing device that does not come within the foregoing definition of an 
accessory sign. 

SIGN, ON-SITE. A sign relating in its subject matter to the 
premises on which it is located, or to products, accommodations, serv- 
ices, or activities on the premises. On-site signs do not include signs 
erected by the outdoor advertising industry in the conduct of the out- 
door advertising business. 

SIGN, STANDING. The term “Standing sign” shall include any 
and every sign erected on or affixed to the land and any and every 
exterior sign that is not attached to a building. 

SPECIAL EXCEPTION. A special exception is a use that would 
not be appropriate generally or without restriction throughout the 
zoning district but which, if controlled as to number, area, location, 
or relation to the neighborhood, would promote the public health, 
safety, welfare, order, comfort, convenience, appearance, prosperity, 
or general welfare. Such uses may lie permitted in such zoning district 
as special exceptions, if specific provision for such special exceptions 
is made in this zoning by-law. 

STORY. That portion of a building contained between any floor 
and the floor or roof next above it, it does not include either the lowest 
portion so contained if more than one-half of such portion vertically 
is below the mean finished grade of the ground adjoining such build- 
ing, or the uppermost portion so contained if under a sloping roof and 
not designed or intended to be used for human occupancy. 

“STORY, HALF. A story directly under a sloping roof in which 
the points of intersection of the bottom of the rafters and the interior 
faces of the walls are less than three feet above the floor level on at 
least two exterior walls. 

STREET, ROAD OR WAY. An area of land dedicated, approved 
by the Planning Board, or legally open for public travel under at 
least one of the following classifications: 

(a) A public way duly laid out by the Town of Winchester, the 
Middlesex County Commissioners, the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission or the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, or a way which 
the Winchester Town Clerk certifies is maintained by public 
authority and used as a public way excluding, however, limited 
access highway; or 

(b) A way shown on a definitive plan approved und endorsed 
in accordance with the Subdivision Control Law; ot- 
ic) A way iu existence .prior to said Subdivision Control Law 
having become effective in the Town of Winchester (August 31, 
1953), Itavng, in the opinion of the Planning Board, sufficient 
width, suitable grades and adequutc construction to provide for 
the needs of vehicular traffic in relation to the proposed use of 
the land abutting thereon or served thereby, and for the installa- 
tion of municipal services to serve such land and the buildings 
erected! to be erected thereon. 

A public or private way as stated above shull not be deemed to be a 
"street” us to any lot of lund that does not have rights of access to or 
passage over said way. 

* SliUiLT LINE. The right-of-way hue of a street. 


SECTION 11 - EFFECTIVE DATE; SEPARABILITY CLAUSE 

11.1 This by-law shall become effective on

Kivvanis Clinic 
Detects Speech, 
Hearing Problems 

Speech and hearing problems 
were discovered in 39 of the 90 
pre-school children tested in the 
Kiwanis sponsored speech diagnos- 
tic clinic held recently. 

Winchester public schools speech 
therapist Mrs. Sally Fishman with 
her assistants, Mrs. Rachelle Isse- 
row and Mrs. Judy Homer, tested 
all pre-schoolers who were taken 
to the clinic. 

Moderately severe speech prob- 
lems were detected in 18 young- 
sters; severe problems in five; and 
18 children had hearing failures. 
Follow-up with parents has shown 
that all of the children tested and 
found to have difficulties have 
been seen by a doctor and the test 
results have been substantiated 
and treatment begun. 

Kiwanis Club members in coop- 
eration with the Board of Health 
and Winchester public schools of- 
fer this service to the town and 
are gratified to find speech and 
hearing problems in the children 
early enough so that solutions can 
be sought. Such pre-school testing 
is designed to help avert learning 
difficulties which might hinder the 
progress of children when they 
begin kindergarten.

has no competition in his bid for 
re-election to a three-year term 
on the Board of Health. 

Also without an opponent is 
Maurice T. Freeman, who is run- 
ning for re-election to the Ceme- 
tery Commission for five years. 

Allan T. Buros is running unop- 
posed for a three-year term as 
Commissioner of Trust Funds.

Flu Going, Says 
Board Of Healtli 

The influenza case trend is 
downward, according to Director 
Michael D. Saraco of the Board 
of Health. While the board con- 
tinues to watch absentee rates 
for school pupils, Mr. Saraco says 
that the Town is “over the peak” 
in the number of flu cases. 

The absentee rate for McCall 
Junior High School, which was 
up around 37 percent a couple 
of weeks ago, is down to about 
ten percent. Mr. Saraco said that 
the number of absences from 
school is tapering off throughout 
the Commonwealth, indicating the 
dropping off in the amount of 
flu present.

Reader Opposes 
Rezoning For 
Apartment Units 

Editor of the Star: 

I recently attended a meeting be- 
tween town residents concerned 
about the . re-zoning proposal and 
Mr. Otto Shaefer, chairman of the 
Planning Board, which is respon- 
sible for the proposal. During the 
meeting. Mr. Schaefer suggested 
that residents "do the mathema- 
tics themselves” to see how the 
proposed garden apartment zones 
would make the town the benefici- 
ary of lower density of population 
and lower demands upon town ser- 
vices such as schools, streets, and 
the like. 

I have done this math, and pre- 
sent below some comparative fig- 
ures showing the densities result- 
ing from development of a three 
acre site in single residences ver- 
sus garden apartments. Calcula- 
tions are based upon the ground 
rules set forth in the zoning pro- 
posal as to the minimum area re- 
quired for each type of construc- 
tion and parking provisions. The 
numbcr-of-children figure for a- 
partments is based upon Mr. 
Schaefer’s assertion that statistics 
show approximately one half as 
many children being placed in 
schools per apartment unit as com- 
pared with single family residen- 
ces. 

In order to aVoid being accused 
of loading the figures in favor of 
•single houses, I am using the maxi- 
mum permitted density of single 
houses, and the minimum density 
possible in the case of garden 
apartments, in both cases as ap- 
plied to a three acre site, the smal- 
lest size on which it will be per- 
mitted to build Garden Apart- 
ments. 

Base figures: 

1. One acre contains 44,000 
square feet. 

2. Minuitnum lot size allowed 
for single house is 10,000 square 
feet. 

3. Minimum area required for 
Garden Apartment unit (3 or more 
bedrooms) is 4,000 square feet. 

4. Therefore, for a three acre 
site, we would find allowed a maxi- 
mum of 13.2 single houses, or no 
less than 33.0 garden apartment 
units. 

5. Single houses are assumed to 
have four bedrooms, two cars, and 
two and one half children. 

6. Garden apartments are as- 
sumed to have three bedrooms, 1.5 
cars, and 1.25 children, per unit. 

Comparison for Three Acre Site: 
item Single H’ses G’rd’n Apts. 
No. units 13.2 33.0 

No. bedrnis 52.8 99.0 

No. childr’n 33.0 41.25 

No. cars 26.4 49.5 

Rather than showing a decrease 
in density through the construction 
of Garden Apartment complexes, 
these figures indicate a 150 per- 
cent potential increase in the num- 
ber of households demanding town 
services, an 87 percent potential 
increase in the number of cars 
using our streets, and a 25 percent 
potential increase in the number of 
children to be added to schools. If 
the apartment units to be con- 
structed were two bedroom units, 
there would he an even greater 
potential increase in the number 
of households placing demands up- 
on town services. For sites larger 
than three acres, and there are a 
number of them, the disparity be- 
comes quite alarming. 

1 fail to see any advantages to 
the town of Winchester in rezoning 
- single residence areas to permit 
or encourage construction of gar- 
den apartment complexes, and l 
fear that the “for the good of the 
town” rearming that lias been put 
forth in defense of the rezoning 
proposal is simply not correct, in 
that increasing the population den- 
sity and demand for town services 
cannot be "for the good of the 
town.” 

This is not in any way a con- 
sideration of the merits or lack 
of them concerning housing for 
the elderly, or housing for lower 
income families. Those are other 
subjects, ami not part of the re- 
zoning proposition as it applies to 
the nwvly proposed changes from 
single family to garden apartment 
sections of hto town map.

Open Letter To The Voters Of 
Winchester ( Especially Precinct 
Three) 

Ladies and Gentlemen: 

Elsewhere on these pages you 
should read a report on the events 
which occurred at the Special Town 
Meeting of 21 January last, espe- 
cially that part relating to the fire 
station. 

I hope that you will remember 
this letter when you read that the 
Town is faced with a SB to $10 in- 
crease in the 1971 tax rate, mainly 
due to the -new High School. I hope 
you will study the upcoming Town 
Meeting Warrant and make your 
wishes known to Town Meeting 
Members on all issues. I find it 
hard to believe that collectively 
you are the spenders you are re- 
puted to be. Hence, this letter. 

In reading this issue of the Star, 
you should note that the article 
providing for construction of the 
West Side Fire Station was carried 
by a 2 to 1 vote. You may not find 
it. but it was stated at the Town 
Meeting that: 

a. The West Side had approxi- 
mately $350,000 fire damage in 
1970 alone (up significantly from 
past experience). 

b. The station, designed for 
three fire engines, will be staffed 
by three firemen at all times who 
will operate a single piece of ex- 
isting fire fighting equipment. Both 
men and equipment will be taken 
from existing Town resources. 

c. The building construction cost 
is $167,000 and the first year main- 
tenance cost is estimated at $45,- 
000, which combine to add approxi- 
mately one dollar to the tax rate.

From basic arithmetic and even 
more basic logic, I cannot under- 
stand how the new West Side Fire 
Station can cost one penny less 
than $2,000,000 to build and' oper- 
ate for the first ten years. Let’s 
look at the following figures which 
are admittedly rough:

Youths Urged 
To Cast Votes 

Editor of the Star: 

The upcoming Town 
marks the first opportunity for 19 
and 20-year-old citizens of Win- 
chester to exercise their newly won the^ figures 
franchise. The necessary first step 
is to become registered to vote, and 
the deadline is February 9. 

In addition to regular business 
hours, the Town Clerk’s Office will 
he open for special hours on the 
following dates: Friday, January 
29, 8 to 9 p.m. : Friday, February 

5, 8 to 9 p.m.; Saturday, February 

6, 1 1 a.m. to 12 noon. On Tuesday, 

February 9, citizens can register 
from 8:30 a.m. to 10 p.m. Young 
people may find these dates partic- 
ularly convenient. 

Students who arc home from 
school are urged to complete or ob- 
tain absentee bullot applications at 
the time they register. 

Although they cannot presently 
vote in two elections, it is not too 
soon for 18-year-olds- to start reg- 
istering. Legislation has been filed, 
by State Secretary John Davoren, 
which would permit 18-year-old 
voters registered for federal elec- 
tions to be curried over to state 
rolls without having to re-register. 

There has been, much negative 
speculation about thu willingness 
-if .huh;' pi-ople to become involved 
in the electoral process. In this re- 
spect. perhaps we should not ex- 
pect anything more from the re- 
cently enfranchised youth that has 
been demonstrated by their elders 
in the past. Traditionally, those 
from 21 to 35 have the poorest re- 
cord of participation, and those 
nv-r 35 have scarcely estab- 
lished a stellar reputation. Once in- 
ioiwed about their new voting

Snow Removal Praised 

The Selectmen said that Super- 
intendent of Streets Robert G. 
O’Brien had received a letter 
praising his department’s snow 
removal operations from Richard 
Landau of 2 Wildwood Terrace. 
Mr. Landau wrote: 

"As a former newspaper re- 
porter and onetime town employ- 
ee in another state with severe 
winters. I have had ample oppor- 
tunity to become familiar with 
the problems involved in effec- 
tive snow removal I have never 
.-.een a more effective operation 
than we have in Winchester. 

“I must confess that part of 
this comes from the special plea- 
sure that a former town employee 
takes as he looks out at a new 
snowfall and realizes that he 
doesn’t have to do anything a- 
bout it. But most of my satisfac- 
tion is more objective. Your men 
are out when they should be, 
where they should be, doing their 
jobs with intelligence and dis- 
patch. 

“I am aware of course of the 
current controversy over the use 
of salt on the roads. I take* no 
pleasure in the thought of plant 
life being damaged. But I also 
take no pleasure in the thought 
of human life being endangered. 

"One of the unpleasant facts 
of life is that almost everything 
in a technically advanced society 
has advantages and disadvantag- 
es, and we .ere always having to 
weigh both with care. I have as 
yet seen no persuasive evidence 
that the disadvantages of salt 
outweigh its advantages at the 
present time. Consequently. I en- 
dorse the continuation of your 
current procedures and hope that 
we shall not be stampeded into a 
foolish course by the clamor of 
a few. 

“You have my congratulations 
for doing a tough job well.” 

Town Receives $312.37 
The Town has received a check 
for $312.37 -’rom Attorney Gene- 
ral Robert H. Quinn. The amount 
is the third payment on a settle- 
ment obtained on behalf of Mas- 
sachusetts communities in copper 
piping litigation. The first two 
payments were received last year. 
Future payments will be forward- 
ed, Mr. Quinn said. 

Youth Vote Urged 

The Board of Selectmen decid- 
ed to issue a statement support- 
ing voter registration after re- 
ceiving a letter from Mrs. Robert 
A. Danley, chairman of Winches- 
ter Citizens For Participation 
Politics. In her letter to the Se- 
lectmen, Mrs. Danley said in 
part: 

“Believing it is important to 
encourage and assist the recently 
enfranchised young citizens of 
the Commonwealth, CPP has ♦in- 
itiated a grassroots educational 
and informational registration ef- 
fort. This has been joined by 
many groups, including: League 
of Women Voters of Massachu- 
setts. Massachusetts Intercolle- 
giate Government, Massachusetts 
Jaycees, and Massachusetts Tea- 
chers Association. 

“Since the first opportunity for 
19 and 20-year-old, voters to ex- 
ercise their franchise is in town 
elections, Governor Francis W. 
Sargent bus proclaimed January 
as “Youth Voter Registration 
Month.” A copy of the proclama- 
tion and the Governor’s remarks 
are enclosed. 

“The effort lias also been en- 
dorsed by members of the Massa- 
chusetts congres'd-Miul delegation, 
including Senators Brooke and 
Kennedy and Representative Tur- 
bo rl 11 Macdonald. 

"Winchester CPP will urge 
young Winchester residents to 
register for the upcoming Town 
election, especially on tlu>«e dates 
when the registrars will be avail- 
able for extended hours. 

“Together with the League of 
Women Veters, CPI* has prepared 
the enclosed voting rights infor- 
mation. We plan to make this 
available to other groups and in- 
dividuals in the Town.

"I would like to express my 
sincere appreciation for the ser- 
vices of the Winchester Fire De- 
partment at the General Alarm 
Fire on Main Street, Woburn. 
Massachusetts, on the evening of 
January 13, 1971. 

“I wish you would convey my 
sincere thanks to the Chief. Of- 
ficers and members of the Win- 
chester Fire Department for cov- 
ering in at Engine No. 4 and as- 
sisting at the fire. 

“It is through mutual coopera- 
tion such as this that our com- 
munities’ needs are better served.” 

Cablevision Topic

“North Vietnam has never hon- 
ored its commitment as a signa- 
tory of the Geneva POW Conven- 
tion, which provides that the In- 
ternational Red Cross should have 
free access to prisoners of war 
and their places of detention,” 
said Mr. Lyon. 

The Convention also calls for 
the repatriation of seriously ill 
and wounded prisoners as soon 
as they are well enough to travel, 
and it also permits prisoners to 
communicate with one another 
and with their families.” 

The North Vietnamese Govern- 
ment signed the 1949 Geneva 
Convention which provides for 
these, but they have not allowed 
the inspection of detention camps, 
he said. They have also failed to 
live up to the other provisions of 
the agreement — identifying all 
prisoners, repatriating the sick 
and wounded, allowing them to 
communicate with their families, 
and protection from reprisals, Mr. 
Lyon declares. 

“The record shows,” said Mrs. 
Getschell, “that when it suits its 
purpose, Hanoi is responsive to 
American public opinion. But. 
only a massive outpouring of 
letters demanding humanitarian 
treatment for our men will alter 
Hanoi’s course.”

“If I am not allowed to fulfill 
the ministry accordjng to my un- 
derstanding of the gospel after 
years of study, training, experi- 
ence, and activity, then I see no 
alternative to resigning,” the 
clergyman went on. 

Cites Differences 
“There are basic differences be- 
tween this church and myself as 
to what is the nature and func- 
tion of the church and the role 
of the minister in thnt function,” 
the Rev. Mr. Waters pointed out. 

One such difference, he said, 
was that many of the church 
members stress “personal piety 
and individual concerns, whereas 
my stress is Christian . mission 
and corporate involvement,” he 
continued. 

“Another basic difference is 
that the church, as a whole, 
wants a sort of chaplain to the 
church in their minister whereas 
I see the minister’s role as a 
prophet involved in witnessing 
the gospel and a minister minis- 
tering to the needs of people who- 
ever they ar6. whether members 
of this church or not,” the minis- 
ter observed. 

“Every decision a Christian 
makes stands under the judg- 
ment of God. No one escapes the 
consequences of his decision. This 
applies both to ministers and to 
congregations. This I recognize; 
this I accept,” the Rev. Mr. Wai- 
ters stated. 

“I have trusted God’s judgment 
over my life for all my years as 
a Christian. I will continue to do 
so. My decisions have not always 
been popular, but they have al- 
ways been in love and out of a 
deep concern for the church and 
what 1 consider to be for the 
Christian good,” he continued. 

The Rev. Mr. Waters gave four 
reasons for making his resigna- 
tion effective August 31. These 
were: 

1. His children would be able 
to complete their school year in 
Winchester. 

2. He has no immediate pros- 
pects of a pastorate, but by that 
time, an opening may have de- 
veloped. 

3. He wishes to complete some 
of the responsibilities which he 
has begun involving some of the 
church members. 

4. The church will have time 
to plan for the future and for a 
replacement. 

Concluding his statement to 
the First Baptist Church mem- 
bership, the Rev. Mr. Waters said 
that “in submitting my resigna- 
tion, it is not done in anger nor 
bitterness; it is submitted in frus- 
tration at not being able to effec- 
tively fulfill a ministry as minis- 
ter of this church and to you as 
a people. Please accept this resig- 
nation in the spirit in which it 
is submitted, in the spirit of love 
and concern.” 

Pastor’s Background 
The Rev. Mr. Waters was born 
in Fulton County, Georgia. He 
received a Bachelor of Arts de- 
gree, magna cum laude, from 
Mercer University. Colgate Ro- 
chester Divinity School awarded 
him his Bachelor of Divinity de- 
gree. 

In September, 1951, he was 
ordained into the ministry of the 
Southern Baptist Convention in 
Atlanta. His first pastorate was 
at the Memorial Baptist Church 
in Atlanta in 1951. 

The following year, he became 
pastor of the Big Sandy Baptist 
Church in Irwinton, Georgia. A 
new building was erected during 
his pastorate. 

In 1954, he became pastor of 
the Houston Heights Baptist 
Church in Macon, Georgia. Dur- 
ing the three years of his minis- 
try there, a new building was 
constructed. 

The Rev. Mr. Waters entered 
the ministry of the American 
Baptist Convention in 1957, when 
he assumed the pastorate of the 
York, New York, Baptist Church. 

He was named pastor of the 
First Baptist Church in Chili, 
New York, in 1960. A new struc- 
ture was built while he was mini- 
ster there. 

In 1967, the Rev. Mr. Waters 
was appointed pastor of the First 
Baptist Church here. 

The Rev. Mr. Waters is married 
to the former Doris Leonm Stutts 
of Rock Hill, South Carolina. 
Their two children are Wesley, 
12, a seventh grade pupil at 
Lynch Junior High School, and 
Deniee, ten, who is in the fifth 
grade at the Wyman School. 

Memberships held by the Rev. 
Mr. Waters include the hoard of 
directors, Union of American 
Baptist Clergy; chaplain, William 
Parkman Lodge of Masons; Win- 
chester; chaplain, Menonotomy 
Royal Arch Chapter of Masons, 
Arlington; warder, Boston Coni- 
mandery Number Two, Knights 
Templar; the Winchester Rotary 
Club; past president, Winchester 
Ecumenical Association, and the 
Ministers’ Council of American 
Baptist Ministers. 

Future Plans 

The Rev. Mr. Waters hopes to 
remain in the active clergy. If he 
does not find a imsLorate by Au- 
gust 31, he would consider re- 
entering the secular field. Before 
entering the ministry he served 
as service manager and later as- 
sociate sales manager for the se- 
cond largest DcSoto-Plymoulh 
automobile dealership in the 
Southeast, he said. He has en- 
joyed living in Winchester, he 
concluded.

THE GREATEST THINGS 
THAT ALMOST HAPPENED 

by Don Robertson 

What makes a seventeen-year -old boy tick. This 
is undoubtedly the question his contemporaries, par- 
ents, teachers, and siblings would like to ask. The 
answer provided by Don Robertson’s third novel about 
Morris Bird III is at once hilarious and full of 
pathos. Morris Bird 111 may already be familiar to 
those who have read “The Greatest Thing Since 
Sliced Bread and “The Sum Total of Now (Morris 
Bird III at ages 9 and 14). To them and to those who 
choose to read this last installment in the trilogy, he 
cannot fail to become a charming acquaintance. 

Morris Bird III was seventeen in 1952 in Cleveland. 
His primary concerns were with basketball and Julie 
Sutton, the Golden Princess of the World, and with 
trying to understand the machinations of a fickle 
world. Only secondarily was he concerned with a 
distant war into which he might he drafted (Korea) 
and his plans after high school (pre-Sputnik). Much 
of the book is a strcam-of-conseiousness-like narra- 
tion which proceeds and doubles back over the past as 
Morris Bird III copes with his family, makes out 
with his girl, enjoys English classes (while trying not 
to show it). The result is an image of the confused, 
resourceful, hard-talking, tenderhearted teenager. 

In the course of one long chapter an entire bas- 
ketball game is played blow by blow, or more exact- 
ly: basket by basket. There may he other similar 
accounts in literature, but I don’t recall having read 
one. Basketball is a fast-paeed sport. As one reads, 
the game comes alive and one can hardly resist the 
temptation to look up from the book in order to more 
fully enjoy the game. A real game is more exciting, 
but the effect was such that the last few minutes of 
play were full of suspense. Similar in action out- 
line, but in a different tone, is a scene in which Mor- 
ris Bird III and Julie Sutton, the Golden Princess of 
the World, spend an evening in Julie’s parlor. His 
hand is five inches above the knee, five buttons of her 
blouse are unbuttoned, when her mother comes in 
from an evening out. By the time he gets back to 
business, the hand is ta mere three inches a!>ove the 
knee and he has to start all over again on the but- 
tons. 

Morris Bird III is concerned about his complexion. 
He prides himself on his vigor and vitality, his hook 
shots in basketball and his ability to run up the down 
escalator at the Higbee Department Store where 
Julie works wrapping presents during the Christmas 
rush. This lust novel in the trilogy emphasizes Cour- 
age, Fortitude, Virtue, Grace, Decency, and Love in 
the face of adversity. Actually, adversity should 
probably be written with a capital “a” as well, but 
Morris Bird III succeeds with Grace despite the mor- 
alistic editorializing of his author and would probably 
Morris Bird succeeds with Grace despite the moral- 
prefer lower case. It’s another case of the character 
getting away from the author.

of the attempt to clarify Palmer 
Street history. 


Speaking for the Winchester 
Housing Authority, Charles T. 
Doucette outlined the rationaliza- 
tions of the Authority in selecting 
this site. Following an examina- 
tion of “many other sites,” it was 
felt that its proximity to Win- 
chester Center, churches, shop- 
ping. and transportation recom- 
mended itself, as well as a “dem- 
onstrated lack of use” by other 
Town interests. 

As of the November 0, 1070, 
meeting between the Authority 
and the Cemetery Commissioners, 
their "favorable” reaction was ob- 
served, Mr. Doucette continued. 
The Authority had also given its 
commitment, he stated, to the 
Planning Board to seek construc- 
tion according to the proposed 
new zoning by-laws. Therefore, 
the Authority believed it was ap- 
proaching the Special Town Meet- 
ing with the sanctions of the Cem- 
etery Commission and Planning 
Board. 

“I can’t remember when” an ar- 
ticle proposed to "accomplish so 
much for so little money,” Mr. 
Doucette observed. If priorities 
were to be discussed, then it ap- 
peared that housing for the elder- 
ly deserved equation with the re- 
quests of the Conservation, Recre- 
ation, Cemetery, and Planning 
Boards. 

Slides of the site and the sur- 
rounding area were presented by 
John J. Doherty of the Housing 
Authority. 

Statistics from the Federal 
flovernment were utilized by John 
F. Looney Jr., Town Meeting 
Member from Precinct 1, to back 
up his approval of the Palmer 
Street site. According to these 
census extrapolations the incre- 
ment of growth for .the elderly 
population shows an increase 
three and one-half times greater 
than that for school-aged children. 
He felt the priority of land for an 
elderly housing project should 
correspond equivalently over land- 
less than one-one-thouhandth of 
acquiring at school sites. 

Mr. Looney pointed out that the 
approximately 3.5 arces request- 
ed by the Housing Authority was 
total land area in Winchester, 
given as 4,1150 square acres. 


There will be no purchase of ap- 
paratus at this time. One engine 
will be transferred from the main 
• station, and in the event of the 
anticipated replacement of the 
present ladder truck, a 1948 mod- 
el, it will also be donated to the 
substation. Space provisions are 
made in the design for acquiring 
a third piece of apparatus at some 
future date. 

Costs for additional personnel 
will amount to $46,052. Twelve 
firefighters will man this substa- 
tion, a lieutenant and two privates 
tit each shift. This necessitates 
the hiring of four more firefight- 
ers. ' 

Chairman Swanson expressed 
the favor of the Selectmen for 
this motion, citing that running 
times over four to five minutes 
were considered dangerous and 
that 12.000 homes already existed 
in an area which can accommo- 
date 250 more. 


Expressing a negative opinion 
on Article Six was Town Meeting 
Member Charles P. Harris of Pre- 
cinct Two. He reiterated a sug- 
gestion made Monday night to 
erect a high rise apartment on the 
the site of the Town Hall park- 
ing lot. Matters of conservation 
and the need for housing units 
were cited. 

Eugene B. Rotondi. Town Meet- 
ing Member from Precince One, 
was concerned over the possible 
comparative costliness of two- 
story garden apartments and the 
questionable availability of State 
funding two or three, years from 
now. 

Article Seven 

Shortly after Town Comptroller 
James J. Costello pronounced that 
“everything costs you,” a vote of 
t02 to 52 carried Article Seven 
into the Town mandates. 
The sum of $1(57,000 was appro- 
priated for the construction of a 
fire department substation on 
Town owned land at Ridge Street 
and Lockeland Road. The West 
Side Fire Station Building Sub- 
committee will remain as part of 
the Permanent Building Commit- 
tee in order to oversee the project 
to its completion. 

Town Meeting approval was 
quickly given to receiving and 
placing on file the reports of the 
Permanent Building Committee 
and this Subcommittee and of the 
Board of Selectmen on the esti- 
mated costs of personnel and 
equipment for this project. 

Sherman W. Saltmarsh Jr., 
chairman of the Subcommittee and 
member of the Board of Selectmen, 
supplied general information on 
the proposed substation. He quot- 
ed the running times of fire appa- 
ratus from the proposed site to 9 
Trinity Road, l min. 52 sec.; from 
the present station to 1) Trinity 
by way of Church Street, <5 min. 
44 sec.; and from the present sta- 
tion to Sky Line Drive by way of 
Church, 10 nun. 09 sec. 

Having worked through five 
schemes, the Subcommittee decid- 
ed upon a building covering 4,362 
square feet and capable of hous- 
ing three pieces of equipment. A 
brick veneer was selected as com- 
patible with existing structures 
on the West Side and as part of 
the elFort to achieve low mainte- 
nance construction. The site is 
Town owned land which was ac- 
quired in 1953. 

Continuing arguments in sup- 
port. of substation approval. Se- 
lectman Saltmarsh noted that tlje 
receipt of 17 general bidders on 
the project indicated that “no bet- 
ter price” would ever exist. Reit- 
erating the 10 minute running 
time, he stated that 65 per cent 
of the Town’s losses by fire in 
T970 were incurred west of Cam- 
bridge Street. The substution was 
“not a luxury” to those residing 
in this area of high-value homes 
which greatly contribute to the 
Town's revenues. 

Ralph M. Swanson, chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen, provided 
financial statistics on personnel 
and equipment at thia^ locution.

Before the School Committee al- j 
so registered its approval, Ray- 
mond J. Kenney Jr., chairman of 
the Board of Finance, explained 
why this body could not recom- 
mend the article’s passage. “Hard 
judgements” were needed, he said, 
in face of the $10-11 .(or more) 
anticipated tax-rate increase. 

Assuming that the substation 
is not of “emergency proportions,” 
the Finance Committee recom- 
mended that the Town wait until 
it had a “more realistic ability to 
pay for it.” The costs of a "worth- 
while” station, a long-rang capital 
expenditure, may exceed the 
Town’s financial capabilities this 
year, the Committee warned. The 
$167,000 appropriation is estimat- 
ted to add an additional $1 on the 
tax-rate. 

This appropriation is approxi- 
mately $67,000 over the sum men- 
tioned in the article passed at the 
Annual Town Meeting of 1970. 
Robert T. Holland, a member of 
the West Side Fire Station Build- 
ing Subcommittee, explained that 
“a” station could be built for 
$100,000, but that this original 
sum was intentionally low as the 
Subcommittee’s “public commit- 
ment” to keep spending down. 

Areas in which additional 
spending was deemed necessary 
include an alarm system, original- 
ly budgeted at $7,000, but turned 
in as a single bid of $16,000; a 
stand-by generator costing $5- 
6,000; and building cost increas- 
es. These three totalled $19,300 
over tho budget. Extra square 
footage added for maneuverabil- 
ity between the trucks and for the 
housing of a third piece of appa- 
ratus also expanded the appropri- 
ation request. 

E and D Funds? 

A motion to amend the article 
to draw the $167,000 from the Ex- 
cess and Deficiency Fund was in- 
troduced by Clara M. Hewis, a 
resident of Precinct One. One rea- 
son cited was that there would 
therefore by no direct increase on 
the tax rate. The motion to 
amend was later defeated when 
put to a vote. 

Prior to this vote, Austin Broad- 
hurst, Town Meeting Member 
from Precinct Four, stated that 
to revert to a “bits and pieces 
method” of meeting costs at Town 
Meetings would he regrettable. 
“Dollar-wise,” he noted, it did not 
matter which method, “bits and 
pieces” or a total appropriation 
at the end of the Annual Town 
Meeting, was employed, but 
“sense-wise” the latter appealed. 

Addressing himself to the use 
of the E and D fund, Chairman 
Kenney noted that this account 
was about $200,000 below last 
year anti that taking money from 
the fund or adding it onto the 
tax rate "amount to the same 
thing.” 

At this time Town Comptroller 
Costello explained the $150,000 
difference in figures for the E and 
D fund between the Finance Com- 
mittee and the Comptroller's Of- 
fice. The Committee’s lower fig- 
ure, $800,000, reflects an adjust 
ment of an estimated $150,000 of 
net earnings on the investment of 
the high school bond issue. 

He agreed with Mr. Broadhurst’s 
previous observation that it was 
generally Winchester’s “custom” 
to make total appropriations at 
the end of the Annual Town Meet- 
ing. 

Mr. Costello enjoyed the last 
comment to be made from the floor 
prior to adjournment of the Spe- 
cial Town Meeting. He stated, 
concisely, “Everything costs you.”

In accepting the invitation to 
participate in the Lincoln-Filene 
Intergroup Relations Program, 
the earmarking of $1,000 from 
the inservice account for a teach- 
er training program for one year, 
in the event that the program is 
funded, was authorized. A letter 
of “present interest” in shar- 
ing in the program for its 
three-year duration will be con- 
veyed. 

If the Federal grant is received 
“most of the costs” of program 
development and teacher training 
over the three years would be 
met through such funding. There 
has been no committment made 
other than 10 teac+iers at $1,000 
for one year. Participation the 
second year would involve 20 
teachers at $2,000, and for the 
third year, 30 teachers at $4,000. 

The goals of the Lincoln-Filene 
program are given as “to improve 
attitudes toward different cul- 
utres, races, and ethnic groups 
and to raise the self-concepts of 
each individual student." The 
program would be administered 
eventually from grades three to 
six in the social studies curricu- 
lum.

of the < 

Town of Winchester 

Massachusetts < 

In Town Meeting 1971: Voted, that to promote 

the general health, safety, convenience and welfare of the Town of 
Winchester, as set forth in the Zoning Enabling Act in Chapter 40A, 
as amended, of the General Laws of Massachusetts, the following 
Zoning By-Law is hereby adopted. 

SECTION 1 — ESTABLISHMENT OF DISTRICTS 

The town is hereby divided into zoning districts as follows (dis- 
tricts are designated in this by-law by initial letters and numbers in 
parentheses with the numbers for all residential districts indicating 
minimum lot area in thousands of square feet, and for all other 
districts, the numbers indicate maximum floor to land area ratios): 

1.1 Residential Districts are intended as districts primarily de- 
voted to buildings for residential purposes, with only such accessory 
buildings as will enhance those districts. 

1.11 Apartment House A Residential Districts (RA-120) are 
intended as districts where groups of apartment houses of various 
types may be arranged on large lots to provide desirable develop- 
ments compatible with adjacent residential neighborhoods. 

1.12 Apartment House B Residential Districts (RB-10) are in- 
tended as districts where mid-rise apartment houses may be develop- 
ed to provide housing compatible with adjacent residential and com- 
mercial uses. 

113 Planned Unit Residential Districts (PUD-25 Acres) are 
intended as districts where various types of apartments are developed 
on large tracts as an integrated residential complex with design cri- 
teria regulated and controlled by special permit. 

1.11 Single-family A Residential Districts (RSA-20) are intend- 
ed as districts of one-family dwellings in sections of the town having 
low density or being currently relatively undeveloped for residential 
purposes, where topography generally is of such nature that compar- 
atively large lots are required for proper siting of buildings and 
where comparatively spacious types of development are ensured. 

1.15 Single-family B Residential Districts (RSB-10) are intend- 
ed <is districts of one-family dwellings in developed sections of town 
having medium density and smaller lots than those found in RSA 
districts. 

1.10 General Residence Districts (RG-0.5) are intended as dis- 
tricts of one- and two-family dwellings in the well-developed sections 
of the town having medium to high density. 

1.2 Business Districts are intended as districts primarily devoted 
to various types of buildings anti land areas for business purposes to 
which the public requires direct and frequent access, but which are 
not characterized either by constant heavy trucking, other than stock- 
ing and delivery of light retail goods, or by any nuisance factors, 
other than occasioned by incidental light and noise of the congrega- 
tion of people and passenger vehicles. 

1.21 Local Business Districts (BL-0.50) are intended primarily 
for limited business uses and services catering to the day to day 
household needs of the residents in the immediate vicinity of General 
Residence Districts. 

1.22 General Business Districts (BG-1.0) are intended primarily 
for the retail interchanges of goods, wares, or property by purchase 
or sale, for offices, for services, and for certain other* business uses 
hereinafter limited and defined. 

1.3 Industrial Districts are intended as districts primarily de- 
voted to various types of buildings and land areas for light manu- 
facturing, commercial and related uses which produce some noise and 
traffic congestion and require servicing by heavy trucking. 

1.31 Limited Light Industrial Districts (IL-1.0) are intended 
primarily for light manufacturing, miscellaneous service and related 
activities; for retail and wholesale commercial establishments; for

2.2 No part of a yard, or other open space, or off-street parking

2.3 No yard or lot existing at the time of passage of this by-law , 
shall be reduced in dimension or area below the requirements se. lorth 
herein.

2.4 All territory which may hereafter be annexed to the 1 own 
shall lie considered to be in the RSA (20) District until otherwise 
classified. 

SECTION 3 — NON-CONFORMING LOTS, NON-CONFORML 
USES OF LAND. NON-CON FORlM I NG STRUCrU RES, NON- 
CONFORMING USES OF STRUCTURES AND PREMISES, 
AND NON-CONFORMING CHARACTERISTICS OF USE 

3.1 Intent 

3.11 Within the districts established by this by-law, or amend- 
ments that may later be adopted, where exist 

(a) lots, 

(b) buildings and structures, 

(c) uses of land and buildings and structures, and 

(d) characteristics of use 

which were lawful before this by-law was passed or amended, hut 
which are or would he prohibited, regulated, or restricted under the 
terms of this by-law or future amendment, it is the intent of this by- 
law to permit these non-conformities to continue until they are re- 
moved, but not to encourage their survival. It is further the intent of 
this by-law that non-conformities shall not be enlarged upon, expanded 
or extended, nor be used as grounds for adding other buildings, struc- 
tures or uses prohibited elsewhere in the same district. 

3.12 Non-confirming uses are declared by this by-law to be in- 
compatible with permitted uses in the districts involved. A non-con- 
forming use of a building or structure, a non-conforming use of land, 
or a non-conforming use of building or structure and land in combina- 
tion shall not be extended or enlarged after passage of this by-law by 
attachment on a building or premises of additional signs intended to 
be seen from off the premises, or by the addition of other uses, of a 
nature which would be prohibited generally in the district involved. 

3.13 To avoid undue hardship, nothing in this by-law shall be 
deemed to require a change in the plans, construction, or designated 
use of any building on which actual construction was lawfully begun 
prior to the effective date of adoption or amendment of this by-law 
and upon which actual building construction has been carried on dili- 
gently. Actual construction is hereby defined to include the placing of 
construction materials in permanent position and fastened in a perma- 
nent manner. Where excavation or demolition or removal of an exist- 
ing building has been substantially begun preparatory to rebuilding, 
such excavation or demolition or removal shall be deemed to be actual 
construction, provided that work shall be carried on diligently. 

3.2 Non-Conforming Lots of Record 

3.21 If two or more lots or combinations of lots and portions 
of lots with continuous frontage in single ownership are of record at 
the time of passage or amendment of this by-law, and if all or part of

On a corner lot in any residential district, nothing shall be erect- 
ed. placed, planted, or allowed to grow in such a manner as materially 
to impede vision between a height of two and one-half (2 ’j) and ten

No major recreational equipment shall he parked or stored on 
any lot in a residential district except in a car port or enclosed build- 
ing or in the rear yard, provided however, that such equipment may 
be parked anywhere on residential premises for not to exceed 24 
hours during loading or unloading. For purposes of these regulations, 
major recreational equipment is defined as including bouts and boat 
trailers, travel trailers, pick-up campers or coaches (designed to be 
mounted on automotive vehicles), motorized dwellings, tent trailers, 
and the like, and cases or boxes used for transporting recreational 
equipment, whether occupied by such equipment or not. No such equip- 
ment shall be used for living, sleeping, or housekeeping purposes 
when parked or stored. 

5.6 Parking and Storage of Certain Vehicles 

Unregistered motor vehicles or trailers of any kind or type shall 
not be parked or stored on any residentially zoned property other 
than in completely enclosed buildings.

6.21 In addition to minimum lot area requirements for cer- 
tain districts, density of land use is further regulated as follows:

The Floor Area Ratio 
is computed by dividing the total floor area, bused on the outside di- 
mensions at each story, of all buildings on the lot by the total area 
of the lot. The maximum Floor Area Ratio for these districts is as 
follows: 

Apartment District (R.B-20) -2.0* 

Local Business District -0.50 

General Business District - 1.0 

Light Industrial District - 1.0 

Conservancy-Institutional District -0.15 

*If required olf-street parking is provided within a garage on the 
site, maximum Floor Area Ketio may be increased to 2.5. 

(b) In the Apartment District (RA-120) and in the Planned 
Unit Residential District, for multiple family dwelling units, there 
shall be provided 3,000 suare feet ol’ lot area per dwelling unit con- 
taining one room used for sleeping; 3,500 square feet of lot area per 
unit with two such rooms; 4,000 square feet of lot area per unit with 
three or more such rooms. 

( c ) In the Apartment District (RB-20), each lot $hall contain 
not less than 600 square feet of lot area per dwelling unit. 

(d) In the Planned Unit Residential District (PUD-25 Acres) 
th. maximum density ol the total development shall he determined mi 
the basis of 6 dwelling units per acre for Unit portion of the land 
re zoned from a single r< fidanee district and 12 dwelling units par 


ty or unnecessary hardship and the granting of relief will not result 
in menace to the public safety, health or welfare of the neighborhood. 

(b) Tin intended use of the alteration is permitted in the 

district. 

(c) The yard requirement is not reduced by more than 15 

percent. 

6.26 In order to permit more advantageous use of Ute land, in 
cases where topographical features make conventional development 
difficult or impractical, or in cases where provision of common land 
for park, recreation or conservation purposes is desirable, the Board 
of Appeals may permit a cluster development of tracts in the single- 
family (RSA-20) district subject to the following conditions and pro- 
visions: 

(a) A single detached one-family dwelling, together with 
permitted acre >ry structures, may be constructed in a cluster de- 
velopment, on lot s having less area, frontage and yard requirements 
than required under Section 6.1 of this by-law, provided that: 

( 1 > Tin* maximum number of building lots in any traet 
for which a special exception for cluster development is granted shall 
be calculated by dividing the total area of the tract by 22,000 square 
feet (fractions of a lot shall be rounded to the nearest whole number). 

(2) The area of such lots is at least 10.000 square feet. 

(3) The frontage, anil the front, side and rear yard re- 
quirements of tin RSB (10) District shall be the minimum criteria 
used for site plan approval, as required below. 

(ib) Land in a tract developed under this section, in an a- 
mount equal to. or exceeding the total of the areas by which all indi- 
vidual lots are to In* reduced below 20,000 square feet shall he Com- 
mon Land and shall be conveyed to the appropriate agency of the 
town, without cost, as provided below. 

(c) Tin* total area of common land shall be at least 10 per- 
cent of tlu* total area of land included within the development, and, 
except as provided below, shall he unbuilt upon, and shall be dedicated 
for anil used for conservation, recreation or park purposes. 

(d) The minimum width of common land between any group 
of lots and adjacent property and between every two groups of lots 
within the development shall be 50 feet. 

(e) Such common land shall be in a location or locations, and 
in the sizes and shapes appropriate for its intended use as determined 
by the Board of Appeals after consideration of recommendations made 
by the Planning Board and the vote of conditional acquisition by the 
appropriate town agency. 

( f) The following procedure shall be followed prior to the 
application to the Board of Appeals for approval of a cluster develop- 
ment: 

(1) An application shall he submitted to the Planning 
Board accompanied by plans of the cluster development prepared in 
accordance with the rules and regulations of the Planning Board for 
preliminary subdivision plans. This is required even if the develop- 
ment does not constitute a subdivision under General Laws, c. 41, 
section SI I,. The plans shall he supplemented by tables of computa- 
tion indicating compliance with paragraphs (n), (b) and (c) above. 

(2) After preliminary approval by the Planning Board, 
the applicant shall submit copies of the proposed cluster development 
plan to the appropriate town agency, i.e. Park Board, Conservation 
Commission, and or Board of Selectmen for their consideration. If 
this agency, votes a willingness to accept the common land or such 
portion of the common land as may be appropriate to their agency, 
the developer shall resubmit the application to the Planning Board, 
together with the vote of the appropriate agency signifying a willing- 
ness to accept acquisition of the common areas. 

(3) The Planning Board, upon receipt of notice of the 
filing of an application for the special permit, shall determine that 
the plan meets all the provisions of this Section 6.26 and the regula- 
tions of the Subdivision Control Law, and forthwith file their recom- 
mendations with the Bourd of Appeals. 

(g) Upon receipt of a favorable recommendation of the 
Planning Board, the Board of Appeals may grant a special exception 
ns to the use of the lot, in accordance with the approved plan. 

(h) A cluster development special exception shall be condi- 
tional upon the actual acceptance by the appropriate town agency of 
the title to the common lands. 

6.27 In order to permit maximum flexibility in employing the 
latest techniques for developing land for multiple family dwelling 
units, tracts of land in any district may he rezoned for a Planned 
Unit Residential District (PUD-25 Acres). To afford the Town of 
Winchester ample assurance that such developments will not tend to 
degrade the amenities of the neighborhoods in which they occur, or 
of the town as a whole, and to insure that objectionable congestion 
and density of traffic is not created, a Planned Unit Development 
may only be constructed under a special permit granted by the Board 
of Appeals as hereinafter defined and limited. 

6.271 Procedure 

The owner or owners of a parcel of land in a Planned Unit Resi- 
dential District (PUD-25 Acres) shall submit to the Board of Appeals 
an application for a special permit, together with plans and a tiling 
fee, in accordance with the provisions for Site Plan Review in Sub- 
section 9.7 of this by-law anil in accordance with the additional provi- 
sions of this section 6.27. 

6.272 Standards for Reviewing and Approving Planned 
Residential Unit Developments 

The Planning Board shall review all Planned Residential Unit 
Development applications submitted to it by the Board of Appeals. 
The Planning Board shall report its recommendations for approval 
or disapproval, together with reasons therefor and any additional 
requirements, to the Board of Appeals within 30 days of receipt of 
the application and plan. Reasonable requirements may be recom- 
mended to the Board of Appeals by the Planning Board for the pro- 
tection of adjoining residential property. 

The Planning Board shall recommend approval of the Planned 
Residential Unit Development application and plan only if it finds 
the Planned Residential Unit Development satisfies all of the follow- 
ing standards: 


All utilities shall be placed underground. 

(d) Landscape Design Standards 

Landscape treatment for plazas, roads, paths, service and park- 
ing areas shall he designed as an integral part of a coordinated land- 
scape design for the entire project area. 

Primary landscape treatment shall consist of shrubs, ground 
cover, and trees, and shall he combined with appropriate walks and 
street surfaces to provide an attractive development pattern. Land- 
scape materials selected should be appropriate to the local growing 
conditions. 

Whenever appropriate, existing trees shall he preserved and in- 
tegrated into the landscape design plan. 

All streets contained within anil bordering the project area shall 
be planted at appropriate intervals with street trees. 

Whenever possible the existing terrain shall he preserved and 
land moving shall he kept to a minimum. 

(e) Circulation System Design Standards 

There shall he an adequate, safe, and convenient arrangement of 
pedestrian circulation facilities, roadways, driveways, otf-street park- 
ing and loading spaces.

(f) See Section 6.27. 

(g) See Section 6.26 for Cluster Development requirements. 

(h) 11,000 s.f. lot area for two-family dwelling. 

(i) If lot abuts or is within 10 feet of the district boundary, the 10 
lent nearest such boundary shall be unpaved, shall not be used 
for parking, driveways or outdoor storage, and shall contain only 
grass, plants, shrubs, trees and fences. 

(j) For uses permitted under Special Exceptions, increase the re- 
quired rear and side yard requirements by 5 feet. 

(k) Does not apply to chimney, ventilators and other structural fea- 
tures usually carried above roofs, nor to domes, towers or spires 
of buildings provided such features are in no way used for living 
purposes. Maximum height, except for church spires or domes, 
shall not exceed 15 feet above the height permitted in the Dis- 
trict. 


6.22 Lots having one half or more frontage on a circular 
turnaround or curve of less than 100 feet radius, may be reduced in 
frontage below the requirements of this section to a minimum of 50 
feet subject to the following additional requirements: 

(a) Lot width shall equal the minimum frontage requirement 
of the district. 

(b) Lot width shall he measured between lot boundaries at 
a distance equal to the setback required, along a line parallel to the 
street line or along an arc having the same center as the street line. 

(c) The measurement of lot width shall be shown on a plan 
approved and endorsed by the Planning Board. 

6.23 In all residence districts, the minimum distance between 
opposite side lines, measured along a line through the principal struc- 
ture anil parallel to the front Lot line shall not be less than the fron- 
tage required in Uie district. 

6.24 In BL and IL districts in particular instances, the Board 
of Appeals may grant a special exception, permitting a principal buil- 
ding to be erected on a lot having less area or frontage, or both, than 
the minimum requirements specified in the Table of Dimensional 
Requirements, if at the time of the adoption of said minimum require- 
ments such lot was lawfully laid out and recorded by plan or deed 
and did not join other land of the same owner available for use in 
connection with such lot, provided that the Board determines that 
such exception can he granted without substantial derogation from 
the intent and purpose of this by-law. 

6.25 In residence districts, the Board of Appeals may grant 
a special exception, permitting alterations to existing structured 
which encroach on the .side or rear yard requirements of the district, 
providing that: 


The permitted uses in the Planned Unit Development District 
(PUD-25 Acres) may include garden apartments, town houses, apart- 
ment houses of six stories (60 feet) or less, open space, private recre- 
ational facilities for the exclusive use of the occupants of the Planned 
Residential Unit Development and their guests, and related off-street 
parking anil landscaping. 

(b) General Standards 

The Planned Residential Unit Development shall provide for an 
effective and unified treatment of the development possibilities on the 
project site making appropriate provision for the preservation of 
scenic features and amenities of the site and the surrounding areas. 

The Planned Residential Unit Development shall be planned and 
developed to harmonize with any existing or proposed development 
in the area surrounding the project site. 

More than one building is permitted on trncts of lots held by one 
owner or in common ownership. 

The maximum percentage of dwelling units of any one type per- 
mitted in Section 6.272(a) is 75 percent. 

The uniqueness of each proposal for a Planned Residential Unit 
Development requires that the specifications for the width and sur- 
faces of streets, ways for public utilities, for curbs, gutters, sidewalks, 
street lights, storm water drainage, water supply and distribution, 
sanitary sewers and sewage collection and treatment shall be subject 
to modification from the specifications established in the Rules and 
Regulations Governing the Subdivision of Land in the Town of Win- 
chester, Massachusetts and as amended from time to time. The plan- 
ning Board may recommend that the specifications otherwise applica- 
ble for a particular public facility may be waived or modified when 
such waiver or modification is not inconsistent with generally ap- 
proved design standards. 

(c) Design Standards * 

All buildings in the layout and design shall be an integral part 
of the development and have convenient access to and from adjacent 
uses and roadways. 

Individual buildings shall be related to each other in design, 
masses, materials, placement and connections to provide a visually 
and physically integrated development. 

Treatment of the sides and rear of all buildings within the Plan- 
ned Residential Unit Development shall be compuruble in amenities 
and appearance to the treatment given to street frontages of these 
same buildings. 

All building walls shall be so oriented as to insure adequate light 
and air exposures to the rooms within. 

All buildings shall be arranged so as to avoid undue exposure to 
concentrated loading or purking facilities wherever possible, and shall 
he oriented so as to preserve visual and audible privacy between ad- 
jacent buildings. 

All buildings shall be arranged as to be accessible to emergency 


Roads, pedestrian walks and open space shall be designed as an 
integral part of the overall site design. They shall be properly related 
to existing and proposed buildings, and appropriately landscaped. 

There shall be an adequate amount, in n suitable location, of 
pedestrian walks, malls, and landscaped spaces In order to discourage 
pedestrian use of vehicular ways and parking and loading spaces; and 
to separate pedestrian walks, malls and public transportation load- 
ing spaces from general vehicular circulation facilities. 

Buildings and vehicular circulation open spaces shall he arranged 
so that pedestrians moving between buildings are not unnecessarily 
exposed to vehicular traffic. 

Landscaped, paved and comfortably graded pedestrian walks shall 
be provided along the lines of the most intense use, particularly from 
building entrances to streets, parking areas, anil adjacent buildings. 

The location and design of pedestrian walks should emphasize 
desirable views of new ami existing development in the area. 

The maximum separation of private automobiles anil service 
vehicles shall be provided through the use of separate service lanes. 

Materials and design of paving, lighting fixtures, retaining walls, 
bulkheads, fences, curbs, benches, etc., shall be of good appearance 
easily maintained and indicative of their function. 

(f) Parking anil Loading Design Standards 

Off-street parking and loading facilities shall conform to the pro- 
visions of Section 7 of this by-law. Parking facilities shall be land- 
scaped and screened from public view to the extent necessary to elim- 
inate unsightliness and the monotony of parked vehicles. 

Pedestrian connections between parking areas and buildings shall 
be via special pedestrian walkways and/or elevators. 

Parking facilities shall be designed with careful regard to ar- 
rangement. topography, landscaping, ease of access, and shall In* 
developed as an integral part of an overall site design. 

Any above grade loading facility should be screened from public 
view to the extent necessary to eliminate unsightliness. 

(g) Common Open Space 

A minimum of 25 percent of Planned Unit Development site area 
shall be developed as open space, including walkways, plazas, land- 
scaped areas, pools, and fountains. Parking areas and vehicle access 
facilities shall not be considered in calculating open space. 

(1) Common open space must be suitably improved for 
its intended use, but common open space containing natural features 
worthy of preservation may be left unimproved. The buildings, struc- 
tures and improvements in the common open space must be appropri- 
ate to the uses which are authorized for the common open space. 

(2) The development schedule must coordinate the im- 
provement of the common open space, and the construction of resi- 
dential dwellings. 

(3) All land shown on that site plan as common open 
space shall be subject to covenants approved by the Board of Appeals 
which restrict the common open space to the uses specified on - the 
site plan and which further assure that ownership of the common 
open space shall not be separate from ownership of the entire tract 
except that all or part of the common open space may be conveyed 
to the appropriate agency of the town for public park, recreational, 
conservation or other public purposes, if such open space is deemed 
suitable and needed for its intended public purpose by the appropri- 
ate town agency. A special permit shall be conditional upon the 
actual acceptance by the appropriate town agency of the title to the 
common land in the case of plans providing conveyance to the town of 
all or part of the open space. 

(h) Buffer Zone Requirements 

A buffer zone within fifty (50) feet of all external lot lines of a 
designated Planned Residential Unit Development shall be provided 
except that portion which fronts upon an existing external street or 
roadway. Said buffer zone shall be kept in its natural state where 
wooded, and, when its natural vegetation is sparse or nonexistent, 
the landowner may be required to provide a year-round visual screen 
as recommended by the Planning Board. 

Within said buffer’ zone, no principal or accessory structure, nor 
any off-street parking or loading areas or other use shall be permit- 
ted. Within said buffer zone, utility easements and streets may be 
provided if necessary to insure continuity with adjoining properties, 
subject to the recommendations of the Planning Board. 

Said buffer zone area may be utilized for the purpose of com- 
puting the planned Unit Resident development open space require- 
ments of this Ordinance. 

The requirements of this paragraph may be modified or eliminat- 
ed where two planned residential unit developments abut or adjoui 
one another. 

(i) Setbacks 

A minimum setback from all external lot lines of a planned resi- 
dential unit development from all existing streets and thoroughfares 
(for all buildings, structures and uses of no less than seventy-five 
(75) feet or a distance equal to twice the height of any structure or 
building within the development, whichever is greater, shall be pro- 
vided. 

SECTION 7 — OFF-STREET PARKING AND LOADING RE- 
QUIREMENTS AND AUTOMOTIVE SERVICE REGULATIONS 


It is the intent of this Section of the by-law that any use of land 
involving the arrival, departure, storage, or entry upon the land of 
motor vehicles be so designed and operated as to reduce hazard to 
pedestrians upon bhe public sidewalks, to protect the use of adjoining 
property from nuisance caused by the noise, fumes, and glare of head- 
lights which may result from the operation of cars parking off the 
street, and at the same time to reduce congestion in the streets and 
contribute to traffic safety by assuring adequate places for the stand- 
ing and storing off the street of motor vehicles associated with the use 
of a lot of land. 

7.10 General Regulations Applying to Required Off-Street Park- 
ing Facilities. 

(a) Structures and land uses in existence or for which building 
permits have been issued at the date of adoption of this by-law shall 
not be subject to the requirements of Section 7 so long as the kind or 
extent of use is not changed so that the changed or enlarged use 
would require an increase of more than 15 percent in tin* parking 
facilities required in this Section, provided that any parking facilities 
now serving such structures or uses shall not in the future be reduced 
'below such requirements. 

(b) Whenever there is an alteration of a structure, addition of 
a new structure, or a change or extension of use which increases the 
parking requirements by 15 percent or more according to the stan- 
dards of Section 7, the total parking required for the entire structure 
or use shall hi* provided in accordance with bhe requirements of this 
section. 

(c) No parking area shall be used for any use that interferes 
with its availability for the parking need it is required to serve. 

(d) All required parking facilities shall he provided and main- 
tained so long as the use exists which the facilities were designed to 
serve. Off-street parking facilities shall not be reduced in total ex- 
tent after their provision, except when such reduction is in conformity 
with the requirements of Section 7. Reasonable precautions shall be 
taken by the owner or sponsor of particular uses to assure the avail- 
ability of required facilities to the employees or other persons whom 
the facilities are designed to serve. Such facilities shall be designed 
and used in such manner as at no time to constitute a nuisance or a 
hazard, or unreasonable impediment to traffic. 

(e) Where a parking facility is a principal use of any lot, it 
shall not be opened to use until the Zoning Administrator has issued 
a certificate of compliance to the effect that the lot conforms to the 
provisions of Section 7.13. Such certificate may be revoked by the 
Zoning Administrator upon violation of any of the conditions set forth 
ip Suction 7.13.

Note a. 1.5 spaces for each dwelling unit in group, garden or mid-rise 
apartment houses designed to serve families. 1.0 spaces for 
each dwelling unit in group, garden or mid-rise apartment 
houses restricted by law to serve elderly citizens. 

Note b. Bowling alleys and tennis courts shall provide two parking 
spaces for each ulley or court. 

Note c. Hospitals shall provide one parking space for each 1.5 patient 
beds. Sanitaria, nursing, rest or convalescent homes pri- 
marily providing long-term custodial care for patients need 
not provide more than one parking space for four patient beds. 

(1) Where the computation of required parking space results 
in a fractional number, only the fraction of one-half or more shall be 
counted as one. 

(2) OtT-street parking space shall not be required when the com- 
puted requirement for non-residential uses in business districts is four 
spaces or less. 

(3) Two or more uses may provide for required parking in a 
common parking lot if the total space provided is not less than the 
sum of the spaces required for each use individually. 

The number of spaces required in a common parking facility 
may be reduced below this total by a special exception under Section 
9 of this by-law if it can be demonstrated to the satisfaction of the 
Board of Appeals that the hours or days of peak parking need for the 
uses are so different that a lower total will provide adequately for all 
uses served by the facility. 

(4) Where part of a lot is or has been acquired by the Town 
to be used by the Town for public parking or for facilities accessory 
to public parking, the parking requirements on the remaining portion 
i f the lot in private ownership shall be reduced by the number of 
spaces that could have been provided on the part of the lot so ac- 
quired by the Town, calculated on the basis of one space per 400 
square feet of lot area so acquired. 

(b) Residence Uses shall include Uses 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5, as listed 
in Section 4.4. 

(c) Places of Public Assembly shall include Uses 9, 10. 13, 23 
and 24. as listed in Section 4.4. Where Places of Public Assembly are 
provided with benches rather than fixed individual seats, each two 
lineal feet of bench shall equal one seat, und where no fixed seats 
are used, each 20 square feet of public floor area shall equal one seat. 

(d) Institutions shall include Uses 0, 7, 8, 11, 15 and 10, as 
listed in Section 4.4. 

(e) Retail and Office Uses of land and structures shall include 
Uses 19, 21, 22, 25, 20, 28, 30, 31, 34, 36, 41 and 42, as listed in Sec- 
tion 4.4. Where a principal use on a lot is an open-air use not en- 
closed in a structure, the area of the lot devoted to such use shall 
be considered to be floor space for purposes of calculating parking 
requirements. Where the area devoted to such use is not dearly 
determinable, the Zoning Administrator shall determine the area to be 
considered equivalent to floor space. 

(f) Medical and Dental Uses of land and structures shall include 
Use 32 as listed in Section 4.4. 

(g) Industrial Uses of land or structures shall include Uses 27, 
29, 33 and 39, as listed in Section 4.4. Where a principal use on a lot 
is an open-air use not enclosed in a structure, the area of the lot 
devoted to such use shull be considered to be floor space for purposes 
of calculating » .irking requirements. Where the area devoted to such 
use is not c’.vior y defined, the Zoning Administrator shall deter- 
mine the a; i a t . be considered equivalent to floor space. 

(h) Warehouse and Other Uses of land or structures shall in- 
clude Uses 18, 37. 38 and 40, as listed in Section 4.4. Where a principal 
use on a lot is an open-air use not enclosed in a structure, the area 
of the lot devoted to such u--e shall be considered to be floor space for 
purposes of calculating parking requirements. Where the area devoted 
bo such use is not ohvi msly defined, the Zoning Administrator shall 
determine the .an. a to be considered equivalent to floor space. 

(i) Where any land, structure or land and structure in combina- 
tion is in more than one use. parking spaces shall be provided for the 
entire lot in accordance with the requirements of the use which re- 
quires the maximum number of spaces, except that the number of 
spaces may be reduced h dew that maximum requirement by a special 
permit under Section 9 of this by-law if it can be demonstrated to the 
Board of Appeals that: 

(1) At least 15 percent of the area is in a use with a require- 
ment less than the maximum, 

(2) A total number of parking spaces is provided so that the 
area of each use shall be provided with parking spaces as required 
for that use, 

(3) It is unlikely that the uses requiring the lesser number of 
spaces will he changed to one requiring a greater number. 

7:12 Location: Required Off-Street Parking Facilities 

Required off-street parking facilities shall be provided on the 
same lot. Where the requirements of this section cannot be met on 
the same lot. the Board of Appeals by Special Permit under Section 
9.5 may authorize, within the same district, required parking on any 
lot in the same ownership within 300 feet of the principal use served, 
as measured along street lines, subject to such bond or other assur- 
ance of permanence and of common ownership, as it may deem 
adequate. 

7.13 Design of All Off-Street Parking Facilities 

(a) Parking facilities shall be occupied only by passenger cars 
and commercial vehicles not exceeding seven and one half feet in 
width and 18 feet in length, unless the special standards provided 
in paragraph (h) of this Section 7.13 are met. 

(b) The minimum dimensions of stalls and aisles shall be as 
follows: 

(1) Stall width silvall be at least nine feet; 

(2) Stall depth shall be at least 19 feet for all angle parking 
and 22 feet for parallel parking. Such dimension may include no 
more than two feet of any landscape setbaek area adjacent to the 
front ami rear of a stall and used for bumper overhang.

(.3) A maximum of 20 feet at the street lot line in residence 
districts, and 30 feet in business und industrial districts. 

(e) Setbacks for parking areas shall be as follows: 

(1) In all districts, except as permitted in paragraph (k), 
parking stalls in parking lots shall be set back from the street lot 
line to whatever extent may be necessary in the specific situation, as 
determined by the Zoning Administrator, to avoid the probability ol 
cars backing or otherwise maneuvering on the sidewalk upon entering 
or leaving the stalls. In no case shall parking lots be designed to 
require or encourage cars to back into a public or private way in order 
'to leave the lot; except for a parking stall the sole access to which 
is an alley adjacent to rear lot lines and so arranged that there is 
at least 20 feet of dear backing between the rear line of the parking 
stall and the opposite and more distant line of the alley. 

(2) In all residential districts, the surfaced area of a park- 
ing lot shall be set back: 

(i) from the front lot line, except where an access drive- 
way crosses the street lot line, the distance specified for building 
setback under Section 6.1 ; 

(ii) from the side lot line 1/3 the distance specified for 
minimum side yard set back of the district under 6.1 except in the 
RA district, where the minimum setback shall be 20 feet. 

(iii) from the side and rear lot lines in the rear yard, a 
minimum of five feet. Such setback shall be seven feet where two 
feet of setback area is included in a minimum stall depth as provided 
in subparagraph (b)(2). 

(3) In all residential districts, the setback areas shall he 
planted and maintained. 

(4) In all districts, harriers shall he provided to prevent 
motor vehicles from being parked within required setback areas, or 
beyond the boundaries of the lot where no setback is required. 

(f) Abutting properties in residential districts shall be pro- 
tected from lights, as follows: 

(1) All illumination on parkiivg lots must he shielded so as 
not to shine directly upon abutoting properties in residential districts. 

(2) Properties in residential districts, other than the use 
served by the parking lot, which abut the parking lot shall be pro- 
tected from headlight glare by either: 

(i) A strip at least four feet wide, densely planted with 
shrubs or trees which are at least four feet high at the time of plant- 
ing and which are of a type that may be expected to form a year- 
round dense screen at least six feet high within three years, or 

(ii) A wall, barrier, or fence of uniform appearance at 
least five feet high, but not more than six feet above finished grade, 
or above the roof level, if on a roof. 

(3) Such screening shall be maintained in good condition at 
all times. Such screening or barrier may be interrupted by normal 
entrance and exits, and shall have no signs hung or attached thereto 
other than those permitted in the district. 

(g) No stall shall be located within 10 feet of that part of a 
building having windows of habitable rooms at the basement or first 
story level, except as permitted in paragraph (k). 

Oh) The regulations for the parking of trucks, buses, or other 
commercial vehicles exceeding seven and one half feet by 18 feet in 
size shall be as follows: 

(1) Stalls to provide parking for commercial vehicles exceed- 
ing seven and one-half feet by 18 feet in size shall be located at least 
100 feet from the nearest dwelling unit in a residence district. 

(2) Stalls for such vehicles shall be specifically identified 
upon the plan, and shall be of such dimensions as to accommodate 
the specified type of vehicle. Such vehicles shall be permitted to park 
only in the stalls so identified and approved. 

(3) Whenever such lot is adjacent to residential districts it 
shall be screened from abutting property as provided in paragraph 
(f) above. 

(i) Drainage, surfacing and maintenance of parking lobs shall 
be as follows: 

(1) The parking lot shall he marked so as to indicate clearly 
the space to be occupied by each motor vehicle, in accordance with the 
dimensions specified in paragraph (b) of this Section 7.13. Such mar- 
kings shall be maintained so as to be plainly visible. 

(2) The area of the lot not planted and so maintained, in- 
cluding driveways, shall be graded, surfaced with asphalt or other 
suitable material, and drained to the satisfaction of the Zoning Ad- 
ministrator, to the extent necessary to prevent nuisance of dust, ero- 
sion, or excessive water flow across public ways. 

(3) Lots shall be kept clean and free from rubbish and de- 
bris. 

(j) Where parking lots are increased in capacity after the 
effective date of this by-law, the expanded portion thereof shall be 
designed in accordance with the regulations of this Section 7.13. 

(k) Parking lots for three vehicles or less shall conform to 
the regulations of this Section 7.13, with the exception of paragraphs 
7.13 (d) l and 2, (e) 1, and (g). 

(l) Under a special exception after a hearing, the Board of 
Appeals may permit in lieu of the dimensional requirements of this 
Section 7.13, win* re new parking facilities are being installed to serve 
structures and land uses in existence or for which building permits 
had been issued at the date of adoption of this by-law, the substitu- 
tion of other dimensional requirements, provided such substitution 
is necessary to permit the installation of some or all of the off-street 
parking spaces that would be required for a similar new building. 

(m) At least 2 percent of the interior of a parking lot with 21 
or more parking spaces shall he planted and continuously maintained. 
Planting along the perimeter of a parking area whether for re- 
quired screening or general beautification, shall not be considered 
as part of the 2 percent interior planting. The planting shull be dis- 
tributed throughout the parking area and shull include trees as well 
as other plant material. Existing trees shall he preserved where possi- 
ble. No planting bed shall have a width of less than 3 feet.

7.21 Design and 

Layout

Facilities 


(a) Off-street loading facilities shall he designed to conform 
to the following specifications: 

( 1) Each required space shall he no less than 12 feet in width, 
”0 feet in length, anil 14 feet in height, exclusive of drives and maneu- 
vering space, and located entirely on the lot being served. 

(2) There shall he appropriate means of access to n street 
or alley as well as adequate maneuvering space. 

(3) The maximum width of driveways and sidewalk openings 
measured at the street lot line shall be 28 feet; the minimum width 
shall he 12 feet. 

(4) Loading spaces may he enclosed in a structure and must 
he so enclosed if located within 50 feet of a residence district where 
the use involves regular night operation. 

(5) All accessory driveways and entranceways shall he grad- 
ed. surfaced, drained, to the satisfaction of the Zoning Administrator, 
to the extent necessary to prevent nuisances of dust, erosion, or ex- 
cessive water flow across public ways. 

(6) Such facilities shall he designed and used in such a man- 
ner ns nt no time to constitute a nuisance, or a hazard or unreasonable 
impediment to traffic. 

(h) All required loading facilities shall he provided and main- 
tained in accordance with the following requirements: 

(1) They shall be provided and maintained so long as the 
use exists which the facilities were deserved to serve. 

(2) They shall not he reduced in total extent after their pro- 
vision, except when such reduction is in conformity with the require- 
ments of this Section 7. 

(3) Reasonable precautions shall he taken by the owner or 
sponsor of particular uses to assure the availability of required facil- 
ities to the delivery and pick-up vehicles that they are designed to 
serve. 


7.3 Regulations Applying to Gasoline Service Stations 


Gasoline service stations shall he designed to conform to the fol- 
lowing requirements: 

(a) The minimum lot area shall be 10.000 square feet. 

(b) The minimum frontage on a street shall be 100 feet. 

(c) The maximum width of driveways and sidewalk openings 
measured at the street lot line shall be 30 feet; the minimum width 
shall be 20 feet. 

(d) The minimum distance of driveways, measured at the lot 
line shall he as follows: 

(1) From the corner lot line, 20 feet; 

(2) From interior side lot line, 10 feet; and 

(3) From other driveway on same lot, 20 feet. 

(e) The minimum setback of any building from all street lot 
lines shall be 40 feet. 

(f) The minimum setback of gasoline pumps from all street 
lot lines shall be 12 feet. 

(g) A raised curb at least six inches in height shall he con- 
structed and maintained along the edges of all pavement on the lot 
except at the bases of buildings and at driveway openings. 

(h) Properties in residential districts which abut a gasoline 
service station shall be protected from headlight glare by either: 

( 1 ) A strip at least four feet wide, densely planted with 
shrubs or trees which are at least four feet high at the time of plant- 
ing and which are of a type that may he expected to form a year- 
round dense screen at least six feet high within three years, or 

(2) A wall, barrier, or fence of uniform appearance at least 
five feet high, but not more than seven feet above finished grade. Such 
wall, barrier, or fence must be opaque. 

(3) Such screening shall he maintained in good condition at 
all times, may he interrupted hy normal entrances or exits, and shall 
have no signs hung or attached thereto other thun those permitted in 
the district. 

( i ) ' All illumination on outdoor areas shall he shielded so ns 
not to shine directly upon any porperty in a residence district. 

(j) All washing, lubrication 1 , and making of repairs shall he 
carried on inside the building. 

(k) No major repairs such as body work shall be performed. 

(l) No merchandise other than accessory, portable automotive 
merchandise may he displayed or sold on the premises. 

(m) The area of the lot not planted and so maintained shall 
be graded, surfaced vvith asphalt or other suitable material, and 
drained to the satisfaction of the Zoning Administrator, to the extent 
necessary to prevent nuisances of dust, erosion, or excessive water 
flow across the public ways. 

7.4 Supplementary Regulations Applying to Outdoor Automobile 

Rental or Sales and Storage for Rental or Sale 


A lot to be used for outdoor automobile rental or sales or storage 
for rental or sale shall conform to the following requirements: 

(a) The minimum lot area shall he 10.000 square feet. 

(h) The minimum frontage on one street shall he 100 feet. 

(c) The maximum width or driveways and sidewalk openings 
measured at the street lot line shall he 30 feet, the minimum width, 20 

(d) The minimum distance of driveways, measured at lot line, 
shall be as follows: 

(1> From corner lot line, 20 feet; 

(2) From interior side lot line, 10 feet; and 

(3) From other driveway on same lot, 20 feet. 

(e) Properties in residential districts which ulnit an outdoor 
automobile sales lot shall be protected from headlight glare by either: 

(1) A strip at least four feet wide, densely planted with 
shrubs or trees which are at least four feet high at the time ot plant- 
ing and which are of a type that may be expected to form a year-round 
dense screen at least six feet high within three years, or 

(2) A wall, harrier, or fence of uniform appearance at least 

five feet high, but not more than six feet above finished grade, or above 
the roof level, if on a roof. . , . , 

(3) Such screening shall he maintained in good condition at 
all times. Such screening or barrier may he interrupted by normal 
entrances or exits, and shall have no signs hung or attached thereto 
other than those permitted in the district. 

I f ) AH illumination on outdoor automobile sales lots shall be 
shielded so as not to shine directly upon uny property in a residence 

disti ict.^) ^ repa j r wor k of any kind shall he performed. 


SECTION 8 — SIGNS 

No signs shall be erected or maintained except in accordance with 
the provisions of this Section. 

8.1 Signs for Residential Areas 

(a) For each family living in a dwelling: not more than two 
signs neither of which has a sign area of more than one square foot, 
bearing the name of the family or designation of the dwelling or both. 

(h) Temporary unlighted real estate signs not over six square 
feet in total area advertising the sale or rental of the premises on 
which they are located. 

(c) Temporary unlighted real estate signs not more than fifty 
square feet in total area and not more than ten feet in any dimension 
erected and maintained on subdivisions of land as defined in the 
General Laws, Chapter 41, Section 81 K, to advertise solely the selling 
of land or buildings in said subdivisions, but not more thun one such 
sign shull face the sunte street. 


* (3) Minimum width of aisles providing access to stalls for 
one-way traffic only, varying with the angle of parking, shall be:

(4) Minimum width of aisles providing access to stalls for 
two-way traffic shull he 24 feet, except that aisles providing access 
primarily for overnight purking may be a minimum of 22 feet. 

(c) Parking facilities shall be designed so that each motor 
vehicle may proceed to and from the parking space provided for it 
without requiring the moving of any other motor vehicle. The Board 
of Appeals, however, may by special exception modify this require- 
ment, and the dimensional requirements of paragraph (b) of this 
Section 7.13 where a purking facility is under full-time attendant 
supervision. 

(d) The width of entrance und exit drives, except as permit- 
ted in paragraph (k), shall be: 

(1) A miniimim of 12 feet for one-way use only; 


(2) A minimum of 20 feet for two-way use

7.20 Off-Street Loading Regulations 

(a) Structures and land uses in existence or for which building 
permits have been issued at the date of adoption of this by-law shull 
not he subject to the requirements stated below, provided that any load- 
ing facilities now serving such structures or uses shall not in the fu- 
ture be redueed below these requirements. 

(b) Where a structure existing on the effective date of this 
by-luw is altered or extended in such a way as to increase the gross 
floor urea by 5,000 sauure feet or more, only this additional gross floor 
area shull be counted in computation of the off-street loading require- 
ments. Alterations or extensions aggregating less than 5,000 square 
feet subsequent to the effective date of this by-law do not require such 
provisions of louding space. 

(c) Where retail, or other stores are designed or constructed 
us a group or as a unified building, the aggregate of individual stores 
shall be treated as one building for the purpose of calculating off-street 
louding facilities. 

(d) Where mixed uses ocur, off-street loading facilities shull 
be the sum of the requirements for the several individual uses com- 
puted separately, except that such facilities may he less than said sum 
by special exception from the Board of Appeal when it can be demon- 
strated that such individual uses are not in operation at the same tinre. 

(e) Oft’-struet loading facilities shall be provided in accordance 
with |||>- following requirements for t»ach type "f land/. ■ »'X<;cpt. 1’.«s 


8.2 Signs in Business and Industrial Areas 

(a) Location. The sign shull be affixed to a building, except as 
hereinafter provided. A sign attached to a building shall be securely 
affixed to one of the walls or a roof of the building- If affixed to a 
wall, it shall he parallel with and not project inure thun twelve (12) 
inches from the face of such wall und shall not project beyond the 
face of any other wall of the building. If affixed to the roof, it shall 
he parallel with the front wall of the store and shall not project be- 
yond the face of any wall of the building. No sign, whether affixed 
to ;t wall or roof of a building, diull project above the highest line of 
the main roof of the building. However, if the sign is attached to a 
wall having u parapet extending above the highest line of such roof, 
then the sign may reach hut may not project above the top of the 
parapet wall. (For the purpose of this Section, u "store” shall include 
any establishment, office or place of business.) 

(b) Size. A sign shall not be more than three (3) feet over-all 
in height. A sign on the exterior wull of the first floor of a building 
may extend across the full width of the store wull, unless the store 
occupies the entire first floor of a detached building in which event 
tin- sign muy extend across not more than three-fourths < ;t , ) of the 
width of the wall. The width of signs of stores occupying other than 
the first floor of a building shall not exceed three (3) feet. 

<c) Number. There shall not be more thun one exterior sign for 
each store, except that if the store has a direct entrance into the 
{ ton wall ot hi 1 thun the tore front there mav I" a seeotidarv 


store front, that faces upon a street or parking area, there may he a 
secondary sign affixed to such wall whether or not such wall contains 
an entrance to the store; provided, however, that no store shull have 
more than two secondary signs in any event. The width of the second- 
ary sign or signs slial not exceed fifty percent (50',) of the maxi- 
mum permissible width of the sign on the store front. In addition 
to tin* foregoing sign or signs, there muy he one directory of the 
occupants or tenants of the building affixed to the exterior wall of the 
building at each entrance to the building. Such directory shall not ex- 
ceed an area determined on the basis of one (1) square foot for each 
occupant or tenant, of the building. 

(d) Special Signs. In particular instances the Board of Appeals 
may permit more than the number of signs hereinabove permitted 
or signs of a maximum size or in a location other than hereinabove 
specified, if it determines that the architecture of the building, the 
location of the building with the reference to the street or the nature 
of the use being made of the store is such that additional signs or 
signs of a larger maximum size should be permitted in the public in- 
terest. In granting such permission, the Board of Appeals shall speci- 
fy the size and location of the sign or signs and impose such other 
terms and restrictions as it may deem to be in the public interest. 

(e) Illumination. Moving, rotating, pulsating and flashing signs 
are prohibited. No sign may be illuminated between 12 P.M. and 6 
A.M.. except signs identifying police or lire stations and such other 
signs as the Board of Appeals may specifically authorize to In* illu- 
minated at other hours, if flu* Board finds that the nature of the use 
of the premises is such that such illumination should he permitted in 
the public interest. These provisions shall apply not only to exterior 
signs but also to interior signs that are designed or placed so as to 
shine through windows or doors of the building. 

(f) Standing Signs. Standing signs are prohibited, except as 
follows: 

(1) In particular instances the Board of Appeals may permit 
standing signs enumerating the occupants of the premises if it de- 
termines that, the architecture of the building, or the location of the 
building with reference to the street is such that a standing sign or 
signs should be permitted in the public interest. In granting such 
permission the Board of Appeals shall specify the size, type and loca- 
tion of the sign and impose such other terms and restrictions as it 
may deem to he in the public interest, except that no sign shall 
exceed 100 feet in surface area or 15 feet in height. 

(2) During the construction of a building a standing sign 
may be erected on the premises identifying the building, the owner, 
the contractors, the architects or the engineers but such sign shall 
not exceed twenty (20) square feet in surface area nor ten (10) feet 
in any dimension. Such sign shall he removed promptly after the com- 
pletion of the building. 

(g) Gasoline Filling Stations and Garages. Gasoline filling sta- 
tions and garages may, if they elect to do so, divide the one exterior 
■sign affixed to the front wall of the building, to which they are 
entitled as hereinabove provided, into separate signs affixed to and 
parallel to such wall and indicating separate operations or depart- 
ments of the business, provided however, that the total of the widths 
of the separate signs shall not exceed the maximum width permitted 
under this by-law for a single exterior sign on such wall. In addition, 
one sign, standing or otherwise, indicating the company whose gaso- 
line is being sold may l>c erected of such type, in such location, and 
in such manner as the Board of Appeals may permit. The standard 
type of gasoline line pump, bearing thereon in usual size and form, 
■the name of type of gasoline and price thereof, shall not be deemed 
to he in violation of this by-law. Temporary or movable signs of any 
land every type are specifically prohibited. 

(h) Maintenance. All signs whether erected before or after the 
effective date of this bylaw shall be maintained in a sale condition to 
the satisfaction of the Zoning Administrator. 

8.3 Non-Accessory Signs. 

(a) No non-accessary sign shall he erected or maintained in a 
residential district. 

(b) No non-accessory sign shall be erected or maintained in a 
business or an industrial district except us permitted under a permit 
lawfully issued, and remaining in full force und effect, by the Outdoor 
Advertising Board, or hy board or official succeeding L<> its authority 
in the administration of Sections 29 to 33 inclusive of Chapter 93 of 
the General Laws, or any act in addition thereto or in amendment 
thereof. 

8.4 Non-Conforming Signs 

Signs legally erected before the adoption of this by-law that do 
not conform to the provisions of this by-law must be made to so com- 
ply within five (5) years after the effective date of this by-law, except 
that standing signs must l»«* made to comply within three (3) years 
after the effective date of this by-law and except that ail signs must 
be made to comply with the provisions of subparagraph 8.2 (e). Illum- 
ination, within one ( 1 ) year after the effective date of this by-law. 

8.5 Permits 

No sign shall be erected on the exterior of any building or on any 
land unless and until an application for the erection of such sign has 
been filed with the Zoning Administrator, with such information and 
drawings as he may require, and a permit for the erection of the sign 
has been issued by him. The provisions of this paragraph shall not 
apply to: 

(a) In residential areas — to permitted signs, except such as 
hy the terms of this by-law are permitted only with specific permission 
from tike Board of Appeal i. 

(b) In business and industrial areas — one temporary unlighted 
real estate sign of not ov<*r six (6) square feet in total area advertis- 
ing the sale or rental of the premises on which it is located. 

SECTION 9 - ADMINISTRATION AND ENFORCEMENT 

9.1 The Board of Selectmen shall appoint an administrative offi- 
cial, hereinafter referred to as the "Zoning Administrator.” who shall 
be responsible for the administration and enforcement of this By-Law. 
He may be provided with the assistance of such other persons as the 
Board of Selectmen determine to be required. 

9.11 If* the administrative official shall find that any of the 
provisions of this ordinance are being violated, he shall notify in 
writing the person responsible for such violations, indicating the 
nature of the violation and ordering the action necessary to correct 
it. He shall order discontinuance of illegal use of land, buildings, or 
structures; removal of illegal buildings or structures or of illegal 
additions, alterations, or structural changes; discontinuance of any 
illegal work being done; or shall take any other uction authorized 
by this ordinance to ensure compliance with or to prevent violation - 
of its provisions. 

9.12 The Board of Selectmen shall establish a schedule of 
fees, charges and expenses and u collection procedure for certificates 
of zoning compliances, applications for site plan review, appeals ami 
other matters pertaining to this by-law. The schedule of fees shall bt* 
established to reflect the cost of the services required, and it shall 
he the responsibility of the Zoning Administrator to recommend 
changes in fees from time to time to reflect changes in these costs. 

9.2 Certificates of Zoning Compliance for New, Altered, or Non- 
conforming Uses 

9.21 It shall he unlawful to use or occupy or permit the use 
or occupancy of any building or permises, or both, or part thereof 
hereafter created, erected, changed, converted, or wholly or partly 
altered or enlarged in its use or structure until a Certificate of Zon- 
ing Compliance shall have been issued therefor by the Zoning Admin- 
istrator stating that the proposed use of the building or land con- 
forms to the requirements of this by-law. 

9.22 No non -conforming use shall be maintained, renewed, 
changed or extended until a Certificate of Zoning Compliance shall 
have been issued by the Zoning Administrator. The Certificate of 
Zoning Compliance shall state specifically wherein the non-conform- 
ing use differs from the provisions of this by-law and indicate that 
the non-conforming use was in fact a legal use prior to the enact- 
ment ur amendment of this by-law, except that upon enactment or 
amendment of this by-law. owners or occupants of non-conforming 
uses shall have six months to apply for Certificates of Zoning Com- 
pliance. Failure to make such application within six months shall bo 
presumptive evidence that the property was in conforming use at the 
time of enactment or amendment of this by-law. 

9.23 No Building Permit for erection, alteration, moving or 
repair of any structure shall be issued until an application has been 
■made for a certificate of zoning compliance, and the certificate shall 
be issued in conformity with the provisions of this by-law upon com- 
pletion of the work. 

9.24 A temporary certificate of zoning compliance may b 
issued by the Zoning Administrator for a period not exceeding six 
months during alterations or partial occupancy of a building pending 
its completion, provided thut such temporary certificate may include 
such conditions und safeguards as will protect the safety of the occu- 
punts and the public. 

9.25 The Zoning Administrator shall maintain a record of all 

certificates of zoning compliance, and a copy shall be furnished upon 
request to any person. x 

9.20 Failure to obtain a certificate of zoning compliance shull 
1 r> a violation of thus by-law and punishable under Section 9.9 of this 
by-law. 

9.27’ Certificates of zoning compliance issued on the basis of 
plans and applications approved by the Zoning Administrator author- 
ize only the use ami arrangement set forth in such approved plans 
and applications, ami no other use or arrangement. Use or arrange- 
ment at variance with that authorized shull be deemed violation of 
this by-law, and punishable as provided by Section 9.9 hereof. 
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9.3 Hoard of Appeal; Appointment 

The Board of Appeal under the Building Laws shall be the Board 
( f Appeals under this by-law and shall have all of the powers and 
uuties of Boards of Appeals under the statutes relating to zoning. 
An appeal may be taken to the Board of Appeals by any officer or 
board of the town, or by any person aggrieved by any order or deci- 
sion of the Zoning Administrator. Such appeal may be taken within 
thirty days after the order or decision appealed from has been ren- 
dered. 

9.4 Administrative Review by Hoard of Appeal 

The Board of Appeal shall hear and decide appeals where it is 
alleged that the applicant is aggrieved by any order, requirement, 
decision or determination made by the Zoning Administrator in the 
enforcement of this by-law or by the applicant’s inability to obtain a 
permit pursuant to Section Id of the Zoning Enabling Act. 


9.5 


Special Exceptions by Board of Appeals; Conditions; Pro- 
cedures 


Board of Appeals shall hear and decide only such special 
ns as are specifically authorized by the terms of this by-law. 


The 

exceptions . 

The Board may grant special exceptions only where such conditions 
and safeguards as required by this by-law have been made, and only 
after a determination that such grant would promote the public 
health, safety, welfare, comfort or convenience of the community. A 
special exception shall not be granted by the Board of Appeals un- 
less and until: 

9.51 A written application for a special exception is submit- 
ted indicating the specific section of this by-law under which the 
special exception is sought and stating the grounds on which it is 
requested; 

9.52 The Board of Appeals has made written findings certi- 
fying compliance with the specific provisions of this by-law govern- 
ing the exception and that satisfactory provision and arrangement 
has been made covering the following where applicable: 

(a) Ingress and egress to property and proposed structures 
thereon with particular reference to automotive and pedestrian safety 
and convenience, traffic flow and control and access in case of fire 
or catastrophe; 

(b) Off-street parking and loading areas where required 
with particular attention to the items in paragraph (a) and the eco- 
nomic, noise, glare, or odor effects of the special exception on ad- 
joining properties and properties generally in the district: 

(e) Refuse collection or disposal and service areas, with 
particular reference to items in paragraphs (a) and (b) above; (On 
-iti* incinerators are permitted only if approved by Metropolitan Air 
Pollution Control District) 

(d) Screening and buffering with reference to type, dimen- 
sions, and character; 

(e) Signs, if any, and proposed exterior lighting with refer- 
ence to glare, traffic safety, economic effect, and compatibility and 
harmony with properties in the district; 

(f) Required yards and other open space; and 

(g) General compatibility with adjacent properties and other 
property in the district. 

9.6 Variances; Conditions Governing Applications; Procedures 

The Board of Appeals may grant variances as authorized by Sec- 
tion 15 of the Zoning Enabling Act. A variance from the terms of 
this by-law shall not be granted by the Board of Appeals to allow a 
use not permissible under the terms of this by-law in the district in- 
volved, or to allow any use expressly or by implication prohibited by 
the terms of this by-law in said district. The non-conforming use of 
other lands, structures or buildings in other districts shall not be con- 
sidered as grounds for a variance. 

9.7 Site Plan Review; Findings; Procedures 

The Board of Appeals shall review preliminary site plans for 
developments prior to approval of applications for special permits in 
certain cases specified in Section 4 (designated Yes* in the Table of 
Use Regulations) : to make findings and determinations in regard to 
such cases in conformity with subsection 9.52 of this by-law. In such 
cases, a special permit shall be issued only if the Board of Appeals 
makes a finding and determination that the proposed placement of 
buildings, provisions for waste disposal, surface, drainage, parking 
areas, driveways, and the location of intersections of driveways and 
streets will constitute a suitable development and will not result in 
substantial detriment to the neighborhood. 

No building, other than a single-family dwelling, shall be erected 
or externally enlarged, and no area for roadways, parking, loading or 
open space shall be established or changed on land developed under 
the provisions of this section except in conformity with a preliminary 
site plan bearing the endorsement of approval of the Board of Ap- 
peals. No certificate of zoning compliance shall be issued for any 
such building or buildings, unless the same conforms in all respects to 
such site plan and unless all facilities included in the site plan have 
been in accordance therein. 

9.71 A person applying for a special permit under this sub- 
section shall file with the Board of Appeals three copies each of an 
application and a preliminary site plan, and a filing fee. Such 
application and site plan shall include the elements on which the 
Board of Appeals is to make a finding and determination, as provided 
in Section 9.52, and shall also include information as to the nature 
and extent of the proposed use of buildings, and such further infor- 
mation in respect to such elements and use as required in Section 6, 
if applicable, and as the Board of Appeals or the Planning Board 
shall reasonably require by rule or regulation. In subsequent appli- 
cations concerning the same subject matter, the Board may waive 
tlie filing of plans and documents to the extent they duplicate those 
previously filed. 

9.72 The Board of Appeals shall within three days (Satur- 
days. Sundays and holidays excluded) of receipt of them transmit 
to the Planning Board two copies of the above application and site 
plan. The Planning Board shall consider the same and submit a final 
report thereon with recommendations to the Board of Appeals. The 
Board of Appeals shall not make a finding and determination upon an 
application until it has received the final report of the Planning Board 
thereon or until thirty days shall have elapsed since the transmittal 
of said copies of the application and site plan to the Planning Board 
without such report being submitted. The period within which final 
action shall be taken may be extended for a definite period, but not 
more than ninety days by mutual consent of the Board of Appeals 
and the applicant. 

9.76 Tin* Board of Appeals shall hold a public hearing, and, 
except as hereinafter provided, shall take final action within sixty 
days after the date id' the filing of such application with said Board 
of Appeals. Such final action shall consist of either: 

(a) A finding and determination that the proposed construc- 
tion, reconstruction, substantial exterior alteration, or addition will 
constitute a suitable development and will not result in substantial 
detriment to the neighborhood, or 

(b) A written denial of the application for such finding and 
determination, stating the reasons for such denial, which reasons 
shall include a statement of the respect in which any elements in and 
particular features of the proposal are deemed by the Board to be 
unsuitable or detrimental to the neighborhood. 

i cl A finding and determination may be made subject to such 
reasonable conditions, modifications and restrictions set forth therein 
as the Board may deem necessary to ensure that the proposed con- 
struction. reconstruction, substantial exterior alteration, or addition 
will constitute a suitable development and will not result in substan- 
tial detriment to the neighborhood. 

(d) In the event that the Board of Appeals approves a spe- 
cial permit under these provisions, any construction, reconstruction, 
substantial ox: < rior alteration, or addition shall be carried on only in 
conformity with any conditions, modifications and restrictions subject 
to which the Board shall have made its findings ami determination, 
and only in conformity with the application and site plan on the basis 
of which the finding and determination are made. 

9.X All questions of interpretation and enforcement shall be first 
presented to the Zoning Administrator. Such questions shall he pre- 
sented to the Board of Appeals only on appeal from tile decisions of 
the Zoning Administrators. 
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ate offense. 

(h) The owner, tenant, occupant or person or persons in pos- 
session of any building, structure, premises, or part thereof, and any 
architect, builder, contractor, agent, or other person who commits, 
participates in. assists in. or maintains such violation may each be 
found guilty of a separate offense and suffer the penalties herein 
provided. 

SECTION 10 — DEFINITIONS 

For the purposes of this by-law, certain terms or words used 
herein shall be interpreted as follows: 

. The present tense includes the future tense, the singular 
number includes the plural, and the plural number includes 
the singular. 

. The word shall is mandatory, the work may is permissive. 

The words used or occupied include the words intended, de- 
signed. or arranged to be used or occupied. 

ACCESSORY USE OR STRUCTURE. A use or structure on the 
same lot with, and of a nature customarily incidental and subordinate 
to, the principal use or structure. 

APARTMENT. See “Dwelling Unit.” 

APARTMENT HOUSE. A multiple-family dwelling over three 
stories in height. 

BASEMENT. That a part of a building partly underground but 
having more than one-half of its entire wall area above the level 
of the adjoining ground. A basement shall be counted as a floor or 
story if used for business or dwelling purposes. 

BUILD A RLE AREA. The portion of a lot remaining after re- 
quired yards have been provided. 

CELLAR. That part of a building having less than one-half of its 
entire wall area above the level of the adjoining ground. No cellar or 
portion thereof shall be used as a dwelling unit. A cellar shall not 
be counted as a floor or story. 

CLUSTER DEVELOPMENT. A division of land into lots used, 
or available for use, as building sites where said lots are clustered 
together into one or more groups, separated from adjacent property 
and other groups of lots by intervening “common land” as described 
in Section 6.26. 

DWELLING, ATTACHED. A building designed or occupied as a 
residence and separated from another attached dwelling on one or 
both sides either by a vertical party wall or walls or by a contiguous 
wall or walls without side yards. 

DWELLING. DETACHED. A building which is designed or occu- 
pied as a residence and is separated by side yards from any other 
structure or structures except aceesssory buildings. 

DWELLING. MULTIPLE-FAMILY. A residential building de- 
signed for or occupied by three or more families, with the number of 
families in residence not exceeding the number of dwelling units 
provided. 

DWELLING. SINGLE-FAMILY. A detached residential dwelling 
unit other than a mobile home, designed for and occupied by one 
family only. 

DWELLING, TWO-FAMILY. A detached residential building 
containing two dwelling units, designed for occupancy by not more 
than two families. 

DWELLING UNIT. One room, or rooms connected together, con- 
stituting a separate, independent housekeeping establishment for 
owner occupancy, or rental or lease on a weekly, monthly, or longer 
basis, and physically separated from any other rooms or dwelling 
units which may be in the same structure, and containing independent 
cooking, bathroom and sleeping facilities. A dwelling unit shall have 
more than one-half of its floor-to-ceiling height above the average 
level of the adjoining ground. 

ERECTED. The word “erected” shall include the words “at- 
tached”, “huilt”, “constructed”, “reconstructed”, “altered”, “enlarged” 
and “moved”. 

FILLING STATION. Buildings and premises where gasoline, oil, 
grease, batteries, tires, and automobile accessories may be supplied 
and dispensed at retail, and where in addition the following services 
may be rendered and sales made, and no other: 

(a) Sale and servicing of spark plugs, batteries, and distribu- 
tors and distributor parts; 

(b) Tire servicing and repair, but not recapping or regrooving; 

(c) Replacement of mufflers and tail pipes, water hose, fan belts, 
brake fluid, light bulbs, fuses, floor mats, seat covers, windshield 
wipers and wiper blades, grease retainers, wheel bearings, mir- 
rors, and the like; 

(d) Radiator cleaning and Hushing; 

(e) Washing and polishing, and sale of automotive washing and 
polishing materials; 

(f) Greasing and lubrication; 

(g) Providing and repairing fuel pumps, oil pumps, water 
pumps, and lines; 

(h) Minor servicing, replacement and repair of carburetors; 

(i) Emergency wiring repairs; 

(j) Adjusting and repairing brakes; 

(k) Minor motor adjustments not involving removal of the head 
or crankcase or racing the motor; 

(l) Sales of cold drinks, packaged foods, tobacco, and similar con- 
venience goods for filling station customers, as accessory and 
incidental to principal operation; 

(m) Provision of road maps and other informational material to 
customers; provision of restroom facilities. 

Uses permissible at a filling station do not include major mechan- 
ical and body work, straightening of body parts, painting, welding, or 
other work involving noise, glare, fumes, smoke or other charac- 
teristics to an extent greater than normally found in filling stations. 

A filling station is not a repair garage, a body shop, or a parking lot. 
and storage of inoperative vehicles for more than 48 hours is not 
permitted. 

FIRE LANE. An open space in which no building or structure 
may be erected and in which no automotive vehicles may be parked, 
except that buildings may be interconnected by corridors or walkways 
if provision is made for access by fire apparatus to all outside walls. 
The open space shall be between a building and a line parallel to and 
fifteen feet equidistant from a building. 

FLOOR AREA. The aggregate horizontal area in square feet of 
all floors of a building or several buildings on the same lot measured 
from the exterior faces of walls enclosing each building, exclusive of 
garages, cellar and attic areas used only for storage or for services 
incidental to the operation or maintenance of such building or build- 
ings. 

FRONTAGE, LOT. The boundary between a lot and an abutting 
line anil the intersection of street lines or of street lines extended. 

FRONTAGE, STREET. A street which provides the required lot 
frontage for a building. When a lot is bounded by more than one 
street, any one of them, but only one, may be designated as the 
frontage street by the owner, provided that the street meets the 
frontage requirement and that the principal permitted building on 
the lot is numbered on such frontage street. However, in the case of 
a lot bounded by two streets forming an interior angle of more than 
135 degrees, their combined frontage between lot lines may be used 
to satisfy the lot frontage requirement. 

GARDEN U’ARTMKNT HOUSE. A multiple-family dwelling, 
not over three stories in height, and containing not less than 1 dwell- 
ing units. 

GROUP HOUSE. A building comprised of not less than three 
nor more than ten attached single-family dwellings. 

HALF STORY. See “Story, Half”. 

HOME OCCUPATION. An operation conducted in a dwelling 
unit, provided that: 

(a) No person other than members of the family residing on the 
promises shall be engaged in such occupation; 

(b) The use of the dwelling unit for the home occupation shall be 
clearly incidental and subordinate to its use for residential pur- 
poses by its occupants, and not more than 25 percent of the floor 
urea of the dwelling unit shall be used in the conduct of the home 
occupation; 

(c) There shall he no change in the outside appearance of the 
building or premises, or other visible evidence of the conduct of 
such home occupation other than one sign, not exceeding one 
square foot in area, non- illuminated, and mounted Hat against the 
wall of the principal building; 

(d) No home occupation shall be conducted in any accessory 
building; 

(e) There shall be no sales of products on the premises in con- 
nection with such home occupation; 

(!) No traffic shall be generated by such occupation in greater 
volumes than would normally he expected in a residential neigh- 
borhood, and any need for parking generated by the conduct of 
such home occupation shall be met off the street and other than 
in a required front yard. 

(g) No equipment or process shall be used in such home occupa- 
tion which creates noise, vibration, glare, fumes, odors, or electri- 
cal inti ri creme delectable to the normal senses off the lot, if the 
occupation is conducted in a single -family residence, or outside 
the dwelling uuil xi conducted in oilier than a wiujk -family resi- 


dence. In the case of electrical interference, no equipment or 
process shall bo used which creates visual or audible interference 
in any radio or television receivers off the promises, or causes 
fluctuations in line voltage off the premises. 

(h) Barber shop, beauty shop and mortuary are not permitted. 

LOADING SPACE. OFF-STREET. Space logically and conven- 
iently located for bulk pickups and deliveries, scaled to delivery 
vehicles expected to he used, and accessible to such vehicles when 
required off-street parking spaces are filled. Required off-street lend- 
ing space is not to he included as off-street parking space in computa- 
tion of required off-street parking space. 

LOT. An area of land in one ownership with definite boundar- 
ies ascertainable by recorded deed or plan. 

LOT AREA. Area within a lot, including land over which case- 
ments have been granted, but not including any land within the limits 
of a street upon which such lot abuts, even if fee to such street is in 
the owner of the lot. except that if a corner lot has its corner bounded 
by a curved line connecting other street lines which, if extended, would 
intersect, the area may he computed as if such boundary lines were 
so extended. 

LOT, CORNER. A lot bounded by more than one street which has 
an interior angle of 135 degrees or less formed by the tangents or 
straight segments of street lines between the side or rear lines of such 
lot or by an extension of such street lines. A lot bounded by one street 
shall be considered a corner lot when the tangents or straight seg- 
ments of the street line between the side lines of the lot form or would 
form if extended, an interior angle of 105 degrees or less. 

LOT DEPTH. The distance between the midpoints of straight 
lines connecting the foremost points of the side lot lines in front and 
the rearmost points of the side lot lines in the rear. 


LOT FRONTAGE. See “Frontage. Lot”. 

LOT, INTERIOR. A lot other than a corner lot with only one 
frontage on a street. 

LOT. THROUGH. A lot other than a corner lot with frontage on 
more than one street. Through lots abutting two streets may be re- 
ferred to a double frontage lots. 

LOT, REVERSED FRONTAGE. A lot on which the frontage is 
at right angles or approximately right angles (interior angle less than 
135 degrees) to the general pattern in the area. A reversed frontage 
lot may also be a corner lot, an interior lot or a through lot. 

LOT WIDTH. The distance between straight lines connecting 
front and rear lot lines at each side of the lot, measured across the 
rear of the required front yard, provided however that width between 
side lot lines at their foremost points (where they intersect with the 
street line) shall be not less than 80 percent of the required lot width 
except in the case of lots on the turning circle of culs-de-sac, where 
the 80 percent requirement shall not apply. 

MUNICIPAL. The word “municipal” means the Town of Win- 
chester. 

NON- ACCESSORY SIGN. See “Sign, Non-Accessory”. 

NON-CONFORMING I'SE OR STRUCTURE. A lawfully exist- 
ing use or structure which does not conform to the regulations for 
the district in which such use or structure exists. 

OPEN AREA. PERCENTAGE. That percentage of the lot area 
which is not occupied by any structure. 

PARKING SPACE. An area in a building or on a lot available 
for parking one motor vehicle, having a width of not less than 10 feet, 
and an area of not less than 200 square feet, exclusive of passageways 
and driveways appurtenant thereto, and with free and unimpeded ac- 
cess to a street over unobstructed passageways or driveways. 

PERSON. The word “person” includes a firm, association, organ- 
ization, partnership, trust, company or corporation as well as an indi- 
vidual. 

PUBLIC. The word “public” means the Town of Winchester, 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, United States Government or an 
agency thereof. 

REAR LINE OF A LOT. A line separating a lot from other lots 
or from land in a different ownership, being the boundary of a lot 
which is opposite or approximately opposite the street frontage. 

RECORDED. The due recording in the Middlesex County South 
District Registry of Deeds, or, as to registered land, the due filing in 
the Middlesex County South District Land Registration Office. 

ROADSIDE STAND. Premises for sale of edible farm products, 
flowers, fireplace wood, preserves and similar products, all of which 
have been produced or grown within Winchester on land owned by 
the owner of the stand; no goods except plants, flowers and fireplace 
wood shall be stored or offered for sale outdoors. 

SANITARY SEWER. A public sanitary sewer of the Town of 
Winchester. 

SIDE LINE OF A LOT. A line separating a lot from other lots 
or from land in. different ownership, other than a street line or a rear 
lot line. 

SIGN. The word “sign” shall include any letter, word, symbol, 
drawing, picture, design, device, article and object that advertises, 
calls attention to or indicates any premises, person or activity, what- 
ever the nature of the material and manner of composition or con- 
struction. provided however that the following shall not be included in 
the application of the regulations of this by-law: 

(a) Flags and insignia of any government, except when dis- 
played in connection with commercial promotion; 

(b) Legal notices, identification, informational or directional 
signs erected or required by governmental bodies; 

(c) Integral decorative or architectural features of buildings, 
except letters, trademarks, moving parts or moving lights; 

(d) Signs directing and guiding traffic and parking on private 
property, but bearing no advertising matter. 

SIGN. ACCESSORY. Any billboard, sign or other advertising de- 
vice that advertises, calls attention to, or indicates the person occupy- 
ing the premises on which the sign is erected or the business transacted 
thereon, or advertises the property itself on any part thereof as for 
sale or to let, and which contains no other advertising matter. 

SIGN, NON- ACCESSORY. Any billboard, sign or other advertis- 
ing device that does not come within the foregoing definition of an 
accessory sign. 

SIGN, ON-SITE. A sign relating in its subject matter to the 
premises on which it is located, or to products, accommodations, serv- 
ices, or activities on the premises. On-site signs do not include signs 
• reeted by the outdoor advertising industry in the conduct of the out- 
door advertising business. 

SHUN. STANDING. The term “Standing sign” shall include any 
and every sign erected on or affixed to the land and any and every 
exterior sign that is not attached to a building. 

SPECIAL EXCEPTION. A special exception is a use that would 
nut bo appropriate generally or without restriction throughout the 
zoning district hut which, if controlled as to number, area, location, 
nr relation to the neighborhood, would promote the public health, 
afety, welfare, order, comfort, convenience, appearance, prosperity, 
or general welfare. Such uses may be permitted in such zoning district 
;ts special exceptions, if specific provision for such special exceptions 
made in this zoning by-law. 

STORY. That portion of a building contained between any floor 
and the floor or roof next above it, it does not include either the lowest 
portion so contained if more than one-half of such portion vertically 
: below the mean finished grade of the ground adjoining such build- 
ing, or the uppermost portion so contained if under a sloping roof and 
not designed or intended to be used for human occupancy. 

STORY. HALF. A story directly under a sloping roof in which 
: e points of intersection of the bottom of the rafters and the interior 
laces of the walls are less than three feet above the floor level on at 
least two exterior walls. 

STREET, ROAD OR WAY. An area of land dedicated, approved 
1 the Planning Board, or legally open for public travel under at 
bust one of the following classifications: 

(a» A public way duly laid out by the Town of Winchester, the 
Middlesex County Commissioners, the Metropolitan District Coni- 
mis.'ion or the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, or a way which 
the Winchester Town Clerk certifies is maintained by public 
authority and used as a public way excluding, however, limited 
access highway; or 

(b) A way shown on a definitive plan approved and endorsed 
in accordance with the Subdivision Control Law; or 

(c) a way in existence prior to said Subdivision Control Law 
having become effective in the Town of Winchester (August 31, 
1953), liavug, in the opinion of the Planning Board, sufficient 
width, suitable grades and adequate construction to provide for 
the needs of vehicular traffic in relation to the proposed use of 
the land abutting thereon or served thereby, and for the installa- 
tion of municipal services to serve such lund and the buildings 
erected' to be erected thereon. 

A public or private way as stated above shall not be deemed to be a 
“street” as to any lot of land that does not have rights of access to or 
passage over said way. 

blKLLT LINE. The ri^ht-of-wuy line of u jtreeL 


STRUCTURE. Anything constructed or erected with a fixed 
location on the ground, or attached to something having a fixed loca- 
tion on the ground. Among other things, structures include buildings, 
mobile homes, walls, fences, billboards, and poster panels. 

STRUCTURE. TEMPORARY. Tent, construction shanty, or simi- 
larly portable or demountable structure intended for continuous use 
for not longer than one year. 

TOWN HOUSE. A row of attached single-family dwellings con- 
tained within one (1) building and separated by common or party 
walls. 

USE. TEMPORARY. Use, operation or occupancy of a parcel of 
land, building or structure for a period not to exceed one calendar year. 

WAY. See “Street, Road or Way”. 

YARD. An open space on a lot unoccupied by any structure or 
such parts thereof as covered or uncovered porches, steps, cornices, 
eaves and other projections; provided however that fences, freestand- 
ing walls, poles, posts, and other customary yard accessories, orna- 
ments and furniture, and customary summer awnings are permitted 
in any yard, subject to height limitations. Yard depth shall be meas- 
ured from the street or lot line to the nearest point on a building in a 
line perpendicular or normal to such lot or street line. The minimum re- 
quired yard shall be a strip of land of uniform depth required by this 
by-law measured from the lot or street line and adjacent thereto. 

YARD, FRONT. A yard extending between lot side lines across 
the lot adjacent to the street it abuts. 

YARD, REAR. A yard extending between the side lines of a lot 
adjacent to the rear line of the lot. 

YARD, SIDE. A yard extending along each side line of a lot 
between front and rear yards. 

SECTION 11 - EFFECTIVE DATE; SEPARABILITY CLAUSE 

11.1 This by-law shall become effective on

as a second language, or in the 
enrichment areas of art, music, 
and science. 

There are over 150 volunteers , 
now working in 55 libraries in the 
elementary and junior high schools 
of Boston. These volunteer librari- 
ans serve 40,000 school children 
and come from Andover, Lexing- 
ton, Needham, Wellesley, Lincoln, 
Weston, Wakefield. Milton, Hing- 
ham, Arlington, Belmont, Concord, 
and Newton. 

Although there are 55 libraries 
open, many are understaffed; many 
operate only a few days a week; 
and many requests for libraries in 
others of the 190 pre-high schools 
of Boston cannot be filled. It is 
clear that there is a pressing need 
for volunteers from Winchester to 
become part of the library pro- 
gram. 

Volunteer- usually “adopt” orv 
school and work in a group to open 
and staff a particular library. In 
this case, Winchester volunteers 
have a position ready and waiting 
for them at the George Frisbie 
Hoar Elementary School which 
serves the D Street Housing Pro- 
ject in Dorchester. 

This nil-girl, kindergarten 
through fifth grade school in South 
Boston has the space for a library, 
the shelving and the books, but the | 
library cannot open because there 
are no volunteers to serve.

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Regional School 
Budget Cuts Face 
Committee * Action 

A 1971 budget reduction ol S81 8,000 will be considered by the 
Northeast Metropolitan Regional Vocational District School Committee 
at a special meeting Thursday evening, February 1. Elimination of new 
programs would account for $886,000 of the total. The remaining 
S452.000 would come by applying anticipated receipts, including state 
and federal funds. 


The proposed reduction would 
slash the 1971 budget from the 
$3,804,362 recommended to the 
12 member cities and towns in 
January to $2,986,362. It will be 
presented to the District School 
Committee by Chairman George 
E. Lodgen of Malden and Super- 
intendent — Director Douglas J. 
Tilley. 

If the committee approves the 
proposal, Mr. Lodgen said that 
Winchester's 1971 assessment, be- 
fore deduction of state reimburse- 
ments, would drop from $277.- 
718.40 to $218,001.12, a decrease 
of $59,714.04. 

Mr. Lodgen also announced 
the Chapter 779 state reimburse 
monts to the district’s member 
communities for 1971. According 
to the chairman, Winchester 
would receive $74,422.26 in such 
funds on the “cherry sheet.” He 
said that the net cost to Win- 
chester for the regional school 
for 1971 would be $143,582.16. 
since the reimbursement would 
offset the assessment as far as the 
effect on this year’s tax rate is 
concerned. 

The proposal was announced 
at a press conference at the 
school Tuesday morning by Mr. 
Lodgen. After reading a prepared 
statement and adding a few com- 
ments, Mr. Lodgen answered 
questions, joined by Mr. Tilley. 
Mr. Lodgen was the only com- 
mittee member present. 

J. Edward Sharkey. Winchester 
member of the committee, told 
die Star that he was not advised 
that the press conference was to 
be held. He and three other mem- 
bers of the committee had earlier 
objected to the 1971 budget. Join- 
ing Mr. Sharkey in opposition to 
the previous proposal were mem- 
bers from Chelsea, Stoneham, 
and Wakefield. 

Mr. Sharkey said that he had 
been against a proposal that 
$100,000 be spent to add more 
machinery to the school’s training 
equipment. He stated that the 
school now has “the most modern 
equipment and machinery avail- 
able, good for at least ten years.” 
He noted that although the school 
could get a later 50 percent re- 
imbursement from the state for 
such a purchase, he did not favor 
buying the equipment now in 
view of the fiscal crisis facing 
communities. 

Opposition was also voiced by 
Air. Sharkey on a teachers’ re- 
quest for a seven percent cost of 
living increase. Mr. Sharkey said 
that to attract instructors to the 
school, they were started at $7.- 
500 a year, $1,000 more than 
salaries paid at other schools. He 
commented that he did not feel 
a plea for more compensation 
after four months of teaching 
was warranted. 

Mr. Sharkey pointed out that 
the outcome of the Lodgen pro- 
posal would depend* on how com- 
mittee members voted at the spe- 


cial meeting February 4. The 
earlier, higher budget had been 
approved by a majority of the 

12-man committee. Committee- 
men Sharkey, Robert M. McCar- 
thy of Chelsea, Joseph P. Barry 
of Stoneham, and Philip L. Mc- 
Auliffe of Wakefield voted against 
the measure. 

Mr. Lodgen said that the bud- 
get reduction followed “candid 
discussions” with finance com- 
mittees of member towns "in 
which the impact of the unusual- 
ly high unemployment rate and 
the fiscal crisis faced by the com- 
munities constituted the basis of 
local concern over the taxpayers’ 
ability to meet regional school 
assessments without undue hard- 
ship.” 

“This is the one year in our 
entire history,” Mr. Lodgen de- 
clared, “when the communities 
will have to bear the entire bur- 
den of the budget without the 
benefit of Chapter 71 and Chap- 
ter 74 aid. This is the pump- 
priming year, and for this reason 
the costs to our constituent com- 
munities are unduly high.” 

The Chairman said, "The Su- 
perintendent is recommending the 
following reductions through eli- 
mination: $180,000 in salaries 

necessary to carry out the late 
afternoon and work-study pro- 
grams; $114,000 in salaries neces- 
sary for a summer school enroll- 
ment of 1,000 which will be re- 
duced to a 300-pupil enrollment; 
$47,000 for materials of instruc- 
tion for the eliminated programs; 
and $5,000 for textbooks for the 
eliminated programs. 

"Still another recommended re- 
duction is $40,000 from the in- 
surance account, since bids re- 
ceived after the preparation of 
the original budget indicate this 
amount won’t be needed. That 
would give us a total reduction 
through elimination of $386,000.” 

Mr. Lodgen continued, “In the 
category of anticipated receipts, 
which we were not able to de- 
termine with accuracy at the time 
the budget was originally pre- 
pared, we are now able to an- 
nounce a surplus from the 1970 
operating budget of $102,000;

Planning Board Gives Details 
On Changes In Zoning By-Law, 
Discussing Major New Factors 


o, I lie Pla lining 


Hoard discusses the major new provisions and explains something of 
the background for changes from the old liy-l mw. 


Some of the essential elements 
that make up a Master Plan arc 
a good land use study, a popula- 
tion growth study, a master street 
plan, a long-range capital im- 
provements program, and a future 
land use plan and map. 

As discussed in the first article, 
Winchester has a reasonably cur- 
rent Land Use Study and Popula- 
tion Growth Study. Preliminary 
steps have been taken to revitalize 
the long range capital improve- 
ment program. Probably the most 
important single element, the Fu- 
ture Land Use Plan and Map, is 
practically accomplished through 
a Zoning By-Law and Map. 

The important discrepancies be- 
tween land use and the existing 
Zoning Map have already been 
pointed out and the prime objec- 
tive of the new Zoning By-Law 
is to provide suitable regulations 
and a plan or map which can lie 
regarded as the objective for fu- 
ture development. 

At this point it would be well 
to turn to the text of the new 
Zoning By-Law. 


The old Zoning By-Law still 
preserves the original zoning con- 
cept in which the uses in the most 
restrictive districts are made a- 
vailabie in each succeeding, less 
restrictive district. 

Modern zoning tends to define 
mutually exclusive districts for 
the most part and the proposed 
new Zoning By-Law follows this 
philosophy. 

It should also be noted that the 
concept of regulating land use by 
defining maximum permitted den- 
sity for each district is another 
modern concept which is funda- 
mental to the prevention of over- 
crowding and serious traffic pro- 
blems. Note that this proposal 
eliminates entirely the old Indus- 
trial or licuvy Industrial District. 


Also note that a new Conser- 
vancy-Institutional District has 
been created. The primary pur- 
pose of this is to provide the prop- 
er setting and maintain the area 
set aside for public use. It is not 
the Board’s intention to attempt 
to zone land into public use but 
rather to confirm its character 
once committed. 

The most significant change is 
in the Apartment Districts pro- 
vided. Prior to deleting apart- 
ments as a permitted use from the 
old Zoning By-Law in 1965, mul- 
tiple family dwellings had been 
permitted in both the General 
Residence and Business Districts. 
The present recommendation not 
only provides strict definition of 
types of apartment buildings per- 
mitted but recommends special 
districts for this use. 

Section 2 and 3 

These Sections are of extreme 
importance, particularly to own- 
ers of property which will not 
conform to the new regulations if 
passed. 

It is commonly felt that a zon- 
ing change creating a non-con- 
formity automatically and seri- 
ously impairs the value of the 
property. The Planning Board 
sincerely believes that this effect 
on property values tends to be 
greatly exaggerated. There are 
some outstanding examples of 
property in Winchester which is a 
non-conformity that has actually 
been enhanced in value because 
of its ability to be maintained in 
a district not otherwise used for 
tlie purpose. Furthermore, this 
proposed By-Law and the State 
Zoning Enabling Act both give 
broad guarantees that a non-con- 
forming use cun be be maintained 
indefinitely not just by the pres- 
ent owner but by those to w r hom 
the property is sold.

This letter is intended to take 
issue with a letter appearing in the 
January 28, 1971 edition of The 
Star, concerning: the cost and need 
of the satellite fire station at Ridge 
Street and Lockeland Road. It pur- 
ports to show that the Town of 
Winchester, in approving construc- 
tion, has signed up for $2,000,000 
of expenditures over the next ten 
years. There are also comments im- 
plying that the Town Meeting had 
somehow managed to overreact in 
proceeding with construction. 

As a member of the group peti- 
tioning for this station, and later 
a member of the Building Sub- 
Committee, I feel qualified to rebut 
these arguments with facts, and 
to assure the Town that it has made 
a responsible and sound decision. 
It is a matter of public record that 
the cost of this station is $1(57,000. 
That figure includes contingency 
costs. 

The Board of Selectmen surveyed 
the personnel and equipment re- 
quirements and recommended, with 
Chief Amico, that one additional 
fireman per shift will be needed, 
or a total incremental hiring of 
four. In addition, there would be 
the upgrading of four men to su- 
pervisory positions, for a total of 
$45,000 per year present cost. The 
other firemen are to be shifted from 
the present station, at no additional 
expense. 

No apparatus purchases are con- 
templated. Allowing for inflation, 
a yearly cost of $51,000, or about 
$0.28 on the tax rate per year, is 
anticipated for the next ten years. 

The supposed expense of $250,000 
for maintenance is completely un- 
substantiated. The building itself 
costs only $167,000. One-quarter 
million dollars additional is a lot 
of maintaining. The Building Sub- 
Committee made every effort to 
minimize maintenance, which we 
generously estimate at $2,000 per 
year, or $20,000 over ten years 

The ten year projections, then, 
are as follows: 


With all the write-ups and arti- 
cles in the Winchester Star during 
the past two weeks concerning the 
recent Special Town Meetings, 
something of community interest 
went unnoticed. 

On Monday, January 18, the first 
of two Special Town Meetings was 
held at the Winchester High School 
Auditorium. Due to a resignation 
of a Town Meeting Member in 
Precinct Two, Norman E. Doucette 
Jr. of 9 Governors Avenue was 
nominated as one of the registered 
voters to fill the vacancy. 

Upon completion of the voting 
by the present Town Meeting Mem- 
bers of Precinct Two, Mr. Doucette 
became the first 19 year-old Town 
Meeting Member to serve under 
the new law in Winchester. He 
actively participated throughout 
both Special Town Meetings with 
all the powers of a regular Town 
Meeting Member. 

Being the first in his age brac- 
ket, Mr. Doucette exhibited initia- 
tive. responsibility, and strength 
of character by displaying his in- 
terest in the Town government of 
Winchester. Climaxing his experi- 
ence at the Special Town Meetings, 
Mr. Doucette then filed nomination 
papers seeking a three-year term 
as a Town Meeting Member to be 
voted on in the March town elec- 
tions. 

In effect, one cannot overlook 
the fact that it took Mr. Doucette 
a mere 18 days (from January 1, 
1971 to January 18, 1971) to exer- 
cise his newly acquired privilege, 
namely the right to vote and to 
represent others in public office, 
in this case. Precinct Two. Norman 
E. Doucette Jr. gave to Winches- 
ter and probably to the whole Com- 
monwealth of Masachusetts its 
first teen-age representative in 
municipal government well before 
the upcoming town^ city, or state 
elections. To you, Norman E. Dou- 
cette Jr. . . . bravo!

Alternate Site 
For Housing For 
Elderly Favored 

Editor of the Star: 

At the Thursday, January 21, 
Town Meeting the 3.5 acre parcel 
cf Palmer Street land described in 
Article Six of the Warrant was 
transferred to the Winchester Hou- 
sing Authority. 

This action was taken despite 
the fact, that the Housing Author- 
ity has presented sparse and mis- 
leading information to substantiate 
such a transfer. It was also taken 
despite the fact that discussion 
was abruptly terminated after al- 
lowi.'g only a few Town Meeting 
Member- to speak. We all know 
from the Monday meeting that at 
least five citizens desired to speak. 

I am very disappointed by a 
representative Town Meeting that 
apparently approves the right of 
a public committee to make mis- 
leading statements and approves 
the squelching of opposite opinions. 
After all, the issue was whether 
Palmer Street was a suitable loca- 
tion for the proposed housing or 
•not and such a question certainly 
should be able to be answered ob- 
ively. However, there was ab- 
lutely no valid information pro- 
fited either Monday or Thursday 
which a considered judgement 
. i uld be made. 

An objective decision requires 
accurate facts. I think the follow- 
ing pertinent facts should have 
been presented. 

a. The Arlington Housing Au- 
thority tried garden apartments 
only on the initial project. Their 
other two projects are a seven- 
story', 100 unit building on about 
61,000 square feet and a 13-story f , 
136-unit building on about 44,000 
square feet. Their 20 year experi- 
ence shows that 85 percent of the 
units have a single resident. 

b. Present plans are for 48 units 
on Palmer Street, capable of 55 
occupants based on Arlington fig- 
ures. Thus with 226 currently eligi- 
ble, three out of every four appli- 
cants will be turned down. 

e. The Palmer Street lot has an 
irregular surface, with an average 
level that is about 30 feet above 
the pond level and has peaks about 
40 feet above. I estimate about 80 
percent of the total area is usable, 
about 122,000 square feet, because 
the land drops sharply to the pond 
level. Based on Arlington’s seven- 
story building, we should be able 
to have over four times the num- 
ber of units as proposed. The pre- 
sent proposal squanders our natu- 
ral resource. 

d. The present Wedge Pond 
beach and playground area is ad- 
versely affected. The exit driveway 
from the beaeh parking lot lies on 
the land given to the WHA and 
so must be replaced. Also, some of 
the swimming area may be lost 
due to land-grading operations on 
the WHA lot. This might have 
been apparent to Town Meeting 
Members if the WIIA had present- 
ed a slide showing the plot plan. 

e. It was stated several times 
by the WHA that the Palmer 
Street site would entail absolutely 
no eost to Winchester. This is not 
strictly true. Water and sewage 
must be brought many hundreds 
of feet to the site at town eost. 
A new exit drive for the beach 
area must be provided, again at 
town cost; Sidewalks also must be 
provided. Are there any other hid- 
den costs? 

f. As reported in the Star, Jan- 
uary 14, the WHA stated that the 
“tract of land is near bus service, 
the First National Store, churches, 
and is within one-sixth of a mile 
walking distance to Winchester 
(’enter.” Though inaccurate and 
misleading, the WHA has not gi- 
ven any explanatory justification. 

Clearly one-sixth of a mile is 
S80 feet, and according to the 
Warrant, the lot frontage on Palm- 
er Street is 858 feet — nearly one- 
sixth mile. Color slides shown at 
Thursday’s Town Meeting l*» illu- 
strate the veracity of the above 
quote were photographed directly 
across the frozen ice of Wedge 
Pond, certainly the shortest dis- 
tance but hardly wulkable. 

Bus service technically exists on 
Main Street daily except Sunday 
between Woburn and Winchester 
Center. An official stop does not 
exiiit, uithuugh aouictiincj hm>cb 


can be flagged down. Buses run 
hourly. No wind shelters exist. 

Average walking distance from 
the Palmer site to Main Street is 
a quarter mile, or halfway between 
the situ and the traffic circle in 
Winchester Center. 

Churches are over a half mile 
walk from the site. The terrain is 
i ot level and even with sidewalks, 
plowed and sanded by the town, 
walking will be treacherous. 

g. The Palmer site overlooks 
the Wedge Pond beach. The sum- 
mer months with their playground 
noise level from morning to eve- 
ning hardly provide a suitable at- 
mosphere for elderly citizens. 

h. The 48 units called for by 
present WHA plans can only be a 
•beginning. Now that a toe-hold is 
established on Palmer Street, can 
we expect to see the project spread 
around the pond? Under what cir- 
cumstances can the WHA exercise 
eminent domain rights? 

i. The Palmer recreation area 
has now lost its expansion poten- 
tial. As Winchester grows, this 
loss will become more keenly felt, 
especially by those who now enjoy 
the beach and tennis facilities. 

It seems obvious that Palmer 
Street is not a suitable location 
for housing for elderly. It is not 
convenient for all-weather walking 
to town and public facilities. It 
squanders land by not housing an 
adequate number of those now or 
expected to be eligible. It is next 
to a seasonally noisy recreation 
area. It represents only a token 
solution to housing, so the issue 
of more land must come up again. 
1 do not see why WHA resorted 
to half truths to get the land. 

I believe an acceptable, conveni- 
ent alternate site exists and can 
be found. Interested citizens can 
call or drop a postcard to me to 
lend support to this idea.

THE BOOK OF EXPERT DRIVING 

by E. P. Fates 

The Library has a new book on driving that will 
interest those who are learning and those who drive 
a great deal. It is considered a professional driver’s 
book, not a racing driver’s or teacher’s text. * 

The reader is warned that what is said is frankly 
controversial in spots: in discussing left-foot brak 
ing. “side-contact” driving, and the use of emergency 
flares. It reports on changing driver techniques. 

The expert driver needs a good car and needs 
to know how to handle emergencies, such as the 
hood flying open, a deer landing on the windshield, 
or cargo falling off a truck ahead of you. 

Good judgment is the password to expert driving. 
But, as the author says, “The way to think ahead 
for onco-in-a-lifetime emergencies is to practice 
the basic skills so that you won’t even start to pan- 
ic.” By mastering the skills outlined in this book, 
one can avoid accidents. 

Certain things should be checked daily: the tires, 
the lights, and the garage floor for signs of trouble: 
rusty water, dark blue-black stains for oil leakage, 
and pink, gray, or tan liquid under the front-seat 
position, meaning a leak from the automatic trans- 
mission. A puddle under brakes means brakes might 
fail. 

The author has diagrams of different types of 
collisions and how to avoid them. He has something 
new to say about speed: “Every driver has his own 
best speed range.” And, “Every car has its own 
best speed.” 

“The faster drivers should be called ‘smooth’ 
rather than ‘fast.’ The brisk, ‘smooth’ driver keeps 
moving but rarely gets arrested because he is not 
a speeder and does not bother other drivers. He 
makes no dramatic starts and stops. He does not 
cut in and out. He makes fast time mainly because 
he keeps a steady, smooth pace and constantly 
watches the road ahead” 

About left-foot braking the author contends that 
for the advanced driver whose car has automatic 
transmission, it offers advantages. It gives split- 
second control. It has some dangers in the re-learning 
process. But beginners should learn the right-foot 
method. The left-foot is an improvement that can 
come later. 

The best cure for steering fatigue is the tilt 
wheel. If you haven’t got a car with a tilt wheel, 
you can avoid fatigue on long trips by slip steering. 
“The right hand, at the two, three, or four o’clock 
positions, does most of the work — at least on 
straight, easy stretches of road. The left hand, when 
not actually needed to help in turning, mainly acts 
as a kind of brake or clutch. It remains generally 
at the eight o’clock position and as the wheel is 
turned it merely grips the rim to help control it 
momentarily or else relaxes and lets the rim slip 
through the loosely clenched fist.” This type of 
steering if done propertly steadies the driver. 

The old rule of staying one car length back for 
every ten miles of speed has been discarded by some 
experts. It’s now two car lengths back for every 
ten miles of speed. And at 60 mph in dense traffic 
the following distance has been lengthened to 18-20 
car lengths. But many excellent drivers in rush- 
hour-city-expressway traffic get along quite well with 
a six-car-length gap at 60 mph. They’re a special 
breed of high-pressure drivers. 

In driving on thruways, a few extra pounds of 
air in the tires adds stability at speed. It also adds 
coolness and keeps tires safer. And on the thruways, 
get in between the wolf packs. Keep a cushion of 
empty space around you, if possible. 

The author has suggestions on how to deal with 
tailgate rs, being blocked behind a truck, and when 
to stay away from trucks, the use of low beams on 
a sharp curve at night. In a severe storm with live 
wires down on the car, stay inside until someone 
tells you the power is shut off. Rubber tires protect 
the driver, but in stepping out too soon, you can 
get electrocuted. 

In some emergencies, there is one kind of braking 
that will stop a car in a straight-line quickly: ca- 
dence braking, developed by a European skid expert. 
You stab the brake in time with the car’s own 
natural rocking rhythm. This needs practice.

had to file if he had $600 or more 
income. Single persons 65 or over 
do not have to file a return unless 
they have $2300 or more instead 
of $1200 as in the past. 

The increased filing requirements 
apply also to married couples, but 
only if they live together and file 
jointly and neither is a dependent 
of another taxpayer. Such a cou- 
ple, under 65, don’t have to file 
a return until their combined in- 
come reaches $2300. If both are 65 
or over, no return is due on in- 
come under $3500, or under $2900 
if one of them is 65 or over. 

Married persons filing separate- 
ly, however, are still required to 
file return;, on incomes of $600 or 
more, the same as in the past. 

Persons with net profit of $400 
or more from self-employment 
must file and pay the self-employ- 
ment tax, even though no income 
tax may be due. 

Anyone not required to file but 
who has income tax withheld 
should file a return to get his re- 
fund, Mr. Klinsman said.

At the February meeting of Win- 
chester Little League, Inc., Presi- 
dent A1 Fiorelli pointed out how 
the new redistricting among the 
town’s precincts would affect team 
assignments of Little League. 

Little League’s American and 
National Leaguers are set up so 
that those boys living in Precincts 
1, 3, and 5 play in the American 
League, while those who reside in 
Precincts 2, 4, and 6 play in the 
National League. 

“Since, basically, assignment of 
players into either League affects 
only Major and Senior League, 
parents should take into considera- 
tion any change of their Precinct 
when bringing their boy to try-outs, 
next month.” cautioned Mr. Fiorilli. 
“If a boy who played in the Minor 
Leagues last year has changed 
from, for instance, a National 
League Precinct, by reason of his 
address, to an American League 
Precinct, he will try out for an 
American League team of the Ma- 
jor Leagues. However, if he is not 
selected for a Major League team, 
he may, repeat, may choose to play 
another year with his 1970 team.” 

Little League rules do not per- 
mit a player from an American 
Leugue Precinct to qualify for a 
position on the National League’s 
All Star team, and vice versa, look- 
ing forward to the season's end 
and ultimate honors. 

When tryouts are announced, 
there will be instructions published 
for the benefit of Little League as- 
pirants as to which League field 
they should report. 

Mr. Fiorilli emphasized, however, 
“Those boys who are already on 
Major League teams whose resi- 
denee-Precinct has changed to the 
other League’s jurisdiction are not 
affected by the shift, this year. In 
addition, hi* may continue, without 
prejudice, in his 1970 League until 
lie becomes over age for his cate- 
gory. This holds true for Senior 
League us well.”

I Advice Offered

Are you getting ready to retire? 
John E. Lonergan Jr., district 
manager of the Cambridge Social 
Security Office, has some tips that 
may help save you time and trou- 
ble when you apply for your social 
security benefits. 

A telephone call to the social 
security office is the first step. 
Gall 491-0700 and ask for Tele- 
service. Your questions can he an- 
swered. it is possible that your 
claim can be completed with this 
one telephone call. 

You should have your social se- 
curity card or a record of your so- 
cial security number, proof of your 
age, and your last year’s income 
tax withholding statement. If you 
are self-employed, a copy of last 
year’s income tax return anil evi- 
dence of payment of tin* self-em- 
ployment contribution is required. 

If your wife also is. applying for 
benefits, she should have evidence 
of her age and her social security 
card or a record of her number if 
she has one. 

The best evidence of nge is a 
birth or baptismal certificate made 
within five years of your birth. 
However, if these are not available, 
other documents may be used. Gm- 
» erally, the older the document the 
better. 

If you have children under 18 — 
or youngsters between 18 and 22 
who are full-time students — their 
birth certificates and records of 
their social security numbers are 
necessary. A child who was dis- 
abled prior to age 18 may also be 
eligible. 

It’s generally a good idea to ap- 
ply about three months before you ! 
retire. Don’t delay because you 
don’t have any of the required doc- 
uments or information. The people 
mi the social security office will be 
glad to help you get the necessary 
information.

— you.”

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Seventh Graders Board Votes More Funds Host Offiee 


To Take Spanish 

The Winchester School Com- 
mittee, meeting Monday night, 
February 8, in Vinson-Owen 
School, approved the introduction 
of Spanish at the seventh grade 
level in the secondary schools 
language curriculum. 

Also claiming the Committee’s 
attention at that time was bus- 
sing. The motion udopted will 
eliminate bussing for transfer 
students at all grade levels as of 
September of 1971 except in ac- 
cordance with the mileage regula- 
tions formulated by the School 
Committee. 


Authorization for the introduc- 
tion of Spanish into the seventh 
grade is dependent upon the avail- 
ability of funds. There will be no 
increase in staff and space is not 
considered to be a problem. 

By the 1071 fall opening of 
schools First Year French will be 
offered at the seventh, eighth, and 
ninth grade levels; First Year 
German in the ninth; and First 
Year Spanish in the seventh. 
When begun at the seventh &rade 
level the audio-lingual approach 
to learning is stressed. 

Commenting on costs. Dr. Wal- 
ter P. Gleason, assistant superin- 
tendent for curriculum and in- 
struction, estimated the sum at

Forest Street 
Accident Victim 
Dies Sunday 


The misery of Friday’s snow 
and ice storm was compounded in 
Winchester by the incidence of 
a fatal motor vehicles accident on 
Forest Street.

000 previously slashed from out-of-statc travel funds 
for Town officials. Several Town department heads appeared at the 
Selectmen’s meeting Monday evening, February 8, to ask the board to 
up the S2,50() travel budget and to remove the stipulation that trips 
be limited to New England. 


Town departments had request- 
ed a total of $5,817 for expenses 
in attending professional meet- 
ings and conferences.

Muraco School Questionnaire 
Results Reported 


Results of a questionnaire completed by parents of children in the 
Muraco School were published in the January Muraco School News- 
letter. 

Muraco Principal Richard II. Young reported the following to his 
parents. 

“Ever since the Francis J. Muraco School opened four years ago 
there has been a lively interest in the minds of parents and teachers 
concerning attitudes toward our type of school. Parents and citizens 
have made inquiries about the open area concept. 

"Many also have wondered if the physical environment and pro- 
gram are meeting the needs of the children. Ultimately the consumer 
is the best judge of such concerns. This fall Muraco parents were asked 
to state some opinions. 

“A questionnaire was developed by the administration and staff of 
the school. It was their intention to provide parents an opportunity to 
criticize their school. The results of this questionnaire would be used 
by the staff to assess the school and make further improvements iq the 
program. 

“During the parent-teacher conference time the questionnaire was 
handed to the parents to be filled out anonymously and placed into a 
closed box.

New Spanish ma- 
terials must he acquired. The 
number of students electing Span- 
ish is, of course, not known at this 
time.

An evaluation of the 
modular scheduling as prepared 
by a division of W’estinghousc 
Learning Corporation, February, 
19(59. was distributed by Superin- 
tendent Klemer. I 

According to this evaluation, 
students appreciate this flexibil- 
ity, and self-responsibility; stu- 
dents make greater use of re- 
source materials and special fa- 
cilities through flexibility; such 
students score higher on tests of 
critical thinking; no systematic 
differences between mean scores 
by students in flexible and tradi- 
tional schools were noted on 
standardized achievement tests. 

However, teachers rate such 
student’s achievement higher; 
teachers rate student behavior in 
each setting about the same; a 
l majority of teachers who have ex- 
1 perienced both programs seem to 
prefer the flexible; teachers and 
students favor independent study 
| and small group instruction to 
that in large groups. 

Teachers report having more 
time under a flexible program but 
seem to use it less constructively; 
teachers’ hours and work are 
longer and heavier, the feel, 
i though classroom hours and stu- 
dents loads are sometimes lighter; 
and studies of teacher morale in 
flexible and traditional schools 
show no important differences.

BOOK REVIEW

VIBRATIONS 

bg George A. Woods 

Who is this book for? Teenagers? Yes. Young 
adults? Yes. Adults? Definitely yes! — whether 
they have children, grandchildren or not. This is 
the story of adolescence, which every grown-up 
must remember whether he wishes to or not. Told 
by a seventeen-year-old boy, an only child, it is still, 
in essence, the story of all growing up. Reviewers 
have compared “Vibrations” to “Catcher in the Rye” 
in a “gentler version.” I think the comparison is 
wrong. The protagonist of “Vibrations” is a normal 
hoy as Holden Caulfield was not. He is distinctive 
solely in that he is an only child and a boy, but his 
reactions to growing up are equally valid for sib- 
lings and girls. Any adult should he able to identify 
with his feelings — they are universal, and painful. 

He wanted awfully to have an older brother to 
talk to, to advise him, to share chores with, even to 
protect him. He really feels this loss — to the point 
of adopting a surrogate, five years older than him- 
self, who virtually ignores him. He might have re- 
sented an existent brother as much as he resented 
the lack of one — but ho is an adolescent. An older 
brother might have given him tips on sex — “There 
are a lot of questions you can’t ask adults, maybe it 
embarrasses them or you. So you have to get the 
answers from other kids your own age. A brother 
would have come in handy.” — on bullies, on the 
vagaries of parents, but what help could a brother 
have given on the belief in God? Could he convince 
a high schooler that he had really won a track race 
in a terrific death-defying burst of energy when 
the second placer (already a letter man) said in 
a low voice “I let you win.” How would a brother 
know i 

To a very young child, his problems are unique. 
He doesn’t realize when his father occasionally comes 
home drunk that sometimes other fathers do, too. 
He is horrified at ten when the police take him in 
for breaking windows in an abandoned hotel annex — 
it had been an exhilarating experience for him and 
his friends. But at seventeen he can remember — 
and hate himself “for being mean and cruel and able 
to hate.” He cannot forget the cruelties he has com- 
mitted, nor forgive himself. Who can? He is finally 
mortified *by his mother’s ugly misconstruction of his 
relations with a truly nice girl who was a much- 
needed friend to him. He never saw her again. 
Adults are a mystery. “I guess I’ll always be puz- 
zled by adults, the things they do, the games they 
play. Oh, yes, they play games; the things they do 
are so crazy that I don’t know what else to make out 
of their actions other than to say it must be a game.” 
No one seems to be very much in the scene and chil- 
dren are always being punished for what seems to 
them no wrong. 

The author is Children’s Book Editor of the New 
York Times Review, and I wish he had omitted a 
chapter (which may be not only probable but auto- 
biographical) on teen-age experiences in a mortu- 
ary. His dialogue is authentic and certainly his sen- 
sitive hero’s retrospects are. Here is the ending, 
spoken by the narrator at his father’s grave, days 
after the funeral. 

“Look Mr. Bookie, hunter, chainsaver, gold tooth, 
con-man. salesman — and sometimes boozer, you 
were my father. That meant a hell of a lot to me, 
and it still does. I never told you this before. Maybe 
I needed all these days, and this night and all the 
vibrations from the past to say it — I loved you.” 

It should be every father’s epitaph and it is nice 
to know that an adolescent will not only recognize 
but voice his feeling — if only to himself.

Superintendent O’Brien said 
that the DPW feels that the trees 
should he removed for “good 
construction.”

"I feel the Winchester H.ghway 
Department has done a commend- 
able job of snow removal and 
that this high level of mainten- 
ance be continued.” 

Dr. Michael C. Nash of 79 My- 
opia Road, in his letter to the 
Selectmen, stated: 

“For years, the Highway De- 
partment has kept the streets in 
good driving conditions during 
the winter season. Recently the 
policy, for which Winchester has 
established a reputation, has 
(hanged. This morning a car on 
Arlington Street skidded in my 
side of the road, and a head-on 
collision, was avoided by sheer 
luck. 

“1 wish to express my disappro- 
val iu a change of your policy of 
protection against icy roads. I 
am fully aware of the ecology but 
believe when all the advantages 
and disadvantages are weighed, 
the saving of lives is the most 
important. 

“I have talked to a number of 
people, a large number, who feel 
the same way. 

“Will you please notify me as 
to what you intend to Jo about 
this ?”

Mrs. Mary L. Bradley of lfi 
Sherwood Road advised the board 
as follows: 

“We have lived at the same 
address since 1948 — the corner 
of .Sherwood Road and Ledynrd 
Road — which is practically in- 
accessible when th° roads are 
covered by snow or ice. Each 
street in the area contains either 
a step hill o** a moderately steep 
grade, and the residents park 
cars in the street on whichever 
side is convenient for them. 

“Going to work we can go 
downhill on Sherwood Road, and 
if Sargent Road ( moderate up- 
grade) is passable, reach High- 
land Avenue, or turn left on 
Sargent Road (a lesser grade) 
and reach Main Street via Town 
Way. 

“After trying all the alterna- 
tives over the years 1 found that 
the only dependable route to re- 
turn to our home is from High- 
land Avenue (always clear) over 
Pierrepont Road (a moderate up- 
grade) Ledynrd Rond (a steeper 
upgrade) then downhill with a 
right-hand turn into Sherwood 
Road and a very difficult turn 
into our driveway. 

“I was extremely dismayed 
yesterday to find that no salt or 
sand haJ been applied to Pierre- 
pont Road, calusing my car to 
skid all over the road (thankfully 
no other vehicles were in that 
area at the time). In reporting 
this to the Highway Department 
this morning I learned that they 
had been instructed to cense 
spreading salt or sand on Pierre- 
pont Road. 

“I must point out that the 
safety of the school children, the 
drivers, and their vehicles should 
be of major concern to your 
Board and to the Highway De- 
partment, and that the small 
quantity of salt or sand required 
for Pierrepont Road and Ledyard 
Road would have little effect on 
vegetation or wildlife in the area. 
When diluted by melting snow or 
eventual rain, it would be of no 
consequence whatever. ( Having 
been employed in the United 
States Department of Interior 
for 15 years, I am concerned a- 
bout Ecology — but after Safety.) 

“The plowing, salting and sand- 
ing of Winchester's streets have 
been much improved in recent 
years. Please don’t minimize the 
adverse conditions.” 

Fire Station Topic 

The West Side Fire Station 
was the subject in a letter re- 
ceived hv the Selectmen this week 
from Stanley L. Lewis of 6 Bacor. 
Street, a Precinct Three Town 
Meeting Member. Mr. Lewis 
wrote in part: 

“May -I call your attention to 
letter in the 4 February issue 
of the Star discussing a ten year 
cost projection of $997,000 to 
build, equip, staff, operate and 
maintain the West Side Fire 
Station ? 

"To place that letter in per- 
spective, I understand that the 
Fire Department has an author- 
ized strength today of fifty posi- 
tions, of which two are presently 
vacant. I understand further that 
the Chief will ask for two extra 
people, beginning in March '71, 
making a new hire of four fire- 
fighters to go with the forty-eight 
who are on the payroll today. The 
total projected 1971 Fire Depart- 
ment strength then becomes fifty- 
two positions. 

“1 believe that the gentleman 
who wrote th»> letter noted above 
has fairly represented the budge- 
tary data presented by you dur- 
ing the 2 January Town Meet- 
ing. Of course, the gentleman did 
state that the $65>7,000 was a 
10 -year cost projection, but he 
implies that his figure was reach- 
ed only after: 

The Board of Selectmen survey- 
ed the personnel and equipment 
requirements and recommended, 
with Chief Amico, that one addi- 
tional Fireman per shift would 
he needed or a total incremental 
hiring of four (Firefighters). 

“My problem is that I cannot 
correlate the personnel projec- 
tions. On the one hand, the Town 
seems to need forty-eight men to 
staff the Central Fire Station. On 
the other hand, I understand that

the new Fire Station will require 
thirteen men ns a bare minimum, 
hut we are only hiring four new 
Firefighters. Surely, the Board 
would not have the Town believe 
that the Fire Department has 
had nine extra men all these 
years or would the Board have us 
believe that those nine positions 
will never he returned to the Cen- 
tral Fire Station. 

“I assume that the Board’s 
recommendations are based on a | 
current New England Fire In- 
surance Rating Bureau Report. If 
not, they should be. Accordingly, 

I would like to request that: 

“(A) The Board confirm the 
$997,000 figure which is based on 
a Fire Department strength of 
fifty-two positions, no major ad- 
ditional purchases of firefighting 
equipment and a town population 
of approximately 30,000 persons. 
Confirmation of this position 
should he construed ns acceptance 
of a ceiling of fifty-two positions 
forrthe 1970’s, at least. 

“(B) If the Board cannot con- 
firm the above, would they please 
state their proposed revisions? 
This assumes a moderate incrense 
or decrease in the $997,000 — 
say give or take five percent? 

“If the Board projects a ten- 
year cost which exceeds $097- 
000 plus a five percent conti n- 
gency would they please suspend 
immediately further construction 
on the new Fire Station pending 
the outcome of Town Meeting de- 
bate on revised 10 -year cost da- 
ta? This assumes , that in ten 
years the projected cost of the 
new Fire Station will be approx- 
imately two million dollars which 
is based on a Fire Department 
strength of no less than sixty- 
two positions, the purchase of 
some new equipment (beyond nor- 
mal wear and tear on existing 
equipment) and a Town popula- 
tion of approximately 30,000 per- 
sons. It further assumes that 
the Board was mistaken in its 
figures upon which the Town 
Meeting voted approval — in 
which case the Town deserves 
the right to hear and debate re- 
vised data. 

“At first glance, this may ap- 
pear that I am beating a dead 
horse. Please believe that this is 
not my intent although I do not 
favor said Fire Station. My pur- 
pose in seeking this information 
is to see to it that the Town has 
proper decision-making data 
when we vote on the 1971 Fire 
Department Budget and future 
budgets. From my limited exper- 
ience at Town Meeting, this has 
not been the case and since we 
are acting on an item of growing 
cost significance, I feel the situa- 
tion should be rectified or at least 
fully understood before those, 
costs get out of hand. 

“May I count on your coopera- 
tion? May I expect yqur reply 
in the February 11 issue of the 
Star?”

This is a buy and sell agreement 
in which the corporation is obli- 
gated to purchase the stock of a 
deceased major stockholder. By 
law. this purchase may not jeopar- 
dize the interests of creditors. Life 
insurance is the most satisfactory 
method of funding the agreement. 

The plan is established by the 
corporation buying life insurance 
policies on each major stockholder 
and naming itself beneficiary. Thus 
the death of a stockholder doesn’t 
upset the agreement by necessitat- 


ing transferal of the remaining 
policies. Also, the remaining stock 
increases in value because the 
other stockholders own larger pro- 
portions of the business. 

As with other buy and sell a- 
greenients, this plan provides a 
market for the decendent’s stock 
and prevents outsiders from exert- 
ing influence.

Square, Boston line which runs 
via Cambridge Street, according 
to the MBTA. 

The service reductions were 
recommended by the MBTA Ad- 
visory Board in an attempt to 
save $1,250,000 annually. 

The MBTA deficit is expected 
to surpass $50,000,000 in 1971. 
MBTA officials estimate the aver- 
age cost of providing bus service 
to he $18 an hour for each vehicle 
when operating.

Special Town Meeting 


James Cullen of 82 Bacon 
Street asked, “Where do you ex- 
peet business to go to if you 
keep cutting down the business 
area ?” 

Mrs. Margaret Mahoney Nunes 
of 220 Cambridge Street spoke 
as an attorney representing sev- 
eral businessmen in the Main and 
Swanton Streets area. 

The non-conforming aspect of 
the proposed Zoning By-Law was 
its main problem, according to 
Mrs. Nunes. It “renders virtually 
valueless many of the businesses,” 
Mrs. Nunes claimed. 

“It is inherent in the By-Law 
that non-conforming use will be 
eliminated," Mrs. Nunes contin- 
ued. There was “not a pyramid- 
ing effect as we now have in our 
By-Law," she added. 

“Ninety percent of property 
becomes non-conforming," Mrs. 
Nunes went on. "Either non-con- 
forming building or non-conform- 
ing use." 

“We’re going to need mini- 
courthouses in this town to de- 
fine this non-conforming section," 
Mrs. Nunes stated. 

“Our variance provision is 
completely unconstitutional," she 
declared. 

Mrs. Nunes said that the non- 
conforming businesses are largely 
sole proprietorships whose own- 
ers have “built them up.” 

“They cannot add eight feet for 
parking for one more car; they 
cannot add i ne extra hour for 
business; they would be enlarg- 
ing the business," she continued. 

If the By-Law is passed, and 
a non-conforming business is 
sold, the new owners would be 
unable to "change one wall," Mrs. 
Nunes stated. 

“I maintain that it is grossly 
unfair to the small businessman,” 
Mrs. Nunes continued. 

“We’ve acceded to the demands 
of the Telephone Company," she 
went on. "You litle guys are be- 
ing made into second class citi- 
zens if this By-Law passes." 

“My clients want the status 
quo to remain. We don’t even 
want to bring in amendments. I 
ask when you vote when it comes 
to Town Meeting to think of the 
little men. If we push them out 
for big business, we’ll all bj 
wiped out," Mrs. Nunes declared. 

Arthur .1. Hewis Jr. of 1)1 
Swanton Street asked Mr. Schae- 
fer if the Planning Board has 
considered whether it will close 
Hill Street and whether the Wo- 
burn branch of the Boston and 
Maine Railroad faces discontinu- 
ance. 

Mr. Schaefer said that thought 
had been given earlier to a possi- 
ble closing of Hill Street, but the 
street was not going to be closed 
under present plans. 

On the Woburn branch, Mr. 
Schaefer said that he had heard 
some “fairly definite rumors” 
that rail service would be dis- 
continued under long range plan- 
ning but that the Massachusetts 
Bay Transportation Authority

and other agencies have assured 
those inquiring that there are “no 
specific or definite plans for dis- 
continuance." 

“1 feel that our planning must 
be based on the possibility it may 
be in the distant future; not at 
this time.” Mr. Schaefer said. 

"Our purpose tonight is to get 
reactions from the citizenry," Mr. 
Schaefer pointed out. 

"We have had to keep in mind 
that some of these areas have 
been zoned for business for many 
years and have never developed 
much. This section on non-con- 
formity is not something we 
pulled out of the air. It is al- 
most an exact replica from the 
model zoning code with some 
modifications.” 

The provisions are not "irre- 
sponsible or unheard of any- 
where else,” Mr. Schaefer con- 
tinued. 

Mr. Schaefer said that the land 
use map of Winchester “looks 
like the measles.” 

"None of us are going to be 
gobbled up by a developer," Mr. 
Hewis said. 

Mrs. Helen Cullen declared 
“Most communities have been 
honest about this and called it 
urban renewal, but in Winchester 
they call it zoning.” 

“Probably one area in which 
Winchester can increase its tax 
base is apartments," commented 
Mr. Schaefer. 

Michael Boodakian of 34 Ridge 
Street questioned whether Pep- 
per Hill Drive and Dunster Lane 
were wide enough to handle traf- 
fic from a proposed apartment 
development in the vicinity, par- 
ticularly in winter. 

Mr. Schaefer said that if apart- 
ments were constructed, the 
Planning Board "will work on it 
with the developers." 

Mrs. Nunes said tha if apart- 
ments were built, as proposed on 
Cambridge Street, a 900-unit 
apartment house would funnel 
1,800 cars out on Cambridge 
Street. 

“We are one of the most de- 
sirable communities outside Bos- 
ton," Mrs. Nunes declared. “We 
did it with our ‘outmoded zoning.’ 
“Your values are going to come 
down," she continued. “North- 
eastern University is considering 
putting an entire campus on Cam- 
bridge Street. 

"Are we going to let a big 
developer come in and lower all 
our values?” Mrs. Nunes con- 
cluded. 

In response to a request for a 
“financial analysis of zoning,” Mr. 
Schaefer replied, "We estimate a 
probable net gain of something 
like three dollars on the tax rate 
if these apartments are built. The 
figure does not take into effect 
school children. The average num- 
ber of school children is so much 
lower for apartment units than 
for single residences that the 
number of apartments will pro- 
duct- less school children than the 
houses that could be built on this 
land." 


Referring to a Planned Unit 
Development area, apartments up 
to six stories high could be built, 
Mr. Schaefer pointed out. 

William Rverson, commenting 
>n the proposal for apartments, 
said that if land being considered 
for such housing were left as it 
is, .'>00 to 600 more people would 
he added to the town population, 
but that apartments could add 
more than a precinct-sized group 
of people on one plot of land. 

E Charles Iana of 24 Bellevue 
Avenue, president of the Associa- 
tion for the Prevention of pollu- 
tion of the Living, said that his 
group had studied the effect a- 
partments would have on Win- 
chester. He introduced Irving 
Newman of Andover, the organi- 
zation’s attorney. 

"The people I represent object 
very strongly to a policy which 
would permit apartments to be 
constructed in town,” Attorney 
Newman declared. 

He maintained that 2.000 apart- 
ments would increase the town’s 
population 25 percent in five 
years. 

He estimated that 35 houses 
would contain 150 people, of whom 
•10 would be children. There would 
be a total car ownership of 50. 
he estimated. Using the same land 
for garden-type apartments would 
mean 14-1 units containing 400 
persons, owning 200 cars, and 
having an undetermined number 
of children. 

Apartments would bring con- 
gestion. smoke, and noise, he de- 
clared, and are “not in the best 
interests of the town," he con- 
tinued. 

"We take sharp issue with the 
recommendation of the board,” 
Attorney Newman went on. 

"The character of the town will 
be irrevocably damaged by apart- 
ments.” the attorney said. 

He said that the question was 
whether the town should change 
its character and way of life to 
broaden its tax base." 

A 196(5 study showed that of 
1.689 residential acres, 93 percent 
were devoted to single-family 
houses, six percent for two-fam- 
ily homes, and one percent for 
three-family or more housing 
units, he observed. 

Twenty-four percent of the pop- 
ulation of Winchester is attend- 
ing public school, he continued. 
He estimated the 1971 cost for 
education to be $1,300 a child. 

Speaking of apartments, he ask- 
ed. “What will be the fiscal im- 
pact on this community in the 
first five years?" 

“What is good for the develop- 
er is not necessarily good for 
Winchester,” he continued. 

Apartments "would change the 
essence of the character of this 
community," he went on. 

Attorney Newman suggested 
that apartments be deleted from 
the proposed zoning map except 
for special-type housing under 
public authority. 

He urged Winchester residents 
to "join in passing on to their 
children a legacy which we have 
enjoyed.”

uation and subsequent recommen- 
dations. Experimentation with 
new methods of patrol and inves- 
tigation and work with alarm sys- 
tems are inherent to the study. 

Two years ago the Governor 
established the Masacliu-'tts 
Committee on Law Enforcement 
under the direction of the Attor- 
ae\ General. In the fall of 1970 
Chief Bowler was appointed to 
the committee composed of repre- 
sentatives of various criminal jus- 
tice agencies. 

During 1969 and into 1970, tne 
Chief comments, not much was 
accomplished by the committee 
due to lava of money and interest 
by the agencies and to delays. 
Foremo?t among the committee’s 
duties is the administration of 
Federal funds. Such grants were 
more abundant for 1970 when 
this project was formed, and even 
show more promise for 1971. 

Application 

While serving on the commit- 
tee, Chief Bowler participated in 
the compilation of study projects 
eventually subject to Federal 
funding. When the pro.it ct on 
burglaries materialized in Sep- 
tember, Winchester applied. 

"W’o have reason to be proud 
that we received this grant," 
Chief Bowl r adds. Winchester 
is the only town undertaking a 
study of this type. Grants for 
other project- were awarded ei- 
ther to much larger towns or 
those working in combination, 
such as the project "Development 
of optimum strategies for investi- 
gation of crin. * against proper- 
ty" being stui.cd jointly by the 
Now ton and Quincy Police De- 
partment- Falling into the popu- 
lation category of zero to 25,000 
this town was eligible for only 
a very few of the study problems. 

Total project cost is given .»s 
$50,000. Complementing the $28,- 
000 grant, $13,000 of which has 
already been received by the 
Town Treasurer, will be Winche- 
ster’s contribution in personnel 
services and facilities. 

Directly responsible for this 
"attack” on burglary is Chief 
Bowler together with the Winche- 
ster Security Council. The coun- 
cil, composed of community re- 
presentatives, includes Sherman 
W. Saltmarsh Jr., member of the 
Board of Selectmen; Reese 
James, director of Winchester 
Hospital; W. Allan Wilde, local 
insurance agent; and William T. 
Jordan, editor of The Winchester 
Star. 

Officer John W. McKinley has 
been appointed project director. 
It will be his task to administer 
and coordinate the program 
through the Police Department 
statf and the consulting firm en- 
gaged for this project. 

Key Department personnel in- 
volved in the study are Lieuten- 
ant Andrew Crawford; Sergeant- 
Inspector William Haggerty; In- 
spector William Nash; Juvenile 
Officer Richard Beaton; an : Iden- 
tification Officers Daniel Pearson 
and Joseph Perritano. 

Consultants 

The consulting firm, Analytic 
Sciences Corporation of Reading* 
assisted in Winchester’s applica- 
tion for the project. At that time 
competition against other towns 
required the filing of a prelimi- 
nary plan and capability hi liure 
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eiug too much dependent upon 
‘.lie computers, however, r< aiisiug 
that their availability will 
with the conclusion of tile landed 
study. Hope was expressed for 
the possibility of regional i-mupu- 
ters for use by law enforcement 
agencies at some future date, 
also dependent upon Federal gcu- 
erufljty. 


Investigation of each burglary 
will now be more thorough. At- 
tention to detail could reveal any 
existing pattern to these occur- 
rences. Findings as to whether 
such patterns would be applica- 
ble consistently on a regional or 
nationwide scale will be under the 
province of the Committee on 
Law Enforcement, to which the 
final report will be submitted. 

The project’s completion could 
possibly lead to an action grant, 
Chief Bowler speculates. Such 
funds would finance necessary 
personnel and equipment to see 
if the project recommendations 
are actually workable. A grant 
would not necessarily be awarded 
to the town making the study, 
however. 

Comprehensive 

Already a consequence of the 
plan is the continually develop- 
ing burglary report form, termed 
by Chief Bowler as the “most 
unique and comprehensive form 
to our knowledge.” The main 
feature of this form, originally 
taken from that of the Albu- 
querque, New Mexico, Police De- 
partment, is its thoroughness. It 
is accompanied by supplementary’ 
reports concerning the description 
of missing articles and the find- 
ings of the identification officers. 
Evolution to a potential nation- 
wide use, when it would be known 
as the “Winchester form,” is an- 
ticipated. 

Progress has also been made 
with the alarm system coordina- 
tion between residences and Po- 
lice Headquarters. Since the en- 
gagement of a professional firm, 
the various types of alarms con- 
necting with the Station’s console 
have been made to conform. This 
was accomplished at no cost to 
the Town. 

False alarms have been espe- 
cially prevalent in Winchester 
this winter, partially attributable 
to the carelessness of homeown- 
ers who accidently trip alarm 
systems or forget to set them 
and possibly to the cold wea- 
ther. 

"Winchester is a target for 
housebreakers.” Because of its 
character and its proximity to 
the city, it is subject to a rela- 
tively high incidence of burglary. 
A statistic of 800 incidents per 
160,000 population was cited in 
the application for the grant. 
Some of these cases have been 
attributable to support of a drug 
habit, the Chief notes. 

“More assistance from the pub- 
lic would be appreciated." The 
number of burglaries could be 
ment of witnesses in a court case, 
cut down, he estimates, in most 
cases without the direct involve- 
T1 i Department is never too 
busy, nor does it resent, reports 
of suspicious behaviour from 
residents. 

Be Observant 

Aside from the regular precau- 
tions to be taken for securing a 
house vacant for any length of 
time, residents are urged to be 
more observant and obtain the 
best description possible of suspi- 
cious persons, automobiles, etc. 

Winchester, through its Police 
Department, has been the recipi- 
ent of various other grants duo 
to its participation in such groups 
as the Governor’s Highway Safe- 
ty Committee, tiie Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works’ 
TOPICS traffic safety program; 
the Law Enforcement Assistance 
Agency and the Northeastern 
Law Enforcement Council, both 
in which Chief Bowler holds mem- 
bership. 

These and other agencies huve 
been responsible for providing 
the Winchester Department with 
radar equipment; a tclc-procca- 
sor; an ambulance, presently on 
order; various types of police 
training; and assistance to indi- 
vidual officer’s law enforcement 
education. 

The Department’s most recent 
undertaking, which began official- 
ly us of December 15, is a tcu- 
uionlh project.

Council 

The Committee also reduced the 
number of Curriculum Council 
meetings to one each month to cut 
down costs of hiring substitutes 
for Curriculum Council members. 
Also cut from the original budget 
requests were funds for new band 
uniforms. Extra stipends for 
teachers instructing advanced 
placement courses were also elim- 
inated. 

Detailed budget discussions 
with the Finance Committee have 
been in progress since September, 
and in addition to the cuts made 
in the existing staff and pro- 
grams, the Committee attempted 
to reduce the impact of inflation- 
ary increases in the Other Ex- 
penses Account by reducing last 
year’s Maintenance and Repairs 
budget by approximately $16,000. 
This was accomplished by such 
short-term economies as cutting 
in half the funds normally allo- 
cated for painting the interiors 
of the schools. The Committee al- 
so reduced Out-of-State Travel 
by $2,424. 

School Committee Chairman 
Harriet Dieterich stated that the 
School Committee had to contend 
with a $27,000 increase in bus 
transportation costs primarly due 
to increased salaries for bus driv- 
ers negotiating with the bus com- 
pany and a $30,000 increase in 
fuel costs due to the current 
shortage of low-grade fuels. An- 
other $10,000 inflationary in- 
crease was felt in the telephone, 
light and power costs. 

The School Administration 
pointed out that a full year’s op- 
erating costs for the High Street 
School appear in the 1971 School 
Budget as compared with a four- 
month portion in the 1970 budget. 

Capital Outlay 

To balance these uncontrollable 
increases the Capital Outlay ac- 
count total was reduced from last 
year’s $75,000 figure to $55,000. 
In order to cut Capital Outlay to 
this amount, school administrators 
first reduced requests on one-third 
and then cut all audio visual 
equipment allocations in half. 

Despite the $20,000 reduction 
in the Capital Outlay Account and 
cuts in Personal Services and 
Building Maintenance the School 
Committee has been asked by the 
Finance Committee to consider 
further reductions in the School 
Budget. In discussing the Finance 
Committee requests recently, the 
Committee considered reductions 
such as elimination of adult edu- 
cation, summer school, and cur- 
tailing or eliminating certain spe- 
cial programs such as those in 
reading and learning disabilities. 

Also reviewed was the reduc- 
tion of the number of coaches in 
the various sports programs. The 
administration felt that elimina- 
tion of assistants in sports such 
as football, soccer and lacrosse 
would necessitate curtailing 
the game schedules currently 
maintained for those students not 
on the varsity. They noted that, 
for example, sophomores on the 
football team are given the oppor- 
tunity to compete with other soph- 
omores through regularly sched- 
uled games with other towns. Jun- 
ior varsity schedules are carried 
on in other sports. 

The Committee is also consid- 
ering changing the School Com- 
mittee policy on transportation 
so that school children are carried 
only the distance required by 
state law. The state law requires 
that students be transported two 
miles. Winchester currently trans- 
ports elementary children if they 
arc one mile or more from their 
school. 

Cut Out? 

Also being considered are fur- 
ther reductions on Curriculum 
Council funds and/or elimination 
of the councils. The councils have 
been built up over the past several 
years as a means for updating of 
the educational program and re- 
cently were featured in the “N. 
E. A. Journal.” 

Mrs. Dieterich noted that school 
administrators and the Commit- 
tee were hard pressed to make 
further reductions in the School 
Budget as requested by the Fi- 
nance Committee without cutting 
back on specific services which 
have been gradually built up over 
the past four or five years, and 
specific programs that have been 
developed with public encourage- 
ment and support, such as the 
regular summer school and the 
summer program connected with 
Lesley College. 

She added that the School Com- 
mittee needs to know whether or 
not the public wishes to reduce 
services previously supported and 
requested. "The School Committee 
and administration were having 
considerable difficulty in maintain- 
ing existing services in the light 
of inflationary cost increases,” 
she added. 

Superintendent of Schools, Dr. 
Donald A. Kleiner reported that 
as of now the School Budget has 
been reduced to a figure of $6,- 
612,782, representing an increase 
of approximately 11.4 per cent 
over the prior year's budget. The 
past 1970 budget increased ap- 
proximately the same amount 
over the 1969 budget with in- 
creases of staff to bundle increas- 
ed secondary population. The 1969 
Budget increase was 15.6 per cent 
and the 1968 budget increased by 
17.1 per cuit.

SHAKESPEARE 

by Anthony Burycss 
and 

THREE YEARS TO PLAY 

by Colin Machines 

These two books, the former a study of the life 
and times of Shakespeare, and the latter a novel 
about a bastard youth whose life-path crosses that 
of the poet, complement and enhance each other. 

The study of Shakespeare by Anthony Burgess is 
absorbing and entertaining. It is beautifully pro- 
duced, bound and illustrated, delightful to handle 
as well as to read. It is startling to note how like 
the youths of today are in their beards and hair- 
styles to the portraits of their Elizabethan ancestors. 
One must particularly admire the portrait of John 
Donne with its beautiful eyes and sensitive mouth 
and hands. 

Mr. Burgess, who has also written a novel on 
Shakespeare called "Nothing Like the Sun,” has an 
easy, flowing style which informs and entertains 
at the same time. Here is part of a description of 
London. 

"It was a city of loud noises — hooves and raw 
coach-wheels on the cobbles, the yells of traders, 
the brawling of apprentices, scuffles to keep the 
wall and not be thrown into the oozy kennel. 
Even normal conversation must have been loud, 
since everybody was, by our standards, tipsy. 
Nobody drank water, and tea had not yet come 
in. Ale was the standard tipple, and it was 
strong. Ale for breakfast was a good means of 
starting the day in euphoria or truculence. Ale 
for dinner refocillated the wasted tissues of the 
morning. Ale for supper ensured a heavy snor- 
ing repose. The better sort drank wine, which 
promoted good fellowship and led to sword- 
fights. It was not what we would call a sober 
city.” 

Colin Maclnnes’ story is of a youth named Aubrey, 
born during the reign of Queen Elizabeth I, maturing 
early in the way of youth during those hard times, 
when the object, as Anthony Burgess said in his 
book, was to survive childhood. 

As many had done before him, Aubrey made his 
way to London to make his fortune. The three years 
referred to in the title are those from 1598-1600 and 
it is during this time that Aubrey meets and marries 
his wife and encounters Will Shakespeare. Aubrey’s 
pursuit of money and his ambitions take him in and 
out of the Clink, a famous, or rather infamous, pris- 
on and into a play written by the Bard wherein he 
plays the part of “Audrey” - “As You Like It.” His 
wife, Jenny, does not like him to act, or indeed, have 
anything to do with the theatre, because she thinks 
it childish, and her ambition for Aubrey is that he 
should become an inn-keeper. Here is a description 
of Aubrey’s rehearsal-pains. 

“A lad of sixteen does not comfortably confront a 
man twice his age in any business; but in this, 
where they knew all, and we nothing, imagine 
our confusion! And how they sighed and groan- 
ed at all our faults, mocking our clumsy en- 
deavors without pity! And how impossible, to 
us, seemed their perfection when we watched, 
rapt, scenes where there were no women! And 
yet we progressed, ant-like, toward something 
almost seemly; gaining some dominion on our- 
selves, and better understanding of our lines; 
and even winning some small coin of praise Iron! 
the older actors.” 

These two books show clearly the colorful, royster- 
ing, bawdy quality of Elizabethan life and arc both 
highly recompiended.

in each income bracket. Their find- 
ings arc based upon Treasury De- 
partment figures. 

They show that most families in 
the United States that have gross 
incomes of the size reported by 
the average family in Middlesex 
County list deductions of $2,520, 
equal to approximately 17 percent 
of their total earnings. 

In general, it is found, the per- 
centage of income deducted is 
bigger among people in the lower 
brackets and smaller among those 
with large incomes. 

For example, local families in the 
$7,000 to $8,000 range have deduc- 
tions of 21 percent, on average, 
whereas deductions for those in 
the $15,000 to 820,000 area amount 
to only 16 percent of their gross. 

The normal deductions listed for 
families throughout the country 
with incomes corresponding to the 
Middlesex County average are: 
for charitable contributions, $387, 
for interest on loans and on instal- 
ment debt, $865. for local taxes. 
$985. and for medic: 1 expenses, 
$283. 

In some instances, a family’s de- 
ductions may run well above these 
averages. That doer not mean that 
they are improper or will he 
disallowed. It does mean that 
the taxpayer must be able to sub- 
stantiate the figures with proper 
records.

Chairman Raymond J. Kenney 
Jr. presented the estimate at a 
Finance Committee meeting at- 
tended by town officials and the 
public at Town Hall Auditorium 
Thursday evening, February 18. 

The actual tax rate will be set 
by the R6ard of Assessors 

“As we went through the bud- 
gets. we realized that we had to 
put an awfully tight rein on 
them,” Mr. Kenney recalled. “Wo 
are painfully aware that there is 
only so much money for our 
needs.” 

Mr. Kenney said that he was 
“publicly commending town com- 
mittees and departments for the 
approach taken to budgeting. 

“We’re not saying thanks for 
ourselves, but we can convey the 
thanks of the town for the hard, 
long looks that went into the bud- 
get. To a large degree the differ- 
ences are relatively small.” 

"The Finance Committee has 
been meeting in double sessions,” 
Mr. Kenney declared. “Positions 
were not arrived at hastily.” 

Total Budget 

The total town budget is up 
approximately $2.1 million over 
the 1970 figure, Mr. Kenney poin- 
ted out. Forty-two departmental 
budgets showed an increase, 16, 
a decrease, and two, no change. 
Some budgets arose because of 
statutory law requirements, Mr. 
Kenney said. 

“The operating budgets of the 
town are up no more than one- 
half of one percent, except for 
funded debt and for the School 
Department,” Mr. Kenney con- 
tinued. 

School Costs 

"The Finance Committee and 
the School Committee have not 
yet reached a point of agreement 
at which the school budget should 
be,” Mr. Kenney commented. 
“The budget is continuing to go 
down to an extent. We are hope 


ful for a common meeting area 
before the Town Meeting.” 

"The school budget shows ap- 
proximately a seven percent in- 
crease over 1970. It’s been a long 
time since the rate of increase 
has been as low as seven per- 
cent,” Mr. Kenney recalled.

Dr. Do;: aid A. Klemer, 
who were attending the Ameri- 
can Association of School Admin- 
istrators conference in Atlantic 
City, New Jersey. Interviewing 
of candidates for the position of 
superintendent was being conduc- 
ted at the conference. 

Pupil Services 

As a preface to presentation of 
his preliminary status report. Dr. 
Niblick noted that the duties of 
his position, which he assumed in 
December of 1970, have existed 
for 15 years. Pressures were re- 
cently put on this job with the 
purchase of the Town computer 
and the incidence of a mass of 
State legislation which suggests 
that more pupil services be pro- 
vided hy towns. Computer mat- 
ters are now handled by Pro- 
gramming Specialist Norton E.

create a public nuisance or to 
obstruct the flow of water or to 
diminish the public use or enjoy- 
ment of said river, or adjacent 
areas, including all waste or re- 
fuse from any factory or other 
establishment where persons are 
employed.”

Results of the Auerbach study 
arc published in a large book, 
containing four major chapters 
and four appendixes.

Storage Increased 

Authorization of gasoline sto- 
rage at the service station at 
(527-fell Main Street was increas- 
ed from 13,000 to 10,000 gallons 
by Selectmen this week. The sta- 
tion will have tanks for regular, 
premium, and low-lead gasoline. 

Robert McDermott of Texaco, 
Incorporated, represented the ap- 
plicant.

Background Reviewed 

In its systems analysis, Auer- 
bach Associates notes that the 
town leased a computer in late 
19(58 to replace its machine record 
and accounting equipment.

The present staff includes a 
manager, who reports to the 
Town Comptroller; one computer 
operator, and two key punch op- 
erators. In addition, the School 
Department has a parttime liai- 
son representative and a key 
punch operator. 

Advice on the use of data pro- 
cessing is furnished by the Me- 
thods and Procedures Committee. 

The group developed the original 
plan for using the computer uml 
coordinated the Auerbach Asso- 
ciates study.

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WALLFLOWER AT THE ORGY 


By Mo r<b Ephron 


“Wallflower at the Orgy” is a catchy title and be- 
sides that it describes how the author feels about 
her chosen profession. A journalist, she asserts, is 
always finding himself at some gay, fun-filled affair 
where everyone else is enjoying eating, drinking, and 
sex in the back room. He, or in this ease, she is 
standing on the sidelines taking notes. Miss Ephron 
is not entirely happy about being in this category, 
but she has coma to the conclusion that this is the 
kind of person who makes a journalist, like it or not. 


Nora Ephron lives in New York and has written 
for several New York magazines. Her hook is a 
series of loosely strung together articles dealing with 
cafe society, fashion, tht* publishing business, and 
other'sophisticated matters. Some of the things she 
discusses relate indirectly to decisions made here at 
the Winchester Public Library and for that reason 
this reader finds them interesting. For example, 
there is a chapter on Helen Gurley Brown, the ed- 
itor-in-chief of Cosmopolitan magazine. The library 
has recently decided, because of space limitations 
and because of a feeling that the money could be bet- 
ter spent for a more enduring magazine, to dispense 
with the subscription to Cosmopolitan. Nora Ephron 
says about Miss Brown that both she and her period- 
ical are at times offensive. However, she is demon- 
strating forefully that there are more than a million 
American women who are willing to spend sixty cents 
for a magazine not about politics or Vietnam or so- 
cial problems, but merely about how to get a man. 


Another chapter discusses Jacqueline Susann who, 
as everyone knows, wrote “Valley of the Dolls” and 
“The Love Machine.” Both these hooks have been 
widely panned. Both have wound up on the all-time 
best-seller lists. And after some consideration be- 
cause of numerous requests, the library purchased 
both. Miss Ephron says that “The Love Machine” is 
the better book, though not yet exactly to be consid- 
ered a literary work. She also says that neither is 
a “dirty” book. Women don’t care about hard-core 
pornography. But what they really want to read 
about is lust. And Miss Susann’s books are full of 
lust. A third one is coming out soon. It is tentative- 
ly entitled “The Big Man.” 


Still another chapter is called coyly “Eating and 
Sleeping with Arthur Frommer. Arthur Frommer, 
in case you didn’t know, is the author and publisher 
of the immensely popular "Five dollar” books start- 
ing with “Europe on $5 a Day.” Mr. Frommer waxes 
eloquent on his budget tours being not only econom- 
ical, but also the best way to meet the natives. Miss 
Ephron disputes this. You are much more likely to 
meet other tourists travelling the $5-a-Day plan, all 
of them anxious to compare notes and see who is 
saving the most, she says. 


“A Wallflower at the Argy” is not entirely about 
books and publishing. Bill Blass’ fashions for men 
are discussed, as is Women’s Wear Daily’s sneaky 
way of getting scoops, such as the picture of Luci 
Baines’ wedding dress. The author describes being 
“made-over” by the make-up department of Cosmo- 
politan. There is a report of how the cast of “Catch 
*22” on location in the wilds of Mexico entertained 
themselves — word games, crossword puzzles, sitting 
around and shooting the breeze, all in a friendly and 
convivial atmosphere. Everyone was almost too nice. 
As Tony Perkins remarked, “If only there were a 
lemon here, it would give us something to talk about.”

of workshops and in-service train- 
ing opportunities, of better use 
of university and community re- 
source materials is proposed. 

Procurement of grants to carry 
on experimental projects or im- 
prove new ones is desired. Work 
with SEEM, the Mystic Valley 
Mental Health Clinic, and CON- 
CERN would hopefully streng- 
then such services. Participation 
in regional professional meetings 
and work with the Massachusetts 
Association of Pupil Personnel 
Administrators might also contri- 
bute to these goals. 

Administration of system-wide 
testing programs, and improve- 
ment of the cumulative record 
system and job placement is anti- 
cipated. Dr. Niblock would also 
like to oversee the coordination of 
guidance activities at the secon- 
dary level for the balance of the 
school year. 


Legislation 


The mass of State legislation 
regarding pupil services may be 
divided into either mandatory or 
permissive. The influx of such 
laws. Dr. Niblock observes, seems 
to be due to “grass roots” press- 
ure for more services. Terming 
labeling and grouping of those 
with disabilities as “detrimental,” 
he noted that this practice stems 
mostly from such legislation and 
funding, especially in learning 
disabilities. 

Replying to a request for the 
number of students participating 
in various of the Winchester sys- 
tem’s programs, it was stated 
that there are 34-40 pupils in the 
mentally retarded; in physically 
handicapped, 2‘J in regular class- 
es, 36 in home instruction, and 
one in hospital instruction; 137 
in speech therapy; in emotionally 
disturbed, six in home instruction 
and 15 in private out-of-town 
schools; and in perceptually han- 
dicapped, eight in special classes 
and 93 in regular classes. 

Discussion arose over State re- 
imbursement for the physically 
handicapped student receiving in- 
struction in the hospital. Reim- 
bursement goes back to the Town, 
not to the School Department, 
which us often happens in such 
cases, requires the School Com- 
mittee to re-request the money in 
future budgets. William F. Clark, 
assistant superintendent for ad- 
ministrative services, stated that 
figures regarding the shulfiing of 
reimbursement sums will be pro- 


vided at the public hearing on the 
School Budget on March 4. 

Answering a question from the 
audience, Dr. Niblock recounted 
the referral procedures at the el- 
ementary level for pupils sus- 
pected of having a disability. Re- 
ferral passes from a teacher to 
the school guidance counsellor to 
the school principal, all in confi- 
dence. Tesing in academics fol- 
lows and finally referral to pro- 
fessionals or clinics. 


Lynch Tour 


Following a tour of Lynch Jun- 
ior High School, which was high- 
lighted by a demonstration of te- 
levision facilities, business moved 
on to the report of Wiliam Colella, 
teacher on the Senor Hgh School 
social studies staff, concerning his 
sabbatical in Italy with the Over- 
seas School in Rome. 

Development of teaching mate- 
rials, especially for his modern 
problems class and a unit on ur- 
ban affairs, was cited as the pri- 
mary achievement of the trip, 
utilizing laboratory skills formed 
the Winchester summer learning 
lab, he worked with seniors and 
seventh graders at this private 
international school in Rome. 

Concerning a letter from the 
Artificial Ice Skating Rink Sub- 
committee, it was agreed that the 
proposal will be taken up with the 
educational specifications for ren- 
ovation of the present high school. 
Mr. Clark, alluding to pressure 
from the Permanent Building 
Committee for these specifications, 
said discussion of this subject was 
expected in approximately 10 
days. Speaking for the subcom- 
mittee Mrs. Mary Pronski noted 
that this group can nut formulate 
any plans until it receives a re- 
action from the School Commit- 
tee. 

Committoewoman Mary A..

It 
will eventually be distributed to 
Town Meeting Members.

For Surviving 

Editor of the Star: 

I felt enormously complimented 
when I learned recently that my 
letters were read regularly by sev- 
eral high school students. 

I wonder to what extent you 
young people have heard the word 
“ethics” used and discussed? Per- 
haps at your church, for every in- 
stitutionalized religion has a core 
of ethics. Perhaps at the high 
school you’ve heard ethics discuss- 
ed in connection with 'drug use and 
sex. 

Just in case it is an unfamiliar 
word, ethics means “treating of 
moral questions." ( Morals means 
distinction between right and 
wrong. ) 

Now, before you run off from 
what may sound like a lecture, let 
me say that all of the above is lead- 
ing to an environmental issue: the 
development of land-use ethic. 
(Your survival may depend on 
this.) 

Ethics started out as a you-me 
thing. 

"Don’t you club me with your 
stick, and 1 won’t club you with 
mine.” 

•‘Together we’ll all guard the 
cave and survive.” 

More specific survival tactics 
were introduced much later in the 
form of the Ten Commandments. 
Still later “Do Unto Others ...” 
was offered as a general formula 
for behavior which would contrib- 
ute to survival. 

Quite recent in man’s history is 
the concept of democracy. This is a 
formula for cooperation with an 
esteemed goal: the idea that the 
individual has value, as well as 
having a responsible relationship 
to society as a whole. 

Note in all of these formulae 
that there is recognition that men 
are interdependent. Therefor e 
agreement among the members of 
the society about how they’ll act is 
important. At base is the question, 
“How cun we cooperate to best as- 
sure survival?” 

Today’s questions are being rais- 
ed on every side. Man wants to sur- 
vive economically, he wants to sur- 
vive as an individual, and he wants 
to survive as a healthy being. 

In order to survive in any of 
these ways, he must survive as an 
organism, with basic needs met: 
food, drink, warmth among these. 

Can man as a species abuse and 
destroy the land that provides his 
nourishment and warmth and still 
survive? 

If we agree the answer is "No,” 
then we must develop a land-use 
ethic. That means making decisions 
about what is right and wrong in 
the use of our land. 

It means recognition that we are 
interdependent with all of nature, 
and that we must understand and 
cooperate with nature if mankind 
is to survive.

Tin* high school bond issue will 
add from $0 to $0.25 on the 1071 
tax rate. Mr. Kenney pointed out, 
making it the largest single item 
contributing to the increase. 

“One significant aspect” of the 
situation is that this one-time in- 
crease will be then built into the 
tax rate, Mr. Kenney noted. 

Built-in salary increases for 
school personnel will account for 
from $200,000 to $250,000 ’in 
costs, adding $1.25 or $1.20 to 
th»* tax rate, Mr. Kenney stated. 
This amount, together with the 
$G to $0.25 for the new high 
school, will mean that at least 
$7.20 of the $10.20 proposed tax 
increase will result from school 
expenses. 

Education was described by 
Mr. Kenney as a difficult area to 
assess. It represents approxim- 
ately half of the town’s budgets.” 

The budget for the Northeast 
Metropolitan Regional Vocational 
School in Wakefield, which serves 
Winchester and 11 other commun- 
ities, is un significantly over last 
year, Mr. Kenney said. He noted 
that the 1070 budget, however, 
covered only one-third of a year, 
while the 1071 budget was for a 
full year. 


Mr. Kenney said that the West 
Side Fire Station would add ap- 
proximately one dollar to the tax 
rate. 

County and state charges are 
$250,000 more than last year, 
he continued, adding $1.20 to the 
tax rate. 

He spoke of i the effect on Win- 
chester’s financial picture of such 
items the Massachusetts Bay 
Transportation Authority assess- 
ment; the cost of the uncompleted 
Middlesex County Courthouse, 
which he termed the “monstrosity 
in Cambridge — half-built, half 
not built,” and the high school 
bond issue, which he described as 
“larger than life.” 

Town Comptroller James J. Co- 
stello had not yet received any 
“firm figures” from the Common- 
wealth on state funds, Chairman 
Kenney explained. However, Mr. 
Costello’s estimated figures were 
“awfully close,” Mr. Kenney sta- 
ted. ' 

Cifes Philosophy 

“It is not our wish or desire to 
be setting programs for any of 
the boards or commissions,” Mr. 
Kenney went on. “Where we felt 
that there had to be reductions, 
we felt- impelled to indicate where 
reductions could be made.”

mittee was personal services, Mr. 
Kenney continued. 

“The Finance Committee look- 
ed to see if the same area of work 
could not he done by a lesser 
number of people.” he said. “We 
have taken views on the amounts 
of money to fit into the budgets 
for particular departments.” 

Recommendations 

Mr. Kenney said that the Fi- > 
nance Committee was recommend- 
ing unfavorable action on several 
articles on the warrant for the 
Annual Town Meeting, totalling 
an estimated cost of $452,000. 

These included the proposed ar- 
tificial iec skating rink, $225,000; 
reimbursement of Attorney Her- 
bert Lord for legal expenses: 
basketball court for MacDonald 
Field, and construction of riprap 
on the hanks of the Aberjona 
River. 

The Finance Committee is ad- 
vocating affirmative action on 
such measures as completion of 
Town Hall renovations, $100,000; 
architects’ fees for converting 
the present Winchester High 
School into a junior high school, 
$15,000; modifications to High 
Street School so that it will meet 
Commonwealth laws concerning 
facilities for handicapped per- 
sons, $15,000; downtown lighting 
improvements, $660; pipe relining 
program, $100,000; School De- 
partment participation in the re- ' 
giotial Special Education for Ed- 
ucation Mutual program, $4,200, 
and Standish Lane drainage prob- 
lem correction, $0,000. 

Funds Available 
Mr. Kenney said that $000,000 
was in available funds, according 
to the town comptroller’s latest j 
figures. The Finance Committee 
has proposed that $400,000 be 
taken from surplus funds to off- 
set the tax rate. This would bring 
the 1071 surplus figure to $500,- 

000 “down to a figure to which it 
has not been for some time,” Mr. 
Kenney explained. 

There i.: now $500,000 plus ac- 
crued interest in the stabilization 
fund, Mr. Kenney said. The Fin- 
ance Committee hopes that Win- 
chester can put $150,000 into it 
this year. 

“We are not at the end of sub- 
stantial capital expenditures,” 
Mr. Kenney continued. “We are 
at the beginning of a period of 
rather substantial expenditures.” 
He mentioned such long-range 
possible projects as a new police 
and fire administration building. 

Committee Proposed 

Mr. Kenney said that Article 
Ten on the warrant for the An- 
nual Town Meeting recommended 
creation of a Capital Planning 
Committee. The latter group 
would be responsible for a long- 
term capital equipment program. 
The Finance Committee had 
I cut the Public Works Council’s 
plea for $145,000 in 1971 capital 
equipment expenditures to $62,- 
; 200. Mr. Kenney noted. The mon- 
ey would he used for new police 
cruisers and a new gradenll for 
the Highway Department. 

Mr. Kenney observed that the 
j Public Works Council had pro- 
j posed an “excellent program, 
spread over five years of pro- 
grammed needs,” but “we felt we 
! were in a different position, hav- 
ing broad overview in our offi- 
cial capacity as Finance Com- 
mittee.” 

“Establishing a Capital Plan- 
ning Committee is our recom- 
mendation,” Mr. Kenney stated. 
He said that such a group would 
not preempt the prerogatives of 
any board within town. 

A prediction was made by Mr. 
Kenney that cost of living wage 
increases alone would bring the 
town close to a $76 level “pretty 
quickly.” The $76 figure is dou- 
ble the rate of just a few years 
ago, he noted. 

Chairman Ralph M. Swanson of 
the Board of Selectmen congrat- 
ulated Mr. Kenney and the Fi- 
nance Committee for a “very fine 
presentation.” 

Chairman Kenney announced 
that the annual Finance Commit- 
' tee booklet on the town’s financial

Prior to the Special Town Meet- 
ing on January 18, members of the 
United Clubs gathered over 3,000 j 
signatures to petition the state j 
legislature to pt' ss the special act 
necessary to place the club license 
rpiestion before the voters at the 
Annual Town Election on Monday.

‘‘Basically, what a favorable vote 
on the club license qu: sti,m v ill do 
is bring those clubs that are oper- 
ating within the town under the 
strict supervision of the Board of 
Selectmen as the town licensing 
authority. Complaints or nuisances 
would brim immediate suspension 
of liquor privileges to an offending 
club or clubs,” Roland Twombly of 
United Clubs said.

Lensus Bureau 
Takes Survey Of 
Employment Here 


Local representatives of the Bu- 
reau of the Cenus, United States 
Department of Commerce, are in- 
terviewing a number of households 
in this area this week to obtain in- 
formation on employment. 

James W. Turbitt, director of 
the Census Bureau office in Bos- 
ton, said the households are among 
the 50,000 across the country that 
have been scientifically selected to 
represent a cross section of the 
American people. 

The survey, which the Bureau 
conducts each month for the Uni- 
ted States Department of Labor, 
provides a continuing measure of 
employment and unemployment for 
the Nation. For example, the over- 
all unemployment rate edged up 
from 5.8 percent in November to 
6.0 percent in December, the high- 
est mark in nine years.

The Board of Selectmen and 
the School Committee have been 
invited to meet with the Extend- 
ed School Year Committee to dis- 
cuss the group’s findings on a 
possible lengthened school year.

\dult borrowers w ho are slow to return books 
to the Natick Public Library are now paying 
five cents a book a day in fines. The rate was 
hiked effective Monday. March 1. after not being 
changed for an estimated period of over 25 years. 
\I1 book fine- paid in Natick arc used to pur- 
chase new library materials. Natick's Finance 
Committee recommended a $2,500 cut in the 
library's book budget and the increased fine rate. 

In W inchester, the fine rate for adult borrow- 
ers is two cents a book a day for the lir-t seven 
days, and five cents a day after a week. The max- 
imum charge is never more than $2.50 or the 
cost of replacing the article. The junior library 
rate is two cents a day for books and five cents 
a day for audiovisual materials. Adults pay ten 
cents a day for overdue recordings. 


The primary object of lines, according to Mrs. 
Leila Jane S. Roberts, W inchester librarian, is 
to get the material back into the library so that 
it can be placed back in circulation. W inches- 
ter's fine money goes to the Town's Excess and 
Deficienev Fund. Some public libraries have 
eliminated fines. Mrs. Roberts said.

Congratulations to Alan B. Methelis and the 
pupils in his sixth-period civics class at McCall 
Junior High School. Their efforts resulted in 
House Bill Number 1353, as reported in the Feb- 
ruary 25. 1971. Star. The bill amends an act 
prohibiting pollution of the Aberjona River by 
increasing the penalty for violations. The class s 
work in preparing this legislation, aided by State 
Representative Harrison Chadwick and others, 
served as a practical lesson on how to be an ac- 
tive participant in American government. 


There are no immediate prospects for this 
town's participation in the food stamp program, 
according to \\ i Ilium Supple, head of the W in- 
ch ester office of the Massachusetts Public Wel- 
fare Department. \ food stamp project got un- 
der wav in Wilmington Monday. March 1. ac- 
cording to the W ilmington Town Crier. 

National participation in the food stamp pro- 
gram climbed to an estimated 9.500.0(H) people 
in December, a record, according to Edward J. 
Hekman. Food and Nutrition Service Adminis- 
trator for the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture. In December. 1969, when improve- 
ments were announced permitting low-income 
families to pay less and get more food stamps, 
participation was 3,690,000. 

Families taking part in the LSI) A food stamp 
program pay in about what they would usually 
spend for food. They receive additional free or 
"bonus" coupons to bring their total food buy- 
ing power to the level of USDA's “economy di- 
et." I SD A food programs are administered by 
the Food and Nutrition Service, in cooperation 
with state and local governments. 

Burlington is participating in a surplus food 
program, in lieu of food stamps. Stanley Bora?, 
a government official, told the Burlington Se- 
lectmen that “originally tlve town was designat- 
ed for stamps, but they are six months to a year 
awav." He then explained that the surplus food 
program could be put into effect immediately. 
The food is obtained from a government ware- 
house in Lowell. Burlington's participation in 
the program was unanimously voted by the Se- 
lectmen.

Finance Group, 
Reader Suggests 

Editor of the Star* 

This is an open letter to all pre- 
cinct members and town officials 
in Winchester. The majority have 
not been truly representative of 
the taxpayers of this town so I 
believe that this form of town gov- 
ernment is outmoded, but since the 
town meetings will continue in 
Winchester please be advised that 
in view of the fact that there will 
be a tax increase of ten or more 
dollars per thousand this year, 
more serious and intelligent 
thought must be given to the var- 
ious articles in the warrant during 
the coming town meetings. 

It is apparent that the Finance 
Committee is doing a masterful 
job in their attempt to hold the 
tax line, but they are overruled 
by the town meeting. I wish to 
remind you that said Finance Com- 
mittee put in long hours of their 
precious time scrutinizing all arti- 
cles. reducing or striking out un- 
necessary expenditures. You should 
not be carried away with anyone’s 
emotional plea and be sure to 
weigh very carefully the Finance 
Committee’s recommendations be- 
fore you cast your vote. 

Drastic reductions should be 
made in the proposed school bud- 
get and Dr. Klemer’s position 
should not be refilled as we have 
three other superintendents. If they 
feel overburdened, let them resign 
in a body and then we can hire one 
good man for the job. 

The combined salaries of the 
four superintendents is $96,000, 
plus fringe benefits, together ex- 
ceeding $100,000 per year. This 
burden is exorbitant — just too 
much for the taxpayers of Win- 
chester. 

No pay raises should be granted 
in the School Department this 
year, and many positions could be 
eliminated if proper study were 
made of the entire system. The 
school administration has brain- 
washed the School Committee in 
that they have overstaffed the 
School Department in relation to 
the student enrollment. 

I have pointed out in previous 
letters that there are too many 
“specialists.” Some of the person- 
nel have two or more positions, 
collecting a salary for each posi- 
tion. 

I would like to suggest to Town 
Meeting Members that the school 
budget be referred back to the 
School Committee requesting a 
complete salary fist of all school 
personnel in pamphlet form, as is 
the procedure of the Personnel 
Board, who presents such a pam- 
phlet showing the salaries of all 
other town employees. Town Meet- 
ing Members should refuse to act 
on the school budget until such a 
reouest is fulfilled. 

The School Committee has a 
moral obligation to lift the lid of 
secrecy. The taxpayers have the 
right to know where and how their 
tax dollars are spent. This is true 
democracy. 

It isn’t enough just to be pre- 
sent as a precinct member. Get up 
and express your views and have 
the courage of your own convic- 
tions. 

At the town meetings, we hear 
the same people all the time. The 
silent majority, no doubt, have 
some excellent ideas. Let’s hear 
from them, please.

MISCHIEF IN THE MOUNTAINS 

Edited hi/ Walter R. Hard, Jr., and Janet C. Greene

“From deep within the Green Mountains — thir- 
teen incredible tales of mystery, criminality, hard- 
ship, and humor” is the subtitle of this somewhat 
macabre, never dull, anthology. Vermonters emerge 
tight-lipped, generous, optimistic, and superstitious 
from these well-told tales spun out with the spell- 
binding. spine-chilling effectiveness of Poe and high- 
lighted by expressively dark illustrations. 

For sixteen years Chester, Vt., was plagued by an 
ingenious and persistent burglar who stole brazenly 
from householders and businesses alike. Local ne’er- 
do-wells were questioned occasionally, but no serious 
suspects were located and the burglaries continued. 
A Yankee booby trap finally marked the culprit — 
Clarence Adams, bachelor, library trustee, Select- 
man, nnd one-time town representative to the Ver- 
mont General Assembly. The history of Chester’s 
burglar, however, does not end with the discovery of 
gentleman thief whose affinity for detective fiction 
reminds one of Don Quixote and the romances of 
chivalry and knighthood. Having died in the State 
Prison at Windsor under circumstances that were 
only vaguely peculiar, he was subsequently seen and 
spoken with by a former neighbor while the latter 
was traveling in Canada. Did his ingenuity continue 
after his conviction? 

And what about the heart that was burned on 
Woodstock Green in 1830? Did it indeed belong to a 
vampire as was claimed by citizens of no less stature 
than the selectmen and several doctors residing in 
the town? 

Vermont winters are cold and severe, but eighteen- 
hundred-and-froze-to-death was ridiculous! In Ap- 
ril of 1816 spring commenced as usual with melting 
snow, and as the season progressed the sheep were 
shorn and the crops planted. In June freezing tem- 
peratures returned and snow fell, at first it melted, 
then it stuck. The crops turned brown, the sheep 
froze. Winter roared into July and August. Oat- 
meal became a staple in an area where most people 
had never previously tasted it; oats were the only 
crop that year. “Mischief in the Mountains” tells 
this tale as if some troll or elf mischievously wrought 
this strange season. One interesting theory of the 
cause of the Famine Year, unfortunately not men- 
tioned here, is that the climate was temporarily af- 
fected by masses of volcanic ash in the upper atmos- 
phere from an eruption in the Pacific the previous 
year. 

The severity of Vermont winters and the hard- 
ship inherent in mountain life probably contributed 
to the plausibility of the story about the “deep froz- 
en folks of Farmer (Morse ” that originally appeared 
in the “Argus and Patriot” of Montpelier in 1887. 
Cryonics. it turns out, is not a new idea. 

John O’Neill of Whitehall, N. Y., had a different 
approach to getting through the cold winters. Ver- 
mont was a bone-dry state with a law so strict that 
selling, furnishing, even giving away, intoxicating 
beverages were prohibited. O’Neill circumvented the 
law not by bootlegging, but by openly shipping his 
product via the National Express Co. Eventually 
he was arrested and charged with 457 offenses. The 
lcjiul maneuverings as he appealed the $9,140 fine, 
the $472.9*> in i?osts and the 28.836-day (79 years) 
sentence are both ingenious and amusing. Unfor- 
tunately for O’Neill, the appeals were unsuccessful 
and he was sentenced to hard labor — the record 
doesn’t show how many he actually served. 

Mercie Dale’s dying curse, the Groton Bank (of 
counterfeiters), the widow Hannah Ward’s stark 
naked wedding and other true and apocryphal tales 
complete this selection that can’t help but color your 
viewpoint the next time you go to the Green Moun- 
tain State.

He said the total program will 
cost about $17.5 million the first 
year. He also noted the $1,600 al- 
lowance for automobiles and con- 
veyances had been in effect since 
1946, and was increased to $2,800 
when the President signed the Dis- 
abled Veterans’ and Servicemen’s 
Automobile Assistant Act on Jan- 
uary 11. 

It was expained that 48,600 vet- 
erans who have already received 
the $1,600 car allowance are not 
eligible for additional funds for 
this purpose. However, VA is now 
authorized to provide, replace, or 
repair adaptive equipment for 
their cars. 

Veterans who have lost, or lost 
the use of, one or more hands or 
feet, or suffered a loss of vision to 
a prescribed degree as a result of 
service since January 31, 1955, are 
eligible for the new law’s benefits. 

Veterans with similar losses as

cent of his averageable income for 
the four previous years. In past 
years the percentage requirement 
was 133 1/3 percent instead of 120. 

The Act also extends the averag- 
ing method to long-term capital 
gains.

Rules Tightened For Farm Sales 

r 


The sale of most farm property 
will still result in favorable capital 
gain tax treatment, hut, under the 
Tax Reform Act of 1969, part of 
the profit from sale of farm land 
might he ordinary income, Elmer 
H. Klinsman, IRS Acting District 
Director for Massachusetts, an- 
nounces. 

The law allows a current deduc- 
tion for soil and water conserva- 
tion expenses and land clearing 
costs. But any gain arising from 
the sale of farm land within five 
years after it was acquired must 
he reported as ordinary income on 
tax returns to the extent of soil or 
water conservation expenditures 
and land clearing costs deducted 
for tax years after i960. 

No ordinary income need he re- 
ported to the extent, of these ex-

penditures if the land is held ten 
years or more, Mr. Klinsman said, 
but part must, be reported if the 
land is sold during the sixth to 
ninth year after it was acquired. 

The new rule applies only to the 
mle of land after 1969. 

Other changes in the law pertain 
to the sale of livestock, Mr. Klins 
man said. For the sale of cattle 
and horses held for draft, breed- 
ing, or dairy purposes to qualify 
as a capital gain, they must he 
held for at least two years instead 
of one year, as was the case 
previous law. The new rule a 
only to animals squired after 1969.

The citation reads: 

“For heroism while serving on 
board USS Raleigh (LPD 1) 
while anchored in Hampton 
Roads, Virginia on 22 October 
I960. Upon hearing the report of 
a man overboard Seaman Appren-

In her introduction School Com- 
mittee chairman Mrs. Harriet 
II.

These sums show differences be- 
tween the two committees’ recom- 
mendations of approximately $43,- 
000 in the Personal Services ac- 
count; $52,000 in Other Expenses; 
and $12,000 in Capital Outlay. 

Personal Services 

Concerning Personal Services 
the School Committee arrived in 
part at its proposed figure by 
eliminating 10 staff members and 
adding two. In face of a declining 
elementary school population and 
an increasing (about one per 
cent) secondary population, the 
net staff reduction reflects this 
enrollment trend. The two posi- 
tions added are for an industrial 
arts teacher and a secondary level 
art instructor. 

According to the School Com- 
mittee, “negotiated pay increas- 
es for both professionals and non- 
professionals voted at the Town 
Meeting in March, 1970, and those 
submitted to this year’s Town 
Meeting are responsible for $292,- 
522 of the increase. Step rate in- 
creases total $73,279. The 17 new 
people added in September. 1970, 
have two-thirds of their salaries 
$135,000, reflected in the budget.” 
The average teacher’s salary in 
Winchester is $10,564. 

In the question and answer pe- 
riod following, the pupil-teacher 
ratio was discussed in relation to 
the budget. Coupled with the net 
reduction in teachers, the absorp- 
tion of approximately 96 addi- 
tional student at the secondary 
level will necessitate larger class- 
es. The average pupil-teacher ra- 
tio is now 25 to one. Classrooms 
in the present elementary schools 
can not physically handle an over- 
sized population, the Committee 
warns. The new high school is de- 
signed with lecture-sized rooms. 

The Curriculum Council also 
drew attention. The proposed cost 
is about $2,200. Liaisons to this 
council were cut out and the num- 
ber of council meetings limited to 
one per month, thereby reducing 
the hiring of substitutes. The 
overall reductions were realized 
in the personal services account 
for overtime and substitutes. 

Concerning elimination of ad- 
ministrators, the School Commit- 
tee was basically opposed to this 
action. The general feeling, as in 
the specifically cited case of three 
assistant superintendents, was 
that such management staff were 
necessary to the quality of edu- 
cation desired. Comparison of 
these personnel with other school 
systems was hindered, Chairman 
Dieterich commented, by the use 
of different titles for essentially 
the same positions. 

Muraco Assistant 

The audience questioned the 
elimination of the assistant prin- 
cipal’s duties at Muraco School, 
a savings of $2,140. The Commit- 
tee responded that this was an 
example of the “hard look” at the 
budget which had been requested. 
The result of this cut would be 
carefully watched, Committeeman 
Paul R. Del Rossi noted. 

Asked if the amount of curricu- 
lum planning undertaken by the 
School Department was necessary 
in light of the educational guide- 
lines provided by the State, As- 
sistant Superintendent for Cur- 
riculum and Instruction Walter 
Gleason commented that the Win- 
chester School Department wished 
to “manage in a more sophisticat- 
ed way,” essentially through bet- 
ter, more progressive methods. A 
future prospect may be the pool- 
ing of efforts in this area by 
several towns. 

The Committee was not recom- 
mending any reduction in the 
number of specialists. 

"Inflation is the villian” in the 
Other Expenses account Mr. 


Parkhurst stated. Inflation has 
caused increases in fuel ($30,504), 
transportation ($27,533), electri- 
city ($7,915), and telephone ($3,- 
340). 

“Inflation is the villain” in the 
counts, Other Expenses and Capi- 
tal Outlay, are reflected by the 
inclusion of a full year for the 
rental of portable classrooms ($9,- 
687) and for High Street School 
operating costs. Besides the elim- 
ination of driver education, reduc- 
tions were made in the new texts 
and audio-visual equipment, main- 
tenance and repair ($15,984), and 
out-of-state travel ($3,424) ac- 
counts. 


Winchester spends approxi- 
mately $935 per student. The mar- 
gin between the proposed budgets 
recommended by the two commit- 
tees indicates a difference of $19 
per pupil. 

Opinions expressed over the 
elimination of driver education 
clarified the Committee’s intention 
to continue offering the program. 
The hiring of a professional firm 
to which students would make di- 
rect payment is under considera- 
tion. Besides the $2,017 cut from 
the budge, the program would still 
remain less costly to students 
than private commercial driving 
schools. The Town would be 
providing facilities only. 

In the area of special programs 
the Committee has acted to retain 
offerings. Specifically mentioned 
in discussion with the audience 
were the program for the percep- 
tually handicapped and the Les- 
ley program. The first, which is 
in the proposed budget at $33,000, 
is an example of the kind of spe- 
cialized and remedial programs 
which citizens now expect their 
town to furnish, Mr. Parkhurst 
noted. The Lesley program, to 
which Winchester provided four 
teachers last summer, is based up- 
on a charge per pupil and was 
said to nearly “pay for itself.” 

If faced with the necessity of 
further reductions, the adult edu- 
cation program could possibly be 
cut. Quoting last year’s figures 
was Assistant Superintendent for 
Administrative Services William 
Clark. The budget sum of $8,540 
resulted in a net cost to the Town 
of over $1,000 following tuition 
payments to the Excess and De- 
ficency (E and D) Fund. 

Reimbursements 

Future reevaluation of rental 
fees will also be considered. Last 
year approximately $7,000 was 
returned to the E and D Fund 
four, use of school facilities. 

Reimbursements, from such ac- 
counts as adult education, rental 
fees, State or Federal program 
grants, etc., are pocketed in the 
E and D Fund of the Town. These 
returns do not show as part as 
an account in the budget requests j I 
- of the School Department. Such; 
reimbursements for last year 
came close to $t million. 

The athletic and cafeteria bud- 
gets and payments to the North- 1 
east Metropolitan Regional Voca-j 
tional School appear as separate 
budgets. Chairman Dieterich 1 
stated that at that time no cuts 
had yet been made in the athletic 
budget, proposed by the School 
Committee at $75,650. Hockey was 
cited as the most costly sport to 
finance. Possible cuts in assistant 
coaches may be required. 

The impact of the vocational 
school on the budget is not yet 
known by the Committee. The 
Winchester school population is 
of course lessened by the number 
attending the school. Home eco- 
nomics and industrial arts pro- 
grams continue to be offered, and 
it is the hope of Committeeman 
Del Rossi that these may be ex- 
panded at some time. 

Regarding school lunches, dis- 
cussion was limited in light of 
the law which states that school 
lunch provision by towns will be 
made mandatory by the State as 
of the Fall of 1973. 

The School Committee was com- 
plimented during the evening for 
its response to public concern 
over the School Department bud- 
get by providing the hearing, 
termed “a step in the right direc- 
tion.”

“We have time to make a deri- 
sion.” he continued. 

Selectman John J. Sullivan saw 
indications of ‘‘a Inek of efficiency 
in the way we’re doing some 
things today. 

“We’ve got to make a go with 
what we’ve got,” he declared. 

Executive Session 

An executive session, closed to 
the press and public, was held at 
the suggestion of Chairman Swan- 
son. He said that personal matters 
involving the Data Processing De- 
partment were to be discussed 
with representatives of Auerbach 
Associates and the Methods and 
Procedures Committee. 

When the open session resumed. 
Selectman Sullivan snid that he 
considered the Auerbach report 
“excellent” but that he didn’t in- 
tend to vote for the extra man. 

“Suppose we don’t get the ex- 
tra man this year. What’s the 
overall impact?” questioned Se- 
lectman Sherman W. Saltmarsh 
Jr. 

“We may he running on the 
edge of potential disaster,” re- 
sponded Mr. Connors. He explain- 
ed that if the department manag- 
er had a prolonged illness or re- 
signed, the entire operation would 
be gravely affected. 

Leasing Offered 

Joseph E. Guarnotta of 70 Cam- 
bridge Street, representing a Co- 
hasset marketing firm, Thayer 
and Associates, asked the Select- 
men for permission to speak. 

Mr. Guarnotta praised Auer- 
bach Associates for an “excellent 
job.” 

Thayer and Associates could of- 
fer a contractual service by tak- 
ing the town’s requirements and 
using Thayer’s programs on the 
firm’s computer to meet them. Mr. 
Guarnotta said. 

Among reasons he gave for fa- 
voring rental of computer serv- 
ices over ownership included the 
difficulty of hiring personnel and 
meeting competitive salaries, and 
the possibility of data processing 
employees seeking career pro- 
gression leaving because of lim- 
ited opportunities. 

Chairman Swanson advised Mr. 
Guarnotta that he could submit a 
written proposal to the Methods 
and Procedures Committee, if he 
wished. 

\ Selectman William G. Chapman 
■!r. noted, however, that the board 

I was not soliciting the letter. 

Selectman Saltmarsh declared 
that he was “still not sold that we 
[need this extra person.” 

I The Methods and Procedures 


I Committee was advised by Chair- 
man Swanson that the committee 
was free to present its recommen- 
I dation for an additional progrnm- 
mei -operator to the Annual Town 
Meeting, without support of the 
Selectmen. 

The present staff includes a 
manager, who reports to the Town 
Comptroller; one computer opera- 
tor, and two key punch operators. 
In addition, the School Depart- 
ment has a part-time liaison rep- 
resentative and a key punch op- 
erator. 

Indicating that the staff was 
small, the Auerbach reports main- 
tained that the average number 
of employees for an installation 
with the Winchester workload is 
six-and-one-half persons. 

Road Sailing Topic 

“Basically we are going to con- 
tinue a safe. and economical pro- 
gram. with an eye to ecology,” 
Chairman Swanson commented in 
referring to Article 17 on the war- 
rant for the Annual Town Meet- 
ing. 

The article asks the town to 
“reconsider its present policies 
for snow and ice removal” and to 
take appropriate action to limit 
the use of salt on the roads and 
sidewalks, and substitute a meth- 
od of snow and ice removal that 
would minimize damage to the 
community by salt.” 

“Basically, we are doing that,” 
Selectman Sullivan observed. 

Selectman Amico agreed, voic- 
ing his opposition to a change in 
the town's salting policy. 

The Planning Board attended 
the Selectmen’s meeting. Article 
24 was discussed. The article, sup- 
ported by both the Board of Se- 
lectmen and the Finance Commit- 
tee, asks approximately $100,000 
for the final phase of repairs, al- 
terations, renovations, and im- 
provements to Town Hall. 

Chairman Swanson said that he 
favored the measure because “the 
first floor of Town Hall is a dis- 
grace to the Town of Winchester.” 

Michael Boodakian, newly elect- 
ed member of the Planning Board, 
made his first official appearance 
as a board member. Accompany- 
ing him were Otto E. Schaefer 
Jr., recently re-elected chairman; 
and members William E. Holland, 
George B. Redding, and Robert 
Spiller. 

Flag Accepted 

The Selectmen voted to accept 
Congressman Torbert H. Mac- 
donald’s offer of an American

Albert B. Heath of Melrose was 
appointed a special police officer 
at Winchester Hospital by the Se- 
lectmen, as recommended by Chief 
of Police Edward F. Bowler. Mr. 
Heath succeeds Joseph Abrahams. 

Mrs. Nancylee Robbins of Med- 
ford was authorized to rent the 
Town Hall Auditorium for ballet I 
lessons one day a week beginning 
in September. The Selectmen 
granted permission contingent on j 
the availability of the hall. They 
noted that proposed renovations 
at Town Hall might require the 
temporary movement of some de- 
partments into the auditorium 
during construction work, accord- 
ing to Arthur Rand, architect. 

William R. Mackey of 7 Man- 
chester Road anti James Denton 
of 11 Manchester Road asked that 
Manchester Road lie resurfaced.

A Salt-Free Diet? 


The Star recognizes the concern for our envi- 
ronment demonstrated hy the sponsors of Article 
IT on the warrant for the Annual Town Meeting. 

It i> aware that many persons asking the Town 
to “‘reconsider it* present policies for snow and 
ice removal” favor limiting, but not eliminating, 
the use of salt on roads and sidewalks in Vi in- 
chester. 

Discouraging excessive use of road salt can he 
of help from an economic as well as an ecological 
standpoint. This is a reasonable position. It is 
the present announced policy of the Board of 
Selectmen and Superintendent of Streets Robert 
U. O’Brien. Superintendent O’Brien recently 
estimated that the Town was using one-third as 
much salt for snow and ice removal as it had in 
previous years. 

\\ hy use road salt? Here’s w hy the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public W ork- favors it. 
The DRW says: 

“Use of salts on highways saves lives, time, 
money,. Scientific research and statistical studies 
prove this hevond a doubt. And to DRW offi- 
•ials. public safety is paramount.” 

In 1970. nearly 150,000 tons of sodium chlor- 
ide and 6.000 tons of calcium chloride were used 
hy the DPW. compared to 21,670 and 720 tons 
reflectively, in 1954. Meanwhile, use of sand 
has dropped from 500,000 tons in 1954 to 100.000 
in 1970. 

“Why the switch? Simple.” comments the 
DPW . “Sand can’t do the job. It doesn’t remove 
snow and ice. It’s for traction only. It'.- for after 
the storm. 

’“Salts, however, go to work right away. They 
can prevent the formation of ice. Or they can 
melt ice and packed snow that i- already formed. 
■This is in line with the DPW *s policy to have a 
hare pavement within 24 hours after any storm. 

“There are other reasons for the change. Sand 
may he cheaper to buy than salts, hut i- more 
expensive to the DPW in the long run. W inti or 
traffic or both can whip abrasives such as sand 
off the road surface, leaving unchanged the cause 
id' -lippcry condition- and forcing another appli- 
cation. 

*“ \l-o. sand play- havoc w ith drainage systems. 
Vdded costs arise each spring when shoulder 
areas, catch basins, and conduits must be cleaned 
to allow proper drainage. 

“Finally, sand costs more to spread on roads 
and takes longer to apply. It i- usually spread 
the entire width of the highway. 

“While no one can precisely measure just how 
many thousands of lives and personal injuries 
have been spared hy using salts and having bare 
pavements in-lead of the ice-slickened or snow- 
packed roads, several -urveys come close,” the 
DPW continues. 

Summarizing its findings, the Massachusetts 
DPW give- 12 major reasons for favoring the 
use of road salt. Of them all. the “reduction of 
-kidding accidents, with their hazards to lift' 
and property,” is the most important to the Star. 

The only safe road is a bare one. \ study hy 
the (litizens Traffic Safety Board of Chicago 
showed that a snowfall of le-- than one-half inch 
brings an accident rate ten times that for tin* 
same hours when pavements are dry. Mobility 
ma\ exist, hut safety does not. if streets are not 
hare. Safely , not convenience, is the rea-oti for 
road -ailing. 

In a mailing to Town Meet iug Members, the 
Selectmen, and the Finance Committee, some 
ad\ocatcs of Article 17 speuk of W inchester's 
very pleasant environment.” noted that "prop- 
erty value- are corre-tpondiugly high.” They 
speak of their wish to keep W inchester “’a desir- 
able place to live.” They arc concerned about 
the harmful effect!* of salt. 

Such effects on water and roadside vegetation 
can he minimized, according to the Salt lu-tilute. 

"Judicious application of deicing -alt just 
the right amount for the weather condition.* 
i- one of the most important things highway 
maintenance crew- can practice,” -ay- the Salt 
lu.-titiitc. “’Proper -torage of -all can solve the 
problem of well pollution due to seepage,. W ell- 
-houid he dug not closer than 16 feet to a road. 
W lien po— ihle. tree- and plant- should he plant- 
ed no closer than >0 feel. \ egetation w i 1 1 1 a high 
tolerance to -all there are many species — 
should he planted along roadway-.” 

Burlington ha- been experimenting with a iio- 
-alt policy . I hc neighboring tow n w as concerned 
about contamination of it- water supply primal- 
i I \ because of seepage from its suit -ilo and 
dumped -now. Winchester doe- not face this 
-iluatioii. 

In it- mailing, -oiuc of the proponents ul Vr- 
tide 17 reported I li.it "initial reaction to the no- 
-all policy in Burlington ha- been overwhelm- 
iu.dv favorable, according to the Selectmen.

Town Hall ‘Flooded’ With Calls From Vngry

The Burlington Times-l nion said. “Oil Jan- 
uary 8 i Burlington Department of Public Works 
Superintendent i Nolan informed town fathers 
he would no longer be responsible for the re- 
moval of snow and ice on town roads. It was his 
professional judgment at that time, that roads 
could not he maintained in a safe, passable man- 
ner without the use of sodium chloride or an- 
other chemical substitute. He also said that an 
intolerable situation resulted when “he read in 
the papers’ that the Board of Selectmen were 
accepting Route 3 A from the state and would 
maintain it as a town way.” 

“Last week during the height of the storm 
which caused hazardous conditions and roads 
covered with ice. Nolan noted that W ilmington 
Road was completely impassable. His office was 
flooded with calls from angry residents and al- 
together ‘it was an intolerable situation.* he said. 

“The Selectmen’s office, the Police Station, the 
Highway Department, and the Public Works 
Office at the Town Hall have all been deluged 
with complaints from citizens who -ay they la- 
vor passable roads over clean water. 

"Members of the School Committee and school 
administration met with the Selectmen in recent 
weeks asking that salt he utilized for snow and 
ice removal on certain town roads as a safety 
factor for school buses,” the Burlington Times- 
l nion said. 

In an editorial. “Stop Teaching Irresponsibil- 
ity.'' Burlington’s other weekly newspaper, the 
Burlington New-, said. “As was inevitable, in- 
evitable to all except those who made the no- 
salt decision, our roads became sheets of ice and 
drivers pa.-sing through Burlington were soon 
mumbling to themselves. One of the saddest 
results of this irresponsible decision was the 
closing of our schools when all the schools 
around us were open for business as usual. Il 
this trend continues, we may have to declare the 
Fourth of July a -cliool holiday rather than part 
of summer vacation. Is it possible that we are 
hacking into the proposed 12-month school year 
that was di-cussed not too long ago? 

“We act too fast, and fail to consider the con- 
-e«|uences our actions will provoke. W e banned 
.-alt from our highways without making suitable 
arrangements to replace it: we almost took over 
control of a major highway without adequate 
means of maintaining it, and now we are shirk- 
ing our duties as a town and expecting poor old 
John D. Public to clean up the mess after us. 

’’W hile in office, former President Harry S. 
Truman had a sign that read. “The Buck Stops 
Here.’ The residents of Burlington are a living 
proof that the “buck’ has at least one more rest- 
ing place.” the Burlington News editorial con- 
cluded. 

In reporting the closing of schools two days 
in a row one week because the bus drivers re- 
fused to drive on icy roads, the Burlington News 
quoted Mrs. Joan Miles, chairman of the Bur- 
lington School Committee, as saying, “The roads 
are glare ice and the sand is blowing off. so we 
are not bussing.” 

Alter a winter without road salt. Burlington 
is considering an alternative to the ban, con- 
st ruction of a $2.5 million water treatment plant 
to remove salt from the town's water supply. 
Meanwhile, the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works continues to use road salt on 
Routes 3A and 128 in Burlington. 

W e would not want to see Burlington’s road 
conditions duplicated here. That is w hy we have 
devoted much attention to Burlington. We be- 
lieve that the majority of Article 17 advocates 
would not want -ueh hazardous travel, either. 

We arc in a mobile society. The majority of 
persons have unfortunately forsaken puldie 
transportation for the convenience of private 
car-. W r cannot return to pollution-free horses 
and buggies. 

People n I list gel to work, church, shopping, 
and their other commitments. Doctors must visit 
their patient-. Children must attend school. Po- 
lice. lire, and other emergency vehicles must get 
through, f ood-, fuel, equipment. ,md supplies 
must he delivered. 

The roads must he safe. Human life is the 
lir-1 consideration. People must he protected a- 
inucli as possible not oiilv from the possibility 
of accidents, hut from the medically dangerous 
tensions of driving on hazardous roads. 

I util a practical, economically sound substi- 
tute for road salt i- found to he effective. (In- 
judicious use ol road salt -Jionld he continued. 
Wc agree with the Massachusetts Department of

There is a problem in my neigh- 
borhood, that I would like to bring 
: the attention of the residents of 

Winchester. The parents of Brad- 
ford, Charles, and George Roads 
have been trying for several years 
v get a bus for their children to 
be able to ride to the Muraco 
School. We had a bus for one year, 
but the school committee had a so 
called ‘‘short cut” put in by Leo- 
nards Pond and thus the bus was 
eliminated. 

On the 22nd of this month, all 
■ «f the parents were sent letters 
stating that after several meetings 
and a “survey” by Mr. William 
Clark, Assistant Superintendent, 
that it would not be possible for 
them to give us the bus. because 
our requests were not valid. This 
“survey” revealed the following 
reasons: 

First, it would be necessary to 
change the opening and closing 
of the elementary schools in the 
town in order to provide a bus 
; r our children without additional 
cost. I would like to know, if the 
cost of a single bus is one of the 
real reasons, or is it the fact that 
the people of these streets are 
not home owners in the town, and 
that most of the families stay only 
a few years. The people in this 
section are not overlooked, when 
the local politicians are soliciting 
votes at election time. We are 
then considered part of the town. 

For years the people in this 
section have had to have car pools 
and if a woman did not know how 
to drive and could not contribute 
to the pool, she had to rely on the 
charity of someone, who would be 
willing to drive all the shifts. 
What average housewife had the 
time for this? 

Mr. Clark talks about the par- 
ents’ complaints that the shortcut 
had a problem with a gate leading 
to the beach and that the small 
children would slip through. Mr. 
Clark’s solution is to keep the gate 
locked at all times. He docs not 
mention the fact that several of 
the smaller children have been ac- 
costed by older boys and have been 
bullied about, while taking this 
shortcut home. 

The parents also expressed con- 
cern about their children who are 
liable to fall prey to various “dis- 
reputable people” who frequent 
places like this. Mr. Clark also 
stated that Safety Officer Donald 
Piggott has recommended a bus 
because of the presence in the 
East Street and Highlandview 
Avenue areas. This advice was ig- 
nored on the basis that the only 
difference between this and other 
sections of the town is the truck 
traffic and that many of the streets 
in other sections of Winchester 
outside of the central core do not 
have sidewalks. He also stated that 
the streets that do have sidewalks 
are not plowed after a heavy snow- 
fall and that the children have to 
walk in the street. Instead of this 
being a valid reason for refusing 
us a bus, I think that if what Mr. 
Clark said is true, that the town 


for their laxness in forcing any 
child to walk in the dangerous 
area of the street. 

As far as I can see this list of 
so called reasons are nothing hut 
a “copout” on the part of the 
School Committee and the children 
and parents of these three streets 
have to suffer because of the com- 
mittee’s indifference.

THE TRUTH ABOUT 
PYGMALION 


by Richard \Hugyett 

Not an enormously entertaining hook, but one for 
amusing relaxation — that’s the story of the first 
stage production of George Bernard Shaw’s “Pyg- 
malian,” entitled here, “The Truth About Pygmalion, 
by Richard Huggett. 

That first production in 1914 encapsuled what have 
been called “three of the most outragious egos the 
theatre has ever produced” — Shaw, Mrs. Patrick 
Campbell, who played Eliza, the flower girl, and Sir 
Herbert Boerbohtn Tree, who was Professor Higgins. 

They were all at the height of fame. Tree was 
actor-nuinager of His Majesty’s Theatre and ack- 
nowledged as the First Gentleman of the London 
theatre. Mrs. Campbell as an actress was top-draw- 
er, was an arch-enchantress of a rare and special 
sort, and her wit could even outshine Shaw’s. 

These two met in 1897, forgot each other, and met 
again in 1912 with results. “Will you write a play 
for me? Will you write your next play for me?” 
Mrs. Campbell asked Shaw. “I’m so tired of playing 
ladies. Give me something nice and common, there’s 
a dear.” . 

Within a month the play was written. Then began 
the bit of baiting Mrs. Campbell with the part of 
Eliza, who was, after all, a dirty, unwashed gutter- 
snipe of a flower-girl, not exactly perhaps what Mrs. 
Campbell had in mind for herself. 

But the bait was skillfully chosen: Shaw himself 
read the play aloud to her at an arranged tea party. 
All went well. She accepted the part, but the baiter 
himself was to be baited. 

Mrs. Pat invited Shaw to visit to discuss business. 
Business, perhaps, but Shaw fell “helplessly in love 
in a record time of thirty seconds.” A married man 
of 5(5, he was in love for nearly two days. The after- 
glow can be caught in the letters between them, now 
published as “Bernard Shaw and Mrs. Patrick Camp- 
bell,” covering a span of almost 40 years. 

But all the actors that Shaw suggested for the 
leading male role, Mrs. Campbell turned down. It 
happened that her finances took a bad turn, so she 
changed her mind about Herbert Tree. 

He enjoyed the play enormously. “Quite delight- 
ful, most original,’' he said, “but there’s one thing, 
only a small point, hardly worth mentioning but it 
does bother me a little ...” 

“Well,” said Shaw. 

“The language. Really, I don’t think ... I know 
it’s very amusing but . . . not in my beautiful the- 
atre ... I can’t imagine what people will say ...” 

“They’ll love it,” said Shaw firmly. "When Mrs. 
Pat has said it, then everybody will be saying it, 
you’ll see.” 

All went well with the censor, and the word was 
not cut from the play. Rehearsals began with Shaw 
as director. Such rehearsals! Unsurpassed, no doubt, 
for sarcasm, quarrels, shattered morale, interrup- 
tions, elaborations by the actors, tears, temperament, 
and occasional sweetness and light. 

On such happy days, Tree would take the trio to 
lunch with good food and wine and an appreciative 
audience which Tree took care to provide. As usual 
there was talk of the theatre with Mrs. Pat comment- 
ing on someone without brains. 

“Actresses don’t need brains,” Shaw said to her. 
“They only need a good memory. Now your daugh- 
ter Stella could play Hedda pretty well.” (Hedda 
Gabler of "An Enemy of the People.) 

“There was a long pause while Mrs. Pat consid- 
ered this, and then she sighed deeply, turned impul- 
sively to Shaw, *Oh Joey, why did we never have a 
child. With your brains and my beauty, it would 
be the perfect human being.’ ” 

“ ‘Dangerous, Stella, very dangerous,’ chuckled 
Shaw sardonically, ‘supposing it had your brains 
and my beauty.’ ” 

Came the first night with Tree still anxious over 
the language. Tension was in the air until Mrs. Pat 
said, ‘not bloody likely’ and then laughter echoed 
around the theatre. It nearly ruined the play. At 
the end the audience went wild. It was a superb 
success. The name, Bernard Shaw, for the first time 
became a household word.

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SALT HURTS WINCHESTER! 


To I lie Citizens of Winchester: 

Sail is killing our trees. polluting our lakes, anil presenting 
a considerable threat to the Town environment. This report 
presents the results of a study by a group of W inehester citizens 
concerned about the steadily increasing use of salt for snow 
and ice removal in the Town. We believe that the convenience 
to the Highway Department of very heavy salting has not been 
properly balanced against the other costs. 

We are sending this report to the Town Meeting Members, 
the Finance Committee Members, and others concerned with 
Town Policy: this subject is for consideration under Article 17 
of the \\ arrant for Town Meeting. References and additional 
information material arc available in the library. 

Wc believe the Town should take two steps immediately 
to improve the present situation: I ' reduce the amount of salt 
and substitute plowing wherever feasible; and 2i appoint a 
Study Committee to evaluate possible alternate methods of snow 
and ice removal.

TOWARDS A RATIONAL POLICY 

W o are not recommending a greatly reduced level of salt u*< Wr are not advocating a total elimi- 
nation of salt for snow and ice removal I although Winchester managed well without salt prior to 1955— 
and at a reduced costt. A rational policy for snow and ice removal might include: 

1. Use more plowing; our policy of using salt alone for less than four inches of snow should he aban- 
doned. 

2. Replace the “bare street” concept with a new Town policy. The main intent of any street snow and 
ice removal is safety and mobility — not bare street-. 

3. Adjust or modify salt spreader mechanisms for better control and lowest effective spreading rules. 

4. Ise s and in place of salt whenever possible, reserving -alt for particularly icy spots on the steepest 
streets, some intersections anil the business area. 

5. Puy greater attention to weather predictions so that salt i- not spread just an hour or two before a 
thaw. 

The Town Meeting and the Board of Selectmen should make much-reduced salt use a matter of 
Town policy immediately. We understand that the Selectmen and the Highway Department are experi- 
meuliirg-W i th a somewhat reduced level of salt, in particular, by not -ulting some streets. We propose a 
much greater reduction of salt use by lowering use on all streets. An initial goal might he to reduce 
the -alt use to the level recommended by the Salt Institute 1680 tons year for Winchester (about l/3rd 
our current use rate*. Further reduction might be made later. 

The low-salt policy should he made known explicitly to the Highway Department and to the resi- 
dents of the Town. The Supt of Streets could then consider both this policy and any special circum- 
stances when responding to individual requests for more salt. ’Bare'’ streets would not be the only 
guideline. 

We are also requesting a Study committee to evaluate \\ inch ester's snow and ice removal program 
from the viewpoints of its effectiveness and its direct and indirect costs. The trade-off between the con- 
venience of bare streets and the salt damage to our surroundings needs to be better understood. Win- 
chester lias been a very pleasant environment and proper!) values are correspondingly high. We need 
the information to keep it a desirable place to live. 


HIGHLIGHTS OF RESEARCH RESULTS 

( Sec later sections for full discussion* 

Winchester uses far more salt per mile of road than any 
other nearby town, almost three times the recommendation of 
the Salt Institute — the former Salt Producers’ Association. 
In 1970 Winchester used nearly a pound per square foot of road. 

Roadside trees are damaged by one-tenth the amount of 
salt Winchester uses. If we maintain tlii- use. every tree for 
20 to 30 feet on cither side of every street will he stunted or 
killed. 

Salt in the Mystic Lakes has already far exceeded the max- 
imum level desirable for drinking water; plants are dead and 
rotting, and trout can no longer live in the Lakes. Ninety per 
cent of Winchester’s storm drains run eventually into the Lakes. 

All studies of automobile accident statistics show that acci- 
dents on snow or ice are a small proportion of the total. On 
the average, accidents on snow or ice are less serious than other 
accidents, and less likely to be fatal. 

The Highway Department claims that its use of very heavy 
salting, minimal plowing, and no sanding is economical, but 
every resident loses much more than is saved by salt damage to 
cars, shoes, water and trees — and in decline in property values. 


Trees play a large part in making our Town a pleasant place in which to 
live. They provide shade in summer how much pleasanter it i- to walk or 
drive down a cool shady street when the temperature is 90 than down a bare 
unshaded black sizzling pavement. Trees act as bailies to help cut down traffic 
noise. They provide privacy. Insect-eating birds — prime factors in mosquito 
control — need nesting sites in tree-. And. importantly, a healthy growing tree 
can change carbon dioxide exhaust from people, furnace- and automobile- 
back into oxygen. Carlton Rees of the Mass Horticultural Society estimated 
that one tree roughly balances one man in the carbon dioxide-oxygen cycle; 
20 trees balance one car: and 7.000 trees balance one coast-to-coust jet ilight. 
And trees are very beautiful at all times of the year. 

Tree Death Rate 

l I* until 1963. the trees dying and removed along our street- were elms — 
victim- of Dutch elm disease. Then, in 1963 increasing winter salt u.-e and two 
drv -u miners combined to make the number of dead maples jump dramatically 
from zero to (><>. Since then the number has remained high — averaging 56 
non-elms and 16 dead elms removed every year by the town from between 
the sidewalk- and the streets. 

The major change in the environment surrounding the trees in the last 
decade has been the greatly increased u.-e of salt on the roads adjacent to the 
dying trees. The amount of salt spread along our roads has increased tremen- 
dously since 1960, with more -alt being spread every ycaq. Consider, for ex- 
ample. w hat has happend near W edge Pond where Grassinerc joins Glengarry 
at the foot of two lull-. In the 1950*- and early ‘no*-, those road- were plowed 
and left without sand or -alt to make lovely sledding hills, and cars managed 
to get in and out. More recently, in the interest of hare pavements, these streets 
have been salted along with the rest of the town streets. Now all five of the 
maple trees in front of the four houses at the bottom of the hill are dead or 
d\ing. Two were completely dead last summer, and one has been taken down. 
There are no other trees, and a street that use to be shady and cool in summer 
is going to be hot. 'Frees behind the houses are all right. The culprit in tin- 
case is the -alt, its effect magnified as it runs down the hills and collects arouud 
the trees near the bottom. 


TREES AND SALT IN WINCHESTER 

Effi’cts of Salt 

Frees suffering from -alt are in much the same position as a person trying 
to slake his thirst by drinking sea water. It doesn't work. A big tree in the 
middle of summer needs several hundred gallons of water a day. $alty water 
around its roots is much the same as no water, and the first signs of salt damage 
to trees arc the same a- the first signs of drought: twigs die — back and leaves 
look scorched around the edges. 

Two articles in the Vi inehester Star in August 1963 and again in August 
1961 readlined “Local .Maple Frees Dying Quickly from l ndetermined Cause" 
and ’’Local Trees Diseased; Maples are Decimated." Our salting program was 
increasing rapidly by then, and the salt added to the dry summer- in the early 
'6()*s was too much for the tree*. The 134 maples taken down in 1963 and 1964 
were mostly along the main streets, where salting bad been heaviest. 

People have known for a long time that salt i- bad for plants. The Romans 
sowed salt into the fields of Carthage so their crops would never grow again. 
Most investigations have been made with the total -alt per mile for one winter 
only about one-tentli of what \\ inehester used in 1969-70. Even at this much 
lower rate. Lacasse and Rich of tin* l niversity of New Hampshire found high 
salt levels in the leaves with twig dic-buck and leaf scorch in trees as much as 
thirty feet away from the road. This i- to be expected, because not only does 
salt move horizontally through the soil, but al-o the fine feeder roots from 
trees extend well beyond the bronche-. 

Experiments Show Suit Damage 

Scientists have approximate value- on how much salting a tree can tol- 
arate. Trees along the street- in New Haven were losing leaves in 1963 from win- 
ter salting, according to A. E. Dimond of the Conn. Agricultural Experiment 
Station. “Normal highway salting" caused severe leaf scorch at IT. Mass* in 
Amherst. \\ alton spread salt over tin roots at rates corresponding to 2.8 up 
to 45 tons per mile in winter, and found signs of severe .-alt injury at only 5 to 
10 tons per mile. 45 tons per mile killed the trees. 

In Winchester a significant fraction of the 36 tons per mile used in 1969- 
70 evidently lauded over the tree root*. $ult thrown by spreaders beyond the

edge of the road, salt-laden snow pushed over by the plow- in a big storm, salty 
brine and excess crystals splashed by cars, to add to the salt in the soil. 

Save Our Trees 

There are a number of steps that Winchester could take to conserve our 
trees. First, wc could decrease the amount of salt that reaches the tree- by using 
only enough salt to make the roads sale without leaving extra salt in the gutters 
and on the streets after they are cleared. Passing cars throw the extra salt 
out around the the trees. Curbing and storm drains along the streets would divert 
salty water from the trees. 

The salt spreaders should be adjusted or modified to throw -alt only oil the. 
pavement. Salt would still run into the Lakes, and some would -till seep into 
the ground, hut the adverse affect could be lessened. However, Glengarry road 
has curbing, and it hasn't saved those trees. 

Second, we could take measures to partially counteract the salt by liming 
and fertilizing. Calcium accounts for about half of the positively charged ions 
in healthy soils. High calcium content helps the -oil hold together in particles 
like bread crumbs that can soak up water and hold it like a sponge. But sodium 
ions f rom street salt easily displace calcium and destroy the crumb structure. 
Thou rain just runs off and erodes the topsoil instead of soaking into the ground. 
Lime adds calcium and reduces the effect of salt. Fertilizer applied a few weeks 
to a month after the lime would help keep trees healthy. \ igorous trees are Un- 
susceptible to disease and salt damage. There is no excuse for the town’s present 
policy of waiting until a tree is sick or dying before trying to save it. Waltham 
Field Station could advise the I own on better tree care. 

Finally, we could plant more trees to replace the dying one-. Since 1963 
wc have been losing more than we have been replacing. \\ c should reverse this 
and plant more than we lose. Species that arc more salt-resistant than maples 
would be a good choice. But even so-called “suit-tolerant" trees are not immune. 
Oak-, most often cited as salt-tolerant, do not show twig die-back and leaf scorch 
as maples do, but their overall growth is stunted. 

The only real solution is to reduce our salting. 


It is argued that -alt reduces the cost of snow removal, and thus the taxes; but this neglects the much larger cost 
to taxpayers of the damage from the -alt. 

The property tax saved by using all salt and no -and is ea.-y to estimate, but the cost of -alt damage depends on 
manv factor-. Here are the nio-t realistic approximations we can find for an average. Winchester family. Of course, 
the co-l varies widely between different families. Details for each item are given below.

Rust on painted and plated metal is obvious to us all and uio.-t of us know that cars last year- longer in the South 
where salt is not used. However, no actual statistics on salt corrosion in the North seem to have been publi-hed. As 
a high estimate of the cost of salt on your car, wc computed the cost of trading it in a year early. I -ing Consumer 
Reports price- for 1970 new cars and 1966-68 used cars, the average extra cost per year of trading it in after 3 years 
rather than t years is $113; the average extra cost per year of trading it in after 2 years rather than 3 years is .$198. 
As a low estimate of the cost of salt, we estimated the cost of uiulcrcoaling ( prorated over several years) and tuilhlul 
home washing (every week all winter) to be $10. 

T rees 

The International Shade Tree Conference has developed a formula lor the dollar value of shade trees, widely 
used for insurance and damage appraisals. Prominently placed trees ol desirable species in perfect condition are 
valued at $9.00 per square inch of cross section at 4»4 feet from the ground. (A 12-iuch diameter tree is worth $1,018 
for example, and a 21-inch diameter tree i- worth $4,072. * Our common -trcct trees, in particular the salt-sensitive 
sugar maples, arc included in their list of the most valuable species lor New England. 1 he W inehester trees now be- 
ing killed by salt were usually in fair condition and well over twelve inches in diameter, lliey were worth moro 
than $1000 each. 

The town now removes over 100 town-owned street trees per year, more than half killed by salt. (Virtually all 
the elms vulnerable to Dutch elm disease arc gone.) At least as many privately owned trees near the streets are also 
being killed by salt, and the individual owners arc having to pay for the removal. Fliesc losses due to -alt reduce the 
property values in the town generally, by considerably more than $100,000 per year (more than $13 per house per 
year)- 
Rets 

A pet who walks in the salt on streets can cost something in veterinarian’s charges and much more in his owners 
efforts. If your pet lick- off the salt, lie will probably he eating too much salt. If he walks in the salt with a cut loot, 
it will be painful aud will heal very slowly. Properly, you should wash your pet’s feel whenever he might have been 
on the streets.

The tree warden of Lexington felt that towns using .-alt, even in the relatively small amounts Lexington uses, 
would eventually luse all their sugar maples; other trees would follow. 

Arlington 

Arlington is a very hilly town. Nonetheless, it uses salt at less than half the rate used here, and would not con- 
sider an “all-salt" policy. Arlington’s trees arc protected from salt run-off because most of tin* -t reels arc curbed, and 
cure is taken to keep salt between the curbs and confine run-off to the storm -drains. Even 'so, Arlington is losing 200 
trees a year. Salt seems to be responsible for most of the tree deaths. 

Burlington 

At a special Town Meeting la.-t year. Burlington voted to bail salt. Chloride coiiccutral ions in well-water aver- 
aged 270 part- per million, exceeding the Federal standards of 25 ppm, lor drinking water. Blaiue for the high suit 
content was laid to the run-off of salt-laden water from Koulc 3, aud salty snow near the wells. 

Initial reaction to tin* nu--ult policy ha- been overwhelmingly favorable, according to the. Selectmen. Interestingly 
enough, the number of accidents ill December 1970 (after the uo-salt policy started) was lower than iu December 
1969, presumably because drivers were using more caution on the streets that were uol bare. 

Burlington is finding the low cost of -ami — $1.70 ton, compared to $17.00 for salt, very attractive. The Select- 
men feel the reduced environmental cost of the sand more than makes up for the cost of spring clean-up.

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SALT-WATER FOR ’FRESH' 

Salt in Lakes and Rivers 

All tin* salt put on our streets eventually flows into the ponds, lakes, and 
rivers. r I his year salty snow picked up from six miles of road in the center 
of town has not been dumped directly into the water, hut it has been piled 
near the river at the incinerator and Sylvester Ave. Salt can easily leach down 
into the water from the piles of snow. For the rest of the town snow and salt 
melt run into the storm drains, at least OO^e of which empty into the Aberjonu 
or the Mystic Lakes. 

Mr. Kathy at the Andover Field Oflicc of the Division of Water Pollution 
Control. Mass. Department of Natural Resources, aud Mr. Noyes, an aquatic 
biologist under contract to the M.D.C.. have told us that chlorides from salt- 
treated snow which have reached the Aberjona River ami the Mvstic Lakes 
are clearly detrimental to plant and animal life. They say that the chlorides 
make it hard to secure an acceptable water quality rating for the River and the 
Lakes. Roth waters are conditionally classified us W a ter (Jnulil v 1 .lass R. a 
quality supposedly acceptable for fish and wildlife but not for drinking. 


Last spring the Fisheries aud Game Division stocked the I.akes with trout. 
They soon died from a combination of high levels of chloride and zinc, both 
of which are toxic to trout. In the last 3 years, the chloride level of the lake 
has risen from approx. 100 ppm., which was already high for a fresh water lake, 
to approx. 200 ppm. 

The head of the Arlington Dept, of Properties and Natural Resources 
states that at times when the Lakes are not mixing enough to carry oxygen 
to the bottom, he has seen fish congregating at the mouth of Mill Brook. Nor- 
mally plants growing in a lake can supply oxygen in the lower water, hut not 
in the My?* tie Lakes where the salt content is high. The report from the Tufts 
Symposium last spring recommended flushing the saline bottoms of the Lakes. 

Winchester is not the only contributor to pollution in the Lakes, but Kathy 
and tNoyes think that chlorides derived from snow treatment and dumping prac- 
tices in Winchester ar c probably sufficient for official action to cause future cur- 
tailment of these practices. Recommendations for such curtailment must, how- 
ever. follow further study after up-stream chloride sources {industrial) have 
been eliminated. 

W inchester’s water supply is not presently threatened, but the head of 
the Water and Sewer Hoard has asked that the roads around the Fells not he 
salted. The Highway Dept, agreed to this. 


Costs of Alternate Means of Snow and Ice Removal 

Ibis section documents estimated cost figures for alternate methods of 
snow removal, 'flic costs wen derived from a February 1970 report to the 
Selectmen of \\ inchester prepared by Superintendent of Street-. Robert G. 
O'Brien. They are based on the present standard of rapid clearing to hare 
pavements.

Some residents of \\ inchester are evidently fearful of a large-scale increase 
in numbers of accidents and injuries if the current street salting program is 
reduced. I’lie relative frecpiencv of accidents in different weather and road 
conditions does not substantiate the fear. However, it b unfortunate that 
Winchester's record is not available for comparison either with national or 
stale figures, i All information of this type is on individual accident reports, 
and these would have to In* independently sorted and tabulated to determine 
how the town compares with others.)

in that time have not increased significantly. Nonetheless, the amount of suit budgeted for use in snow ami ice n 
movul by our Highway Department has increased from 160 tons in 19.77 to 4.700 tons in 1970 an increase of 2.510)1 

In addition, the actual salt use within the lust few years regularly exceeds the estimates. In I9(»H. for example, 
almost twice as much salt was used as hud been estimated. Over 6.0(H) tons were spread that year enough! to covei 
every square foot of Winchester streets with almost a pound of salt. The butlfieted -alt use for 1970 was nearlv 
high a- the extraordinary I960 use figure — .7.000 tons. 4’ his is over three time* the dosage recommended hv the ^.ih 
Institute (formerly known us the Salt Producers’ Assoc.) for a town of W inchester's size. 

Some of the causes underlying the excessive increase in salt use appear to he the following. 

1. Tile Town now has a policy of removing all snow-falls of depths less than I inches by salt alone. Some plow in 
would obviously reduce salt use considerably for such “minor'* snow-falls. 

2. There is a clearly excessive amount of salt being spr* ad over even vary light snow-falls. Residents may remem- 
ber the first very light stiow-fulls of this winter when, after the snow melted, the layers of undbsolved salt co 
lals remaining were almost as deep us the original snow coverings. 

3. The Town is salting too often. The Highway Department often has its spreaders out at dawn sailing ire which 
would he melted a short time later by warming temperatures after sun-rise.

Our Town's u-c of -all has increased at an alarming rale, despite evidence of the harm this over-salting is doing to 
the Town. There semis to he no good reason wliv. it Winchester could maintain well-cleared streets in tin* mid-l9.70*s 
without exce— ivc use of -all. that it needs to u-e such great amounts of -all in the 1970'-. The time ha- conic to re- 
verse the trend of increased salt use and return to more responsible methods of snow and ice removal.

Not A New Idea 

“The Extended School Year is 
not a new idea,” the study related. 
"It has been discussed and tried' 
repeatedly ever since the early 
Years of the present century.” 

“Few of these Extended School 
Year plans have been maintained 
for very long periods of time, the 
longest span apparently being in 
the vicinity of ten years. In the 
end, all have been abandoned for 
one reason or another. 

“Now, once again, interest in 
the 12-month school year has been 
revived, stimulated by another 
period of economic uncertainty 
and growth of the school popula- 
tion us well as by a new factor — 
an era of educational innovation 
and expansion.” 

Plans Described 

Plans described by the Extend- 
ed School Year -Committee in- 
clude : 

1. Rotating Four-Quarter Plan: 
The school year is divided into 
four equal quarters of approxi- 
mately 12 weeks each. Each pupil 
attends three consecutive quar- 
ters and vacations for the fourth. 
Throughout the year, three-quar- 
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Mr. Coleman provided informa- 
tion on the effects of deicing salt 
on water supplies, soils, plants, 
grasses, and trees based on a 
National Academy of Sciences re- 
search report. He also discussed 
and answered questions on cur- 
rent environmental problems in 
Winchester and Burlington. 

The use of deicing salt has a 
minor effect on water supplies, 
except in cases where salt storage 
piles and highways are located 
immediately adjacent to water 
reservoirs, wells, or ponds, he 
said. The increase in sodium clo- 
ride in the Burlington water sup- 
ply was apparently related to 
drainage from the salt storage 
piles and Route 128 which are 
located above the watershed, 
which is tapped by the Burling- 
ton water supply wells, he main- 
tained. 

In general the total amount of 
salt used for deicing in the coun- 
try, esl inmtt • ! at nine million 
tons is small, compared to salt 
deposited from rain water, esth 
mated at 400 million tons a year, 
he continued. There are other 
more concentrated sources of salt 
which contaminate water sup- 
lilies, including effluent from che- 
mical plants, sewage and from 
the leaching of natural salt from 


the soil, Mr, Coleman continued. 
The increase in sodium chloride 
in the Mystic Lakes is probably 
related to a combination of the 
above factors, he believes. 

A more serious environmental 
effect of deicing salt occurs in the 
destruction of some types of 
roadside shrubs and trees, he 
went on. Most vegetation is toler- 
ant to salt. A notable exception 
is the Sugar Maple Tree. 

A difficult decision for local 
governments must be made in 
minimizing the possible adverse 
environmental effects of deicing 
salt and yet provide roads safe 
for public transportation, he sta- 
ted. Studies have shown that the 
accident rate increases as much 
as ten times on icy roads, so the 
personal safety of the public must 
be considered, Mr. Coleman con- 
cluded.

Favors Study 
On Salt Amounts 

1- liter of the Star: 

By now Article 17. about street 
sail ting, may be terribly confusing 
to some of you. Let’s dispel some 

myths. 

1. No ont* has suggested eliminat- 
ing all street salt. 

2. No one has suggested follow- 
ing Burlington’s no-salt policy. 

N T o one favoring a less-salt 
policy believes in hampering our 
doctors, police, firemen, or in in- 
creasing accidents. 

What is being proposed is that 
we have a committee to study the 
question of amounts of salt to be 
used. Who can object to that in this 
day and age when 500 new chemi- 
cals are being introduced each 
year; when one salt additive (a 
rust inhibitor) was found too haz- 
ardous for humans and so was re- 
moved from the market; and when 
it is unlikely that either our busy 
Selectmen or our Superintendent of 
Streets (who is also our Tree War- 
den ) have time to keep abreast of 
the heavily scientific literature. 

The key issue — lessening the 
amount of salt to be used — can’t 
be understood properly without 
background. Briefly: in 1969-70 our 
policy was to use three times the 
salt recommended by experts (the 
Salt Institute). In late fall of 1970, 
our Superintendent of Streets 
stated this policy would be contin- 
ued, i.e., we would use 10 million 
pounds of salt per year instead of 
the recommended 3.5 million 
pounds. 

The question arose, as it well 
ought, whether this remarkable dis- 
regard of expert advice was like 
taking six aspirin when an expert 
had recommended two. The point, 
of course, is that side effects from 
over-dosing are not uncommon. 
Some of these effects were outlined 
in last week’s Star in the page and 
a half ad many of you read. 

1 did not help research that ma- 
terial. but applied for information 
on my own from the Salt Institute 
directly, and from the National 
Academy of Science, Washington, 
D.C. 

On all but two accounts does my 
material agree with that placed 
in the ad. A booklet on De-icing 
Salts, prepared by the National 
Academy »f Science, repeatedly re- 
fers to cumulative effects, and 
states that these must be watched 
for, and are as yet unknown. For 
this reason alone it seems prudent 
to use some caution in our ap- 
proach to these chemicals. 

Now, to shift to the current situ- 
ation. Since December when Article 
1 7 had to be filed to be put on the 
Warrant, since then, our official 
salt policy has been changed some- 
what. I am informed that in fact 
less salt has been applied than in 
the year previous. 

The fact that Article 17 was in- 
troduced in December to change a 
policy which has been changed 
since December is going to provide 
communication difficulties unless 
understood. 

The petitioners for this Article 
now seem to have agreement from 
our policy makers that 10 million 
pounds of salt is too much to use 
in one season. Let’s hope this 
whole subject gets the continued 
study it deserves, and meanwhile 
three cheers for the men of the 
Highway Department who get out 
all hours in bad weather to do a 
tough job well. Thanks to them, 
and to the alert citizens who took 
time to bring us so complete a re- 
port on the implications of using 
salt.

School Committee 
Asked To Review 
Bussing Decision 

Editor of the Star: 

This is an open letter to the 
School Committee and concerned 
individuals in regard to the recent 
decision on not busing children to 
the Muraco School from George, 
Charles, Bradford, East, Holton, 
and Cross Streets. 

I certainly understand the eco- 
nomic pinch involved here, and I 
appreciate the time spent by the 
Committee considering our bus pro- 
posal. the efforts on our behalf un- 
dertaken by Officer Pigott, and also 
the concern for the children’s safe- 
ty expressed hy Mr. Young. How- 
ever, conditions still are dangerous 
and must be improved in several 
areas. 

After reading the summation in 
your letter. I was not satisfied that 
the School Committee recognizes all 
the dangers of the area. It is simply 
not enough to educate our children 
to avoid dangerous areas when 
they must walk four time a day, 
through and by them, especially 
when there are certain measures 
which would improve the safety of 
the area to a tolerable level. 

The Muraco School has much to 
offer, but our children need safer 
conditions on the path. I appeal to 
the School Committee, in its moral 
obligation to the safety of our chil- 
dren en route to school, that they 
earnestly consider the following 
recommendations. 

1. The icy condition of paths in 
winter, particularly East Street, 
which has been so icy that children 
are walking in the road should not 
exist. Daily sanding is required. 
Icy paths also exist along Cross ' 
Street by Davidson Park and , 
through the Leonard Pond area. 

2. The Winchester Highlands 
railroad station is an especially 
difficult problem in regard to the | 
economic plight of the Boston and 
Maine RR. But the railroad should 
receive strenuous pressure to make 
this station look less like an aban- 
doned mine, and here are several 
possible low-cost suggestions to this 
end ! 

(a) Rotton wood must be re- 
placed both on the steps and on the 
platform. 

(b) Stronger bell and light 
warnings on all trains must be con- 
sidered in light of the accessibility 
of the. tracks by school children, 
and 

(c) The setting up of a chain 
link fence in an elbow shape to 
direct the access to the stairs away 
from the path. 

A final (d) suggestion is to con- 
sider closing the station until funds 
are available for improvement or 
even renovation. 

I don’t think children or most 
adults realize this is an active pas- 
senger station. It certainly bears 
no resemblance to Wedgemere Sta- 
tion. 

3. The railing on the small 
bridge over the Aberjona River as 
it crosses Cross Street should be 
reinforced with link fencing to 
avoid the possibility that a child 
might fall through the wide-spaced 
rail during an inadvertent shoving. 

•1. The Leonard iPond area should 
have supervision. Someone should 
assume responsibility for this 
area. 

IS. I understand that the problem 
of increased trucking is already un- 
der consideration by the Police, De- 
partment, and I was encouraged 
and appreciative of their efforts 
and concern as expressed by Officer 
Pigott. 

In closing I want to say that the 
conditions of any walking path to 
a public school must Ihj suitable for 
the youngest children to walk the 
path. I do not feel that kindergar- 
ten, first, and possibly second grade 
children have adequate protection 
for their safety on this route and 
perhaps an immediate alternative 
measure would be temporary addi- 
tional busing of at least first 
graders. But this is not to say that 
the huzards are less of u threat to 
the older children, who perhaps 
have more awareness of the danger 
spots but muy be more likely to 
exercise unwise judgment. 

I feel confident that the School 
Committee will join efforts with 
parents in this important issue of 
safety and together we will see a 
general improvement of conditions.

Mr. Olivier, who is also presi- 
dent of Winchester Trust Com- 
pany, termed the Winchester Cen- 
ter Plan “very creative.” lie no- 
ted that the center was “not 
healthy” from a business and 
economic standpoint. While not a 
distress area, it is declining, he 
Observed. 

“Something has to be done,” 
Mr. Olivier maintained. 

Mr. Giarrizzo said that the 
Finance Committee, concerned 
with the financial health of the 
town, seeks to increase the tax 
base of Winchester Center. 

Although the Finance Commit- 
tee’s report to the Annual Town 
Meeting indicated that the group 
would defer its recommendation 
pending more information, Mr. 
Giarrizzo said that the committee 
will recommend a favorable vote 
on the first two parts of Article 
35. 

The first section authorizes the 
town to implement a temporary 
closing of Main Street between 
W'ashington Street and the traf- 
fic circle under the overpass at 
an estimated cost of $1,000. The 
naming of a committee for archi- 
tectural and design review is call- 
ed for in the second section, with 
a few hundred dollars expected 
to be needed for expenses. 

• Mr. Giarrizzo said that the Fi- 
nance Committee “will do any- 
thing to help the town to get off 
this declining rate.” 

Objects Of Plan 

Jlr. Schaefer observed that the 
Winchester Center Plan was de- 
signed to benefit the central busi- 
ness district’s economic health 
and preserve and improve the 
area’s attractiveness. 

A relatively small percentage 
of household spending is done in 
Winchester, the study showed, 
Mr. Schaefer said. 

Downtown land and real estate 
values here are “extraordinarily 
high,” Mr. Schaefer said. Proper- 
ty is “not very marketable,” and 
vacancies exist that cause land- 
lords prohlems, he continued. 

“Nevertheless, values put on 
land are extremely high. When it 
sells, it sells at relatively high 
value,” Mr. Schaefer pointed out. 

Mr. Schaefer foresaw little tax 
base potential in more industrial 
property, and no real prospect 
for generating an addition to the 
tax base through office property. 

He did, however, envision a 
“substantial demand” for rental 
housing at all levels, from luxury 
to subsidized housing for the el- 
derly. 

"If we were to permit and en- 
courage good apartment construc- 
tion, a significant addition to the 
tax base could be attained,” Mr. 
Schaefer said. 

A lot of shopping dollars are 
available from Winchester resi- 
dents, Mr. Schaefer observed. 

To stimulate their expenditure 
here, parking space is an essen- 
tial ingredient, he stated. Per- 
sons wish to get away from traf- 
fic, he added. 

Under the Winchester Center 
Plan, eventually the McManus 
House would be removed, Mr. 
Schaefer indicated. The McCall 
Junior High and present Win- 
chester High School property 
would be joined. 

For a downtown shopping mall, 
off-street parking, pedestrian 
roadways, and a pedestrian tun- 
nel beneath the railroad tracks 
are envisioned. The possibility of 
an underground garage beneath 
the* Common land was also men- 
tioned by Mr. Schaefer. 

Mr. Schaefer also mentioned 
the long range possibility of re- 
placing Town Hall and the Police 
and Fire Stations. The police and 
fire facilities are not in a good 
location, Mr. Schaefer maintain- 
ed. 

The survey planners proposed 
mid-rise apartments, ‘ no higher 
than ten stories, for part of the 
Winchester Center area. Land 
would be acquired and some old 
buildings removed for this pur- 
pose. 

One suggested site is the for- 
mer New England Laundry loca- 
tion. The Fitzgerald property on 
Rangeley Roatl is unother possible 
site for such apartments, Mr. 
Schaefer said. He also considers 
it one of th'e prime areas in 
town for housing for the elderly, 
he added. 

“Considerable” open space 
would be provided between apart- 
ment buildings, Mr. Schaefer said. 
“Flavor” and “attractive appear- 
ance” would be maintained, while 
the town would acquire an “at- 
tractive tax base,” Mr. Schaefer 
declared. 

Initial Step 

An initial step in the revitaliza- 
tion of Winchester Center would 
be the placement of saw horses 
across Main and Washington 
Streets and at the traffic circle. 
Permission would be needed from 
the Commonwealth, since Main 
Street is a state route, Mr. Scliue- 
fer pointed out. Later, a metal 
fence could be installed to replace 
tlu- saw horses if the plans were 
successful, Mr. Schaefer suid. 

“We’re not going to tear up 
Main Street right away and plant 
daisies,” Mr. Schaefer assured 
the uudieuce. 


Mrs. Tluima asked if mid-rise 
apartments were a plus or a 
minus on the tax base. 

Mr. Giarrizzo said that the Fi- 
nance Committee has been com- 
piling information from such 
groups ns the Water and Sewer 
Board, Board of Assessors, Police 
and Fire Departments, and the 
Selectmen. The Finance Commit- 
tee hopes to have opinions on the 
subject when the proposed Zoning 
By-Law is considered at a com- 
ing Special Town Meeting. 

Mid-rise apartments will bene- 
fit the tax base, in the opinion of 
the Finance Committee, Mr. 
Schaefer declared. 

Mr. Looney gave the results of 
a questionnaire mailed by his 
group to Winchester residents. A 
00 percent response was achieved. 

Respondents mentioned three 
aspects they considered negative 
about the central business dis- 
trict. They included lack of con- 
venient parking facilities, ab- 
sence of product diversity, anil 
students hanging around the 
downtown business area. 

Food stores, banks, drug stores, 
and specialty shops were the 
places drawing consumers to the 
center now, the survey showed. 

Mr. Moore agreed that the cen- 
ter of town needs help. He would 
hope that architect-planners could 
become involved in the project, 
he observed. 

Mr. Lombardi said that it was 
a “great plan,” but he wondered, 
“Where is all the money coming 
from?” He asked if “too much 
money” might not be spent “in 
a relatively short period of time.” 

Mr. Schaefer said that the 
Planning Board, under Article 35, 
hopes to have an Architectural 
Design Advisory Committee ap- 
pointed. Private owners would be i 
induced to make an investment 
in the proposed changes, he con- 
tinued. 

“Two years from now we will 
have just gotten a nice start on 
this,” he said. This has to be 
generated by private owners ma- 
king an investment,” he assured 
Mr. Lombardi. 

Mr. Looney said that Winches- 
ter had 3,758 persons per square 
mile, according to 1970 density 
figures. Stoneham had 3,405 per- 
sons in the same area: Melrose, 
5,788; Framingham, 2,577, and 
Lexington, 1,095. 

Mr. Olivier spoke of the need 
to attract more specialty shops 
to town. 

People don’t really shop in 
Winchester,” he explained. “They 
buy. We’re hurt already.” 

Mrs. Arpad Y’on Lazar said that 
parking behind stores, an open 
area, a mall and a restaurant 
would entice more shoppers to 
Winchester Center. 

When Filene’s moved from 
Winchester Center, efforts to in- 
terest Grover Cronin to relocate 
here were unsuccessful because of 
lack of present or potential park- 
ing space, Mr. Schaefer recalled. 

The mid-rise apartment propo- 
sal would require a sufficient 
number of parking spaces on the 
lot, Mr. Schaefer continued. In- 
ducements for placing parking 
facilities underground could be 
offered, he said. Some of the mid- 
rise apartment property would be 
required to be landscaped, he no- 
ted. 

Mr. Schaefer said that the Win- 
chester Center Plan was “not a 
scheme to create a competitor to 
the Burlington Mall,” since this 
would be a hopeless task.” 

“We’re trying to create a more 
healthy local business community 
thut will serve the town’s needs,” 
Mr. Schaefer explained. 

Mr. Spinney, in commenting on 
the Winchester Center Plan, ex- 
pressed the hope that McCall 
Junior High School may someday 
be turned into a community re- 
creation center, and that “all 
roads will lead to it more” under 
the plan. 

Planning Board Views 

In presenting the report on the 
Winchester Center Plan to the 
Selectmen in December, the Plan- 
ning Board commented in part: 

"There are obvious problems in 
the Center. New shopping centers 
along the major highways attract 
our residents in increasing num- 
bers. 

“Sections of the center show 
signs of blight. Additional park- 
ing, and particularly parking 
more convenient for shoppers, is I 
required. 

“Although the railroad over- j 
puss has solved a major traffic 
problem, it is a barrier which 
effectively divides the Center. Our 
civic buildings ure going to be 
obsolete in the foreseeable future. 

Finally, the soaring costs of 
local government, while probably 
a problem that local communities 
are incapable of solving complete- 
ly, must huve the best attention 
of all of us, particularly from the 
standpoint of improving our tux 
base. 

“Winchester is and will continue 
to be a residential suburb provid- 
ing a quality living environment 
for people employed in Metropoli- 
tan Boston. It is our conclusion ' 
that the major hope of improving 
the tux base, while at the same 
time preserving the essential 
character of our town, relates pri- 
marily to diversifying our hous- 
ing supply und improving the re-

Mr. Hirshman explained that 
front a legal standpoint it is dif- 
ficult to create a political party 
in Massachusetts. He believes, 
hoyvever, that the organizers of 
the effort of yvhich he is treasur- 
er, have “enough energy and en- 
ough drive” to overcome these 
obstacles, he said. 

Mr. Hirshman said that his 
committee expects to have enough 
candidates seeking off .v in the 
1972 state election. If these con- 
tenders poll the required three 
percent vote, the gr- mp will peti- 
tion the Commonwealth’s Attor- 
ney General for certification as 
a political party. 

By July or August. Mr. Hirsli- 
man’s group hopes to have elect- 
ed 40 state committee members;

Article Three 

Article Three, including tyvo 
recommendations of the Methods 
and Procedures Committee, was 
approved. Authorized were: 

1. Adding two members to the 
present three-member Methods 
and Procedures Committee. The 
Board of Selectmen and the Fi- 
nance Committee had recommen- 
ded favorable action on the pro- 
posal.

The addition of a programmer- 
operator would reduce overtime, 
permit backup operations, allow 
for better systems analysis train- 
ing and planning; provide for a 
split shift, and encourage new 
applications in the future, he 
maintained. Paid and unpaid over- 
time was amounting to about 25 
hours a week in the town’s Data 
Processing Department, he added.

Favorable action yvus recom- 
mended by the Finance Commit- 
tee at the Annual Toyvn Meeting. 
In its printed report to Town 
Meeting Members, the Finance 
Committee had deferred a recom- 
mendation because it hud not at 
that time received the Methods 
and Procedures Committee report.

The Personnel Board said that 
it was hoped to decrease the num- 
ber of absences and to reduce 
overtime how* being paid. The 
number of hours worked each 
week will, however, continue to 
average 40 over an eight-week 
period, the report indicated. Three 
officers will he added to the police 
force as a result of this change. 

Salary increases under collec- 
tive bargaining agreements and 
for those not covered by such con- 
tracts were included in the $182,- 
000 package voted by the Town 
Meeting. 

The pay hikes ranged from five 
percent for food service workers 
to seven-and one-half percent for 
school secretaries. 

Nelson M. Bell, chairman of the 
Personnel Board, said that 80 per- 
cent of town employees were 
earning the maximum salaries set 
for their positions. 

Action Postponed 

At the request of Albert A. 
MacDonnell, chairman of the 
Board of Park Commissioners, the 
Toyvn Meeting Members agreed to 
postpone action on Article Seven 
until Thursday evening. March 25, 
yvhen it will it be the first order 
of business.

Tougaloo Choir 
To Be Presented 
By First Church 

One of the reportedly great 
choirs of the Deep South will be 
heard at the Howard J. Chidley 
Memorial Concert on Wednesday, 

( March 24, when the touring choir 
of Tougaloo College in Mississippi 
I is presented by the First Congre- 
gational Church in the Winchester 
' High School Auditorium. 

The concert starts at 8 p.m. Tick- 
ets may be purchased in advance 
at the Church office on Dix Street 
or at the door on the evening of the 
performance. 

During its 10-day Northeastern 
tour the 45-voice choir will also he 
heard in Wellesley and Roxbury 
as well as in Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Island, and New York. 

Located just north of Jackson, 
Mississippi, Tougaloo is dedicated 
to the educational development of 
black people. Although the faculty 
and student body has been integrat- 
ed for many years, the student 
body is primarily black. 

Basically a liberal arts college, 
Tougaloo in recent years has ex- 
| paneled its program to provide 
technological offerings. 

Proceeds from the concert of the 
101-year-old college will be distrib- 
uted through the Missionary and 
Benevolence Committee of the 
Church to help meet the scholar- 
ship needs of black college stu- 
dents. 

Dr. George Owens is president of 
Tougaloo and the first alumnus to | 
hold this office. A former president. 
Dr. Judson Cross, for whom one of 
| the buildings on the campus is 
named, was a Winchester resident 
and a member of the First Congre- 
gational Church. 

The program Wednesday night 
will give a varied program ranging 
[from religious music, to selections 
: from opera, foreign songs, and Ne- 
I gro spirituals. 


Municipal Credit Union 
Treasurer Ends Service 

George C. Greer, founder of the Winchester Municipal Federal 
Credit Union, has retired after serving for 12 years as treasurer, 
business manager, and board member.

) VA has eliminated its .5 per cent

Mr. Greer originally formed the 
Winchester School. Employees’ Fed- 
eral Credit Union in behalf of the 
Winchester Teachers’ Club. The 
original incorporators of the fed- 
erally chartered credit union were 
all teachers. They included past 
members of the teaching staff. Ar- 
thur Collins, Lovell Parsons, Tho- 
mas Devine, Everett Bolster, and 
the late Marie Dugan. Current 
members of the teaching statF in- 
cluded, Gardner Handy, Helen 
Skornik, Frank Provinzano, and 
Mr. Greer. 

In 1957, the credit union’s year 
ending financial and statistical re- 
port showed total assets of $(57.58. 
There were no loans on the books. 
Total shares were in the sum of 
$36.25. One year later, assets to- 
taled $7,477.72. Loans were 
$5669.35. The total share holdings 
were $7,315.35. 

The closing financial and statis- 
tical report for the year ending 
1970, showed assets of $335,825.86. 
Loans outstanding totaled $306,- 
477.88. Shares held by members 
were $280,868.28. 

Membership in the credit union 
for the 12-year period rose from 
the original nine charter members 
to 441. 

To help the credit union keep 
down operating costs and make 
more money available for dividends 
to members, Mr. Greer accepted no 
salary for his first two and one 
half years in office. 

In December, 1958, one year af- 
ter it was founded, at the request 
of Mr. Greer, the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Winchester School Em- 
ployees’ Credit Union opened its 
field of membership to all Win- 
chester Town employees and re- 
quested a change of name. It thus 
became officially known by its pre- 
sent name. The Winchester Munici- 
pal Federal Credit Union. 

During his twelve years as Trea- 
surer, Mr. Greer has loaned over 
two an one hull' million dollars. 


This loaned money has served the 
town employees by making a wide 
range of acquisitions possible. They 
include money made available to 
pay for a new arrival at the hospi- 
tal, as well as the down payment 
to buy a new home. 

In 1970, at the annual meeting 
to elect new members to the Board 
of Directors, Mr. Greer indicated 
his intention to retire as treasurer 
and business manager in 1971. At 
the annual election of officers, 
(held in February, Mr. Greer was 
[elected president of the Board of 
Directors. 

Other board members for the 
year 1971 are Robert Fiore, vice- 
president; Mrs. Janet Manzie, trea- 
surer; Miss Miriam Foley, secre- 
tary, and Donald Spinney. 

Mrs. Manzie, the new treasurer, 
will hold office hours in Town Hall 
as usual from 4:30 to closing on 
Tuesday and Thursday. 

Mr. Greer states that the new 
Board of Directors is anxious to 
reappraise the credit union’s ope- 
ration with the intention of up- 
dating the business operation and 
improving services. He states that 
the Directors feel as the assets 
continue to rise and the member- 
ship increases in number, adoption 
of new business practices and facil- 
ities must be given serious consid- 
eration to better convenience the 
members and improve services to 
them. 

Mr. Greer would like to see a 
banner year in 1971 by increased 
membership and increased deposits. 
He hopes all non- members who are 
eligible will consider joining the 
Credit Union and buying shares 
on a regular basis by using the 
availability of payroll deduction. I

It was announced that a 
patent-faculty meeting will be 
held in April at which time de- 
tails of programming, facilities, 
etc., will be open for conversation. 

It is anticipated that the basic 
program now used in the Senior 
High School will be implemented 
for 1971-1972 in the new building. 
More space and facilities are ex- 
pected to augment the options 
available there under the campus 
plan, especially laboratory offer- 
ings. 

Town Meeting 

The recent request made at the 
Annual Town Meeting for a list 
detailing compensation paid to 
School Department personnel was 
commented upon by School Com- 
mitee members under discussion 
of the Superintendent’s report. 
Mrs. Mary A. Mears, stating that 
it was “most unjust that that mo- 
tion was made,” added that every 
School Committee meeting since 
October of 1970 has involved bud- 
get matters and that all meetings 
are open. Committeeman Dr. Ri- 
chard B. Lawrunce supported this, 
saying that it was not true that 
this information was unavailable. 

A member of the audience of- 
fered that she had inquired in the 
Comptroller’s Office for this in- 
formation and found that “it 
would cost me as a taxpayer an 
atrocious amount of money” to 
duplicate the statements. 

Also from Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Donald A. Kleiner’s 
report, it was noted that Winches- 
ter will solicit bids for art sup- 
plies with two other towns in an 
attempt to save money. This town 
j will be one of the first to imple- 
j ment such a management study 
( recommendation. It is hoped thut 
: 1 this method may be expanded to 
1 other areas in the future. 

Grouping of elementary school 
! students entering the seventh 
I grude was a topic at an Admini- 
strative Council meeting recently. 
Sixth grade teachers and princi- 
pals will not be asked to make 
grouping recommendations, but 
rather to describe classroom be- 
havior. Achievement test results, 
intelligence tests and comments 
, by teachers and principals are 
I considered by the junior high 
I school staff for placement. 

( Through a negotiations agree- 


ment with teachers the length of 
the total school year for 1971 
1972 has been reduced to IS I 
days. It will, ho necessary to re- 
vise the calendar previously sub- 
mitted to the School Committee 
and then resubmit it for the Com- 
mittee’s approval with this 
change. 


In other business the Commit- 
tee conferred on a letter received 
from a member of the School De- 
partment physical education staff 
citing that the distribution of 
such equipment among the 
schools was unequal. Dr. Klemer 
agreed that this claim was true. 
He suggested that Henry T. 
Knowltnn. director of the physi- 
cal education department, he eon- 
suited on a plan for equalizing 
this distribution. 

A motion to change the school 
calendar in the area of the junior 
high school schedule was lost 
when put to a vote. A recom- 
mendation from Dr. Klemer pro- 
posed that a reduction he made 
in the junior high school final 
examination schedule so that 
the exam schedule be confined 
to two days. Presently the junior 
and senior high schools operate 
on the same examination sche- 
dule. taking a period of four days. 

Mrs. Mears was opposed to this 
recommendation due to the fact 
that last year the School Com- ! 
mittee had also approved a cnlen- ! 
dar. and then revised it. Agree- 
ment with the motion would have j 
meant that for the second con- I 
secutive year the Committee 
would have altered a set calen- 
dar. However, the problem is still 
under study. 

A review of two projects pre- 
pared by Tufts students working 
within the Winchester school sy- 
stem was presented to the Com- 
mittee earlier in the evening. 
Superintendent Klemer noted 
that these additions to curriculum 
development were accomplished j 
at no cost to the Town. 

A four-week ecology course will 
be conducted in the ninth grade at 
Lynch Junior High School as a 
pilot offering. The class, which in- 
volves lectures, reading, research. ■ 
laboratories, field trips, and 
discussion, was developed by a 
senior biology major at Tufts 
with the support of Frank X. Fin- 
igan, director of the Winchester 
public schools science department. 

The second project is composed 
of two , slide-tapes depicting the 
history anil a general overview of 
Boston. The media project is the 
result of six-weeks work for two 
Tufts students under the guidance 
of William P. O’Connor, depart- 
ment director for social studies.

THE SATISFICERS 


hi/ Arthur Levin, M.D. 


The front cover of this book explains its title. The 
definition of satisfieers is “those who by Washington's 
unwritten rule do just enough to pet by.’’ The book 
is written in a style which makes it easy to read hut 
the contents are difficult to digest because of the 
anger and despair which they must arouse in any 
thinking person. 

Dr. Levin was given an assignment to the Public 
Health Service for two years to satisfy his draft 
obligations to the United States Government and 
joined them without any idea what his title of 
“policy analyst” signified. 


‘Whatever my official duties were to be in .Wash- 
ington, no one seemed in much of a hurry to tell 
me about them. It was only after about two 
weeks sitting in my small, prefabricated office, 
that I was summoned to see my superior, one of 
the department’s chief administrators . . . 

'I’m glad to hear you’re going to be our new 
expert on child health,' he said , . . Someone 
had informed President Johnson that the United 
States was the not so proud possessor of an in- 
fant death rate worse than those of a dozen other 
countries . . . The result was an HEW task 
force. Its members were physicians, economists, 
sociologists, and government officials. I was to 
serve as a staff member for this group . . . 
‘If you’re not an experts now, the administrator 
was saying, ‘you will be — in about a week.’ ” 


After a long investigation of all the data he 
could find on the child health program, Dr. Levin 
came to the conclusion that whereas statistics were 
being compiled in great numbers, the interpretation 
of these statistics in order to arrive at the best meth- 
ods of administration were almost non-existent. 


“I spoke to Dr. Arthur Lesser, an official respon- 
sible for running the child health program. I 
asked him why more effort was not being made 
to learn how successful the program was. Why, 
1 asked, couldn't we learn from the program ex- 
actly how much it costs to supply certain types of 
health care? Why couldn’t we try to find out 
how many deaths or handicaps are being pre- 
vented by this care? This official looked at me 
with a puzzled expression, as though totally sur- 
prised that anyone would want to know the an- 
swers to questions such as these. ‘That can’t 
be done,’ he said. ‘To collect that kind of infor- 
mation would require an extra deck in every 
child health center. It’s impossible.’ ” 


‘The federal government, I soon discovered, had 
in effect been supporting an infinite variety of 
ten or 20-year-old social experiments without 
any knowledge of how well these experiments 
had worked to improve the lives or the environ- 
ment of individuals . . .Whatever evaluation 
was done was carried out by the same men who 
were operating the programs themselves.”

Mr. Jackson maintained. Their 
pay is essentially the same as that 
offered in Milton and Needham, he 
said. Stoneham pays $30 a week, 
he said, while Winchester’s school 
traffic officers get $48.10. 

In many towns, no fringe bene- 
fits are paid, Mr. Jackson contin- 
ued. while Winchester offers such, 
including sick leave benefits. 

Police Chief Edward F. Bowl- 
er, answering a query, said that 
the school crossing guards work 
up to 15 hours n week. 

Chairman Ralph M. Swanson 
of the Board of Selectmen declar- 
ed that the force had been in- 
creased by three since last year. 

Albert T. McDougall of Pre- 
cinct Two, a Town Meeting Mem- 
ber and a school traffic officer, 
said that in Winchester crossing 
guards go on duty four times a 
day on school days. 

“I think we are entitled to a 
cost of living wage increase, the 
same as any other town employ- 
ee,” he said. 

Chairman Raymond J. Kenney 
Jr. of the Finance Committee ad- 
vised that his group recommend- 
ed unfavorable action on the pro- 
posed amendment. Members rec- 
ognized tho service performed by 
the crossing guards, he said, but 
tho posts are part time and not 
full time occupations. 

One school traffic officer receives 
four weeks’ paid vacation; four 
are give three weeks’ vacation 
with pay. the balance get two 
weeks’ vacation pay, Mr. Kenney 
declared. 

Civil Defense 

An effort to amend Budget 3400 
Civil Defense, to add $750 to the 
$5,455 budget, was defeated. The 
budget was passed unamended. 

The $750 would have purchased 
three tone-alert radios for auxil- 
iary firemen with five years’ serv- 
ice not having such receivers. Ac- 
cording to Wilbur C. Otis, the ra- 
dios would have met needs until 
1074. Telephone communication 
had been tried unsuccessfully, Mr. 
Otis pointed out. 

Robert P. Joyce of Precinct Six 
asked how many hours a year are 
devoted to the town by the auxil- 
iary firemen. 

Mr. Otis answered 5,000. 
Chairman Kenney said that the 
Finance Committee was concur- 
ring with the Board of Selectmen 
in recommending unfavorable ac- 
tion on the amendment. 

Mr. Hewis complained that 
“people never know what these 
budgets are,” although they 
should be public information. 

Mr. Kennedy said that the Fin- 
nance Committee had tried to 
keep residents informed. Although 
Finance Committee meetings are 
open ones, he said that with one 
exception, citizens had never ap- 
peared to ask questions or to lis- 
ten in on any of the discussions. 

“We’re there and you’re wel- 
come,” Mr. Kenney said. 

Mr. Hewis said that he was the 
“one exception,” and that he had 
attended Finance Committee 
meetings on two occasions. 

Forestry 

Budget 3U00 — Forestry for 
$4(5,207, was approved. 

Mr. Swanson said that because 
of Chapter 90 road construction 
of Forest Street. 32 trees had or- 
iginally been slated for removal, 
but that number has been reduced 
to 14. The town is still seeking 
to cut this number further. 

The town had originally plan- 
ned to plant 270 trees, but a Fi- 
nance Committee cut in funds re- 
duced this figure to 135, Mr. 
Swanson said. 

Mr. Swanson noted that 200 
trees needed replacement. Of the 
135 trees to be planted, 100 will 
be replacements and 35 new trees. 

Questioned about why the cost 
of contractual services had near- 
ly doubled in two years, Mr. 
Swanson said mainly because of 
dutch elm disease. 

Mental Health 

Budget 4025 — Mental Health 
for $12,490 was passed. 

Arthur W. Pratt, a former 


member of the Finance Commit- 
tee and former Town Meeting 
Member, discussed the request. 
The Mystic Valley Mental Health 
Center is serving 94 Winchester 
cases which, when the families are 
considered, involves 300 Winches- 
ter residents. He estimated that 
5.000 professional hours were de- 
voted to the 94 cases last year. 
The center also works closely with 
the Visiting Nurse Association, 
the guidance department of Win- 
chester High School, and the Win- 
chester Police Department, Mr. 
Pratt said. 

The reasons’ for a jump in costs 
from the 1971 request for $12,490 
from the 1970 figure of $(5,0(50, as 
given by Dr. Warren J. Taylor, 
chairman of the Board of Health, 
included the addition of six staff 
members, increased secretarial 
and other service costs, rising ex- 
penses due to inflation, a new 
telephone system, and expansion 
of service to include adults. 

Mr. Hewis, commenting that 
the town has no control over the 
, mental health budget, said that 
he believed the Commonwealth 
should “take the whole thing 
over.” 

Sanitation 

The $213,354 sought for Budget 
4300 — Sanitation was approved 
by Town Meeting Members. A 
move by Richard Terzian of Pres- 
cind Four to reduce the budget 
by $4,000 failed. 

Mr. Hewis noted that the 
height of the town incinerator 
was increased because smoke was 
coming out of its stack. Now, 
smoke is coming from both top 
and sides of the incinerator he 
maintained. 

He described the condition of 
the incinerator area as “despic- 
able.” He claimed that the yard 
needed cleaning up, commenting 
on a pile of rubbish in a corner 
“higher than I am.” The property 
was being used as a town dump, 
he declared. 

“It’s not a town dump; it’s an 
incinerator,” Mr. Hewis stated. 

He said that some material be- 
ing deposited in the incinerator 
isn’t properly burned and some- 
times is barely scorched. The in- 
cinerator area is becoming a stor- 
age place for a junk dealer,” he 
continued. 

A pile of tires 20 feet high was 
observed by him at the location 
last year, he said. The fence is all 
broken down,” he went on. 

Town Moderator and State 
Representative Harrison Chad- 
wick asked Mr. Hewis if he wish- 
ed to increase or decrease the bud- 
get. 

“If they need more money down 
there, let them say so,” responded 
Mr. Hewis. 

(5. William Carter of Precinct 
Two concurred with Mr. Hewis. 
He said that “a couple of years 
ago” plans had been discussed to 
beautify and landscape the area. 

“The place is a dump and that’s 
just what it looks like,” he com- 
mented. 

Jack A. Wilson of Precinct 
Four inquired about the newspa- 
per recycling program at the in- 
cinerator area. 

Chairman Swanson said that 
Sutfolk Services, Incorporated, of 
Chelsea had reduced its payments 
from five dollars a ton for paper 
to two dollars. 

“The experts on the incinerator 
say we are taking away one of 
its greatest sources of fuel,” Mr. 
Swanson said. “In that way we 
are probably not getting as good a 
burning as we should.” 

Rubbish is taken out on con- 
tract. Mr. Swanson noted, be- 
cause it won’t burn. 

“We make every effort to get 
it out as rapidly as possible,” he 
said. 

Parks. Playgrounds 

A $174,105 figure for Budget 
7000 — Parks, Playgrounds, and 
Waterways, was approved by 
Town Meeting Members. A $1,400 
transfer of funds sought in an 
amendment by Park Commission- 
er N. Bruce Hanes lost out. 

The Finance Committee had 
recommended unfavorable action 
on Commissioner Hanes’ motion.

Recycling centers for metal cans 
have finally come to Boston. In 
last Friday’s Boston Globe, the de- 
tails for- returning discarded metal 
cans were outlined. The purpose 
of this letter is threefold: (i) to 
urge you all to use it; (2) to in- 
form you how and when to use it 
(in case you missed the newspaper 
article): and (3) to inquire whether 
any Winchester residents would’ 
like to coordinate efforts (which 
would necessitate fewer individual 
trips to the recovery plants). 

The recycling centers are in 
Malden (Continental Can Company 
at 650 Eastern Avenue) and Need- 
ham Heights (American Can Com- 
pany at 9 B Street). Both are open 
9-4. Monday through Friday and 
9-12. Saturday. They will accept 
only washed and flattened cans with 
paper labels removed. All types of 
metal cans are acceptable — bi- 
metal. tin-plate, steel and alumi- 
num. Officials of the can companies 
state that proceeds will go to en- 
vironmental groups and or conser- 
vation associations. 

Would any. of you be interested 
in coordinating trips to the re- 


covery plants? If organized, it 
might mean a trip only once every 
other month or so. Please call me 
at 729-8710 if you are interested — 
even if it’s just in exploring the 
idea. And spread the word.

Kenneth P. Chase of Precinct 
Three spoke in favor of the Fin- 
ance Committee proposal, terming 
it a “noble effort” and stating 
that the Finance Committee 
members “are to be commended.” 
He said that their plan was a 
“serious proposal, one worth con- 
sidering” which was “consistent 
with the objectives of the West 
Side Fire Station.” In addition, he 
said it met staffing requirements. 

Wilbur C. Otis declared, “You 
can move equipment around all 
you want, but men fight fires, not 
equipment.”

Some Veterans' 
Wives, Widows 
Eligible For Aid 

The Veterans Administration re- 
ported that 175,000 widows of vet- 
erans who died of service-connect- 
ed disabilities and (>5,000 wives of 
veterans totally disabled in service 
are eligible for generally up to 3(5 
months of educational benefits. 

VA noted that 8,324 widows and 
1,8C>8 wives have already received 
such benefits, with December 1970 
as the peak month when 4,582 were 
in training. The number of partici- 
pants is expected to be even higher 
in the spring school semester. 

Wives of veterans with service- 
connected total and permanent dis- 
abilities, and widows of veterans 
or servicemen who die of service- 
connected causes are eligible under 
a law which became effective De- 
cember 1, 1908. 

So are widows of veterans who 
die of nonservice-connected causes, 
if the veteran’s disability was ser- 
vice-connected and total. 

VA officials also pointed out that 
Public Law 91-584, the prisoner of 
war bill signed last December, 
made a small number of additional 
wives eligible for educational bene- 
fits. 

VA urged wives and widows in- 
[ terested in educational assistance 
to contact their nearest VA office, 
or their local veterans service or- 
; ganization representative.
